laying the dead Body on the Funeral Pile, he fell upon his own Sword. Sertorius was at Ca-" 
laborra, gathering new Forces, which, when Pompey underſtood, he marched to Beſiege him 
in that place ; but he broke thro', and eſcaped, tho' with the loſs of 3000 Men ; and having 
together a mighty Army, offered his Enemy Battle, which he avoided, and marched 
mto'Winter Quarters. Metellus beyond the Pyreneans, and Pompey 1n Old Caſtile, Sertorius 
was naturally of a ſweet Temper, had not Jealouſies altered his good Inclinations, and pre- 
vailed with hirm to flight the Romans, who were difobliged, for that he committed the Guard 
of his Perſon to the Celtiberi, Beſides, he became Cruel, .and killed ſeveral of his Friends, 
and ſome of thoſe Youths-he had ſent to Oſca to Study, the reſt he ſold as Slaves; and thus 
he alienated the Aﬀetions of the Natives, which, were his only ſupport, Metellus in the 
Spring took in ſeveral Towns. On the contrary, Pompey was forced by Sertorius to raiſe the 
Siege had laid to Yalencia; but having increaſed his Forces, conſtrained the Enemy to re- 
tire, and purſued him as far as Cape St. Martin, near Denia, formerly, called Prom. Hemerg- 
ſcopeum, where there happen'd a Skirmiſh betwixt them, and ndthing elſe conſiderable, both 
Parties bells voviiing to come to a Battle, by reaſon of the {mallneſs of their Forces. 1n 
ſhort, the affairs of Sertorius went to decay, till at lenggh all fell to the Ground by his Death. 
He was killed at Oſea, by one Antbony, a Man of note, who ſtab'd him as ſate together 
at a.Feaſt, This Deſign was laid by Perpenna, and tho? in part diſcovered ; for which, ſome 
were put toDeath,yet that very thing haſtned the others to pur it in execution. This was the 
end of Sertorius, by the Spaniards, called the Roman Hannibal. He left no Children, and died in 
the Year 6$1. It is ſuppoſed, his Body was buried at Ebora, becauſe a Tomb was found in 
that City, as they were digging the Foundations of St. Lewis's Chtrch, with an Inſcription in 
Latighto that effect ; but for this, we bave no Authority, but that of Ambroſe de Morales, our 


Spaniſh Antiquary, delides whom, no Author of Credir mentions any ſuch thing, nor is any 
ſuch Inſcription to be heard of, tho? jt was inſerted in my Latin Hiſtory, vpon the bare Au- 
thority of the aforeſaid Morales.

Pompey appeaſes the Troubles in Spain. . Julius Czſar comes into Spain, is 
beginning of the Civil Wars there. Pompey's Generals defeated, and the 
Country reduced by Julius Czlar, who returns ro Rome. 


Perpenns HE. Death of Sertorius being known, cauſed great Grief among his Men, and they were 
ſucceeds 5 highly Enraged, when they underſtood Perpenna had been the Author of it,. and that 
Streorius. he was by Sertorius's Will appointed one of his Heirs, and ſole. Succeſſor in the Governs 
ment. Perpenna what with Gifts, and what with fair Promiſes, ſoon appeaſed them ; which 
was the eaſicr, becauſe the fear of the Romans , tyed the Hands of many that meditated Re- 
venge. Perpenna being poſſeſſed of the Command, and ſtill ſuſpeQing the Fidelity of his Sol- 
diers, carefully avoided coming to a Battle with Pompey, who laboured to put an end to that 
War, Mz:tellus being gone to Rome. But the conduct of Pompey , out-did the warineſs of- 
Perpenna, for hefell into an Ambuſh, where many of his Men were cut off, the reſt put to 
Perp*ts flight, and he himſelf was taken out of the Buſhes, where he had hid himſelf. He begged to 
be carried to Pompey, having ſtill ſome hopes in the Roman mercy ; but was deceived in his 
Expectation, for he cauſed him preſently cobe killed ; as is thought, for tear he ſhould make 
any Diſcoveries, whereby others might ſuffer ; for which ſame reaſon, he burnt the Leveers 
of thoſe that invited Sertorius into Italy. Sertorius , and Perperna, being dead, the Trovbles 
of Spain were ſoon appeaſed. Hueſca, Valencia, and the Termeſtini, preſently ſubmitted to 
the Conqueror. Ofma offering to ſtand out, was taken by ſtorm, and deſtroyed, Afranius 
kept ſuch a ſtreight Siege upon Calaborra, that the Townſmen lived for ſome time, upon the 
fleſh of their Wives, and Children; which gave occaſion to the Romans, to call any great 
The rea- Famine, Fames Calagurritana. In concluſion, It was entered by Aſſault, the Town Demoliſh- 
ſon of the ed, and the Inhabitants put to the Sword.

ble means, hinder Czſar from getting any footing there. They inſtantly obeyed, and leav- 

ing Yarro to command in Hiſpania Ulterior, with their united Forces, and 80 Companies they 

raiſed among the Celtiberi, incamp'd upon the River Segre, near to the City Lerida. This 

Town is ſeated on a high Ground, towards the North is another Hill that commands it ; on 

the Eaſt it is watered by the River Segre, which, a lirtlg lower, mixes with Cizzga, and both 

a little farther fall into Ebro. Ceſar having ſettled all things to his mind in Rome, reſolved 

to paſs over into Spain, By the way he was ſtopped at the Siege of Marſeilles, which re- 

fuſed to receive him, and theretore ſent Caius Fabius with three Legions before. He having 
Defeated Pompey's Forces that guarded the Pyrenean Mountains, ſtopped not till he incamp- 

ed in ſight of the Enemy. There three Legions more, and 6000 Foot, with 3000 Horſe 

out of France joyned him. All theſe Preparations were making, becauſe it was reported, 

that Pompey would very ſpeedily cone into Spain, by the way of Africk. 

C xſar finding he could not ſo ſoon as he delired, put an end to the Siege of Marſc:bes, came Caſur re- 
away to Lerida, At firſt, they ſpent their time in Skirmiſhes , which always proved ad- turns in- 
vantageous to Ceſar, Soon after, the Rains falling, and Snow melting, the Floods were ſo ” —_ 
great, 'they carried away two Bridges Ceſar had upon the,River Segre, above LZerida, over , >.

wa my ed. Caeſar had ordered him to go over into Africk, againſt King Juba, a Favourer of Pom- 
variceana pey's Party. Upon pretence of this Expedition, he gathered great Sums of Money, as well by 
Cruelty, new Impoſitions, as by ſelling Licences to thoſe that were deſirous to ſtay in Spain, and not 
£0 over to-the War in Africk. Theſe Extortions provoked the Natives to conſpire hisDeath. 
Of theſe, the chief were Zucius Recilius and Annius Scapula, One Minucius Sylo, upon pre- 
rence of delivering a Petition, was the firſt that wonnded him, then: the others coming on 
threw him down, and ſtruck at him, but the Guards coming to his reſcne, took Sylo, an 
carried Longinus to his Bed. The Wounds were flizht, ſohe eſcaped with Life. Sylo bein 
put to the Rack, diſcovered his Accomplices, whereof, ſome were Executed, others fled, 
and others being Impriſoned, bought themſelves off ; Longinus's Avarice exceeding all his 
other Vices.

Longmus finding every Body was againſt 
him, after Encampiog in ſight of his Enemy, ſuſpeQing his Men, retired to a Town, then 
called Vlia, now Montemayor, ſeated on a Hill five Leagues from Cordova, His Army lay at 
the foot of the Hill, the Enemy coming on, and he refuſing to give Battle, they encompaſſed 
his Camp on all fides with Intrenchments, Zanginus had before, ſent to Bogud, King of Mau- 
ritania, and to Marius Lepidus, who Governed Hiſpania Citerior, for Aid.  Bogud came firſt, 
and having increaſed his Forces with others that joyned him in Spain, had ſome Ren-counters 
with Afarcellus;, but could never deliver Longinus from the Siege, till Lepidus coming quiet- 
ed all things ; for Marcellus referred the Determination of all their Differences to him, which 
Longinus refuſing, he was permitted to go whither he would. Marcellus,and Lepidus, marched 
ns to Cordova. Longinus underſtanding Trtbonius was come to ſucceed him, ſet ſail from Mala-

Born in Galicia, had good Natural Parts, was watchful, and could endure Hunger andThirſt ,; 
but had other Vices, which blemiſhed all ; for he was proud, and unſettled, and his Learn- 
ing made him bold, By theſe means, he drew over to his Party two Biſhops, whoſe Names 
were  Inſtancuu and Salvianus, Idacius, Biſhop of Merida, oppoſed them, at the inſtance of 
Algidinus, Biſhop of Cordova. The harſhneſs of theſe Men, cauſed the ſore to rankle, 
which, if gently handled, might perhaps, have been healed. Recourſe was had to the laſt 
Remedy ; which was. to Citethe Hereticks to appear before a Synod at Zaragoga, there to 
anſwer for themſelyes. They appeared not, whereupon, the Biſhops Inſtancius and Salvianus, 
as alſo Elpidius and Priſcilianus, who were Lay-men, and with them Agidinus, Biſhop of Cor- 
dova, who of an Enemy, was become an Aſſerter of their Doctrine, were all Excommunicated, 
Itacius Soſtubenſis, as Severus Sulpicius has it, but it ſhould be Oſſonoven/zs, that is, Biſhop of 
Eſftombar it Portugal, had the charge of publiſhing and notitying this Sentence to them.

Thence, being not well received by Gregory the Prefe&, he went on to Treyes to ſeek Fa- 
your with Clemens Maximus, who ſtil'd himſelf Emperor, with whom, he ſo far prevailed, 
thar. the buſineſs was again referred to a Gouncil of Biſhops, who, 'by his Command met ar 
Bourdeaux. Priſcillian and Inſtancius, . appearing; the latter was Depoſed, the other Appeal'd 
to Maximus, The Appeal was allowed of, ſo the Cauſe of the Hereticks was again pur into 


the hands of Lay-men ; a thing then very new. The, Cauſe being try'd at Treves, and ma- 
naged by /tacius, Priſcillianus was Convicted of Sarcery, and of entertaining ſcandalous Meetings 
of Men and Women by Night, under colour of Religion ; - for, which Crimes he received 
Sentence of Death, and was Executed ; and with him Feliciſſumus, Armedins and Latronianus, 
who is reckoned among the Poets of that Age. Inſtancius ſubmitring to the Judgment of the 
Biſhops, was baniſhed into an iſland on the North of England. St. Martin, Biſhop of Tours, 
oppoſed all theſe Proceedings, ſaying, That Hereticks ought not to be put to Death, eſpeci- 
ally at the inſtance of Biſhops. A meekneſs perhaps, ſuitable to thoſe Times, but, . which ex- 
perience has taught is not at all agreeable with ours. Theſe Evils did not ceaſe by the Death 
of Priſcillian, the dead Bodies were brought to Spain, and by the Followers of that Doctrine, 
honoured as Martyrs ; among whom, it was held the moſt ſacred Oath to ſwear-by the Name 
of Priſciilian, On the other ſide, /tacius, and Idacius, (Ifidoras calls him Urſacivs) were” ac- 
ciſed of what they had done, and Condemned to Baniſhment. Theſe Hereticks, aot to ſpeak 


of the corruptneſs of their Lives, confounded the Divine Perſons, allowed of Diyorces, held am's Er- 
it a Crime to-eat Fleſh, ſaid that the Souls proceeded from the Divine Eſſence, and deſcend- r9rs- 


ed thro? ſeven Heavens. by the help of certain Angels, as it were by ſteps to the combat of 
this Life, and there fell into the power of the Prince of Darkneſs, the maker of this World, 
They made Men wholly ſubje& to the Stars, and taught they were Governed by the 12 Signs.

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Theodoſius the Great, and he was Father-in-Law to Honorius the Emperor. 'Theodoſzus had 
thus ordered,that theſe three. might be in the nature of Tutors to his Sons, and eaſe them of 
the-burden of the Government, but they giving way to Ambition, and forgetting their duty, 
attempted to uſurp the power and fo deſtroy the Empire. Gildus was the firſt that rebelled 
16-4frick, His. own Brother Mazecel was ſent to ſuppreſs him, who vanquiſhed and flew him, 

and then himſelf uſurped the name of Emperor, and came to the fame end. Rufinus, by 

birth a_ Britain, or French-man, ſtirred up the Goths, and other barbarous Nations, but the 
Treafon being diſcovered, loſt his Head. Theſe Examples were not of force enough to de- 

rerr Traytors, tor Stilico.intending to make his, own Son Eucherius Emperor, and deſtroy the 
Children of Theodoſrus the Great , invited ſeveral Nations to invade the Empire, and particu- 

larly, made a private agreement with the Mans, a fierce People, and the Yandals, of whoſe 4/ans, and 
Country he was. The Goths were the firſt that appeared in Arms, offended that their pay was 544%, 
kept from them, which was done delignedly. After over-running all Thracia, and -the born by 
Neighbouring Countries, they broke into Italy in two Bodies. Radagaſius, one of their ; 
chiets, without any oppoſition, plerced as far as Tuſcany, and there, near Florence, was ſlain 

with all bis Men by Stilzco. He might have deſtroyed Alaricus, who commanded the other 

party, but would not, to keep the Emperor ſtill in awe,but worſted him,and then aſſigned his 

Men places to inhabit in the fartheſt part of France. Stzlico was unwilling they ſhould leave [taly, 

and therefore ſent one Saul a Jew, to fall upon them who was killed, and his forces routed, 

and the Goths provoked by this injury, returned into Ttaly, where they ſtayed ſome Years. 

The treachery of Stilico was not ſuſpected at firſt , but being diſcovered ſoon after, his head 

was cut off in the Year 408. His Wife Serena, and Son Eucherius were alſo executed, and 4g, 
Honorius put away. his Wife in hatred to. her Father Stilico. Great was the miſchief, the 

Goths did throughout all Italy, and never ceaſed till they fate down before Rome the head, of 
World, which after a long ftiegethey entred, putting - all within to Fire and Sword.

on Trees ; Before the battle they ſacrificed Horſes, and carryed their heads on fpears, with 
the mouths open betore them.

Maximus having loſt Geron- 
ons , who was his fapport , laying aſide the Imperial Robes, fled, and led the reſt of his life

H E Goths and their King Theodoredus,, Kinſman and Succeſſor of Walia, poſſeſſed but a 
ſmall part of Spain, to wit, only that which is now Catalonia; but 'in France they 
flonriſhed both in Riches and Honour, For. this reaſon, ahd becauſe they were uled to 
make the end of one War, the beginning of another , they broke the Peace with the Romans, 
and began to ſpread a Terror, Theodoredus's numerous Iſſne much encreaſed his Power ; for 
he had fix Sons, 7 oriſmundus, Theodoricus, Euricus, Fridericus, Reccinerus, and Himericus ; as 
alſo rwo Daughters, one Married to Hunnericus the Vandal, Son of Genſericus, who Perſe- 
cuted the Catholicks in Africk, and upon a groundleſs Suſpicion ſent her home,.after catting 
off her Noſe. The other, to Recciarius, King of the Suevians in Spain. About this time, 
the Huns, led by Attila, commonly called, Scourge of God, had entred France, after burn- 
ing Kome, and laid Siege to Orleans, which moved the Romans, Franks, and Goths, to join in 
a League in order to oppoſe them. Theodoredus, King of the Goths, "fearing that Barbarian 
might fall into Guienne, was the firſt that made head againſt the common Enemy, and oblig'd 
him to raiſe the Siege, and draw off into the Plains called Catalaunici, by others, , Marochis, 
and Mauriſii, near Toulouſe. eAtius, Valentinian's General, and Meroveus,King of the Franks 
came pp now, and joyned the Goths, The Forces being come —_— they ordered their 
Battles. Theodoredus commanded the Right Wing, ets the Left, the Franks and Sanguiba- 
ms, King of the” Alans that Inhabited about Orleans, were placed in the Center. On the o0- 
ther ſide, Attila made up his Wings, which extended along thoſe vaſt Plains, , of his Auxili- 
ary Forces, poſting the Oſtrogoths on the Left againſt the Vsſogotbs, the Huns, : where 'he was 
in Perſon, made the Main Battle, Betwixt both Armies was a riſing Ground, very advanta- 
geous to thoſe that ſhould poſleſs-themſelves of it. Both Parties ſtrove for it, but the Ro- 
mans gained it, This ſomewhat diſmay'd Mtila's Men, but being encouraged- by him, the 
Huns gave the, Onſet with great Fury, and were received with no leſs Reſolution.

The 
two. Brothers went ſo far+in the Purſuit, that at Night they paſſed near the Enemies Camp, 
where they were in ſome danger, Toriſmundus was beat off his Horſe, wounded inthe Head, 
and brought off. by the Valour of his Men, Attila who bad before thought the World too 
little for his Conqueſt, retired to his Camp with a Reſolution if he were preſſed, to kill him- 
ſelf, having to this purpoſe, kindled a great Fire. The Carts he had drawn up about his 
Camp, and Night that came on, ſaved him, which he foreſaw, and therefore began the Fight 
after Noon, «etius ſpent the Night with no leſs fear nnder Arms, having made ' a Trench 
of the dead Horſes and Armpur. But the next day finding the Enemy refuſed to give Battle,

At this time St.LZeo wasPope,he,who by the ſtrength of his Eloquence per- 
ſuaded Atila to turn back when he was marching toRome, and Genſericus the/andal trom burn- 
ing of it. Toribius, Biſhop of 4forga, was familiar with Pope Leo,and by his Advice,gather'd 
2 Synod of Spaniſh Biſhops at Gelenss, - in Galicia, where the Herelie of Priſcillia#, then agalti 
Revived, was Condemned, Let us return to Torsſmund,who, becauſe he Governed with more 
ſeverity, and rigour than that fierce People could bear, was murdered by the contrivance 
of his two Brothers Theodoricus and Fridericus, and by the hand of Aſcalernus, his 'great Far 
vourite, as he lay ſick in his Bed, in the firſt Year of his Reign. In the enſuing Year, which 
was of Chriſt 455, Thrafila, a Souldier of etius's, killed the Emperor Yalentinian, in Rey 
venge, as ſome will have it, of his Generals Death ; but in reality, at the Inſtigation of 
Maximus, who upon it Uſurped the Empire, and the better to ſecure himſelf therein, 
Marry'd Eudoxia, Valentinian's Widow, By the Death of Yalentinian, the Empire of the 
Welt fell quite to ruin, for nine Uſurpers, or unhappy Emperors that ſucceeded one another 
afterwards, ſcarce deſerve tobe named. Marcianus,who ſucceeded Theodofius the Leſſer, in 
the Eaſt, Aſſembled a General Council of Biſhaps at Chalcedon, in which, was double the 


Council «nymber of Prelates that had been at Nice. They Condemned the wicked Opinions ſtarted by 


Dioſcorus and Eutycbes, concerning Chriſt: Thebdoricus began his Reign oyer the Goths with 
ſingular Prudence and Moderation, and might have been reputed an excellent Prince, had he 
not been'infeted with Arianiſm, andblemiſh'd his Life with the Blood of his Brother, Si- 
donius Apollinaris,Bp. of Arvernum,or Clermont,in anEpiſtle to Agricola, highly extols the Virtues 
of Theodoricus, Avitus reſided at the Court of Theodoricus, as Embaſſador from Maximus Au- 
guſtus, him the King perſuaded, upon the News of his Maſter's Death, to poſſeſs himſelf of 
the Empire of the Weſt, and aſſiſted him with his Counſel and Forces. In requital for his 
Service, it was agreed, the Goths ſhould enjoy all they could gain of the Suevians in Spain, who 
incroached upon the Roman Territories, and aimed at the Sovereignty of the whole. It 
was convenient before the War was declared, to find ſome plauſible colour for it. To this 
purpoſe, an Embaſſy was ſent to Recciarius, adviſing him not to Invade his Neighbours, with- 
out Proyocation given, and withall threatning, in caſe he proceeded, that the Goths would not 
be wanting to aſſiſt their Friends and Confederates, the Romans, Recciarius haughty with his 
late Succeſs, anſwered, He would ſoon be at Toulouſe, where the Matter in Debate ſhould be 
try'd in Battle. - Theodoricus having received this anſwer, reſolved to be beforehand with him, 
and having raiſed a great Army of Fis own,with Wpplies of Franks and Burgundians, paſſed the 
PyreneanMountains,and near the RiverOrbicus, which runs betwixt Iberia and Aſftorga,in Galicia, 
after a bloody FightOverthrew and put to flight hisEnemy.Great was the ſlaughter made of the 
Suevians, Recciarius himſelf was wounded, and not thinking himſelf ſafe in any part of Spain, 
attempted topaſs over into Africk, but was forced back by a Storm to the City Porto in Por- 
tugal, at the Mouth of the River Duero, where, by command of the Conqueror he was kill'd, 
in the Year 456. according to Ado Viennen/ss. Braga was plundred, but no Blocd of the Citi» 
Zens ſpilt ; the Booty was rich, by reaſon, as is ſuppoſed, it was the Seat of the Suevian Kings, 
After the Battle, Theodoricus having ſubdued Galicia, placed one Acliulpbus of the Family of the 
Varni, not of the Gothiſh Nobility, and a diſloyal Perſon,” Governour there. Next, he en- 
tred Luſitania, where, at the requeſt of $. Eulakia ProteQtreſs of Merida, he forbore plundring 
that City. This done, Ceurila with part of the Army was ſent into Andaluzia, Nepccianus 
and Nericus to Galicia, againſt Acliulpbus, who forgetting his. Duty, had Rebelled, and kept 
that Province to himſelf. Theodoricus returning to France, took up Arms againſt the Romans 
and Majorianus, upon account that they had forced Avitus to renounce the Empire, and as was 
faid before, Avitus and, this King were Friends. He waſted the Country of France, plun- 
dered the Towns, and paſſing on as far as the River Rboſne, ſack'd and deſtroy'd, Lions. Thus 
much in France. In Spam, Ceurila unexpettedly entred AndaluZia, the People ſent Embaſſa- * 
dors to him, offering to ſubmit themſelves to the Goths, ſaying, They had not joined with 
the Suevians againſt the Romans, and were ready to give Hoſtages, and obey whatever other 
commands ſhould be laid vupon them. All Towns received him Peaceably, and furniſhed his 
Army with Corn, and all other Neceſſaries. Thus Andaluzia without any Bloodſh:d was 
brought under the Power of the Goths, In Galicia the War was carried on with more Vi- 
gour ;, but at length Acliulpbus, who ſtiled himſelf King, was in a Battle near Zugo, taken, 
and loſt his Head. The Suevians ſent Holy Men with the Veſtments of Churches, and 0- 
ther Sacred things to Theodoricus, to implore mercy, and he not only forgave, but allowed 
them to gather the remains of their Nation, and chooſe a King. The Ele&ors being divided, 
one Party elected Franta for their King, and the other, Maſdra, This laſt, within two 
Years was killed by his own People. Remiſmundus, his Son and Succeſſor, in the Yeer 460, 
making a League with Franta, and Pyning his Forces, entred Lu/ztania, putting all to Fire 
and Sword ; yet could not wholly ſubdue it. Majorianzur, who Depoſed Avitus, and made 
himſelf Emperor, came over into Spain, and having ſettled Afﬀairs, provided a Fleet at” Car- 
thagena to paſs over into Africk to ſubdue the Yandals ; but was diſappointed, part of his Shi 
being burnt, and part taken by the Enemy. Hence he went into France, and recovered al 
the Gotbs had taken from theRoman Empire , but was at length killed at Detrona in Italy,in the 
Year 461. Vibius Severus with the aſliſtance of Recimer the Murderer of Majorianus, and Im- 
perial General, ſucceeded in the Empire.

Daughter , and breaks open at old Caſtle at Toledo, ſaid to be Inchanted. 


1 Fn Reign was Diſorderly and Infamous, in all reſpe&s, but particularly, noted 
V for Cruelty, Impiety, and Contempt of the Church. True it is, at firſt he gave 
hopes he would prove a good Prince, and the Innocent ; for he recalled thoſe, who 
had been Baniſhed by his Father,- and reſtored alltheir Eſtates. Beſides, he cauſed all the 
Records to be burnt, that there might remain no memory of the Crimes that had been falſe- 
ly" charged upon them.

"HE League madewith the King of Granada, put King "Ferdinand in hopes of ſubduing xer4jnand 
'R Sevil. 500 Light-Horſe were ſent Ffore, under the Command of the King of Granada, of Caftile 
t waſte the Lands of Carmona, formerly a conſiderable Town, Acala Guadayra, thro? that prepares 
Kings PEonnons, ſurrendred. Thence a good Body marched towards Sevil, and fired the - —_ 
ripe rn, the Vines, Olive-trees, and all the Country-Houſes. D. Pelayo Correa, Maſter ***" 

i Sav1tiago, Commanded this Party. Another under the King of Granada, and Maſter of Ca- 
izireva, did the like harm in the Territory of Xerez. King Ferdinand himſelf was at Alcala 
Guadayra, pronietng all Neceſſaries that the War might be carry'd on before the Enemy had 
time to ga th. Now dy'd Queen Berengaria, the Kings Mother, and ſoon after Rode- 
rick, Archbiſhop of Toledo, As to the Year Authors vary,ſome ſay it was 1245. others 1247, 9245: 
and this agrees with the Inſcription upon his Tomb. The Queen was very ancient ; the 
Archbiſhop, beſides bis great Age, was worn with continual Labour, and had been laſtly at 
the Council of Zyons, among other things to reduce the Aragonians to ſubmit to the Juriſ- 
diftion of the See of Toledo, The Prelates of that Country ina Provincial Synod held at Yalen- p 
ca, had Decreed, that the Archbiſhop of Toledo ſhould not have his Croſs carry'd before him 
in that Province, and Interdited .any Town that ſhould permit him to do it. D. Roderitk 
happening to be there, continu'd to have his Croſs carry'd as uſual, for which, D. Peter de 
Atvalete, "the chief Fomenter of that Contention,, declar'd him Excommunicate, They had 
recourſe to Pope Gregoy IX. who gave Judgment in favour of Toledo, Yet the Aragomans 
not ſubmitting, D. Koderick now undertook this Journey to ſecure his Prerogative. He dy'd 
in France, being upon his way home. His Body was brought into Spain, and bury'd at Huer- 
ta;aMonaſtery of Benardine Monks,on the Borders of 47agon. Near to the HighAltar is to be 8 
ſeen his Sepulchre, with an Inſcription in unpoliſh'd Latin ſuitable to that time, ro,This effect, .

Finiſterre, and lay before the Mouth of the River Guadalquivir , where he Vanguiſht the E- 
nemies Navy.

Oy was now Succeſsful, had gain'd Reputation, and chaſtiz'd the Inſolency of its Ene- 
mies. It was tedious to beſiege the Caſtle of Hariza, and the Advantage when taken, 
ſmall ; therefore the King of Cafti/e return'd to Medina Celi, where having diſposd good 
Garriſons along the Frontiers, he diſmiſs'd the reſt of his Army. About the end of Autumn 
the King went away for Medina del Campo, where he had appointed the Cortes to meet 
him. His Abſence encourag'd the Enemy. The King of Navarre was gone to defend his 


own. The Aragonian gathering his Forces enter'd Caſtile by the way of Sorza, took the Town Aragmi- 
of Defe, and the Caſtles of Ciria, and Borovie: Bozmediano was ſold to him by the Govern- «n+ invade 
our. Thus having taken a great Booty of Corn and Cattle, and many Priſoners, they re- ©4##. 


turn'd without any Loſs to Calatayud, whence they ſet out. On the Borders of Portugal 
next the River Guadiana, the Princes of Aragon did greater harm, that Country of Eftre- 
madura, being plentiful of Cattle. Nor could the Earl of Benavenre, ſent thither to that 
purpoſe, make Head againſt them. Therefore D. Alvaro de Luna, and by his Order Peter 
Ponce, Lord of Marchena, repair'd thither. They ſent to demand the Booty of the King of 
Portugal, becauſe it was convey'd into that Country, but obtain'd nothing. For: the King of 
Portugal was glad of the Troubles of Caſtile, which gave him an Opportunity of fixing him- 
ſelf in that Kingdom he had Uſurp'd. The Princes of Aragon finding themſelves too weak 
to withſtand D. Alvaro, burnt the Suburbs of Tr7«xilo, and fortify'd the Place, putting a 
good Garriſon into the Caſtle. They themſelves ſurpriz'd Albuquerque, a ſtrong Town on 
the Frontiers of Portugal. This Loſs was the more reſented by the _ becauſe they 
were Jealous that the Portgueſes might ſecure that Town. By the Advice of D. Alvaro the 
King went thither in Perſon, that his Preſence might influence, and the Succeſs might be 
attributed tohim. Traxillo and Mottarges were taken, but Albuquerque could not be redu&. 
The King and D. Alvaro return'd to Medina del Campo, leaving the Maſter of Alcantara, and 


D.Fohn, Son to Peter Ponce, to command upon the Frontiers. At the taking of Traxilo there Trexits 
ha 'd a remarkable Paſſage.

They met, and Garcs Sanchez. giving no ear" either to 
Threats or Promiſes, the Conſtable claſp'd him in his Arms, and both rould down the Hill, 
ſo that before he could be reliev'd from the Fort, he was taken by 100 Men lay'd in Am- 
buſh to that purpoſe, upon which the Caſtle immediately furrender'd. At the ſame time 
the Forces of Caſtile receiv'd a Defeat in the Plains of Araana, that lie at the Foot of the 
Mountain Afoncayo. Ruy Diaz, de Mendoga call 'd the Bald, tho born in Sevil commanded 400 
Horſe of Navarre. He defeated Yrigo Lopez. de Mendoza, Lord of Hita, who ventur'd to 
fight him with a-leſſer Number. Few were killed, forthe Commander perceiving his Men 
to give way retir'd to a riſing Ground which he made good with a few that ſtood by him. 
The moſt fled and eſcap'd becauſe the Enemy knew not the Country, and Night came on. 
At the beginning of the Year 1430 the Cortes of Caſtile aſſembled at Medina del Campo, and 
thoſe of Catalonia at Tortoſs, both Kings being preſent at their reſpe&tive Aﬀemblies. Mony 
was the common want of both, and both complain'd of the Perfidiouſneſs of the Nobility. 
The King of Aragon would fain hivereduc'd Frederick Earl of Luna, who favqur'd Caſtile, bt 
could not prevail, nor lay hold of him, therefore he confiſcated all his Eftate, which was 
very great. He of Caſtile hid the ſame by the Princes of Aragorn, and that they might have no 


hopes of being reſtor'd, divided all their Poſſeflions among other great Men. Several noble Eſtates of 
Families rais'd out of the Ruins of thoſe Princes, are ſtill great in Caſtile. To Frederick Earl the Prin- 
of Zane, whofled out of Aragin and came to Medina del Campo, were given the Towns of Gy- <= of + 
ele, Villalen, and Arjona, with other Revenues to ſupport his Grandeur.

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Enriquez the Admiral with the Fleet to do all the Miſchief he could upon the Coaſts of that 
Kingdom. Both the Kings of Aragon and: Navarre prepar'd for War, but advanc'd little, 
their SubjeQts looking upon that as very unfortunate. On the 1 4th of June Embaſſadors from 
the King of Aragon arrivid at Oſma to treat of Peace. Being admitted to Audience 
they caſt all the Odium of that War upon the King's Favourites, whereupon D. Alvaro ard 
the Earl of Benavente ſpoke for themſelves and others, which rais'd ſome hard Words armong 
them. Raymund Perelios one of the Aragorian Embaſſadors offer'd to make good what had 
been ſay'd by Combat, 'but the King being preſent the Diſpute ended. Afterwards the Em- 
baſſadors ſpoke with all the Caſtilian Noblemen apart and inclin'd them to Peace. The Ar- 
my of Caftile lay incamp'd at the Bridge of Garay, ſuppos'd to be the Place where Numantia 
ſtood : Thence the King march'd to Majane, There a Truce was concluded for 5 Years, 
upon theſe Conditions ; That Commerce ſhould be reſtor'd : That the: Princes of ' Arayon 
ſhould deliver Albuquerque, and not, come into Caſtile during the time of the Truce ; That the 
King of Caſtile ſhould not take from them the other Towns they were then poſleſs'd of; and 
laſtly, That Frederick Earl of Luna, and Godfrey Marques of Cortes, who were then fled into 
Caſtile ſhould not be wrong'd by the Kings of Aragon and Navarre. To agree other Diffe- 
rences ſeven Commiſſioners ſhould be appointed on each ſide, with Power to determine. Im- 
mediately this Truce was proclaim'd in the Camp, and ſoon after in all other Places, to the 
great Satisfaftion of the People. Expreſſes were ſent to carry the News, and particularly to 
Portugal, where that King then celebrated the Nuptials of his Daughter Elizaberh with Phi- 
lip Duke of Burgundy. Of her was born Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, no leſs famous for 
his great Exploits, than for his unfortunate End. The King of Aragon ſent a Fleet to bring 
his Brothers from Port»ga/, deſigning to employ them in the War of Naples, upon which he 
had bent all his Thoughts, but they-came not then. The Army of Caftile broke up at Oſma, 
with Orders to be in a readineſs the next Spring to make War upon the Moors of Granada. 
All the reſt of that Summer the King ſpentat Madrigal, where the Queen then was. 
warwith The end of the War of Aragoniwas the beginning of two others, viz. that of Naples, and 
the Moors, that of Granada. Mabomet the left-handed being reltor'd to his Crown, as has been ſaid, re- 
fusd to pay the uſual Tribute. Yet he deſfir'd a Truce which was neither granted nor de- 
ny'd whilſt the War of Arayon was in Hand, but an Embaſſador was ſent to amuze the Aeor. 
ow another Embaſſy came from him to the ſame Eft&, it was anſwer'd nothing could be 
concluded till he pay'd what was due. Alonſo de Lorca ſent to the King of Twmez with rich 
Preſents to acquaint him how ungratefully the King of Granada afted, prevail'd with him to 
ſend Mahomet no relief out of Africk. The Corres met at Salamanca, and granted a greater 
ſupply than had been ask'd, becauſe the War was againſt the Infidels. D. Gongalo Biſhop, of 
Faen, hd James. de Ribera Lieutenant of Andalnzia, with 800 Horſe, and 300 Foot enter'd 
the of Granada, where they lay'd two Ambuſhes. 80 Horſe advanc'd to draw out the 
Moors, who purſu'd them cautiouſly: till they ſaw the firſt Ambuſh fly, as had been order'd. 
Then the Moors thinking the Danger over follow'd diſorderly, and fell into the other Am- 
buſcade, where 200 of them were killd, and 100 taken, the reſt knowing the Country 
eſcap'd.

The Councel of Mantua ; Beginnings of Tumults in Caſtile ; War at Naples betwixt the 
Aragonians, and Houſe of Anjou ; Scanderbeg, Prince of Epirus, comes to the Aſſi- 
ſtance of Ferdinand, Xing of Naples. | 


Ope Pias the Second having appointed a General Councel to meet at Mantua, a great Generat 
number of Biſhops from all Parts, and Ambaſſadors of Princes, repaired thicher, as Council 
did the Pope himſelf. His only Care was, to ſtir up all Chriftendom to unite its For- at Menins; 
ces againſt che Common Enemy. David, Emperor of Trebizonde, a City in Afiz the 
Leſſer upon the 'Exuxine Sea, Uſſumcaſſanus King of Armenia, and George, who tiled himſelf 
King of Perſia, offered great Numbers of Horſe and Foot, and a mighty Fleet, but there 
was little Confidence to. be repoſed in their Promiſes. The Weſtern Countries were, ſo en- 
tangled with Broils and Confuſions at home, that little could be hoped from them. N@ith- 
ſtanding all theſe Difficulties, the Pope was not diſcouraged, but refolved to uſe his utmoſt 
Erdeavours to promote the Holy War, and therefore in a full Aſſembly of thoſe that came 
to the Councel, made a moſt Learned Speech, laying before them, how great a Reproach 
to Chriſtianity the loſs of the Eaſtern Empire had been, and how much.nearer ſince that 
time the Danger threatned all the Weſtern Part of the World. He preſſed for ſome Prince 
to encourage that War, by taking upon him to be General, and then offered to carry the 
Croſs before them himſelf. His Words moved the Auditory, but the Ambaſſadors of Prin- 
ces waſted the Time in Private Controverſies. Particularly Fob» Duke of Lorrain, Son to 
Renee Duke of 4njou, complained that the Pope had given the Inveſtiture of the Kingdom 
of Naples to Ferdinand his Enemy. Thus nothing was done to any purpoſe, only a Verbal 
Decree was made for carrying on the War: The Pope publiſhed a Bull, in which, contrary *\ 
to his own Opinion at the Councel of Baſil, he ordains, That none ſhall Appeal from the 
Pope to a General Councel.

17igo Lopez 
de Mendoga, the Ambaſſador of Caſtile, obtained of the Pope a Jubilee for all that gave certain 
Alms, employed to build+at Tendilia a Monaſtery-of Friars of St. [idoras, of the Invocation of 
St. Ann. Mean while the City Guadalajara was taken from his Brother Fames de Mendoga, he 
having poſſeſſed himſelf of it wrongfully. Fohn Fernandez, Galindo, a famous Officer, fur- 
prized it with 600 Horſe. 1s the Nobles took for a new Cauſe of Diſcontent, and com- 
bined againſt the King. D&Wderick the Admiral heightened their Diſcontents. He ſollicited 
his Son-in-Law, the King of Aragon, to join with the Seditious Nobility, and make War upon 
Caſtile. With him joined the Archbiſhop of Toledo, D. Peter Giron Maſter of Calatrava, and 
the Families of Manrique and Mendogs, Their Pretence was to reform the Government. 

D. Alonſo de Fonſeca, Archbiſhop of Sewil, gave the King an Account of theſe Praftices. As a 

Reward for this good Service, the Archbiſhoprick of Santiago, vacant by tht Death of D. Rode- 

rick de Luna, was given to a Kinſman of his, called alſo Alonſo de Fonſeca, who was Dean of 

Sevit, D. Lux Oforio had then poſſeſſed himſelf of the Revenues of that Church, contiding 

in the Power of his Father the Earl of Traffamara.

Hereupon Prince Charles no farther thought of the 

Match with Portugal, and the Princeſs Catherine went into the Monaſtery of S'Clate at Lisboy, 

where ſhe ended her Days, at ſuch time as it was deſigned to marry her to Edward IV. King of 

England. D. Frederick, the Admiral, diſcovered the Prince's Deſigns to the King of Aragon: 

He ſent for him to. Lerida; where the Cortes of Catalonia then fate, and hole of Aragon at 

Fraga.* He was adviſed not to go, but refoived to obey, and was received with Demonſtrations 

of Love, but preſently after committed to Priſon, parpinonting bp loudly complained of 

Breach of Faith, and the Deſigns of his Mother-in-Law. The Nobility affociated theraſeives, 
engaging never to give over till their Prince were ſet at Liberty.

With that Force the King of Caſtile marched towards Almagan, The Ara- 
gonians were much alarmed. ; but the Army marched away towards Navarre, and in May 
came to Logrono, a great Town in the Territory of Rioja; there having received Suppliesfrom 
all Parrs, &t advanced into Navarre, The Town of St. Vincent and Guardis lurrendered. 
Viana was beſieged, and at laſt delivered up by Peter Peralta, who was Governour thereof, 
and Conſtable of Navarre, Lerin was very itrong, and could not be taken. - D. Alonſo, Son 
to the King of Aragon, took the Town of Arbacuce by aflault, all the Caſtilian Garilon being 
killed or taken. ' All theſe high Deſigns came to nothing, by the death of Charles Prince of 
Viana at Barcelona : It was ſuppoſed Trouble and Toil was the cauſe of his death ; but the Bia- 
monteſes could never be perſuaded but he had a flow Poiſon given him in Priſon. He died on 
the 23d of September, begged pardon of his Father at the Hour of his death, and was buried 
at Poblete, He-lived 40 Years, 3 Months, and 25 Days, more famous for his Misfortunes than 
any other thing' His Device was Two fierce Maſtives fighting for a Bone, denoting the 
Kings of France and Caſtile, berween whom Navarre was,conſumed.

WO Ambaſſadors from the Catalovians were at the Conference between the Kings of 

France and Caftile, to follicit they might nox be forſaken ; but their Negociation proved 

\faccefilefs. Ar Toba, a Town in Guipuſcos , the Rabble killed a Few called Gaon, on tho

He embraced the Offer, and arrived at Barcelona on the 21th of Fanuary 1464. There he 
was immediately proclaimed Earl of Barcelona and King of Aragon. This Attempt proved un- 
ſucceſstul for want of Strength, and coſt him his Life, beſides other Miſchief. The firſt was 
that by the Depaure of the Conſtable the Forces of the Portugueſes in Africk were weakned; 
which was the occaſion they were repulſed withloſs from Tangier, and theInroads they made into 
the Country were inconſiderable. Near Mount Benſa, being engaged with the Enemy, the King 
was ingreat danger, and Duarte de Meneſes expoſing himſelf to ſave his King, was killed, with ſome 
others. The Earl of Vilares! that day made good the Rear, which gained him great Honour, in 
ſo much that after the Fight the King ſaid to him, By you alone the Faith has tha day prevailed, 
The King. of Cafile from Sevill went to Gibraltar, and having invited the King of Portugal 
thicher, Entertained him for the ſpace of 5 days, after which he returned to his Kingdom.

eir Pretence was, That the Princeſs Foanna was not lawfully begotten, and conſequently 
could not inherit the Crown. Therefare they reſolved to ſeize Prinae Alonſo, and the Lady 
Elizabeth, the Kings Brother and Siſter, who reſided with their Mother at Maqueda, Upon 
Hoſtages given by che King for ſecurity of his Perfon, the Marquis de Villenacame to Madrid, 
but with an ill Deſign, which was to withdraw the reſt of the Nobility from their Allegiance. 
To this purpoſe he Adviſed the King to ſecure the Archbiſhop of Sevil, and at the ſzme time 
ave him notice of what was deſigned, ſo that he fled, and joirked with the other Rebeis. This 
Eaccel made D. Fobn Pacheco ſo impudent, 'taat he attempted with a Body of Armed Men 
to ſeize the King, and broke into the Palace, but the King retiring to a part thereof that was 
ſtrong, he reſolved to force it at might z yer the King having Intelligence, he was diſappoine- 
ed. Many Adviſed the King to ſecure the Marquis, but he refuſed, becauſe he had given 
him a Safe-condut, Thus the Poſture of the Kings Aﬀairs- was daily worſe, eſpecially be- 
cauſe at that "time the Popes Bull came, which Conſticuted D. Beltran de 1a Cueva Maſter of 
Santiagg, a thing very offenſive to the People, who looked upon that Dignity as Prince Alon. 
{#s due. D. Beltran was raiſed in oppoſition to D. Fobn Pacheco, who again attempted to ſeize 
the King, perſwading him to go to Yillacoſtin, but was diſcovered and prevented. From 
Burgos the pirators, now in open Rebellion, ſent a very Infolent Letter to the King, thz 
Heads whereof were ; That the Movres had too much Libefty at Court 3 That Prefterments 
were fold ; That the Maſterſhip of Santiago was undeſervedly given to D. Beltran ; That the 
Princeſs Foam, as unlawfully begotten, could not inherit the Crown ; Laſtly, That it chete 
Grievances were Redreſled, they were ready to lay down Arms and ſubmit. - This Letter 
the King received at Valladolid, and made no account of ir. D. Lope de Barientas, Biſhop of 
Cuenca, preſſed the King to ſubdue the Rebels by force of Arms, but could nor prevail, there- 
fore a Treay was again ſet on foot. The King and D. Fob» Pacheco met in the open Field 
between Cabegon and Cigales in Old Caſtile, there they agreed upon theſe Articles; That 
Prince Alonſo-ſhould inherit the Crown, provided he Married the Princefs Foama ; That D. 
Beltran ſhould reſign the Maſterſhip of Santiago g That to decide other Differences there ſhould 


| be Two Arbitrators choſen by each Party, and F. Alonſo'de Oropeſa, General of the Order ot 


S. Hierome, to be the 5th, all things to be decided by the majority of Voices. Then Prince 
Alonſo, being but Eleven years of Age, was brought to the Kings Camp, ſworn _ to the

Duke. Admiral, were reconciled to the King, but their Friendſhip was not laſting, and therefore 
fuſpeRted to be feigned. It was feared if theſe Judges came to give Sentence,” they would 
leave the King nothing but that bare Title. He therefore ordered the Maſter of Alcantara, 
and Earl of Medellin, in whom he repoſed much Confidence, to come «o him with what 
Force they could gather, to diſappoint the Deſigns of his Enemies. Gongalo de Saavedra, and 
Alvar Gomez, the Kings Secretary, to whom he had given Maqueds, Torrejon de Velaſco, and 
S. Sitveftre, in the Territory of Toledo, were ſent for... The Rebels perſwaded all four, that 
. the King deſigned to ſecurethem, and therefore their only way was to join with them, The 
King hearing hereof, proteſted againſt the Judges, as Partial, and ordered Peter Arias, a Ci- 
tizen of Segovia, to take Terrejon by force, which he did, and left that Town to the Earls of 
Punonroſtro his Succeſſors. Peter de Velaſco ſided with the Rebels, notwithſtanding his Father, 
the Earl of Haro, blamed, and would not ſupply him with Money, which cauſed him to be 
but poorly attended among the Nobles. On the 14th of Auguſt at Ancons died Pope Pie II. 
He was carried to that City, tho then ſick, deſigning to gather the Forces of Chriſtendom, 
and go in Perſon againſt the Turks, He held the Papacy but'6 years. Cardinal Peter Barbo, 
a Venetian, was choſen his Succeſſor on the 19s of the ſame month, and took the Name of 
Paul II. He was but Forty ſeven years of Age when EleRted, proved a great Friend to 
Spain, and afliſted King Herry in his Troubles. | | 


CHAP. IV. 


Proceedings and Defeat of the Rebels in Catalonia ; Death of Iſmael Xing of Granada ; 
Progreſs of Rebellion in Caſtile, aud moſt Villanows Aition of the Rebels, who Pro- 
claim Prince Alonſo King ; The King and they Disband. 


Eter Conſtable of Portugal his coming to Barcelona animated the Catalonians above their 
P ſtrength. Lerids, after a long Siege, was forced to ſurrender to the King. All that Pro» 
vince was miſerably waſted with the War. D., Fob» Archbiſhop gf Zaragegs, Baſtard Son to 
the King of Aragon, and fitter-for the Sword than Miter, commanded for his Father. Pbilip 
Duke of Brgnd ſent a ſmall Party of his Subjedts to the Affiſtance of the Conſtable. A- 
bout 2900 Catalonian Foot, and 600 Horſe, joined them at Manreſa. The Earl of Prades 
befieged cervera for the King, and the want of Proviſions had almoſt reduced the Town. 
D. Peter reſolved to Relieve it, The greateſt part of the Kings Forces were upon the borders 
of Navarre, to reduce that Kingdom, Prince Ferdinand, tho but 13 years of Age, was ſent 

with ſome Forces by the King to join the \Earl of Prades, Neceflity obliged him to take u 
Arms ſo young, which is the realon he never learned to write well, as appears by his Hand. 
The Conſtables Forces marched. to a place called Prados de Rey, with a Reſolution to Fight. 
Prince Ferdinand advanced to meet the Enemy : He halted on a Hill, from whence the Ca- 
talonians were diſcovered. The Portugueſe choſe his Ground, and intrenched on another Hill : 
He drew out his Forces. Peter de Dega led the Van, in which were the Burgundians, Beltran 

and Fobn Armandcria followed him with the Caſtilians and Navarrois, D. Peter himſelf com- 
manded the Rear. . Prince Ferdinand had but 700 Horſe, and 1co0 Foot. The Earl of 

Prades led the Vatn, Hugo Rocaberbi, and Matthew Moncada, commanded in the Wings. Hemy 

Son to Prince Henry of Aragon, had gharge of the Reſerve. Prince Henry was in the Rear 

with many Noblemen. Bernard Gaſcon was ordered with ſome Foot to ſecure the Mountain, 

that they might not be attacked on that ſide. Before the Fight Prince Henry Knighted ſeveral 

Men of Quality. The Signal of Battle being given, the Catalonians ſoon gave way, and at 

laſt fled, the Foot to the Mountain, the Horſe along the Plain. D. Peter having caſt off his 
P:oceed. Upper Garment, mixt himſelf with the Victors, and the next day made his eſcape. Moſt of 
ingsofthe the Burgundians were killed, of the others many taken, and among them the Earl of Pals, 
Rebe!s1n the chiet Promoter of this War. This Battle was fought upon the laſt day of February 1465. 
_—_ Not one of the Aragonians was killed, and but few wounded. D. Peter returned to Manreſa. 
throw of Beltran Armendario, with great Courage, put part of the ſcattered Army into gervera, and 
the Re= fortified it. Thence the. fury of the War was carried to Ampurias, the Aragonians (till getting 
bels. the better. The Tumults in. Navarre were near quelled, the Biamonteſes being reduced and 
1465- pardoned. The Earl of Faux, and Eleanor his Wite, were alſo declared Heirs of that King- 
dom. 1/mael King of Granada, died on the 7th of April ; his Son Albohazen, a Man of great 
Courage and Reſolution, ſucceeded him. This King had Two Wives, one a Native Mocr, 

Mother to Boabdil, aftetwards called the Little King ; the other a Renegade Chriſtian, called 

Lorojra, who had wo Sons, Cado and Nacre, who when Granada Was taken by Kin Ferdinand, 

became Chriſtians, as did their Mother. In 1aly King Ferdinand of Naples having ſubdued all 

his Enemies, ſettled his Kingdom. He overthrew Feb» Duke of Lorrain, and torced him to 


fly 
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fly to the [land Ich;a, and thence afcerwards into France. This done, King Perdinand on the 
14th of September came to Naples, where he was received with great Joy and Pomp. Queen 
Elizabeth, his Wife, viſited the Churches, paying her Vows to Heaven, being a very Virtuouz 
and Devout Lady, but died ſoon after the Kingdom was pacified. Afﬀeer this her Husband; 
King Ferdinand, Reigned above 32 years, always ſucceſsful in ſeveral Wars he undertook for 
his Allies. Alonſo Duke of Calabria, his Son, overthrew the Turks, who had poſleſſed them- 
ſelves of Orranto, and drove them out of all the Country. 


Prince Alonſo of Caſtile, being in the Power of the Nobles, was the cauſe of greater Troubles 


Troubles, which were deſigned to' be quelled by thoſe very Means. The King from Cabegin 
went to the Kingdom of Toledo, and the Nobles to Plaſencia. D. Peter Giron, Maſter of Cala. 
trava, Went away to Andalufia, where he had the Town of Ofuna, Yeſigning to ſtir up that 
People to Rebellion. D. Fobn de Valencuela had the grand Priorſhip of S. Fobn taken from him, 
and the Biſhop of Fae his Goods and Revenues, only becauſe they were Loyal to their King. 
Beſides this, D, Peter Giron raiſed Men, and endeavoured with large Promiſes to Debauch all 
the Nobility of that Country. The Duke of Medina Sidonia, the Eari of Arcos, D. Alonſo de 
Aguilar, and the Councils of Sevill and Cordoua, reſolved to join with the Rebels. King 
Henry perceivitg the Storm gather, aſſembled a Councel at Madrid, where he asked what was 
beſt to be done in that Exigence. All being filent, the Archbiſhop of Toledo faid his Opinion 
was, The firlt ching to be procured was, that Prince Alonſo ſhould be pur ingagghe Kings 
Hands, as the fitteſt Perſon to ſecure the Pledge of Peace ; which if the Nobilic led; then 
they ought to be proceeded againſt by force of Arms : That to this purpoſe the Court ſhould re- 
move to Salamanca, to be near to the Rebels, either to Treat of Peace, or to carry on the War. 
Theſe things being thought to be meant as they were ſaid, were eaſily agreed to. A Meſſage 
was ſent to the Nobles, and the Forces ordered tomarch to Salamanca. The King himleif wene 
away to- Old Caſtile, and with what Forces he had laid Siege to Arevalo, then held by che Rebels, 
Thence the Archbiſhop of Toledo putting off his Diſguiſe, went away to Avils, whereof he 
was made Governor by the King : Thither the Confpirators repaired tp him. The Admiral, 
as.had been agreed, ſeized Valladolid, where thgy deſigned their Forces ſhould Rendezvous, 
Theſe fad News having awaked the King out of his Lethargy, he is ſaid to have fallen down 
before a Crucifix, and uttered theſe Words ; Thy Aid I implore, my Lord, Chriſt the Son of God, 
by whom Kings Reign; To thee I Recommend my Perſon and Dignity ; I only. beg ths Puniſhment, 
which I confeſs inferior to my Deſerts, may be for the good of my Soul ; Lord give me Patience to en- 
dure it, and permit not the People to ſuffer for my ſake, Then he haſted away to Salamanca, 


At Avila the Rebels refolved upon a moſt Barbarous Action, to the Eternal Infamy of Spain z A moſt 
Without the Walls of that City they EreRted a Scaffold, and placed on ir the Statue of Villanous 
King Henry in his Royal Robes on a Throne with his Scepter and Crown. Thicher the Vi Attion of 


lanous Nobles, and a Moultitude of People, reforted. Then a Cryer proclaimed Sentence 


the Caſti. 


againſt the King, laying to his Charge many horrid Crimes. Whilſt the Sentence was reading, yes. 


they leafurely ſtripped the Statue of all its Robes, and at laſt, with Reproachful Language, 
threw it down from the Scaffold. This Villany was ated upon Wedneſday the 5th of Fune. 
Immediately Prince Alonſo, who had been all the while preſent, was brought uponthe Scaffold, 
_ there liſted upon the Shoulders of the Nobles, and proclaimed King, the Royal Standard be- 
ing Diſplayed in his Name, as was the Cuſtom at the Inauguration of Kings. The Multitude 
preſently cryed, God Save Kin me which was ingaging thernſelves in the Quarrel, The 
News of this horrid Treaſon being ſpread abroad, ſome approved of, others condemned it. 
It was eaſie for the new King to be Eiberal of what was not his own, to Gurzerre de Solis, at 
the Requeſt of his Brother the Maſter of Alcantara, he gave the City Coria, wich the Title 
of an Earl. Burgos and Toledo approved this AR of the Nobles. On the other ſide many 
great Men declared for King Henry. D. Garcia de Toledo, Earl of Alva, being reconciled, 
came to him with 5oo Horſe and 1000 Foot. The Queen and Princeſs Elizabeth were lenc 
to the King,of Portugal, to beg Succours of him : They met him at Guardis on the Borders 
of Portugal, yet obtained nothing but, good Words and Civil Entertainment. The Rebels 
Rendezvoulſed at Valladolid, the Loyaliſts at Toro, being more Numerous than well Diſciplined. 
Peraflor was beſieged by the Rebels, who becauſe it made a Vigorous Defence, threw down 
its Walls to terrifie other Places. Thence- they removed to Simancas, whither the King fent 
ob Fernandez Galindo with 3000 Horſe, which ſo encouraged the Beſieged, that the' Rabble 
ormally condemned the Archbiſhop of Toledo, and having dragged his Statue about the Streets, 
burnt it, in revenge to the Afﬀront offered to the King at Avila. Hereupon the Rebels raiſed 
the Siege, bur eſpecially becauſe they heard the King had an Army of 89000 Foot and 14000 
Horſe at Toro, This Army marched to Simances ; By the way, in a Skirmiſh, Fobn Carilo, 
a Captain of the Rebels, was' wounded,and taken ; being at the point of Death, he diſco- 
vered a Conſpiracy, naming the Perſol#: concerned in it to the King in private, bur the 
King fearing his Diſcovery might be feigned, concealed their Names, He laid Siege to Y aa. 
dolid, but could not take it, by reaſon it had a ſtrong Garifon, or rather becauſe che Kings 
Men had no ſtomach to fight. There a Treaty was again ſet on foor. King Henry and the 
Marquis de Villena met again: Much was promiſed, and nothing performed ; yet the King 
was 'per{wadet, - ſince his Revenue could not bear fo great a Charge, to diſmiſs his Army, 


and then Prince Aloo, quitting the "Tile of King, with all the Nobility, would _— 
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Rebels Thus both ſides disbanded, and the Noblemen who were with the King, tho they had'done no 
Disband. Service, were highly Rewarded. The Rebels went away to Arevalo, and fo Valladolid re- 
turned to ics Duty. Prince Alonſo was kept in the nature of a-Priſoner, and they threatned 
to kill him becauſe he deſigned to make his eſcape to his Brother. The Treaty of Peace 
went on, and the Rebels promiſed to ſubmit, provided the Princeſs E:zaberh were Married 
to the Maſter of Calatrava, The King conſented, and immediately fent the Duke of Albu- 
querque and Biſhop of Calaborra from Court, becauſe they were Enemies to the Maſter. This 
Proje& afflicted the Princeſs, who wept bitterly, and having told the cauſe of her Grief to 
D#. Beatrix de Bobadilla, her firſt Lady of the Bedchamber, that Lady ſhewing her a naked 
Dagger, promiſed ſhe would with it kill the Maſter of Calatravs rather than he ſhould have 
her. But God orderedit better, for as he haſted from his Town of Almagro to celebrate the 
1466. Marriage, he fell-ſick by the way, and died at Vil/arubia, at the beginning of the year 1466 ; 
He was buried in a private Chappel at Calatrava. His Two Sons inherited his Eſtate, D. 
Alouſo Tellez, Giron, the eldeſt, in purſuance gf his Fathers Will, was Earl of Ureza, D. Roge- 
rick Tellez, Giron, the younger, had the Maſterſhip of Calatrava, having before obtained the 
Popes Bull to that effet, He had alſo a third Son called D. obs Pacheco ; all three unlaw. 
fully begotten. Not long before the Maſters Death, in the Territory of Faen, there appeared 
ſuch a multitude of. Locuſts, that they hid the Sun. Every one interpreted this and the like 


Prodigies as, his Fear dictated, rather than according to any Reaſon. At this time Roderick 
Sanchez, evalo, who commanded the Caſtle of S. Angel at Rome, wrote in Latin a Hi. 
{tory of , more Devout than Elegant. It 15 called Palentina from the Author, who was 


afterwards Biſhop of Palencia. Pope Paul 1I. gave him that Biſhoprick at the Requeſt of King 
Henry, to whom he Dedicated that Hiſtory. The ſaid Roderick Sanchez, tho a Spaniard, was 
very familiar with that Pope.

Crown of Navarre, as thall appear in its place. The King of Aragon reſided at Tarragona, _ 


to be near to give Orders for carrying on the War in Catalonia, and tho very aged, and 
blind of both Eyes, had ftill a great Spirit. In that City, on the 22th of Fanmary 1468, 
Ellenor, his Baſtard Daughter, was Married to D. Luz de Biamonte Earl of Lerin.

13th of February, to the great Griet of the King, who lamented it the more becauſe he was

long before ſhe met her Daughter in Law, the Counteſs of Faux, at Exea on the Borders of 
Aragon, and there they concluded a League Offenſive and Defenſive. Her Body was Buried 
at Poblete, Only one Crime was laid to her Charge, which was the Death of her Son in Law 
Prince Charles, and this they fay troubled her Conſcience at the hour of her Death. 


The News of the Troubles in Caſtile was come to Rowe. King Henry follicited the Pope to ThePopes 
Depoſe the Biſhops that were in Rebellion, and to Excommunicate the Nobility if they would Legate 


not ſubmit. Antony Venerio, Biſhop of Leon, was therefore ſent Nuncio into Spain, Firſt he —— "—_—_

waited 'upon the King at Medina del Campo. Then endeavouring to Treat with the Rebels, reye1s. 


was by them twice put off wich Reproachful Language ; and he threatning to Excommunicate 
them, they anſwered, The Pope had nothing to do with the Afﬀairs of the Crown, and that 
they would to the next General Councel. Another Misfortune befell the King, which 
was, that D. Fobn Arias, Biſhop of Segovia, in revenge that his Brother Peter Arias had been 
wrongfully impriſoned, tho now ſet at liberty, reſolved to deliver up that City to the Lords. 
The Place is fron , being ſeated on the Mountains that part O!4 and New Caſtile. The 
Queen and Datcheſs' of Albuquerque, who were there, were fo furprized at the coming of the 
Rebels, that they could ſcarce have time to get into the Caſtle, nor were they eaſily admitted, 
Peter Munſares the Governor, being of Intelligence with the Rebels. The Princeſs Ekzaberh,who 
knew of the Deſign, ſtayed inthe Palace, and then went to her Brother Alonſo, deſigning to take 
_ with him. This News was ſoon carried to Medina del Campo,where King Henry was, which crou- 

led hinfmore than any other Lofs,becauſe he loved that, City;kepe his Treaſure there, and it was 
the place where he Diverted himſelf. From this time forward he ſeemed diſtarbed in his Braingtruſt- 
edno Body, wasfafpicious of all Men,and unſettled, ſometimes for Peace and ſometimes for War,but 
Peace was more ſuitable co his Nature. He appointed to meet the Marqueſs de Yiilena, at Coca, 
notwithſtanding all his Friends oppoſed it, which made many forfake him. Nothing was done 
at Coce, therefore they agreed to meet again in the Caſtle of Segovia, There they agreed 


upon theſe Articles, which were no better obſerved than others had been ; That rhe Caſtle of 


_— be delivered to Prince Alonſo ; That the King have Liberty to take out hi Treaſures, 
hich ſhall be kept in the Caſtle of Madrid by Peter Muncares ; That rhe Queen be left with the 
Archbiſhop of 'Sevil as an Hoſtage for Performance bereef ;, That theſe things performed, the Novles 
within 6 months Reſtore the King to the Government, and ſubmit to him, Theſe were hard Con- 
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ditions for the King. But the worſt was, that- the Queen in the Caſtle of Alahejos, whither 
the Biſhop ſent her, toak a Liking to a young Man, and yrove with Child by him, which 
confirmed all the former Sufpicions of her Diſhoneſty, and made for the Rebels. The King 
diſtracted with theſe Misfortunes, went from place to place, a:molſt like a Private Man, for- 
ſaken of moſt Men, only 10 'attending him. He reſolved at laft to try the Earl of Plz. 
ſencia, and pur himſelf into his Power. He wasthere well received, and lived about 4 months 
in the Caſtle of that City. The Pope ſent a new Nuncio to perſuade the Lords to ſubmir 
to the King, -but they perſiſting Obſtinate,- he Excommunicated chem. This did not corre, 


communi- th, it troubled them fo much, that they ſent Deputies to Rome, who were not ſuffered to come

within the Walls of that City till they had taken an Oath, not to give the Title of King to 
Prince Alonſo. The Pope ſeverely Reproved them in the Conſiſtory, aſſuring them God 
would puniſh their Diſloyalty, and that it was to be feared the young Prince would come 
to an untimely Death for the Sins of others. This Saying of his proved Prophetick, and his 


Severity did {ome kindneG to King Henry. At the-ſame time the City Toledo was reſtored to 


the King. Peter Lopez de Ayala was Governor of that City. F. Peter de Silva of the Order 
of S. Dominick, and Biſhop of Badajoz, his Brother in Law, Treated with his Siſter, the 
Governors Wife, -about delivering up the City to the King. They ſent to him, he came 
from Plaſencia in two days, and —— City by night, was lodged in the Dominican Mo» 
naſtery. His coming being known, a Bell was Rung, andthe People took the Alarm. Peter 
Lopez, adviſed the King ſhould not ſhew himſelf, becauſe the People would not pay him any 
reſpet. Therefore about midnight he left the City, with him went Perafan de Ribera, and the 


two Sons of Peter Lopez, de Ayala, Peter and Alonſo : At the Gate the King found his Horſs 


was tired, having travelled 18 Leagues that Day. He asked one of the Company to give him 
his Horſe, which he refuſed ; but the two Sons of Peter Lopez immediately alighted, and on 
their knees begg'd of the King to accept of theirs, one for himſelf, and the other for his Squire 
of the Body. The King did fo, thoſe Gentleman followed him a Foot : Being come to 
Olias, the King gave Peter Lopez de Ayala and his Sons, for ever an Eſtate of 750000 Mervidies 
a Year, The Biſhop alſo was forc'd to leave the City; yet within Four days the Governors 
Wives tears prevaild with him to call the King again. He came, and found all things betrer 
diſpos'd than he expeRted, and at the ſuit of the People, confirm'd their Charter, grantin 

them new Privileges. But Peter de Ayala was created Earl of Fuerſalida, and L ras, 
Governor of the City ; then the King went ny to Madrid, there he ſecur*d the Governor 
of that Place, Peter Mugares, but, ſoon after dilmiſs'd him. The loſs of Tokdo fo nearly 
touched the Rebels, that they immediately Marched from Arevalo where their Forces were, to 
Beſiege that City. In their March near Cardepoſs, Prince Alonſo fell ſick and died on the 5:4 of 
July, which put a ſtop to their proceedings, His Body was Buried in the Church of St. 
Francis at Arevalo; thence afterwards tranſlated to the Carthuſian Monaſtery of Adfraflores at 
Burgos. Some faid he died of the Plague, which then raged in thoſe parts, others thathe was 
poiſoned. Alonſo de Palencia who wrote his Hiſtory, poſitively aſſerts his being poiſoned by the 
Marqueſs of Y;/lena : But I cannot find to what parpoke that Nobleman ſhould undertake ſuch a 


hainous Crime.

CHAP. VI | 
John Duke of Lorrain Supports and Heads the Rebels in Catalonia, for his Father ; Fer- 


dinand - Prince of Aragon declared King of Sicily ; The Crown of Caſtile offered to 
the Princeſs Elizabeth, ſhe refuſes it ; Peace betwixt the King and Nobles, 


R Ence Duke of Anjou, having accepted of the offer made him by the Catalonians, becauſe 
he was himſelf too Old to undertake that Expedition, ſent his Son Fobn Duke of Lor- 
rain, who we faid before was by the Aragonians drove out of Iraly. The King of France not 
regarding his League with Aragen, ſent him Supplies as ſoon as he had ended the Civil War 
wich his Los the Duke of Berri, and Charles Duke of Burgundy. Fobn Earl of Armagnac, 
beeween whom and the Duke of Lorrain there was a profeſſed friendſhip, brought him ſome Sup- 
plies ; with theſe Forces he began the War fortunately, but the end was not fuitable. Barcelons 
received him with-joy, and it wasreſfolved to carry the War to Ampurias, The King of Aragon 
tho? Old and Blind repaired thither, near Roſes a Party of Aragonians was defeated. The Body 
of the French Army marched towards Girona, reſolving if the Commandant Peter de Rocaberty 
came out, to fight him ; if he kept cloſe, to Beſiege the Place. The Aragonians Marched out, 
and in ſeveral Rencounters worlted che Enemy. Prince Ferdinand came and put his Forcesintg 
the City, whereupon the Siege was raiſed. Soon after, the Prince going out with a Party 
was defeated by the French, and many of his Men killed ; Roderick Rebolledo who had behaved 
himſelf bravely in defence of the Prince, was taken. It was reſolved to wear out the heat of 
the French, therefore all the Frontiers were Garriſoned, and Duke 4/onſo de Aragon left to 
Command there, and obſerve the Enemy. Prince Ferdinand returned to Zarogoza, where the 
Corres ſate, and was preſent when his Mother died (as has been faid above.) His Mother be- 
ing dead, and his Father 70 yearsof Age, all the weight of the Government fell upon him, 
therefore to give him the more Authority, he was declared King of Sicily. This was ow 
t 
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the time that Prince Alonſo of Caſtile departed this Life, as we have declared. The death of 
Prince Alonſo being known at Zaragoga, immediately Peter Peralta was ſent to the FaRious 
Lords of Caſtile to ask the Princeſs Elizaberb in Marriage for Prince Ferdinend, His Father 
ſtayed at Zaragogs, and he went away to carry on the War in Catalonia. The Duke of Lorrain 
deſiring to poſleſs himſelf of Girone, raiſed 15000 Men in Ruſillon and Cerdagne, which with the 
Forces he had before,was a Power too great for the Aragonians to cope with z fo that they could 
put no Relief into the Town, which was cloſely beſieged. Nevertheleſs, through the Valouc 
of the Biſhop, of D. Fob» Meligaerite, and other Commanders, it held out. Mean while, 


' Prince Ferdinand had a Town called Yerga delivered to him on the 17th of September, From 


this time the Aﬀairs of the Aragonians began to look with a better Aſpef, and the more for 
that the King recovered his Sight, a thing then thought miraculous: A Few of Lerids under- 
took the Cure, and couched a Catara@ in the Right Eye on the 11th of Seprember, when 
he refuſed to proceed to the other, ſaying, There was no favourable Aſped of the Heavens; 
but being preiled by the King, on the 11th of October he perfected the Cure upon the Lec 
Eye. To add t this Publick Joy, the Weather and want of Neceſlaries obliged the Enemy 


to raiſe the Siege of Girons. In Portugal, Prince Fohn married his Couſin Eleanor, not regar- 


ding the Promiſe he made to-marry foama Princels of Caſtile: Her Mother's looſe Life made 
her Birth ſuſpefted. Ferdiignd Duke of Viſeo, Father to the Lady Eleanor, paſſed over into 
Africk, obtained there ſome Vidtories over the Moors, and returning home, by his Wife Bea- - 
trix, the Daughter of D. Fobn Maſter of Santizgo in Portugal, had a Son called Emanuel, who 
came in time to be King of Portugal. The Portugueſes talk of ſtrange Prodigies ſeen at the Birth 
of that Child, denoting his future Grandeur. ; 


Upon the death of Prince Alonſo, many ſubmitted to King Henry ; but the Peace was gore ne. 
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nor laſting, and the War that enſued waſted the Power of Spain, Burgos returned to its bels ſub. 
Duty, and at Madrid the Archbiſhop of Sevill, the Earlof Benavente, and other Noblemen, did mit, but 


ra—__ to the King. . The Rebels having loſt Prince Alonſo, refolved to offer the Crown f*1htrou- 


rince(s Elizabeth, as they did at Avila, the Afchbiſhop of Toledo making an Harangue —_ 


to the 
to perſifide her, and railing ar the King. She thanked them for their Offer, and wiſhing 
long Life to the King her Brother, intreated them ta pay to hyn that Dury they offered to 
her. 'Her.Modeſty furprized them all, and ſhe was thought the worthier to Reign. They 
bent their* Thoughts upon Peace, and the more, becauſe the King had ſent "Commiſſioners to 
offer them all his Free Pardon. Ar _ Peace was concluded at Avila, by the Archbiſhop 
of Sevill and Andrew de Cabrera Lord Steward of the Houſhold, upon theſe Articles : That 
the Prince Elizabeth; be ſworn Heireſs to the Crown: That the Cities and Towns of Avila, 


' Ubeda, Medina del Campo, 'Olmedo, and Eſcalhna, 'be given to her; but upon Condition ſhe 


ſhall not Marry without the King's Conſent: That the King be divorced from the Queen; 
the Pope conſenting to it : That ſhe and her Daughter be ſent to Portugal : That all the re- 
volted Nobility be pardoned and reſtored to their Eſtates and Preferments taken from them 
during the Troubles. Four Months were allowed for: the Performance of theſe Articles. 
Theſe Conditions pleaſed not the Marquſsde Santillana and his Brothers, who thought ic more 
for their Intereſt to have the keeping of the Princels Foama, The Queen, with the Afliſtance 
of Luys de Mendoga, was gone away by Night, irom the Caſtle where ſhe was kept, to her 
Daughter at Buytrago. Thigmuch troubled the Archbiſhop of Sevil, who had the Charge of 
keeping her. riag her Confinement, ſhe was detivered of Two Sons, Ferdinand and 4po- 
ftol, who it is affirmed were bred in the Monaſtery of S. Dominick the Royal of Nuns in 7: 
ledo. The Monaſtery of Gui/ando, in the mid-way betwixt Madrid and. Avila, was appoin« 
ted for the King and the Lords to meet : There many Conditions were agreed to, and much 
2ranted tothe Nobles, none of them doubting but the King and his Siſter being weary of 
thoſe Confuſions, would refuſe them nothing they could ask. It is faid the King and Mar- 

ues de Villena had a priyate Conference, the Subltance whereot is not known ; but by what 
followed it was ſuppoſed it only tended to the ſecuring the Marqueſs and advancing his Fa- 
mily. On the 19th of Seprember, the Nobility did their Homage to King Henry, and fwore 
the Princeſs Elizabeth Heireſs to the Crown. Immediately, upon the Submiffion of all the 
Cities to the King, he took the Government of the City and Caſtle of Segovia from the Two , 
Brothers of the Houſe of Arias, and gave it to Andrew de Cabrera, who afterwards obtained 


Treat Preferments and Riches. Abour this time, near a Town called Peromoro, in the Ter-jA Prodi- 


ritory of Toledo, great ſtore of Blood ran from the Sheaves of Corn newly mowed, which'sY- 


then ſurprized all Men, and afterwards was found to denote the great,Calamity that enſued 
in Spain. The Marquiſs de /:/lena being reſtored to his former Favour, grew abſolute, to the 
great DiſlatisfaRtion of the Nobility. . He perſuaded the King and Princeſs Elizabeth to re- 


move to Ocaia, at the beginning of the Year 14659. His deſign was to marry the Princels |, 456, 


to the King of Portugal; and to that purpoſe. D. Alonſo de Noguera, A—_— of Lisbon, 
with other Men of Note, came Ambaſſador from thence. The Archbiſhop of Toledo, was 
for Matching her with Ferdinand King of Sicily, and ſpoke of it openly, after the departure of 
Peter Peralta, the Aragonian Ambaſſador : This Match pleaſed her belt ; and ſhe hal declared 
ſhe would not marry in Portugal. The Marqueſk adviſed ro marry her by force. King Henry 
was dubious; but at laſt reſolved to diſmiſs the Perrugueſe Ambaſlador, telling him it was not 
yet time to treat of that Aﬀair. The Cardinal of Arras came Ambatlador from Luis XI. 
King of France, to demand the Princeſs Elizabeth in Marriage for his Brother Charles Duke of

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: which cauſed more Diviſions among the Nobles. Andaluzia was not yet perfely re- 
rats ee Duke of Medina Sidonia dy — Henry his Baſtard Son inherited his reate Eſtate 
and rebellious Spirig. D. Alonſo de Aguilar, and the Earl of Arcos ſided with him, and di- 
ſturbed the Peace of that Country in'the Name of che Princels Elizabech. It was thought fir 
the King ſhould go in Perſon to quell thoſe Troubles.

Ing Henry going into Andaluzia, was nobly entertained at Faen by his Conſtable Irangs : 
Soon after, he reduced the City Cordova, delivered to him uperyArticles by D. Alonſo 
de Aguilar, and quelled the Tumults raiſed by that Gentleman and D. Peter de Cordova, Earl of 
Cabra, In the Summer he went to Sevil, and did the ſame there. The Moors did not in- 
feſt our Borders, being. cloſely obſerved by thoſe that Commanded on the Frontiers, and di- 
vided-among themſelves. Alquirgote, Governor of Malags, an able. Soldier, finding himſelf 
aſter of that City, rebelled againſt his King A/obagen, many ſiding with him, who were 
Rebelli- diſguſted by the King, or out of their natural Inconſtancy. 'They came to a Battel , and 
ous Meers Alquirgote being the weaker, was overthrown, He propoled a League with King Horry, and 
defeated. me to meet him at Archidona, on the Borders of the Kingdom of Grazads, bringi great 
Preſents, and was diſmiſſed witha Profniſe of Succour. Hereupon Albohagen made ſeveral Incur. 
ſions into the Chriſtian Territories, carried away rect Numbers of Captives and Ctel, and 
burnt all the Country. He did much more Miſchietthan had beenuſually done of late upon the 
like Occaſions, yet took never a Town of Note. Many Parties of Avors over-ran Andaluza and 
Mercia, but rather in the nature of Robbers, than in warlike manner. "Let us return to the 
Princeſs Elizabeth, whom many great Princes courted ; She was a Woman excellently Quali- 
fied, and Virtuous; but above all, her Dower, which was no leſs than a Kingdom, drew fo 
many to pretend to her. At laſt, Ferdinand King of Sicily took place of the Portugueſe, who 
was a Widower, and the Duke of Berry being too much a Stranger. His Father the King of 
Aragon left no means uneflayed, but+gave rich Preſents, and made large Promiſes. Gutierre de 
Gar Jena was her great Favourite, and Gonzalo Chacon his Uncle govern'd him: .To the laſt was 
promiſed the Town of Caſarrubios, and that of Arroyo Molinesz to the other the Town of Ma- 
queda, beſides rich Gifts in hand, and Aſſurances of Favours to come. By their meahs, with 
the Affiſtance of the Archbiſhop of Toledo, the Match was made up, and Articles agreed 
upon, which chiefly tended to the giving gall due Reſpe& to Kink Henry as long as he lived, 
and after his death thatthe whole Goverament ſhould be in the Power of the Princeſs; ſo 
that the King ſhould beſtow no Preferments on Strangers, nor on others, without her Con- 
ſent. That Match was privately concluded. The War in Catelogia detained King Ferdinand, 
for Girona was again beſieged by the Enemy, and at laſt forced to ſurrender : Beſides, another

murdered. ceſs Eleanor, was murdered by the Procurement of Peter Pera/ra. Meſſengers were ſent to the 
King of Aragon to demand Juſtice ; they alſo complained the Murderer had poſſeſſed himlelf 
of Tudela, and that the King was too free in giving Charters to ſeveral Towns. They aiſo 
prayed he would recover Eftela and its Territory , ſtill held by the Caftillians. The Earl 
of F:ux was diſlacisfied , and ſeemed to threaten War ; for which reaſon he was no lef 
hateful to. the King his Father-in-Law than Prince Charizs had been. The King gave 
theſe Deputies - Words; but Peralta was not puniſhed for that heinous Crime. The 
Princeſs Elizaberh being uneaſie, fled from Ocapa towards Old Caſtile; and being denied 
admittance at Olmedo, went-to Madrigal, where her Mother was, It was contrived by the 
Maſter of Santiago and Archbiſhop of Sevi/ to ſeize her ; bur they: were diſappointed by the 
Archbiſhop of Taledo and the Admiral, who with a Party of Horſe carried her to Valladolid. 
King Ferdinand fearing to be dilappointed, leaving the War in Catalonia, went away to Va- 
lencia, to raiſe the Money he had promiſed his Bride to keep Houſe. Thence he returned 
to Zaragoga, and ſo in a Diſguize, with only four Perſons attending him, 'came into Caſtile. 
Ferdinand At Ofma he met the Earl of Trevino, who was privy to the Match, and with him and 200 
Is of Horſe removed to Duener, a Town belonging to,the Earl of Buendia, Brother to the Archbiſhop 
Ties zl:z.s. Of Toledo: There he ſaluted his Bride, and on the 18th of October they were married at Vals- 
bech Siſter 40lid, the Archbiſhop of Toledo pretegding he had a Diſpenſation from Pope Piws 11. but it ap- 
to the pears to have been falſe, by the Bull afterwards granted upon that occaſion by Pope Sixtws IV.

Whilſt King Henry was buſie ſettling the Afﬀairs of Sevil, advice was ſent him from Cantit. 
lana, by the Maſtey of Santiago, of his Siſter's Marriage : His Diſpleaſure was very great, 
Immediately he ſet out for Truxilo, deſigning to give that Town to the Earl of Plaſencia, for 
his good Services during the Troubles. The Townſmen reſolved to oppoſe it; and therefors 
the: King, rather than uſe Violence, gave him in lieu of it the Town of Arevalo in 0/4 Caſtile ; 
and becauſe it was not worth ſo much as the other, added to ir the Title ota Duke. At 
Truxillo, the Maſter of Alcantars, who had ſided with Prince Alſo, was pardoned, and the 
King gave or reſtored the City Coria to Gutierre'de Caceres and Sols his Brother. Thus many 
who deſerved Puniſhment received Rewards. Here Letters were brought the King from his 
Siſter, excuſing her marrying, and promiſing ſhe .and her Husband would be as dutiful as if 
they were his Children, -if he would treat them with the AﬀeRtion of a Father. No other 
Anſwer was returned, but that the King at Segovia would conſider of that Afﬀair. Another 
Meſſage was ſent to Segovia, at the beginning of the Year 1470, to preſs the King to give 147% 
leave to the Prince and Princeſs, that they might pay their ReſpeRs ro him, promiling their 
future Behaviour ſhould make amends for the Diſpleaſure they had done him. All the An- 
ſwer was, a Buſineſs of that Importance required the Advice of the Nobility. This was the 
Pretence; but in reality he was offended at the Princeſs Elizabeth, and had fixed his AﬀeRion 
on his Daughter Foama, whom Lews King of France had ſent to demand in Marriage for 
his Brother Charles, created Duke of Guienne.”

He was ſoon releaſed by the King's Order; but 
thinking he ſhould obtain no SatisfaQion for that Wrong, 'went away to Granada, and thence 
with the Conſent of the Mooriſh King, ſent a Challenge co his Adverſary to fight upon the 
Plain of Greandds, On the appointed Day , having waited, till Sun-ſer, and D. Alon/o not 
appearing, he dragged his Efhigies at his Horſe's Tail : That done, he ſent Letters to all 
Parts with PiQures repreſenting that Paſſage. The Kanigtits of Alcawars would not ſubmit to Difte- * 
their Maſter, and the Diſpute came to open Hoſtiliry. The Maſter not being able alon&*%* = 
to oppoſe fo many, ed Afliſtance of his Brother Gutierre de Sols. They wanted Money, _ p 
and Garci Alvarez, de Toledo, Earl of Alva, lent them a Sum upon the Mortgage of the City of _— 
Coria. Thus the Earls, afterwards Dukes of Ava, got that City, which being confirmed to 14r- and 
them by Grants of Kings, remains in the Family to this diy.

D. Fobn Pacheco, Maſter 
of Santiago; lay ſick at Ocena, being greater in the King's Favour than ever, nowithſtandin 
all his MiGemeanours - Which occaſioned the People to ſay he had bewicched the King; an 
it was given out the Court removed to Madrid oniy to be near him.

| The Tumults and Confuſions in Aragon, Sardinia, aud Navarre; The King of Caſtile 


Labours to Reduce his Rebels ; Pope Paul II. Dies, Sixtus IV. Choſen ; King Alonſo 
of Portugal takes Arzila and Tangier in Africk. | 


S* the Power of Aragon had been increaſed by the Marriage'in Caſtile, ſo was its Quiet ' 
much diſturbed by the War which ſtill continued in Catalonia, and new Commotions 

in Sardinia and Navarre. Leonard de Alagon, Son to Artal de Alagon atnd Benedi&a de Arborea, 
in her Right pretended to the Eſtate of that Family, the Marquels de Oriftan Salvador de Ar- 
borea dying without Iſſue. He ſought to do himſelf Right by force of Arms, and took fe. 
veral Towns belonging to the King and other great Men. Nicholas Carres, the Viceroy, had 
fot a ſufficient Strength co ſupprefs him. In Navarre the Earl of Faux, with the Aﬀiſtance 
of the Biamonteſes, poileſſed himſelf of great -_ of the Kingdom, and laid Siege to Tudela, 
The King ſent the Archbiſhop of Zaragega betore, and notwithſtanding his great Ape, fol. 
lowed him with a good Force, which obliged his Son in Law to raiſe the Siege. A Treaty 
was ſet on foot, and at length at Olire it was Agreed, That the King of Aragon ſhould (till 
retain the Title of King of Navarre, but the Government ſhould be wholly in the Power of 
the Earl of Faux and his Wife. News was here brought them of a ſad Misfortune that had 
happened in France, which was, That at a Feaſt of Tilting made by Charles Duke of Guienme 
for Joy of his Marriage, a Splinter from his own Lance broke upon his Adverſary, ftrutk 
Gaſton, *Son to the Earl of Faux, through the ſight of his Helmet, and killed him. This was 
on the 27th of November. He was 26 years of Age. His Body was carried to Bourdeaux, 
and there buried in the Cathedral of that City., - He left Two Children by his Wife Magdalen, 
a Son calld Francs Phebas, and a Daughter named Catherine, who both came to the Crown 
of Navarre. This grieved the King of Aragon, but above all the Danger of his Son Ferdinand, ' 
whom he thought not ſafe to leave in Caſtile, where he had many Enemies, and among them 
that King, nor yet to call him away unleſs he had ſegured his Succeflion to that Crown. He 
was the more perplexed, for that the Biſhop of Tolede, a Man of great Power, was Diſcon- 
tented, and took it ill that King Ferdinand was more Familiar with, and had more Confi- 
dence in Guterre de Cardenas, and the Admiral D. Alozſo Enriquez,, than in him. Befides, that 
King had let fall a word, ſignifying, That he would not ſuffer himſelf to be governed by any 
Man. This troubled the Arggpiinop, and he reſolved to withdraw. The King of Aragon 
being informed of it, endeavOfred to appeaſe him, writing a Letter to his Son, wherein he 
Adviſed him to Prefer the Archbiſhop betore- all others, and uſe him as a Father. Yet this did 
not fully. ſacisfie the Archbiſhop. "The Afairs of Aragon were in a good poſture in Catalonia, 
for Fobn Duke of Lorrain died at Barcelona upon the 16th of December, and was buried in the 
Cathedral. The Rebels were not at all diſmayed hereat, but hoping the King of France would 
ſtand by them, publiſhed an Ordinance,enjoining all Places that were without Governours, 
not. 'to admit of any, unleſs ReneezDnke of Anjou, or his Grandſon Nicholas, Son to the de- 
ceaſed, came to them in Perſon. In Caſtile the King of Aragon uſed all Means to Oblige the 
Nobility. D. Fobn Pacheco was promiſed his Eſtate ſhould be enlarged, and the Archbiſhop of 
Toledo, that his Sons Troylo and Lope, ſhould be Preferred and Provided for. Many others of 
the Nobility were reduced either by Fair Promiſes, or great Gifts, yet neither D.- Fohn Pacheco, 


nor the Archbiſhop, could be prevailed upon. King Herry uſed the ſame Art, eſpecially to- 


wards 
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through the Contrivance of the Maſter of Santiago they proceeded not upon that Afﬀeair. 

To the Maſter of Santiago the King gave the Town of Alcaraz, and to D. Roderick Ponce, Earl 
of Arcos, the Iſland of Cadiz, and the Title of a Marqueſs, by way of Portion with Beatrix 
Daughter to the Maſter of Santiago, in order to make an Intereſt againſt the Duke of Me4ins 
Sidonia, who was an Enemy to them both. Biſcay was again in an uproar, Avendapo and 
Moxics, the Heads of the Mutineers, being returned from Baniſhment by the help of the Earl 

of Trevino, who afliſted them in hatred to Perer Fernandez, de Velaſco, Earl of Haro, who ba- 

niſbed them. Both theſe. Noblemen marched with Forces into Bi/csy, and on the 27th of 

April came to a Battle near a Town called Aeomguis. The Earl of Trevino was ſtrongeſt in 

Foot, which were of moſt uſe.in that uncouth Countrey, ſq that he overthrew his Adverſary. 

Many were killed, eſpecially of the Gentry, and more made Priſoners. King Henry hearing 

of it, poſted away to Burgos, and thence to Ordwnze, upon his coming ail was. preſently ' 

quiet. He made a Truce between the 'Two Parties till fuch time as they could be fully Recon- 

ciled, and ſet all the Priſoners free. After this great Levies were made throughout Caſtile, and 

the Nobility was ſummoned, to the end to force King Ferdinand and Elizabeth his Queen, to 
depart the Kingdom ; yer by the Advice of the Maſter of Santiago this Deſign was laid afide.. 
Toledo and Sevil mutinied at the ſame time, both Cities being divided into Faftions. Thoſe Mutiny 
of Toledo were the Ayalas and Silvas. The Earl of Cifuente: was Head of the Silver, and he *t Toledo 
of Fwenſalida of the Ayalas. To put an end to theſe Contentions, by the Advice of the Bi- and Sevil. 
ſhop F. Pizer de Silva, the Earl of Cifuentes Married Elenor, Daughter to him of Fuenſalida, 
What was deſigned to produce a Peace, proved the cauſe of greater Diſcord, not only the 
Earl of Cifuentes, but John de Ribera, his Uncle, being admitted into the City againſt the 
Kings will, one of them coming to be Married, and the other to honour that Solemnity. 
The Faction of the Silvas baving got their Chief among them, armed againſt their Adverſa. 
ries With ſuch fury, that King Hemy was forced to come thither in Perſon, and having ap- 
ow the Tumult, deprived che Earl of Fuenſalids of the Government of he City, whigh - 

e had held many years, and put Garct Lopez into that Command, with the Title of Deputy. 
At Sevil the Marqueſs of Cadiz was expelled that City by the Duke of Medins Sidonia. Hence 
enſued a formal War, which was ended-by D. Thigo Lopez de Mendoga, Earl of Tendilla, ſent 
thither to that purpoſe, he uſing more Art than Force or Severity. Medins Sidonia was wltored 
to its Owner. It was a very great loſs for Caftile, that Pope Paul II. died on the 25th of pope paul 
Fuly. During his Papacy he did much for the good and advantage of Spain. On the 9th of II. dies, 
Auguſt was cholen in his place the Cardinal Frances de Rwvere of the Order off Friers Minors, Sixtw IV.

Catalmia JN Catalonia the Aragonians were now ſucceſsful, for afterthe Death of the Duke of Lor. 
reduced. rain, Girona was ſurrendred to the King. What remained of the Enemy, whoſe Chief 


Commanders were Reiner, Baſtard Son to the-Duke, and Fames Galeoto, were either beſieged 
in a Town called S. Adrien, on the Banks of the River Beſe, or overthrown by the General 
D. Alonſo de Aragon, as they marched to relieve that Place. The King, tho* old, ceaſed 
not to preſs the Enemy in Ampurias. As he lay encamped near Torel, he is ſaid in a Dream 
to have ſeen a notable Soldier that died in that War, who adviſed him not to decamp from 
thence, becauſe it would prove dangerous to him. The King took no notice of this Dream, 
but moved thence, and having taken Roſes, and laid Siege to Peralada,was in great danger of his 
Life by a Camiſade given at Nighr by the Earl of Campobaſo, who,commanded the Enemy. 
He was ſo ſurprized, that he fled half naked to Figueras, Nevertheleſs next day he returned 
to the Siege, and waſted the Country, which obliged the Town to ſurrender. All that Coun- 
being ſubdued, he marched with his Army and fate down betore Barcelona, the Siege of 
which Place laſted long, he being reſolved to carry that 'Town by Policy, rather than open 
Force. In Old Cfile, King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth laboured to draw the People to 
their Party, fome Towns furrendred to him, and among them Sepulveds. This done, they |. 
ſent for the Archbiſhop of Toledo, refolving to reconcile him at any rate, and being come, 
went with him to Tordelaguna, a Town of his, on purpoſe to oblige him. Charles, Duke of 
Guienne, not regarding that he was contracted to the Princeſs Foamma, as doubting whoſe 
Daughter ſhe was, was now making a Match with the Duke of Burgundy's Daughter.

Beſides, 
the Maſter was jealous, that if he came to be King, he would recover the Towns that had 
been his Father's. Theſe were the true Reaſons of diſappointing him, tho? it was given our, 
there was need of a more powerful Prince to quell all the Tumilrs then/in the Kingdom. 
The King was: unwilling to break his Word, and impoſe yupon'that Prince, 'but the Maſter 
replied, There would be need of much Money to carry on the War. This was levelled againſt A». 
drew de Cabrera, who had the keeping of the Royal Treaſure in the Caſtle of Segovie. In that 
City before this time, by the Contrivance of the'Maſter, and Example of  Andaluzia, 
a Mutiny had been raiſed againſt thoſe that deſcended from F "Andrew de Cabrera quel- 
led it, but not without much Trouble and Hazard to his Perſon; An Ambaſlador, ſent pur. 
poſely by the Pope, brouphe the Biſhop of Sigzenga the Cardinal's Cap, and gave ic him at 
Madrid, the King coming thither/to Honour him, and granting him the Title of Cardinal of 
Spain, . Henry, Duke of wh xt was not permitted to come into Madrid, but ordered to ſtop 
at Xetafe, Tangd from that Town'in the'way to Toleds, There he ſpoke to the King in a 
Field, and it was agreed he ſhould, remove to Oden, another Village hard by: For delaying 
his Marriage, they pretended it was necefſary'to expe the Pope's Diſpenſation.

Fortuns, King Henry went away to Segovia to: get Money, becauſe Andrew Cabrera ſupplied 
him ſlenderly to crofs the Maſter of "Santiago, who he knew aimed at the Government of that 
Caſtle, having before taken from him that of Madrid. ” Beſides, he favoured King Ferdinand, 
and was married to Beatrix de Bobadilla, who had ſerved the Princeſs Elizabeth. The new Car- 
dinal's Revenue increaſed upon the Death of D. Alonſo de Fonſeca Archbiſhop of Sevil, bei 
promoted to that See, and {till retaining Sigrengs, a then altogether new. An Army 0 
20000 French Foot and Yo00 Men at Arms, under the mand of Philip, Duke of Savoy, 
fate down before the City Perpignan, in the County of Raſſelov, on the gth of April.

'King Ferdinand marched with 
400 Horle he gathered in Caftile, and 100 he-gathered by the way : With this Force in Fune 
he fate 'down before Ampwrias, which fo ſurprized the Enemy, that they ſoon- raiſed theic 
Siege, concluded a Truce till Offober, and cleared that Country. Thus the War being ended, 
the King of Aragon made his Entry into Barcelons in Triumph/under a Canopy, fi on a 
Chariot covered with Cloth 'of Gold, and drawn by four white Horſes. both fa &s of 
him was the Nobility and Magiſtrates, and vaſt Multitudes of People covered the Fields'and 
Ways. His Son was to Tortoſa tq hold the Cortes of Aragon, but was hindred'by Sick- 


' nefs, and being called back haſtily into Caffile. About this time a certain Moor of the City of 


Fez, ſtole away the Bones of Prince Ferdinand Maſter of Avs, and brought them to Porcuge!, 
where they were buried at Aljubarrots with great Solemnity. "291 

All other Parts of Spain at this time enjoyed Peace, except Caftile, which was under con- 
tinual Alarms, the Nobility being always at Variance, and the People, led by their Example, 
Mutinous. Moſt Cities and Towns were divided-into. Fattions. King Ferdmand and Queen 
Elizaberh*s Forces ſtill increaſed, and many came over to them daily ; whereas on the con- 
trary, King Henry's Authority was leſſened, the People being diſſatisfied with him. In Com- 
monwealths, as well as in the-Body.of Man, thoſe Di are malt dangerous that proceed 
from the Head. In Biſcay the Diſorder was great, becauſe the. new Conltable uſed Force to 


' reduce that fierce People who had more than others-adhered to King Henry. On the other 


ſide, the Earl of Trevino, who favoured the Aragonian with all his Strength, oppoſed him, and 
the Biſcamers were of old better affeted towards his Family. Thus that Country of it ſelf, 
not very plentiful, was waſted and conſumed; freſh Tumults broke out at Toledo, The Earl 
of Fuenſalida confiding in the Aſhiſtance,of* the Maſter of Santiago, attempted to furprize the 
City Toledo, and turn out the Mareſctial Fr dinand de Ribadeneira;who ſtood firm to King Her- 
ry. The Citizens repulſed him,-andche King having notice of that Attempt, came himſelf 
and quieted the City. All things being reduced to good order, ſuch as had a hand in that 
Uproar were pardoned, which made thoſe Diſaffeted Perſons the more bo!d. Afer this, 
D. 7chn Pacheco, Maſter of Santiago, withdrew to.Penafiel, where his Wife was, being deſirous 
at laſt to live at caſe, and fearing he mult be odious to many Men, having long continued

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great at Court, which he thought his Abſence would remedy. In his Place he ſent his Son 
Fay to whom, as has-beerr-laid, he had before reſigned” the Marquiſate of YVilens. The 

ing-received the Marqueſs with as great Demonſtrations of Aﬀettiony as if his Father: had 
done him ſome fignal Services He had a good Preſence, wy in the Prime of his Youth, and 
his Garb ſaicable to the Greatneſs of his Fortune. From Toledo the King returned to Segovia, 
where his Aﬀe&tion to him daily encreaſed to that degree, chat he went daily to vilic the 
Marqueſs, who was Jodged in the Monaſtery of Friars of S. Hierom, called E! Parral. A 
Propoſal was made of reconciling Andrew de Cabrera and the Family of Pacheco, and that he 
ſhould deliver up to the King the Caſtle of Segovia, and all the Treaſures in it.

The King of Portugal calls himſelf King of Caſtile, and i aſpfted Ly many of the Nobi- 
.lity, being Contracted to Joanna the _— Aleireſs; He takes ſeveral P laces ty 
Caſtile ; The French make Peace with England, and ingage 10 affiſt Portugal againſt 
Ferdinand. . 


HE Diſpuſt of the Archbiſhop. 'of Toledo,did not a lictle perplex the King'and Queen, 
T fearing he might cauſe great Revolutions, being Rich and Powertul.. 'Phis made them 
careful to gain what Friends they could, and to appeaſe the Nobility. The firſt reduced was 
Henry of Aragon, which was done by reltoring to him his Patrimony of Segorve and Ampu. 
rias, and pardoning all paſt Faults, which highly obliged the Karl of Bengvente his Coulin, 
Ie was now the eaficr to content him, becauſe he had loſt all hopeFof Marrying the Princeſs 
Foama, the being.gone from Eſcalona to Truxillo, in order to be'Married to the King of Por. 
tugal. The Town of Perpignan being preſſed with a iong Siege, ſurrendred on the 14th of 
March, upon Condition the Aragonian Ambaſladers detained in France, ſhould be releaſed, and 
the Townſmen have Liberty either to ſtay there, or depart whither they pleaſed. * A Truce 
for 6 months was concluded between France and Aragon, King Ferdinand ſent an Embaſly 
into France to propoſe a: Peace, and/{Þrear: about Reſtoring Ruſſulen. The King of France 
received the Ambaſſadors Honourably, and-ſent one to Caſti/e ro propole a Match betwixt the 
Dauphin and the Princeſs of Caſtile, which 'if concluded, he promiſed Supplies of Men and 
Money to Reduce the Nobility of that Kingdon), and to ſtand to the Judgment of Arbitrators 
as to the Affair of Ruſillon.. King Ferdinand 'was not averſe from this Propoſal, but the King 
of Aragon Reſented ic, and Complained thar'fuch Important Afairs ſhould be Managed with- 
out his privity. Above all, he feared leſt the Archbilhop of Toledo ſhould endeavour to ſet up 
another King in Cafile. The King of Portugal was ready on the Frontiers with an Army of 
5000 Horſe and 14000 Foot. Thusall hopes of Accommodation being taken away, the King 


; and Queen prepared for War. Andrew de Cabrera to make himſelf the mare acceptable, de- 


livered up the Royal Treaſures, for whiche was created Marqueſs of Moya, Earl of Chin- 
cbn, and Hereditary Governor of the Caſtle of Segovias Medina del Campo, a great Town of 
Trade, was-ſecured to the Kings Intereſt, the Caltle being delivered up to him by the Duke of 
Alva. The Rendezvous was at VabadcJid, whither-the 'King and Queen went, and ſoon ga- 
thered an indifferent Army. King Ferdinand ſtayed in Old Cygtile, where the People were 
well affeted towards him, and Queen Elizabeth vaſled the Mountains to endeayour to-appeaſe 
the Archbiſhop of Tokdo z but he to avoid ſeeing her, went away from Alcald to Bribuega, a 
ſtrong little Town, pretending} there was a defign'to kill him. _ Peter Fernandez de Velaſco, the 
Conſtable, ſent by the Queen - fr the ſame Errand, could not-prevail with him. However 
the Queen's Labour was not loſt, for ſhe ſecured Toledo, putting a Gariſon into that City, and 
expelling the Earl of Cifuentes and Fohn de Ribera,” who favoured the Archbiſhop. + She wene 
not to Madrid becauſe' the Marqueſs de Yilleng held the Caſtle, -. This done, ſhe returned to 
Segovia to Coin all the Silver and Gold that was there. King Fexdinand ſecured Salamancs, 
bur the Houſes of ſach as were of the other Party were plundered. Zamora opened the 
Gates to him, but Alonſo de Valencia, the Governour, would not deliver up the Caſtle, of which 
he 'was Governour. He thought *not fit to attempt reducing\it by force, nor to go to Tivo, 
fearing Febn de Ulloa, a Powerful Citizen, who was inclinable-to favour the Portugweſes, having 
deſerved Death for ſeveral Crimes. The King and Hy being come to Valladalid, the City 
of Alcaraz ſubrnitted to them, and the Cirnzens laid fiege to the Caſtle. The Earl of Pa. 
redes, the Lord of Coca, and the Biſhop of 4vils, afaſted the Townſmen, and the Marqueſs 
de Villena came to raiſe the Siege, but finding himſelf too weak, defiſted. This loſs moved him 
by Letter to haſten the King of Portuge! ; That King was on the Frontiers near Badajoz, in 
May, upon the 1 8th day of which month he had a Grandſon born at L»bon, which was looked 
upory as a good Omen ; he was called Alonſo, was Sworn Heir to the Crown, but lived not 
long. The Earl of Feris, who ſtood firm to King Ferdinand, was in Badajoz, and had lately 
taken a Town called X:rez. 'The Portugueſes ought to have taken the Right Hand way, and 
broke into Andaluzia, where Carmona, Ezija and Cordeua were for them, ſo that having ſe- 


| cured Sevil they had left no Enemy behind them. Yet they turned to the Left, and marched 


chfough' E/fremadura to Plaſencias In this City the King of Portuga! was Contracted to the 
Princeſs Foanne, and tho they Coniuramated not the Marriage, expeting a Diſpentation be- 
cauſe of the near Kindred that was berwixt them, yet they were Crowned and Proclaimed 
King and. Queen of Coftsle, Here the King created Lope de Albaquerque Earl of Penamacer, 
to Reward his Labour in' gaining the Nobility of Cafts/e. A Manifeſto was alſo publiſhed, 
and ſent to all parts, declaring the Right of the Princeſs Foarna, and reflefting on King Fer- 
dinand and Queen Elizabeth, . ' | 

The War broke out in ſeveral parts at the ſame time. YVillena, with its Dependencies, was 
infeſted with Forces out of the Kingdom of Yalexngia., Hereupon the Inhabitants of chat City, 
at the perſwaſion of the Earl of Paredes, rook up Arms, and declared for King Ferdinand, 


having firſt Capitulated, Thar chey ſhould for ever be incorporated in the Crown of Avw

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Cuidad Reall was recovered from the Maſter of Calatrava, who had poſſeſſed himſelf thereof 
without atty other Right than that of Arms. Great havock was made by both Partizs in An. 
daluzia and Galicia, Peter Alvarado ſaved the City Tuy for the King of Portuga!. The Ci- 
tizens of Burgos beſieged the Caſtle of that City, which Iigo de Zuniga, the Governor, and 
D. Luz de Acuna, the Biſhop, held for the Portugueſes. That King being called upon on every 
ſide, knew not whither co go firſt, The Nobility failed in their Supplies of Men, Money, 
and Proviſions. The People hated the Pprrugueſes, and they themſelves began to grow weary 
of the War, perceiving King Ferdinand, who at the time they broke into Caftile, had ſcarce 
goo Horſe, now headed an Army of.10000 Horſe and 30000 Foot. The King of Portugal 
marched firſt to Arewalo, a Town that was for him, and thence: went to take poſleflion of 
Toro and Samora. King Ferdinand tmatched after him, and encamped near Toro, where the 
Enemy was, gongnnges Relieve that Caſtle, which till held out for him. No Aftion- hap- 
ned betwixt them. King Ferdinand ſent a Challenge by a Hexald. The Portugues anfwered 
his Forces were dilpefſed, yet offered to accept of ſingle Combat. Therefore King Ferdi. 
and not being able to relieve: the Caſtle, which was at laſt ſurrendered, Proviſion and Mo- 
ney growing ſcarce, returned to Medina del Campo, The Corres aſſembled in that City, gran- 
ted him, towards carrying on the War, half the Silver and Gold of the- Churches, provided 
he engaged to reſtore it as ſoon as the Kingdom was free from War. Then he ſent out to 
beſiege the Caſtle of Burgos, Ma ſaid King Ferdinand retired from Toro through Fear, and 
that it denoted ans ill poſture of Affairs, Certain it is, it moved the Archbiſhop of Toledo, 
without _— the Prayers of all his Relations and Friends, to go away and join the King 
of Pertugsl with yoo Hork.y He and the Duke of Arevalo adviſed that King to march in 
Perſon with 1 500 Horſe, and a good Body of Foot, to relieve the Caſtle of Burgos; which 
he did, and by the way took the Caſtle of Balranar, ſeated on the Mountains between Pi- 
| fſuerga and Duero, ſending the Earl' of Benavente, .whom he found there, Priſoner to Pe7afiel. 
y The Portugues , ſatisfied with this Aftion, for that he had made a rich Booty, and believin 
| gue 8g 
| himſelf too weak 'to encounter King Ferdinand, turned back, without attempting the Relief of 
Burgos, The Princeſs Foanna was at Zamora, and Queen Elizabeth at Valladolid, whence ſhe , 
moved with what Force ſhe could gather to affiſt her Husband at Burgos, if need were. In 
Fuly the Ambaſſadors of Caſtile and Aragon made their Submiflion to the Pope, and were fa- 
vourably received and entertained by him, which offended the Portugues Ambaſſadors, who 
{aid the Pope ought not to receive them, till the Right both Parties pretended was cleared: 
Therefore the Pope ſaid he received thoſe Ambaſſadors from Caſtile, ſaving ſtill ro any others 
their Titles'and Claims. This Year was very remarkable throughout all Chriſtendom, for the 
great Fubilee granted by Pope Sixtws, to be continued afterwards every 25th Year, whereas be-, 
ore it was every oth. Many reſorted to Rome to gainthis Indulgence, and among them King

Ar the end of this Year, the King of Aragen held the Cortes of that Kingdom at Za» 
ragoga, "being in care about carrying on the War againſt Port»ga! and France: And the zrench and 
more, for that one Roderick Trabiguere not regarding the Truce then in being, had with French Porcugeeſe 
Forces entred Catalonia, taken the Town of Sr. Laurence; and ſtruck ſuch a Terror into all For = 
the Country, that all ſuch as were of Age were by Edit commanded to appear in Arms, a Rl, _ 
thing never done but in time of extream Danger. In Caftie, the Portugues Forces prevailed,” ' 
and were encouraged by the Hopes of Succours out of France 5 which were reckoned the more 
ſecure, becauſe a Peace was concluded betwixt the Engliſh and French, in which the Dukes of 
Britany and Burgundy were included. The Kingdom of Aragon was not able to withſtand wo 
ſuch powerful Enemies ; therefore in November the King concluded a Peace for Seven Months 
with the French on the fide of Aragon, To weaken the Portugues, he wrote to the Archbiſhop 
of Toledo in very courteous Terms; 'defiring an Interview : But the Archbiſhop was a Man too 
poſitive tobe brought to condeſcend. His Paſtion was fo great, he was often heard to lay, 
I made the Lady Elizabeth a Queen, and I will bring ber down to the Spinning-whees, King Ferdi- 
nand valued not his Threats, believing if he were reconciled, the Cardinal might be diſguſted.

_ Which is not far diſtant, Queen Elizaberh from Burgos returned to Tordefilizs, to be the nearer 
upon Occaſion. The King of Portugal reinforced by his Son, reſolved to relieve the Caſtle, 
or at leaſt to make a ſhew of ſo doing, and accordingly marched.out of Tore as if he intend- 
ed to move ſtreight towards the Engmy. Yet'on a ſudden, as if he had changed his Reſo- 
lution, paſſed the Bridge, and marched .on the other fide of the River, encamping.over- 
againſt Zamora, near the Monaſtery of St. Frapcs. He. planted his Cannop: at the Foot of 
the Bridge which led from the City to his Camp, ſo that he:.could not obſtru& the Battering 
of the Caſtle, nor” was there any acceſs to give him Battle. Thirteen days were there fpenc 
in fruileſs Diſputes. On the firſt of 34arch, at break of day, he' marched back, breaking the 
Bridge that the Enemy might not purſue. King Ferdinand having ſpent ſome'time-in repair- 
ing the Bridge, reſolved to tollow, and ſent before D. Alvaro de Mendoga, with 300 light Horle, 
to engage the Enemies Rear.

Elizabeth, Daughter to the King of Caſtile. The King of Naples was to ſecure her 20c000 
Crowns, and her Father 150000, in cafe ſhe had Iſſue Males. King Ferdinand was won to 
make this Match by a great Sumof Money offered him, whereof he ſtood in great need. 
The King of Portugal Yinding all things combined againſt him, reſolved to leave Caſtile; but 
with a deſign to procure Forces out of France to March into Spain, ſince of himſelf he was 
too weak, and the Nobles that” followed his Party eicher could not, or wguld nor ſupport 
him. Before his departure, he propoſed a Peace, offering to refer himſelf wholly co the Ar.

Genoeſes who ought to have affiſted the Marqueſs de Oriftan, as their ancient Allie, forbore $ardinis 
becauſe they had lately concluded a Truce at Naples, with the Houſe of Aragon. Freſh ſac. reduced. 
cours came daily to the Royalliſts from Aragon and Sicily, and at laſt the Earl of Cardona 
Viceroy of Sicily wett over in Perſon. After ſeveral skirmiſhes, the two Armies met Rear 

a Caſtle called Machomers, There the Battle was given, in which the Marqueſs was killed, 

and his Army routed. Artal his Son endeavouring to make his eſcape in a Boat, was taken 

by Two Aragonian Gailics, and carried Priſoner into Spain by Villamarin the Admiral.

At this time the holy Tribunal of the Inquifition was firſt ereted in Caſtile. . There were 
before certain Inquiſitors of this nature, but they had not the power, nor the method. that was 
now ' introduced. The principal promoter and- founder of this Court was: the Cardinal of 
Spain, moved to it by the great corruption . cauſed by the mixture of Chriſtians, Fews and 
Aores. Many Fews who had been Converted, relapked to their former Error, and particu- 
larly the number was great at Sevil, where 'the Inquiſition firſt executed its A. li 
their Crimes were hainous, they were burnt, if of a-leſſer hue their Goods were Confiſcate, 
their Perſons condemned to perpetual Impriſonment, or obliged to wear what they call a 
Sanbenito,that is piece of yellow Baiſe hanging on the Breaſt and Back with a red Crofsuponit, 
which was a mighty Infamy. It was thought too much ſeverity that the Children ſhould 
ſuffer for the Crimes of their Parents, that the accuſer ſhould not be known nor confront the 
party accuſed, as had ever been uſed in all Courts, and laſtly, that Sins of this. nature ſhould 
be puniſhed with death. Some wholly condemned this ſeverity, yet others approved of and 
defended it. The event has made it appear this Court has been very neceſlary and advanta- 
geous to the Kingdom. Many wholeſome Laws were at firſt Enacted, and have ſince been 
enlarged to reſtrain the power of the Judges, and keep them within the bounds of modera- 
tion, that they may not be debauched by Avarice. But the greateſt ſecurity conſiſts in that 
theſe Imployments are always beſtowed on Perſons of great learning, and known integrity and 
piety. The firſt Inquiſitor General was F. Thomas de Torquemada, of the Order of St. Do- 
minick, Confeffor to the King and Queen, and Prior of the Monaſtery at Segovia. His Au- 
thority at firſt extended only to the Kingdom of Caſtile, Four years after ic comprehended all 
Aragon. At firſt the Inquilitor General uſed to ſend his Commiſlioners to alt parts as occaſion 
required, without having any fixed Tribunals. Since it is eſtabliſhed chat the [nquiſitor Gene- 
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the Court where the other Tribunals are. All ſmaller Aﬀairs are committed co 2 or 3 Inauiſi- 
tors, who keep their Courts in ſeveral Cities, The places where now the Inquiſitors relide, 
are Toledo, Cuenca, Murcia, Valladolid, Santiago, Logreno, Sevil, Cordova, Granada, Elerena, 
and in the Kingdom of Aragon, Valencia, Zaragoga, and Barcelona, An Edit was publiſhed 
by the Inquiſitor General, offering a free pardon to all guilty Perſons who ſhould come in 
and ſubmit themſelves. 17000 as well Men as Women of all forts are ſaid to have preſented 
themſelves. 2000 were burnt, and a greater number fled. From this beginning it has roſe 
to be the moſt dreaded Tribunal in the World. A proper remedy againſt the Calamities 
that ſoon after enſued, and confounded many other Kingdoms, 

Before the King and Queen of Caſtile went from Sevil, they ordered that neither the Duke A ajons 
of Medina Sidonia, nor the Marqueſs of Cadiz, ſhould be admitted into that City, fo the heats onthe 
of the Fa&tions being taken away, all was in Peace. On the Frontiers of Portugal Lope Vaſco Frontiers 
a Pertugues, Governor of the Caſtle of Mora, ſecured that place for King Ferdinand, and ſent %f Cai, 
him advice of it that he might be relieved. King Ferdinand was very deſirous to make a _ 
War upon Portugal in Perſon, thinking it would redound to his Honour not only to defend **" 
his own, but to invade another.

For theſe reaſons Fohn de Gamboa Governor of Fuenterabia, and the Archdeacon of Almagen

Y the Death of the King of Aragon, his Dominions were divided : Aragon fell to King 
Ferdinand, and Navarre to the Princeſs Elenor in the Right of her Mother. She had been 
7 Years a Widow, and conſequently expoſed to great Misfortunes. That Kingdom was 
ſtill divided bertwixt the old FaCtions. The Biamonteſes, Enemies to the new Queen were 
moſt prevalent. Theſe troubles ſeemed to be a Judgment for the Murders committed upon 
Charles Prince of Viana, the Princeſs Blanch his Siſter, and che Biſhop of Pamplona. Queen 
Ellenzr Reigned not a whole Month, She was more Fortunate in her Iſſue than in her 
Life, for ſhe had 4 Sons, Gaſton, Fobn, Peter, and Fames, and 5 Daughters, Mary, Foan. 
na, Marguerite, Catherine and Ellenor, we ſhall briefly ſpeak of them all, great Families be. 
ing deſcended from them. Gaſton died, as was ſaid before, and left two Children, Francis 
Phebus and Catherine,who both Reigned in Navarre ſucceſſively. fobn was Lord of Narbonre, 
which he bought of his Father, and had Iſſue, Gfton and Germana, Gaſton was killed at the 
Battle of Ravenna, where he was General for Luis the 12th of France. Germana Married 
King Firdinand after the death of his firſt Wife. Peter applied himſelf to learning and piety, 
and Pope Sixtus made him a Cardinal. Tames followed the War, and was never Married. 
Mary the Eldeſt Daughter was Married to Hilliam Marquels of AMonferrat, Foamna to John 
Earl of Armagnac. Margaret to Francs Duke of Britany, and had Iiſue Ann and Elizabeth, 
Ann the Heireſs being Married, firſt to Charles the 8th, and aſter his death to Luis the 12th 
of France, joined that Dukedom and Kingdom. Catherine 4th, Daughter to Queen Ellener, 
Married Gaſton de Fax Earl of Candale, end fron forth 2 Sons and a Daughter called Anne, 
Married to Ladiſlaus King of Hungary, Ellenor the Youngeſt Daughter died a Maid. Queen 
Ellenor died on the 12th of February at Tudela, where ſhe began her Reign. In her Will ſhe 
Ordained out of her own Money a Monaſtery of Franciſcans ſhould be Built at Tafalla, and 
that her Body ſhould be Buried there, and the Bones of her Mother Queen Blanch be alfo 
Tranſlated thither, from the Monaſtery of Nueſtra Senors de Nievain Old Caſtile, where they 
were depoſited. The Revenue was Þ exhauſted, that ſhe was forced to Sell her Jewels to 
Live. Francs Phebus, ſo called for his extraordinary Beauty, being but 11 Years of Age ſuc. 
ceeded her. His Mother the Lady Magdalen, and his Uncle Peter the Cardinal, had the 
Adminiſtration of the Government till he came to Years, and diſcharged their Truſt Pru- 
dently in thoſe difficult Times. The late Queen during her Troubles, had no help from her 
Brother the King of Cafile, therefore ſhe made no mention of him in her Will, but directed 
the Governors to Achere to France, as they did, which was the Cauſe they ſoon loſt that 
Kingdom. Thus much of Navarre. In Cafile ſome new Oppinions in matters of Religion 
were broached. One Peter Oxomenſis a Profeſlor of Divinity at Salamanca, was the Author. 
By Order of Pope Sixtzs, the Archbiſhop of Toleds aſſembled ſeveral Perſons of great Learn- 
ing at Alcala, where he Refided, who all Condemned thoſe new Opinions, and the Au- 
thor was Excommunicated, unleſs he recanted. Sentence was given on the 24th of May, 
and ſoon after Pope Sixtws confirmed it by his Bull. Fob» Prexanus a famous Divine in 
that Age. afterwards Biſhop of Cuidad Rodrigo, wrote a Book againſt the ſaid Peter. The 
Marguiſate of Vileza was now the Seat of War, for the Marqueſs, becauſe Covenants were 
not performed with him, had recourſe to Arms, and relieved the Town of Chinchilla, be- 
ſieged by the King's Forces. Peter Raiz, de Alarcon, who Commanded a Patty of <he King's, 
was defeated near Alberca by Peter de Baega, and D. George Manrique, who in another Skir- 
miſh with Peter de Baega was Wounded, of which hurt he afterwards died. A great pitty, 
that fo ripe a Wit ſhould be fo ſoon cut off Hereupon the Marqueſs was liable as having 
been in Arms againſt the King's Forces. He excuſed himſelf, laying the blame upon the 
Infolency of thole Officers who forced him to.do fo, and pleaded he had no dealings either 
with the King of Portugal, or Archbiſhop of Toledo. Theſe excuſes, whether Frue or Coun- 
rerfeit, prevented any farther proceedings againſt him. In this War there happned an ex- 
traordinary accident worth Relating. The King's Party had hanged 6 of the Priſoners they 
took. In revenge, chn Berrio an Officer of the: Marqueſs, oidered as many of thoſe he 
had raken, to be pur to death in the ſame manner. The Priſoners caſt Lots, and among 
the re{t, ic f2!! to the ſhare of one of 2 Brothers, that were Priſoners, who had a Wite and 
C hi'dien, to die. The other Brother who was a Batchellor, b:zgzed to be put to death 1n 
his p'ac?, and fo ic was done, after they had both long, and with many Tears contend 
cd ahout ir. 

King F-rdinand and Queen E!tzaberb received the News of King Jobs Death, and their 
own Acceſlion to the Crown of Aragon, in Eftremidu+#s, where thcy were quelling the 1 u- 
ma!rs railzd by the Counteſs of Medellin, and D. Alſo de 1.nrcy. The Countels had Aa 
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Spiric above 4 Woman, for ſhe kept her own Son D. Fohn Portocarrero, ſome years 4 Priſoner; 
and art laſt turned him our of Doors, which was the cauſe ſhe was in Arms, fearing leſt ſhe 
thould be obliged to reſtore the Earldom to her Son, who laid Claim to it as his Father's Iri- 
hericance. She alſo deſigned to keep the City Merida, in which ſhe had a Garifon. D. Alonſo 
was diguſted chat the Maſterſhip of Alcantara was taken from him, and given to D. fobn de 
Zupiga, upon which Pretence he ſeized ſeveral Towns belonging to thac Milicary Order. 
The King provided for the War with Portuga!, which it was feared would prove more bloody 
than before ; yer both Parties being exhauſted, a Treaty was propoſed. This was the more 
Welcome to the Portugueſes, becauſe on the 24th of February they had received a great Over. 
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throw near Albufera, two Leagues from Adrrida, by the Forces under the Command of the 
Maſter of Santiago.. The Slaughter was fo great chat few eſcaped to 44eiida, which, as was 
ſaid, held for the Counteſs of Medellin, In this Batcle che Maſter and other Officers figna- 
lized themſelves, and among them Fames de Vera, who killed the Portugues Standard-bearer, 
and took the Royal Standard. As a Reward the Maſter had the Penſion of 3 Millions he was 
to pay out of the Maſterſhip, remitted ; and other Favours were beſtowed upan Fames de 
Vera, and the reſt. The Lady Beatrix Duzchels of Yiſeo, Aunt to Queen Elizabeth, arid Mo- 
ther-in-Law to Fohn Prince of Portugal, took upon her to Compole Differences berwixe 
Caſtile and Portugal. King Ferdinand was in haſte to take poſleflion of his new Kingdom, 
and the more, for that the Aragonians to curb the Nawarreis, who had taken ſome Strong Holds 
on their Frontiers, had aflembled the Cortes without acquainting him ; which Action was 
contrary to the known Laws of that Kingdom. 'Theretore the King lefr Queen Elzaberb

ſhould be Married to Alſo, Grandſon to the King of Portugal. That the Dilaffe&ed Nobles 
of Caſtile ſhould not be proteted in Portugal. That the C and Diſcoveries on the 
Coaſt of Africk, and in the Ocean, ſhould entirely appertain to Port al. Laſtly, Thar for 
Security of the Performance of theſe Articles, the Princeſſes Foawns Elizabeth, and Prince 
Alonſo, ſhould be delivered as Hoſtages to the Dutchels of Viſco, to be by her kept in the 
Caſtle of Mora, and the King of Portugal on his part to deliver up to her other Caſtles 
on the borders of the Kingdom. This was the end of that tedious and expenſive War. 
Great Rejoycing and Thankſgiving was throughout all Spain for the Peace. King Ferdinand 
from Valencia, where he received this Joyful News, returned to Toledo about the end of the 
vear. There Queen Elizabeth, his Wile, expected him, and their Joy was redoubled by che

Anceſtors. Soon after the other Princeſs Foamna, Daughter to King Henry, perceiving how 
ſhe was impoſed upon, became a Nun in the Monaſtery of S.-Clare at Coimbra, where ſhe 
led a Virtuous Life, and perlevered till her Death. Nevertheleſs the Princeſs Elizabeth and 
Prince Alonſo were delivered up to the Dutcheſs of Yiſeo according to Articles. The Coun. 
teſs of Medellin, and D. Alonſo de Monroy ſubmitted, as did other Nables of C aſtile, who had 
been the chief ſupport of Portugal. The Marqueſs of Vilena, his former Articles being ſome- 
what altered, was reſtored to the King and Queen's Favour about the beginning of the year 
1.450, 1480. By this new Contra ghe Marqueſs was left poſſeſſed of Eſcalona, Belmonte, Villena, 
and Almanſa, the other Towns of his fell to the King. Neceflity obiiged him to ſubmit to 
theſe hard Terms. In Fanuary died Renee, Duke of A»jou, in France, a Prince no leſs famous 
for his ill Fortune than long Life. Till the aſt he Stiled himſelf King of Aragon, Sicily, and 
Hieruſalem, all empty Titles. In his Will he appointed his Nephew C2arles his Heir, To 
Renee Duke of Lorrain, his Grandſon by the Mother ſide, he left the Dutchy of Bar, which he 
ſſeſled in France. 

At Toledo the Cortes of Caſtile were aſſembled : Great numbers of People reſorted thither, 
and many Grievances were laid before them, The Country complained that the Nobility 
oppreſſed the Poor, and,devoured the Revenues of the,.Crown, which was the cauſe that 
heavy Taxes were daily impoſed upon the People. Commitlioners were appointed toinſpect 

_— into this Aﬀair ; and they having conſidered of it, declared, that all Grants made by King 
King bi Henry, or extorted by force, ought to be void. Yer all the Power of the Laws anc Magi- 
ry. decla- ſtrates was not of force to curb the Infolencies of the Nobility. In 24ay all the Three Eltates 
red void ſore Prince Febn Heir of the Crown after the death of his Paients. Now Caſtile being thus 
by the Cor- p;t1ed, the King and Queen went firſt to 3dedina del Campo, and then to Valadolid, where 
_— ſome Noblemen received exemplary Puniſhment for Crimes committed, which terrified others. 
Galicia was not perfeRtly reduced, that being a fierce fort of People. The Cities Lugo, Orenſe, 
Mondeizedo, Bivero, and Cora, would not ſubmit : Ferdinand de Acuna, and a Civilian called 

Garcia Chinchilla, were ſent to pacifie them. Theſe Two aſſembling the People at Santiago, 

and putting to death the Mareſchal Peter Pardo, and ſome other Gentlemen, brought the 
Country under ſubjetion. King Ferdinand was then gone to Catalozia upon this account : 
Mahomet the Great Twrk having in vain beſieged Rhodes the ſpace of three Months, yas for- 

ced to quit that Enterprize. Part of his Fleet failed to Yallona in Albania, oppoſite to Apulia, 

a Province of the Kingdom of Naples. Thence Achmet Baſla who Commanded, paſled over 

The Turks 5:20 Italy, and took the City Orramo on the 13th of Auguſf, where he made a great Slaughter, 
end oe ſparing neither Sex nor Age. From this Place the 7wrks made Incurſions into the Country, 
Ital;. " deſtroying all they came at, to the great Terror of all 1taly. This moved the Chriſtian 
Princes to think of joining their Forces to ſtifle that Flame. Particularly King Ferdinand ſent 
Gonzalo Beiera Armbaſſador to Pope Sitzs, who was then muck diſpleaſed with the King, as 
appeared upon ſeveral occaſions, and now more eſpecially , for he conſtituted the Archbiſhop 
of Toledo his Legate in Spain, without acquainting the King with his Deſign. The publick 
Danger made private Animoſities be forgot. The King alſo ſent D. Fobn Melguerite, Biſhop 
1431, Of Girona, in the Month of February, 1481. to make a League with all the Princes of Iah, 
At the ſame time the King gathered a Fleet of 25 Sail-of all forts at Barcelona. - The 

King of Portugal fitted 20 Ships for this purpoſe 3 but theſe Succours went on ſlowly. There. 

fore D. Alonſo, Duke of Calabria, with what Forces he could gather in [aly, at laſt Jaid Siege 

to Orranto, It fell out happily that #fahomer the Great Turk died at Nicomedia in Bithynia, on 

the 3d of May. News hereof being brought to the Turks in Otranto, they ſurrendered that 

City the 5th Month after it had been beſieged, upon condition to depart freely. The Duke 

of Calabria retained in his Service about 1500 Turks, deſigning to make uſe of them againſt 

the Florentines. It was the vulgar Opinion they well deſerved it, becauſe they had called in 

the Turks; yet many believed this was a Policy of the Duke, to caſt the Scandal of retaining 

thoſe People upon his Enemy. The Succours of Aragon and Portugal were of no ule, for 

they arrived in 1taly after Orranto was furrendred. Beſides the diſtance, weighty Afairs kept 

thoſe Kings employed, and diverted tlem from ſending thoſe Succours ſooner. King Ferdi- 

nand held the Cortes of Aragon at Calatayud, whither Queen Elizaberb by her Husband?s Order 

brought Prince Fobn, D. Alonſo Enriquez the Admiral, and Peter Fernandez, de Velaſco the 
Conltable, were appointed Commiſſioners to Govern Caſtil. The King's aim was to have

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. Cortes of that Kingdom met at T:fal!a ; there King Ferdinazd's Atnbaſſadors gave an account of 


what they had in Commiſion, The Nawvarrois anſwered, That if the King had not been 
received as he ought in the Kingdom, it was not the fault of them all, but of ſome few, who 
diſturbed the Peace of the Country; yet if he would come to them, no Town would be 
wanting in exprefling its Loyalty. This Anſwer was fatisfaRtory ; and therefore ic was pro- 

poſed to King Ferdinand that King Francis ſhould go to Pamplona. It was thought fir he ſhould 

go with a good Guard, leſt in that time of Confuſion any Aﬀeont ſhould be offered him. Ar 

this time the King of Portgal died at Sinmtra, in the very Chamber where he was born, and 4% 
on' the 28h of Auguſt. His Body was carried to Aljubarrota, His Son Fobn 11. for his high _ ww 
Spirit and great Exploits Sirnamed the Great, ſucceeded him.. This Prince, as well as his Fa- Jes. 
ther, was always an utter Enemy to Caſtile. The Father carried ir more openly, but the Son obs HI. of 
fubcilly and underhand ; and therefore more furiouſly vented his Paffion upon ſome Noblemen Portugs!. 
of his Kingdom, whom he ſuſpeRted of favouring Caſtile, as we ſhall foon ſee. For Þie'y, 
Goodneſs, Severity towards Crimina ,Sharpnefs of Wit, and a Tenacious Memoryzhe equalled - 

all che Kings his Contemporaries, and excelled many. He uſed to ſay, That a Kingdom eith:r \ 
found Princes wife, or made them fo, by their continual converſing with Men of great Parts, 

who conſtantly are about the Courts of Kings, and uſe all Arts in Speech and Behaviour to ,-* 
obtain their Deſires , and diſcover their Ability.

Francis King of. Navarre comes out of France, i Crowd, and ſoon after Dies; A Con- 
piracy againſt the King of Portugal diſcover'd, and the Conſpirators puniſhd ; Peace 
etwixt Caſtile and Portugal Ratified ; Luis the Eleventh King of France dies. 


5 bt Princesdied ſucceſlively one year after another About the end of this year departed this Three 
Life Charles Duke of 4»jou. He appointed the King of France his Heir, by which means greatMer 
Anjou and Provence were annexed to the Crown of France, beſides other Pretentions, which die. 
ſerved only to intail a War upon that Kingdom. On the firſt of Fuly, in the following year 
1482, died D. Alonſo Carillo y Ana, Archbiſhop of Toledo, a Man even when cf great Age, 
lively and ative. He retired in his latter days cather through neceffity, than of his own 1n- 
clination, He was buried in the Monaſtery of S. Francs, built by hiaſelf at Alcala de He- 
nares 3 he alſo-miade the Church of S. Stephen, till then a Pariſh, Collegiate. He was addicted 
to Chimiſtry and died Poor, yet is ſaid to have left ſome Money to repair the School at Alcala.- 
On the left hand of the Archbiſhop's Tomb was buried his Son Troy/zs, which the Cardinal 
D. Franciſco Ximenez, cauſed to be removed, looking upon it as a Monument of that Prelate”s 
incontinency. From this Troylas are deſcended the Marqueſles of Falces. in Navarre, their Sir- 
name is Peral:ia. The Cardinal of _ ſucceeded D. Alonſo Carrille in the Archbiſhoptick of 
Toledo, He was Son to 17igo Lopez, de Mendoga, Marquels of Santillana, and Brother to Tames 
Hurtado de Mendoga firſt Duke del Infantado. This Prelate was a Perſon of great Virtue and 
Ability, and had this Dignity conferred on him as a Reward for his good Services. D. Ynigo 
Meanrique, Biſhop of Faen, was tranſlated in his ſtead to the Archbiſhoprick of Sevil. In 
Navarre a great Joy was allayed by a greater Sorrow. King Francis, who during the Troubles 
of Navarre had reſided in France, at laſt, as had been agreed, came to Pamplona with his Mo- 
ther, Uncles, and a great Retinue: of Nobility of France, and Navarre. He was received Francis 
with great Pomp and a general Applauſe, Crowned in the Cathedral, and Proclaimed King Gm 
on the 3d of Ottober. He was then in the flower of his Youth, being 15 years of Age, won- — 
derful Beautiful, and well inclined. The firſt thing he did was to forbid upon Pain of Death | 
any Perſons whatſoever calling themſelves — or Agramonteſes, the hateful Names of 
thoſe Factions which had/ſo long diſtrafted that Kingdom. He made Luis Earl of Lerin 
Conſtable, and gave him Zarraga and other Towns to oblige him, becauſe he was powerful. 
This done he took a Progreſs through the Kingdom, puniſhed -MalefaQors, and ſecured the 
Authority of Magiſtrates. Tt was propoſed to Marry him to ſecure the Succeflion. King 
Ferdinand offered his Daughter the Princeſs Joama, The King of France adviſed him 
to take to Wiſe the other Princeſs Foama, Daughter to King Henry, then a profeſſed Nun in 
Portugal, thinking by this means to have an opportunity of ſubduing Cafile. Magdalen the 
young King's Mother, an Ambitious Woman, was more inclinable to this Match, and there. 
fore leſt any Violence ſhould be offered her Son, perſuaded him to repals the Mountains, 
where he had large Dominions. He was no ſooner cometo the City Pau, or S. Paulin Bearne, 
but he fell ſick and died on the 3oth of Famwary 1483. His Body was buried in Leſcar, a 1483.

In Portugal King Fohn puniſhed ſome of the Nobility, who had conſpired to Murder him, —_— 
and with their Blood revenged their wicked Deſigns againſt his Perſon, Theſe Nobles were puniſhed 
offended at the King's Auſtere Temper, his Severity in puniſhing Offenders, and for his great '* P#ri* 
freedom in declaring his Mind. But above all they reſented, that contrary to ancient Cu- 5" 
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ſtom, the King's Alguaziles, or Officers, by his ſpecial Command, apprehended and puniſh- , 
ed Malefators upon their Eſtates. They conlulted rogether, and expeRting no Redreſs by 
fair Means, reſolved to uſe Force. The Heads of this Conſpiracy were the Dukes Ferdmand 
of Braganga, and Fares of Viſeo, the moſt Powerful Men in the Kingdom, and of the Blood 
Royal. Many others joined with them, as the Marqueſs de Montemor, the Earl of Haro, the 
Duks of Braganca's Brothers, D. Garcia de Memeſes Biſhop of Ebora, his Brother Ferdinand, 
and D. Lope du Albuquerque Earl of Penamacer, This Conſpiracy was dilcovered alter chis 
manner. The Cortes fate at Ebora. Some good Laws were Eſtabliſhed, and among other 
things it was provided, that the Nobility ſhould not have the Power of Oppreſiing che People. 
This the Duke of Braganga complained was a Breach of the ancient Priviledges of the No. 
bility, and offered to produce the Grants of Kings to his Predeceſſors. Lope de Figueredo, his 
Comptroller, ſearching for theſe Papers, found atnong them others which made out, that the 
Duke held Correſpondence with the King of Caftile, tothe prejudice of the Crown of Portugal. 
He carried them, privately to the King, who having viewed them, ordered him to Copy 
them, and return the Originals to the place where he found them, Ir hapned the Queen in 
the Spring of the year 1483, was ſick at Almarin after Lying in. Her Brother the Duke of 
Viſeo, and her Brother in Law the Duke of —_—_— came to viſit her. The King Enter- 
tained them kindly, deſiring to put a ſtop to that Miſchief without hazarding a War. Ac 
length one morning alter fearing Maſs, he took the Duke of Bragangs aſide, there he told 
him how he was informed of all his Deſigns and Treafonable Correſpondence with Caſtile, that 
he was with much difficulty induced to believe it, and yer being cenvinced of che truth, was 
willing to Pardon, and bury it in oblivion, adviſing him co conſider none could be more his 
Friend than he that was ſo near a Kinſman, and that if any thing had been amiſs he ought 
to have adviſed him better, or winked at any Error in the Government. This Diſcourſe of 
the King's ſurprized the Duke. He begged the King would noc give Credit to Informers, who 
ſtrive to riſe upon the Ruins of others, afluring him he would not lay the ſtain of Diſloyalty 
upon his Family, and affirming with great Imprecations upon himſelf, char all he ſaid was true. 
The King went, away to Santarem, the Dukes to their Eſtates, no way departing from their 
Deſigns. Mean while F. Ferdinand de Talavera, Prior of Prado, a Monaltery of the Order of 
S. Hierome near Valladolid, and the King's Confeſſor, was fent to Portugal to Ratifie the late 


the Peace Peace, and Propoſe, that the Prince and Princeſs given as Hoſtages, might be reſtored to 
betwixe their Parents, which was accordingly done. , Only this Alteration was made inthe former Ar- 
Cofileand ticles, that Prince Alonſo ſhould Marry the Prince6 Foam, the youngeſt Daughter of King 


Ferdinand, becauſe they were both of an Age. In May the Princeſs Elizabgh returned to 
Caſtile, and Prince Alonſo to his Father, the Duke of Bragangs accompanying him to Ebora, 
where the Court was. There he was apprehended, upon Intelligence given by Gaſpar Fuſarte, 
that he ſtill held Correſpondece with King Ferdinand, by the means of Peter Fuſarte. Both 
Brothers were Rewarded for the Diſcovery. The Duke was impeached of High Treaſon, 
Triedy and Condemned to Death. His Execution was on the 22th of - Fune, With him ſuf. 
fered 6 other Fida/gos or Noblemen, found guilty of the ſame Crime. The Conſtable of 
Portugal, the Dukes Brothers, amd others fled. The Dutchels, as ſoon as ſhe received the News 
of her Husband's Death, ſent her. 3 Sons, Philip, Fames, and Denis, to Caſtile. Philip died 
there a Batchelor, James was Pardoned, and returned to Portugal, Dens Married the Hei- 
reſs of the Earl of Lemos 'in Caſtile, His youth ſaved the Duke of Y;{co, the King only 
giving him a Reprimand the day aſter the Execution of the other. Neither the Puniſhment 
of the one, nor the Mercy extended to the other Duke, had influence enough to prevail 
wich the other Confpiratorsto deſiſt, They ccemplained that no Man was ſafe,and that the Duke 
of Braganga had been wrongfully put to death. "Therefore it was reſolved the King ſhould be 
murdered, and the Duke of Yiſeo ſet up in his place. They only waited an opportunity to 
give the Stroke, but before it could be performed all the Conſpiracy was detected after this 
manners Fames Tinoco had a Siſter who was Miltreſs to the Archbiſhop of Ebora : She ha+ 
ving found out what was contrived, diſcovered it to her Brother, and he to the King, put- 
ting on the Habit of a Frenciſcan Frier to ſpeak to him at Seruwal, that it might be the more 
rivate. Vaſco Coutino, whoſe Brother Gutierre Coutizo was one of the Confpirators, gave the 
Kiop the ſame Account : He was afterwards Rewarded with the Earldom of Barba and Eſre- 
172, The King went out to Viſit a Churchnear Serwwal, and with him the Confpirators,being 
Tefolved to execute their Deſign as he came out of the Church. By good fortune one of his 
Bed-chamber, whoſe Name was Faria, warned him of the Danger he was in. He ſpoke cour- 
teouſly to the Confpirators, which abated ſomewhat of their Rage ; however he got into ano- 
ther Church in the Suburb of chat City, called Nueſtra Senora la Antigua, This he did to gain 
time till more of his Followers could come up, and theref:rxe continued long talking with 
Vaſco Couttno, This perplexed the Confpirators, _ it chat Opportunity were loſt, ſome 
of the Number might obtain a Reward with the Ruin of the reſt. The King having eſcaped 
that Danger, ſent, upon ſome' other Pretence, for the Duke of Y;/eo, who was wich his Mo- 
ther at Palmela, waiting the iſſue of the Contrived Treaſon. Not imaging any Diſcovery, he 
adventured to obey the King's Call. No ſooner did he enter the Chamber where the King was, 
but the King himſelf, in the preſence of a few that were there, Stab*d him, faying theſe Words, 
Gp tell the Duke of Praganca what all bis Contrivances are conie ro, The Duke ot Y:/to was about 
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30 years of age when he came to this end. Aſtrologers had Progniſticated he ſhould be a

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BOOK XXV. 


CHAP. I. 


The beginning of the War with Granada ; King Albohacen ſurprizes Zahara ; Alhama 
taken from the Infidels, and in vain befieged by them again. 


E will begin this Book with the famous War of Granada, which was begun 
and carried on by King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth, for the ſpace of ten 
whos Years, and in which happened many things very remarkable, and bloudy 
Avers of Battels were fought. The end of it was fortunate to Spain, and delightful 
Granada. to all Chriſtendom, ſince it put a period to the Monarchy of the Moors, which had conti- 
nued in this Nation above 700 Years, to our great Shame and Reproach The Kingdom of 

Granada lies between Murcia and Andaluzia, is about 7500 Miles in compaſs, and extends far- 

ther in length than breadth. From Ronda to Hweſca it is counted 60 Leagues in length, and 

from Cambil to Almunecar only 25 in breadth. It is bounded on the Eaft with the Kingdom 

of Murcia, on the South with the Mediterranean Sea, on the Weſt and North with Andaluzia. 

The Country is pleaſant, : and as fruitful as any in Spain, the very Mountains being full of 
Springs, and bats always green. 'This occaſions the Weather to be temperate both 

in Summer and Winter, eſpecially-in the City of Granada, the Metropolis ofthe Kingdom, one 

of the nobleſt and largeſt of all Spain, from which all that Province takes Name, and the 

City it {elf had it of a Cave which reaches to a Village called A/fabor, where it is reported 

the Natives formerly ſtudied Art Magick. Gar in Arabick ſignifies a Cave, and certain Sol- 

diers who came over with Tarif ta the Conqueſt in Dong Natives of the City Nara in 

Syria, aſter that unhappy War was ended, fixed their abode in that Place. Of Gar and Nata 

was framed the Name Granada, as ſome Learned Men will have it. Other Etymologies of 

this Name are to be found, but it is needleſs to ſpend time in diſcufling that point. It is 

certain, that when this War began, there were in that Kingdom 14 Cities and 9y Towns, 

The principal Cities next to the Capital were Almeria, Malaga, and Guadix, called by Pliny 

Acci, "They are all three Biſhopricks, and well Peopled. 'The Diviſion of Spain under fo 

many ſeveral Monarchs, and the continual Supplies ſent out of Africk, maintained this King- 

dom of the Moors fo many Ages. As foon as the Holy Inquiſition was eſtabliſhed, and the 
Authority of the Magiſtrates reſtored to its Vigour, Spain gathered Strength to extirpate the 
Dominion of the Moors ; Beſides the former Animoſities betwixt the Two Nations of Moors 

and Chriſtians on account of Religion, and Wrongs ſuſtained in an Oppreflion of ſo many 

Years, the Infidels now added a new Motive for declaring War. Which was, That on the 

1481, 27th of December, 1481. King Albohacen having Intelligence the Town of Zahara was unpro- 
Zahars Vided, he ſurprized it, that Place having been in the hands of the Chriſtians ever ſince Prince 
ſurprized Ferdinand, Grandfather to King Ferdinand, took itfrom the Moors. It was taken in a dark ſtormy 
by the Night, all the Townſmen that made reſiſtance being put to the Sword,and the reſt carried away 
Moors. Slaves to Granads, This Town the Moors fortified. K.#erdinand and Q.Elizabeth,who were at Me- 
dina del Campo,derſtanding what had hapned, ſent Orders to the Commanders on the Frontiers, 

and the Cities, to prepare for War, and be upon their Guard. "The Moors excuſed themſelves, 
pleading it was cuſtomary during a 'Truce to make Incurſions on both ſides, and even to 
take Towns, provided above 3 Days were not ſpent in the Attack, and they did not for- 
mally encamp before them. Under this ſame Pretence, the Infidels, at the beginning of the 
following Year, 1482, attacked Caſtellar and Olbera, but could not carry them. Theſe Wrongs 
moved the Chriſtians to ſeek Revenge. A good Body gathered at Sevi/ with all Neceſlaries. 
Whilſt they conſulted on which fide to make an Incurlion, advice was given them that the 
Town of Alhama was ill Garifoned, and might eaſily be ſurprized. Fames Merlo, Deputy of 
Sevil, and the Marqueſs of Cadiz, with 2500 Horſe, and 4000 Foot, marched 3 Days, 
and came to a Valley encompaſſed with high Hills. There they informed the Soldiers, who 
were much fatigued, that A/hama was but haif a League from them, and encouraged them to 
undergo the ſmall Labour that remained cheartully, putting them in mind of the rich Booty 
that Place would afford. 300 choſen Men advanced, . and came late at night co the Walls. 
Alblams Perceiving no noiſe in the Caſtle, they applied their Scaling-Ladders, and mounted the Wall. 
taken by The firſt that got up was Fohn de Ortega, then another John born at Toledo, and thethird Martin 
= Chri- Galmdo, all three reſolute Soldiers. They killed the Sentinels, who were alleep, and ſome 
"= others; then opening the Gate, all the others ruſhed in, The Townſmen ſpeedily caſt up 


Works to fecure themſelves againſt the Caſtle, and were attacked at break of day by our Men;

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but withouruccels. Sancho de Avila, Governor of Carmona, and 1artin de R6) as of Arcos, be. 
bing too forward, were both killed in the Caſtle-Gate. Any delay was danzerous, becaulg 
Granada was but 8 Leagues off. Some were for demoliſhing the,Galtle, and retiring: The 
Botder ſort were againſt quitting the Enterprize upon any account. his Advice prevailed. 
and the Town was aſſaulted on all ſides. Some from withour ſcaled the Walls ; thither the 
Moors bent.cheir whole Force, which gave thoſe in che Caltle an oppagtunity of cntring thz 
Town on that ſide. A refolute Fight was maintained in the Streets. The Chri/tians were the 
berter Soldiers, but the I»yfide/s more numerous ; yer both Parties ſtood their ground till night, 
when ſuch as remgined of 'the Enemy reticed ro a Moſque, where many were kilted and 
the reſt made Slaves. Thus the loſs of Zuhars was doubly repaid. * This was the beginning 
of that tedious and bloody War. Albama was taken on the lalt Day of February, The taking 
of this Place ftruck a Terror into. the Moors, and cauſed the Chrit;ans to ftand won theic 
Guard. The Moor: finding the Chri/ians-gained fooring fo near Granada, feared the approach- 
ing Downfal of that Kingdom ;, Beſides, chey were athi&ed at ſome Apparitiong ſeen in the 
Air, -and becauſe an old Fortune-reller, as foon as the Infidels took Zabara, is faid to have 
cried out, The Ruine of that Town (God grant what T ſay prove falſe ) will fall upon cur Hetts ! My , _. 
Mind | ro. me the End of our Dominion mSpain draws near. *This cauſed the King to raiſe Men efans iq 
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throughout his Kingdom, and to march towards A!bama with 3000 Horſe, and about 5000 -— 


Foot. So great an Army was terrible to. our Men, who could nor quit the Place without the Mews. 
much Diſhonour. They ſent Meſlengers to all Parts to haſten Relief, and mean while ceaſed 
not. Day or Night to repair the Walls and add new Works. The Safety of the Town conſfilt- 
ed in the Enemy for haſte bropght no Cannon, or other Engines for Battery. There- 
fore all their Afſaults proved unſucceſsful, for our Men bravely made good the Walls. The 
ſharpeſt Diſpute was at the River which runs near the Town, in which there being no Foun- 
tains nor Ciſterns, the Beſieged were obliged to go out for Water : The Moors laboured to turn 
the River another way, which (tho' with-much 1ofs) chey performed, cutting a new Channel. 
D. Alonſo de Aguilar marched from Cordova with 1000 Horle and 3a00 Foot to the Relief of 
the Beſie a but all Paſſes being ſecured by the Enemy, was forced to feturn without effe&. 
ing any thing. All the Hgpes that remained wasin the Duke of Medina Sidonja, and that not 
much, becauſe of his ancient Enmity with the Marques of Cadiz ; ro which was added, that 
he reſented that Expedition had been undertaken without conſulting him. The Love of his 
Country prevailed with his Generous Spirit above private Animoſities, and the Publick Danger 
reconciled thoſe Oppoſites. Having reſolved to relieve the Beſfieged, he took the Royal 
Standard ' out. of Sevil, and joined with other Noblemen, particularly D. Roderick Giron, Maſter 
of Calatravs, and'D. Fames Pacheco, Marquels of Villena. They gathered about 5050 Horſe 
and 40000 Foot. King . Ferdinand the very Day he received-the News of the taking of 4l-' 
hama, and the Danger our Men were in, ſet forward with ſpeed from Medina del Campo, 
leaving Orders for the Queen to follow him. He ſent Ordersto the Noblemen not to enter 
the Mooriſh Territories before he came, becauſe it was requiſite to carry a greater force, The 
great want .of Water the, Beſieged endured- made all delay dangerous ;- therefore the Lords 
notwithſtanding that Order marched. The A4vors expected not their.coming, bur-raiſed the 
Siegs, and departed. Then the Beſieged marched our to meer thoſe that came to their Re- 
let? and: joyfully embraced one another. The Marqueſs of Cadiz embraced che Duke of 

ins Sidonia; they ſaluted one another Co lo agded the Hatied which had 
been: betwixt thoſe two Families for many Years. Joy was very near being converted 
into Sorrow, by a Diſpute ariſing among-the Soldiers. 'Thoſe that came to relieve the Be- 
ſieged, pretended to have ſhare in the Plunder of the Town, and from Words they had come 
to Blows, but that the Duke pacified his Men with fair Speeches, and promiſes of leadin 
them to greater Plunder. A treſh Garriſon was put into the Town, and the Army matche 
back. Immediately the Advors returned to the Siege, and feveral Parties went out to plunder 
the neighbouring Country, 'Tike #fidels obſerving the higheſt part of Albams being difficulc 
of acceſs, was ſlenderly guarded, ſcaled it before break'ot day on the 2oth of April. Our 
Men taking the Alarm, charged the Enemy with lucyFury y that ſeveral of them were killed, 
and the reſt to ſave themſelves leaped over the Walls. "Two Citizens of Sevil fignalized thein- 
ſelves itt this Aion, the one called Perer Pineda, the other Alonſo Ponce.

King Ferdimand diſcouraged, by this Misfortune, and perceiving that what his Brother 
the Duke de Villabermoſs had ſaid was true, to wit, That the Army was encamped in a dil- 
adventageots Polt ; as alſo underſtanding the Enemy's Army marched towards him , the 
next day marched away. as far as the Lovers Rock, Peng de los Enamoradps , which was 
ſeven Leagues diſtant from Loxs. He retired in, good. Order, the Marqueſs of Cadiz facing 
the Enemy, - who continuall chathed the Rear, but were fo bravely received they fled to the 
City. This was the end of that ill ign. The Moors encouraged by this Succeſs, re- 
turned to the Siege of Albams. Kitig Ferdmand, on the 14th of Auguſt, in Perſon relieved 
the 'Beſieged , laid in Proviſion for 9 Months, and gave the Lieutenancy of that Plage to 
D. Luz Oforio, who tho! Ele& Bilhop of Faer, was a brave and experienced Soldier. 'Be. 
ſides, the King plundergd and burnt all the Plain of Granada, 600 Moors came out of the 
City to skirmiſh, but the Earl of Cabra, and Chief Commendary of Calatravs, killed many of 
them, and forced the reſt back into the Town. Theſe were great Loſſes to the Modrs ; but 
the greateſt Miſchief was Jiſcord anon themſelves ; for a great number of the Citizens 
of Granada taking Arms, drove their King Albobagen out of the City : They accuſed him of 
Tyranny, and of begi that bloody War. In his Place they ſet up his own Son Maborres 
Boabdil, commonly called the Zithe King ; others call him Haley Alcadurbil. Malags, 
Baca, and ſome other Cities, continued Loyal to King Albobagen. Thus that Nation was di- 
vided betwixe Two Fa&tions, which did them no leſs harm.than the Enemies abroad. It is 
remarkable, that amidſt theſe Confuſions neither Party asked Aid of the Chriſtians; but in 
the heat of the Civil War, made Incurſions into their 'Terrifdries , and took the Town of 
Canete on the Frontiers of that Kingdom. | 

Other Afﬀairs for ſome time div the King and Queen from the War wich the Moores, 
Takedo. The Command of the Frontiers about Ez5ja

the Power they had. Supplies were alſo demanded for the Expences of the War, and 
they offered to furniſh 16000 Beaſts for Carriage, Pope Sixtus commanded the Clergy to 
contribute 100000 Ducats for once. 'He alfo granted the Croifade ta fuck as ſerved at their 
own Coſt, or at leaſt contributed a certaig ſmall Sum of Money. This was againgranted 
3 Years after, and has continued ever ſince, being Yearly Colleted, which brihgs a greav 
Sum of Money: into the Kings Coffers. Beſides alt this, much Money was borrowed of 
Bankers and other private Perſons. The Aragonians would not receive D. Raiwmund Folch 
Earl. of Cardone for their Viceroy, and pleaded it was a breach of their Priviledges to put

for Joanna Daughter to the Earl deceaſed, and Wife to D. Li: the Earl of Beriavente's Son; 
claimed that Earidom. Upon this account both Patties were in Arms. King Ferdinand Comn- 
manded them to ſtand to the determination of the Law,threatning to fall upon him that ſhould 
refuſe, yet he favoured the Grandſon of the deceaſed, who was in poileflion. Whilſt he was 
bufie in Galicia, the Moores near Malaga made a great ſlavghterof our Men, which was the 
greateft loſs we ſuſtained during that War. Perer Enriquez, Lieutenant of Andaluzia having 
with the Afliſtance of the Eart of Cadiz recovered his Town of Cazere and Fortified it, was 
deſirous to be revenged upon the Moores. * D. Alonſo de Aguilar and ti Maſter of Santiagohad 
alſo*refolved ro-make an Incurfion into the Mooriſh Territories. The Earl of Cifuentes had 
attempted to: recover Zabara, but failed. All theſe Commanders agreed to make an Inroad 
into the Territory of Malaga in three Bodies.' That: Country is rich by reaſon of the Silkerx 
manufactures, and therefore they hoped to make a conſiderable Booty. Near Malaga there 


are certain uncouth Mountains called Axarquia, over thoſe Mountains they Marched, plunder-' Slaughter 
ed and burnt all: the Country, and: ſome Parties of Horſe advanced even inſight of Malaga! of the 
This provoked the Citizens, and the People of the Mountains allembled and ſecured all the ©*=iſtizns 


Paſſes. Our Men ſought to rerire,but could not. There were two Ways,the longeſt by the Sea, 
which was plaineſt, but dangerous, becauſe of the Caſtle of Malaga, and ſeveral Creeks that 
croſs it; The Other through which they came. was ſhorter, bur very difficult by reafon of 
the Woods and Mountains. 'Two Mountains particularly cloſe up a deep Vally, through 
the: middle of whick runs a River that parts them. Our Men-entred this Valley in a Con- 
ſternation, encumbred with the Booty, when on the one fide the: Moores attacked them, and 
on the other they' ſaw the Paſs ſecured by another Party, which added much to their Feat. 
They" were Tyred' with Marching two days, Faint for want'of Food, and could neither 
ckwards nor forwards. Many were killed with Arrows and*Musket Shot, the Moores 
ing very good Marksmen. Night coming on, the Terror increaſed with the darkneſs 
and: the continual ſhouts of the Enemy. Then the Maſter of Santiago cryed out, How long 
ſhall we' ſuffer our ſelves Fillow-Soldiers to be Slaughtered like' (heep? Our Swords and our 
Valoar maſt open the Way, or at leaſt let us endeavour to Sell our Lives dear, and mt die 
unrevenred; Having ſpoke «thus, they began to aſcend the Hill, and with much difficulty 
reached to the Top: "There the Fight was bloody, and the Slaughter on our fide great, ma- 
ny Perſons of Note were killed. The Marqueſs of Cadiz found Guides,who led him © through 
by-ways. The Earl of Cifuentes his Squadron which brought upthe Rear ſuſtained moſt loſs, 
he and his Brother Peter de Silva were taken and carried to Granada, Of 2700 Horle, 800 
were killed, *and among them 3 Brothersof the Marqueſs of Cadiz, Fames, Lope and Bertran, 
beſides” others of his Relations. Near twice as many were taken, and of them 400 of the 
beſt Gentry in Spaiy. Some few with the Maſter of Santiago eſcaped over thedefert part of 
the Mountain, and got to Amtequera, Others as chance led them, made their way to other 
Places. This Misfortune hapned upon the 21thof March, being the Feaſt of St. Benedi&, 
uſtally' -a day 'of Joy in Spam, but now converted into Sorrow, Abohardil Brother to King 
Albobkcen,' and Governor of Malaga, who Commanded the Moores, gained great Reputation 
by this extraordinary Succels. 
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The Mootes acfeated, and Boabdil their King taken, and afterwards releaſed 3 The Af 
faires of Navarre; Pope Sixtus dies, Innocent the Eighth ſucceeds him ; Marqueſs 


del Gaſto, and Peſcara, from whom Deſcendea. 


HE Sorrow conceived by The Chriſtians for theic loſs, was ſoon allayed, by a greater 
= Defeat they gave the Moores, Albobazen and Boabdil the Two Mooriſh Kings did one 
another all the harm they could, yet at the ſame time both endeavoured to gain the Aﬀecti- 
on-of their People, deſtroying the Chriſtians. . To this purpoſe B2ab4il having gathered a 
good Body entred the Territory of Ecija, deſigning to furprize Lxcens a Town more large 
and rich, than ſtrong. Alatar his Father in Law, who from a mean Condition, roſe by 
his Valour to that Honour, gave this Advice. gf ane Fernandez, de Cordova who was Lord of 
that Town, and ſome others thereabouts, underſtanding the deſign of the Adoores, gave- advice 
ot the danger he was in to his Unckle, the Earl of Cabra. But tew Horſe remained in thoſe 

res, by reaſon of the late ſlaughter, and the Inhabitants of Zucena were in a Conſternation 
cauſe their Walls were not Strong to make reſiſtance. The Moores came before the Town 
on the 21th of April. The Governour coveyed the Townſmen into the upper Town, and 
ave the guard of the lower, to 200 Horſe and 800 Foot he had got together. They. de- 
nded it {5 bravely that the Enemy diſpairing of Succeſs, and in a rage for ſome Men they 
loſt in the Attack, vented their Fury upon the Olive Gardens. Beſides, Hamer Abencerrage 
waſted the Lands of AM:7tilla with 300 Horſe. He was familiarly acquainted with Fames 
de Cordova, the Family of the Abencerrages having reſided at Cordova, when they were Baniſhed 
out of Grazada, Upon account of this acquaintance, he had an interview with Fames de Cor- 
dovs deſigning to circumvent him. His fraud was diſappointed by another policy. The 
Governor ſeemed inclinable to ſurrender the Town, and by that means gained time till 
the” Count de Cabra could come to his Relict. Upon the news of his approach, the Enemy 
raiſed the Siege, and began ro'March off wich the Booty which was very great. The beſieged 
ir Rear to keep them in Play ill the Earl of Cavra came up.

Brook, began to fly, only taking care to drive che Boory, Their Horſe 
tho? in a Conlſternation made a ſtand, the King himſelf, ſtriving to encourage them. All 
proved ineffetual, for the Chriſtians advancing, they were Charged in Flank Dy D. Alonſo 
de Aguilar, who came from Antequera with 49 Horſe, and ſome few Foot. The Enemy 
ſuddenly gave way and fled. 'I'he King alighted off from a white Horſe, and endeavoured 
to hide himſelf among the Trees and Buſhes on the Banks of che River. Three Foot Soldi- 
ers found him, and he diſcovered himſelf for fear of being killed. He was ſecured and ſent 


-to Lucena. Inthe purſuit which laſted cill Night, above 1000 Horſe were killed, and 
. them Alatar being 99 Years of Ape, about 4900 Foot were either flain ortaken, © All} che 


Booty was recovered. Having received the news of this Vitory, Queen El/zzabeth went a- 
way to the Borders of Navarre, to haſten the Marriage betwixt her Son and that Queen. 
And King Ferdinand hafſted to Andaluzia to proſecute the War. Being come to Cordova, it 
was relolved to raiſe greater Forces, becauſe after the taking uf Boabdil, the Moores were again 
united under- Albobacen, and he had recovered Granads, notwithſtanding many of the Git: 
zens hated him for his Cruelty and Avarice. | King Ferdinand at the head of 6000 Horſe, and 
gonen Foot deſtroyed the Suburbs of Nora, and | ke taken Tajare by Aſlaule, utterly 'de- 

royed ir. Thence he Marched, and Encamping on the plainof -Grenade, lent out Parties, 
who burnt and deſtroyed all about them. King Albobacen having no confidencein the Citi- 
Zens, durſt not venture out of the Ciry, and onely ſome ſmall Parties came out to endeayour 
ro pick up Staglers. That King Jent to offer che Earlof Cifuentes aftdwNine more of the 
principal Priſoners he had taken for his Son B2abdil. He alſo propoſed Conditions of 
Peace but ſuch as were haughty and violent. King Ferdinand anſwered, he was not come 
co receive, but to give Laws, and would not hear of any Peace till they laid down their 
Arms. The Marqueſs of Cadiz and others, ceaſed not co perſwade the King to releaſe Boab. 
dil, becauſe it was a mean to keep the Enemy divided, which would redound to our ad- 
vantage. King Ferdinand having walted the Country and left a good Garriſon in Albama 
under the Command of Yrigo Lopez, de Mendoga Earl of Tendilla, returned to Cordeva, Thi- 
ther the Mooriſh King was brought Priſoner from the Caſtle of Porcuns. Being come; before 
the King he offered to kiſs his Hand, but King Ferdinand Embraced and Entertained+him 
courteoully, After ſome time they concluded a League upon theſe Conditions. That Bo- 
«bail ſhould give his Elideſt Son and 12 other Sons of the principal Moores as Hoſtages, that 
he woutd always continue faithful to King Ferdzand. That he ſhould pay the yearly Tribute 
of 12000 Ducats and come to the Cortes when Summoned. That in Five years time he 
ſhould Releaſe 400 Chriſtian Slaves. Upon theſe terms he was diſmiſſed. King Ferdizand

Ar the ſame time 1500 Mooriſh Horſe and 4000 Foot under the Command of Bexir Gover- 
nor of alags broke into the Territory of Urrera, bur were overthrown by Portocarrero 211d 
the Marquels of Cadiz near Guadalete. In memory of this good Service, it was granted to 
the Marqueliles of Cadiz for ever, that they ſhould have che Suic of Cloaths the King of Spain 
wore upon every Feaſt of the Nativity of our Bleſſed Lady, which is in September.

{ame Monchthe Marquebs recovered Zabars by ſurprize. King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth 
went to Viteria, tho' with ſmall hopes that the Marriage deſigned would take effe. The Lady 
Magdalen pleaded the Queen her Daughtet-was Marriageable, and the Prince buc a Child. At 
Vuoria the Earl of Cabrs and James Fernandez, de Cordova were received with extraordinary 
Honour, the Cardinal of Toledo with all the Nobility by the King's Order, going out of Town 
to meer them. A Penſion of 100000 Maravedies was given to the Earl of Cabra for his 
Life, and to his paternal Coat of Arms was added a Kings Head Crowned, within an Orle 
of - Colours, berokening that number taken from the Enemy in their Retreat from Lucena. 
The Winter Floods carryed away a great part of the Wall of A4lbama, and the Garriſon 
was for abandoning the Place, but the Earl of Tendilla cauſed a Cloth painted in ſuch man- 
ner that the defe& could not be perceived, to. be ſpread along that part. By this project 
they amen time to repair the Damage before the Enemy underſ}ood the Cheat.

Kingdom before his Nephews, and alledged that a Woman could not Inheric the Crown. 
The truth is, he had no Right, and therefore by force of Arms brought all the Earldom of 
Faux into Subjeftion. To pur an end to theſe troubles, ic was thought convenienc to haſten 
the Qyeen's Marriage.

This ſo 
terrified the Adoores, that _ ſurrendred both Towns and Caſtles on the 23d of Seprember, 
being the very. day on which they wergloſt 1 20 years before. After this the King put the

ing this Expedition died D. 4lonſo de Aragon, Duke de Villahermoſa, the King's Brother, a 
brave Commander. His Body was depoſited at Baega, and thence cranſlated to Poplere, rhe 
burial-place of his Anceſtors. . Of him are deſcended the. Dukes of Vilahermoſa, and Earls of 
Ribagorga, In. Toledo the Inquiſition ſeverely puniſhed thoſe who renouncing the Chriltian 
Faith became Fews.

Ir was feported that Frederick, 
the King's Son, -under-hand pr pps the Rebels, but this could never be proved. The 
Wicked Life of Alonſo, Duke- of Calabria, the King's Eldeſt Son, was one great Motive of 
this Revolt. The King reſolved to reduce the Rebels rather by Policy than Force, and there- 

ardon to. all the Mutiniers. : King Ferdinand of Spain alſo ſent the Earl 
of Tendilla his Ambaſſador, to ingage to thoſe Noblemen for their fafery, provided they laid 
down their Arms. Burt the King of Naples, as ſoon as the Storm was over, made no accounc 
of thoſe Promiſes, and ar ſeveral times, as occaſion ſerved, ſeized the Heads of the R llion, 
and put therp all ro death. King Ferdinand of Caſtile ceaſed not toproteſt againſt choſe Proceed. 
ings, but he of Naples ceaſed not to proceed in cutting oft his Enemies, which proved fatal 
to - him at laſt, as we ſhall ſee ingits place. Let us turn back. Onthe 16th of December Queen 
Elkabath at Alcala: de Heneres, was delivered of a ge gn called Catherine, well known in 
the World as Wiſe to two Brothers, Sons to the King of England, and for her great Sufferings 
cauſed by the inordinate Luſt and infidelity of her Husband, which alſo drey great Calamities 


' upon the whole Engliſh Nation. Their Sins and Rebellion drew Judgments upon them. 


Richard Ill. having murdered his Two Nephews, Edward and Richard, the rightful Heirs of 
the Crown, uſurped the Kingdom. He Goverg'd like a Tyrant, and ended accordingly. 
Henry Earl of Richmond, who had been a-Prilaner in Britany, having obtained his Liberty, 
overthrew the Tyrarit in Battle, and killed" him. By that means he ſecured the Crown to 
himſelf. This Henry had a Son called Henry like himſeN, who was the Eighth of that Natne 
King of England, and famous for his Incontinency, for putting away Catherine his Wife, and 
for difowning the Supremacy of the Pope, beſides many other Crimes which have le mm in-

Certain wicked Mur- 

derers, under colour of ſtanding up for their Liberties, attempted co Murder him in his Bed, 

but not being able to force the Iran Bars of his Window, they Stabbed him-in the Church 

before the Hieh Altar, as he was at Mattins, on the 14th of September, He died not till the 

nighe following, which time he ſpent in Singing Praiſes to Almighty God. His Body was 

buried in the fame place where they Mur him, and ſaon alter a Lamp was bung over 

his Grave, an Honour never allowed to any but Canonized Saints Charles V. the Emperor, 
obtained of Pope Par II. that his'Feaſt might be Celebrated on the 1 5th of September, ad-is 

duely now obſerved.

In Catalonia, and particularly the Territory of —_— thoſe Vaſlals who are vulgarly called 

Pageſes, were oppreſſed by their Landlords, and Treated like Slaves. Thoſe Lords abliged 

them to pay the heavy Impoſitions laid on them by the Adoores, ing Preſcription to juſtifie 

this Proceeding. The Hiſtories of Cata/ovia do not mention what ſitions theſe were, 

they only fay they were very heavy, and that none was exempt from them but ſuch as Ran- 

ſomed themſelves like Slaves. This moved the People often totake up Arms todeliver them. 

ſelves from that T _—_ but the Efforts of the Multitude for the molt part areweak. They 

had- recourſe to their Kings for Redreſs, and ſeveral of them ordered thoſe Impoſitions:to be 
moderated, yet the Nobility would not part with any thing of. what had been left them by 

their ſtors. Kirlg Ferdinand at laſt, with his uſualySucce, and good Condudt, put an 

end to Ml thoſe Debates. From Alcala de Henarez, the King and Queen went to Segovia, and 


thence to Medina del Campo. By the way they viſited D. Gargia de Toledo, created by the King. 


Duke of Alva, who now lived retired by reaſon of his rage Age, having left his Son Frede- 

rick to ſerve in his place. This the King did not only to Honour him, but to Reconcile Him 

to the Conſtable Peter Fernandez, de Velaſco, to whom with D. Alonſo de Fonſeca, Archbiſhop 

, of Sevil, he intenged to leave the Government of Caſtile, whilſt he proſecuted the War in 
1482. Granada. In order to it he went to Guadalupe, where on the 28th of April he decided 
the Aﬀeir of the Pageſes, ordaining,. that in lieu of the old Impolition every one of thoſe 

Vaſſals ſhould pay to his Lord 70 Sueldos, or Shillings of Brcelona yearly, which tho a heavy 

Barden, was joyfully accepted by tWoſe People, and the more for that they were allowed to 

buy it off at 20 years purchaſe. Thus after long Difputes that part of Spain was pacified; In 

Portugal all was quiet fince-the death of choſe Nobles we have ſpoken of, and the King laboured

Pertuguc. Tort of Fiſh that abounds there. It was a greater Honour to that Nation and ics Princes, 
or. that they had not only formerly maintained their Liberty, and Ereed a Kingdom to 
which they had no good Title, but did now ſubdue remote Cities and Provinces to their great 

glory and advantage. 
The Kingdom of the Moores decayed apace : Civil Diſcord conſumed them no lefs than the 
Enemy abroad. In the City of Granada, Boabdil being called in by his Party, poſſeſſed him- 
= ſelf of a Caſtle called Albaycin, and the Citizens fought and killed one another in the Streers. 
| c— Yet they joincd to oppale the Chriſtians, and the danger being over to War among them- 
the 16. felves again. An Al/aqui, which is in the Nature of a Pricſt, eſteemed a Holy Man, went 
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about the Streets proclaiming their Madneſs, and threatning ſpeedy ruin unleſs they grew 
wiſer in time. His Words moved the People, and therefore through his Mediation, and of 
others of his Proteflion, the Two Kings came to an Agreement upon cheſe Terms. That 
the Uncle ſhould ftill keep Granada, Almeria, and Malaga; all the relt ſhould belong to his 
Nephew Boahdil, who, 1 gueſs, reſided in the Albaycin before-mentioned, tho our Hiltorians 
do not mention it. Their chief deſign was, that Boabdil ſhould have all thoſe Places which 
they imagined the Chriſtians would firlt attack, becauſe he was in League with King Ferdinand, 
The Chrittians were not ignorant of their Policy, therefore haging aſſembled their Forces they 
reſolved to attempt Lexa. Boabdil advanced with 500 Horſe Yo {top the paſſage of our Men, 
who were to march through uncouth and difficult ways. Nevertheleſs they came to the 


Suburbs of the City, where they had a Skirmiſh with the oores whom they forced back into Lexa and 
the Walls. The Army was divided into 3 parts, the better to compaſs the Town, and the ber, 


Bridge that led to it broken down. But the Chriſtians buy two others, to ſecure the Commus 
nication for themſelves. A breach being made by the Cannon, and-all things in readineſs to 
aſſault it, the City ſurrendred the gth day of the Siege, capitulating for liberty to depart 
with as much of their Goods as they could carry. Boabdil coming to the Camp, fell down 
on his Knees, proteſting it was againſt his Will he had broke his Faith, and that he was forced 
to it. His Excuſes were allowed, and he pardoned, becauſe it was convenient to wink at his 
Faults, to keep up the Diviſion that was among the Moores, King Ferdinand fortified the City, 
and gave the Command of it to Alvaro de Luna, Lord of Fuentiduens, and Grandſon to the 
Conſtable D. Alvaro de Luna. This done he marched to reduce other Places. Some few 
made reſiſtance, but in vain, the moſt furrendred. Among others IWora vas taken onthe 28th 
of Fane, and after it Baz2s, Zagra, and Mecim, Some of thele Places were very ſtrong, and 
might have held out long, being near Granada, whence they could be relieved. The Com- 
mand of Ilora was given to Gongalo Fernand?z, de Cordova, afterwards the famous General in 
lraly. ' The Citizens of Granada uſed to call lira the Right Eye, and Meclin the Buckler of 
that City, for which reaſon they began to deſpair of maintaining chemſelves, beſides that the 
Chiiſtians deſtroyed all the Country about them. Nevertheleſs A/bobard:l ſent part of his 
Horſe to the Bridge called De /os Pinos, a Place well known for the Slaughter of our Men 
mad? there formerly. Theſe were to hinder the Chriſtians paſſing the River Xenil. He him- 
ſelf ſtayed in the City to prevent Diſorders. The Micores could not hinder the Chriſtians paſ. 
ſing the River, but charged the Left Squadron that paſſed, which was commanded by D.Inigo de 
Mendoga Duke del Tafant ado. Our Men were hard put to it,being befer by 1090 Horſe and 10000 
Foot, but the other Forces coming to their Reſcue the Adoores retired. Still our Men purſued 
cloſe upon their Rear, and che Fight was renewed in the Olive Gardens of the City. D. 
Fohn de Aragon, Earl of Ribagorga, ſignalized himfelt in this Ingagement, and had his Hotſe 
killed under him. King Ferdinand, the Summer being near ſpent, Garriloned the Towns he 
had taken, and left D. Frederick, Son to the Dukes ot Alva, ro Command on the Frontiers, 
by that means ending the Competition berwixt che Nobility of Anda/uzia about that Poſt. 
At this time Galicia was in an uproar, becauſe the Earl of Lemos had poſſeſſed himſelf of Pon- 


ferrada, a very ſtrong Town, and turned out the King's Garriſon. The Earl upon his ſub. 


miflion was pardoned, only that Town with ſome others were taken from him, and annexed 
to the Crown. The King and Queen having performed their Devotions at Santiago, returned 
to Salamanca, at the beginning of the year 1487, Here they reſolved to ere a new ſupream 
Court in Galicia, to curb that Mutinous People. Frederick, Son to the Duke of Alva, was 
ambitious of ſignalizing himſelf. A great number of Chriſtian Caprives that were kept in the 
Dungeons of Malaga gave intelligence, that if the Chriſtians attempred the Town, they 
would break Priſon, and let them into the Town. Six hundred Horſe fenc by him to this pur. 
poſe were diſappointed, becauſe the Rivers were ſwelled apd-impaſſable. In the City Gra- 
::4a the Animolities ran as high as ever betwixt the Two AMboriſh Kings, infomuch that 4lbo- 
bardil having brought Forces from G«fidix and Baga, attacked the Caltle of Albaicin and en- 
tred it, Boabdil coming on with his Guard, foon repulſed his Enemy. They foughe deſpe- 
rately in the place before the great Moſque, and many were killed on both ſides. King Ferdi- 
rznd came from Salamanca to Cordova on the 2d of March, Thence, underſtanding the dan- 
2er that King his Confederate was in, he ſent him Succours under the Command of Ferdinand 
Alvarez, de Gadea, Commander of Colomera, With this Supply he gained much upon his Ad- 
rerfary, to the gyromt deſtruction of the Citizens, who like Mad men ran to their Ruin, ſiding

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CHAP. VI. 


King Ferdinand takes Malaga a»d other Places from the Moores ; Albohardil Xing of 
Granada having been defeated by the Chriſtians, i expell'd by his Subjetts, and Boab- 
dil proclaimed King z Mighty Diſcoveries mage by the Portugueles in the Eaſt, 


T- was debated at Cordova be to carry on the War. Some were for beſieging Baga, o.. 
thers Guadix. The King Molved to attempt Malaga, becauſe it lay oppottunely tor the 
Moores to receive Succours out of Africk, the paſſage there being but ſhore. He ſet out of 
Cordova on the 7th of April, without communicating his Deſign to any Body. His Army 
conſiſted of 1 2000 Horſe and 40009 Foot. Being come upon the Mooriſh Territories he dif 
covered his Deſign, and © encouraged his Men to-undertake that great and glorious Work, 
aſſuring them it would be the Ruin of the Infidels Dominion in Spain. The King's Will being 
known, all the Soldiers readily promiſed to undergo any labour or danger, ſhewing their rea- 
dine to follow whereſoever he would lead. In their March the Army attacked Yelez, a 
Town near Malaga, The Garriſon fallying, fell upon the Troops of Galicia, which, tho 
couragious enough, not being well Diſciplined, were worlted, till other Forces coming up, 
the Enemy were drove within the Walls. The Suburbs being taken, the Artillery was planted 
to batter the Town, All the Country about roſe to ſuccour the Belieged, bur to no purpole. 
Albohardil underſtanding the Deſign of the Chriſtians, reſolved co relieve that City, on which 
his whole Kingdom depended. To this purpoſe he ſent betore Reduan Venegas, Governor of 
Granada, a brave Soldier, with ſome Foot, and 300 Horſe, promiſing to follow them very 
ſpeedily. Reduan deſigned to furprize our Guards, and nail the Cannon. His Deſign failed. 
The Mooriſh King .came, and incamped on a Ground difficult of acceſs near the Town. In 
his Army were 20000 Horſe, and a like number of Foot. Tho weaker than the Chriſtians 
he thought the advantage of Ground might ſecure him ; it availed him not, for the Chriſtians 
charged him, forced his Works, and plundered his Baggage. Their Confternation was fuch 
that all fled, and what was worſt, the poor King being overthrown and forſaken, the People 
of Granada at his return ſhut the Gates againſt him. This done, they all unanimouſly pro- 


, Claimed his Competitor Boabdil, No _ of Relief being left, Velez, was ſurrendred on the 


27th of April, upon Condition the Inhabitants _ depart whither they pleaſed, carrying 
their Goods with them. Immediately upon the ſurrender of Yelez, another Town near it 
called Bentome opened its Gates, and received a Garriſon. The Government of this Town 
was given to Peter Navarro, who being by Birth a Mean Perſon, and but a Private Sailer, 
became a moſt famous Captain. The People of Malaga deſpairing that they ſhould be able 
to hold out long, Abenconnixa their Governor, with the affiſtance of Fobn de Robles, who had 
been long a Slave in Malaga, came to the Army to Treat of a Surrender. Certain Soldiers 
of Barbary who were in Garriſon there, having notice of this Deſign, tearing left they ſhould 
be delivered up to the Enemy, and in a rage becauſe they had not been conſulted in that 
Aﬀair, poſſeſſed themſelves of the Caſtle. that commands the City, called 4/cagava, turned 
out the Garriſon that was in it, and killed a Brother of Abenconnixa, Then placing Guard 
on the Walls, and ſhutting the Gates, they put any of the Townſmen to death that were 
ſuſpeted of holding Correſpondence with the Chriſtians. "The thoughts of a Surrender fail- 
ing, the King cauſed heavy Cannon to be brought from Antequera, and incamped on the 
I5th of May before Malaga, The City is ſeated on a Plain, but on a riſing Ground are two 
Caſtles, the loweſt called Alcagava, the higheſt Gebalfaro. It is ſmall in compaſs, but beau- 
tiful, and well Peopled. It is alſo a Seaport Town, and towards the Land is encompaſſed 
with Mountains, on which are many Orchards and Country-Houſes. Between the two Caſtles 
runs a Line of Commnnication. The Country is pleaſant and fruitful, and was then rich by 
reaſon of the Trade of 4frick, and the Eaſt, In the King's Army was moſt of the Nobility of 
Andaluzia and Caſtile, and many Aragonians. It was reſolved to draw a Trench round the 
City, to terminate at the Sea on both ſides, and to keep a Force on the Hill on which the 
lefler Fort ſtands. The Marqueſs of Cadiz commanded on the Hill, The Queen came to 
the Siege, and with her the Cardinal of Spain, and Biſhop of Avila. Many Skirmiſbes 
hapned before the Trenches were finiſhed, in one of which Fobn de Oriega, who had done 


_ great Service this War, was killed. On the. 29th of May 3000 Moores allied, and attacked 


the Marqueſs of Cadiz his Quarters, Killing the Out-guards, and entring his Works. The 
Marqueſs nothing daunted,” having drawn up his Men, charged the Enemy. Many were 
killed on both ſides, and the Marqueſs wounded, but at laſt the Infidels were obliged to re- 
tire. Some in the Town believing themſelves loſt, refolved to kill the King. Among thele, 
one who was accounted a Holy Man, to compaſs his Deſign; ſuffered himſelf to be taken. 
He deſired to be carried before the King, who at that time, as God ordered ic, was taking his 
reſt, therefore the Queen commanded him to be carried before the Marqueſs of Mya, The 
Moor, by the Riches he ſaw in the Tent, gue&'d it to be the King's, and drawing a Cimiter, 
which through overſight had not been taken from him, made at D. Alvaro de Portzgall, who 
was accidentally talking with the Lady Marchionels. He bowing his Body, eſcaped the Blow, 
and the Mrore was killed by thoſe that came in to reſcue D. 4lvars, Thus through God's 
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Mercy that danger was diverted. The Army was increaſed by the arrival of the Duke © 
Medica Sidonia, Maximilian Duke of Auſtria, who was Sirvard Emperor, ſent two Slice 
from Flanders laden with all manner of Warlike Stores, under the Command of D. Ladron de 
Guevara, The number of che Beſieged alſo increaſed, for that ſome got into the City through 
the Works next the Sea. Hunger pinched, and yet the Barbary Soldiers would hear of no 
Capitulation. 'The Citizens were for lurrendring, One of them called Dordux, a Man of 
great Note, went, out to Capitulate. The King faid, there were no Conditions to be al: 
lowed, but they muit ſurrender upon Diſcretion. This was in publick, but under-hand he 
romiſed Dord#x, that if he managed that Buſineſs well, he and all his Kindred ſhould not only 
ſex free, but well Rewarded. The Avore undertook to do it, and accordingly admitted the 
Chriſtians into the Caſtle, and ſet up their Colours on the higheſt Tower. This terrified both 
the Citizens and Barbary Soldiers, yet at the ſame time they hoped the Capitulation made by 
Dordux would extend to them all. For this reaſon they packed up their Goods to.depart; bve 
they were deceiyed,®fox their Goods and Liberty were taken from them. The ſame hapned 
to the Soldiers who drew out near the Sea to march away. All the Africans, with their Com- 
mander Zegri, were made Priſoners. Many Chriſtians who had fled to the Advores were put 
to death. The Fews who after being Baptized, had relapſed, were burnt. All the other 
Fews and Moores, who were Natives of the City, were allowed to Ranſom themſelves at ari 
eafie rate. This Noble City was taken on the 18th of Auguſt, for which there was General 
Rejoycing and Thankſgiving throughout all Spain. It appeared, that in the time of the Gorbs 
it had been a Biſhoprick, and therefore the Pope granted his Bull to reſtore that Dignity« 
The general Joy for this Succeſs was ſomewhat abated by the News that Bajazet, che Great 
Turk, provided a” mighty Fleet to invade Sicily, by that means to divert the Spaniards from 
the Conquelt of Granada. ' 


Whilſt che Moore? were running to ruin, the Portugueſes ſending out Fleets every year, 09- Diſcove: 
pened themſelves a way to the Eaftern Countreys. A mighty Undertaking, firſt commenced, ries of 
as has been faid, by Prince Henry, who firſt cauſed the Coaſt of Africk, atong the Ocean, *** *7* 
to be diſcovered. - This Work was continued ſeveral years after without intermiflion. But _ 


the Profit in thoſe Diſcoveries not anſwering the Trouble and Coſt, they deſigned to paſs on- 
ward to the rich Provinces of India, to bring home to their Country the Riches of thoſe Parts, 
which Heaven had ſo- largely beſtowed upon thoſe People, as all forts of Spice, Precious 
Stones, Pearls, Gold, Silver, Ivory, and many other Things which the inſatiable Pride of 
Man rather than Neoeflity has. cauſed to be highly valued. Things ſtrange and at that great 
diſtance are never truly repreſented, but highly magnified. It was reported there were Woods 
of great tall Trees, of Cinnamon, Cafliafiſtula, and Cloves, great {tore of Pepper and Gin- 
ger, Beaſts of extraordinary Shapes,” and Men of ſtrange Cuſtoms and Countenances. The 
Wiſer ſort thought it a great Madneſs for a Kingdom fo. ſmall, and of fo little ſtrength as 
Portugal, to ſeek out thoſe Nations, ſeated in reipedt to them, in the utmoſt bounds of the 
Earth, and parted from them by ſuch: a vaſt Ocean. But all Difficulties yielded to Avarice 
and Ambition. To this purpoſe the King of Portugal ſome years ſince ſent Barrholomew Diaz, 
an able Pilot, to the Cape of Good Hope, which is the utmoſt point of Africk to the Southy 
and beyond the Equino#ial. He paſſed that Cape, and came to a River which he called Det 
Infante, With Bartholomew Diaz went F. Antony of the Order of S. Francs, who was att 
Active and Bold Man. He having viewed a great part of A4frick and 4ſja, travelling from 
that place came at laſt to Hieru/alem. Laſtly, he returning by Land, and Bartholomew Diaz, by 


. Sea, gave an Account to the King of what they had difcovered.. This encouraged the Portu- 


gueſes to proceed in ſo great an Undertaking. For the berter carrying on of cheir Deſign, 
they choſe two Men o —_— and Experience, and that were great Maſters of the Ara- 
bick Language, to proceed in this Diſcovery,. one of them was Peter Covillam, and the other 
Alonſo de Payva, To fave the vaſt Charge of a Fleet they were ſent by Land to diſcover the 
inferior Parts of- Africk and 4fia, each of them taking one of thoſe Parts of the World for 
his Province. With'theſe Inftru&ions they ſet out of Lxbon on the 1 5th of May, took Naples 
and Rome in their way, thence paſſed to Heeruſalem, then, to Alexandria, and fo to Grand 
Ciire, the principal City of Egypr.. Here they parted, Peter'Cavilam for Ormuz, an Iland at 
the mouth 'of the Perſian Gulph, and thence to Calicut. Alonſo de Payva undertook. to exa- 
'mine the Inland of Erbiopia, where he, died. For this Reaſon, and becauſe he received Letters 
from the King, ordering him not to return till he had ſurveyed all thoſe Provinces, Perer Co- 
wvillam went into Ethiopia, «Alexander, Nau, and David, fucceffively Emperors of Ethiopia, 
and vulgarly called Prefter John, took an Aﬀection to Covillam, and theretore would not ſuf. 
fer him to return home, but gave hima Wife and Land to live upon. Since he could not re- 
turh, he thence ſent an Account to the King in Writing of all he had feen. He faid Calicut 
was the Richeſt and moſt famous Place of Trade in all the Eaſt, the Inhabitants of a Sallow 
Complexion, not Warlike, and Extravagant in their manner of living : "That they went 
Naked from the Waſte upwards, wore much Gold and Silk, their Arms loaded with Pearls, 
a Cimiter hanging from their Shoulders. That one Woman Married ſeveral Husbands, for 
which reaſon no body Knowing the Father, the Nephews, being Sons of Siſters, Inherited. 
That in Ethiopia were many large Provinces of Blacks, that they all profeſs Chriſtianity, but 
much corrupted with, Jewiſh and Heretical ag” That they were all ſubjeR co one powers 
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fal King who maintained mighty Armies of Horſe and F oot, and always lived in the Field. 
To conclude, that he believed thoſe People might be eafily reconciled to the Church, if 
Ambaſſadors were ſent, and Peace and Commerce ſerrled with them. But moſt of theſe 
things hapned ſome Years later, It is time to return to Caſtile. + 
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Tumults in Aragon, the Cities Aſſociate there; The War with the Moores renewed, 
and ſeveral Places taken from them, which they with the ſame” facility recover ; Maximi- 
lian Xing of the Romans aimes to Marry the Princeſs Elizabeth of Caſtile 


Fter the taking of Malaga, when King Ferdinand thought to have gone on in his Con- 
A queſt, the troubles in 4r-gon oblged him to go thither, to put_3MRop to the Murders 
and Robberies committed there. At Valencia D. Philip de Aragon Maſter of the: Order of 
Monteſa killed Fobn de Valterra, a noble Youth and his Rival, for both -Courted the Lady 
Ellenor Marchioneſs of Cotroy, and Daughter of Anthony Centellas, which occalioned great 
Tumults in that City. To obviate theſe harms, King Ferdinand \et out from Cordova, and 
arrived at Zaragoga on the 19th of November, -The manner of chooſing Magiſtrates in that 
City was altered. The Council and Commons uſed before to have the Ele&ionof them, 
and now becauſe that produced Diſputes and Mutinies, they deſired for the Future the No- 
mination 'of them ſhould be in the King. Beſides the Towns aflociated after the manner of 
Caſtile, each engaging to contribute 'to the Maintenafice of 1 55 Horſe, who were to Travel 
about, and puniſh all Malefators. It was Ordained that the King ſhould have the chooſing 
of the Captain of this Aſſociation, or Brotherhood, out of 3 Citizens of Zaragoga, named 
by the Council of that City- Laws were alſo Enacted to prevent their abuſing the Power 
given them. This was concluded at the beginning of the Year 1488. Ar the fame time 
came Leonard, Tocco a Grecian, and of the Family of the Grecian Emperors (whom the Turks 
had drove out of his Dominions, and obliged to fly into Italy) Ambaſlador from the King of 
Naples, to conclude the Match before propoſed betwixt the Grandſon of that King, and 
the Princes Elizabeth, Daughter to King Ferdinand. This Aﬀair rook riot Effect, becaule the 
King deſigned to Marry his Daughter to the King of Francey or elſe to the Prince of Portugal, 
hoping that would: be a ſecure Band of friendſhip with either of thoſe Nations. Inſtead of 
her, he offered his qther Daughter the Princeſs Mary. From Zaragega the King and Queen 
went to Valencia, thither came to them Alan Father to- Fobn a? Albre:, King of Navarre, He 
came 'to ask Succour againſt the King of France who had Conquered part of that Kingdom, 
and 'the Navarrojs themielves who werein Rebellion, particularly the Biamomeſes were pollel- 
ſed of great part of Navarre, and kept the King out; notwithſtanding, but three Years be- 
fore all things had been agreed, and the Earl of Lerin with his whole Family and followers 
had been reſtored to their Poſleflions, and others given them that they might reſt contented. 
It was alſo propoſed that the King ſhould Proteft Francis Duke of Bri:any, whoſe Daughter 
Am, many Princes ſought to have to Wiſe, becauſe he had no Heir Male. Charles the 8th, 


King of France made War on him on this account, Monſieur 4'Albre: and the Duke of - 


Orleans favoured that Duke. Maximilian then King of the Rezyans was afiaulted by the People 
of Bruges in Flanders, .and kept Priſoner. All theſe things troubled the King becauſe Maximi-. 
lian was a friend to Spain, and 4 Alkret who gave the Intelligence, his Contederate. In fine. 
a League was concluded” betwixt the King and Alan, -againſt all Princes, except the King 
of France, whom it was not convenient for Alan or his Son to diſoblige, becauſe their Domi- 
nions were either 'in his Power, or at leaſt lay expoſed to him, yet all this was Counterfeic, 
for the real deſign was to make uſe of the Forces of Spain againſt France. It was agreed a- 
mong other things, that a Fleet ſhould be fittedout on the Coaſt of Biſcay, and Men raiſed to 
be ſent to Briiary, under the Command of Afichael Fokn de Gralla a Catalenian. All this 
Afﬀeair was Concluded and Signed on the 21th of March. 

The Cortes of Yalezcia were” opened in that City, and broke up at Orignela, to ſettlethat 
Country, which done, King Ferdinand made haſt through the Kingdom of A4srcia, that bor. 
ders on the Mooriſh Territories. - Great penparations were+ made tor carrying on the - War, 
and ſubduing that Country where Albobargil with much difficulty ſupported the Title of a 
King, tho? {till ſtronger than his Nephew, as being poſleſied.of Guadix Almeria, and Bags, 
with all the Mountain Country-of Granada, which was as far as the Sea, whence he gathered 
a greater Revenue becauſe the Mountain was untouched, beſides the great advantage made 
of the ſilken ManufaQture which is the beſt of all Spain. The Natives hated Boabdil, looking 
upon him as a Coward and Friend to the Chriſtians, and 4lbohard;/ had gained Reputation 
by taking a great Booty about Alcala Real, Fohn de Benavides who Commanded there, 16on 
revenged this Loſs, burning allthe Territory of Almeria, The Warlike Preparations Weic 
not cariied on with that Vigour the King could have wiſhed, becauſe Andalvzis had fuffered 
this Year and the laſt by the Plague. The King Ordered the Rendezvouz to be at Murcia, 
where he was reſolving to Attack Vera, a Town upon the Sea-coaſt. No reliftance was 
made, but it furrendred on the oth of Fane, Muxacra, Velex el Blanco and Feliz « Rubis 
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with feveral other Towns and Caſtles that 'were not well Fortified did the ſame: * The Kirig 
was deſirous to lay Siege to Alnveria, a City in that Neighbourhood. An inipregriable Caſtle 
called Taberns ſtood in'the way, and the old Moriſh King came in Perſori with x000 Horſe; 
and 20000 Foget to put a Garriſon into + gpen For lie in the Woods and cut off obr 
Parties, and avoid coming to a Battle, becauſe his Men were raw and undiſciplined., The 
Enemy refuſing to Fight, our Forces had the more liberty to waſt the Country. Moſt harni 
was done about Almeria. and Baga, which is a fruitful Country becauſe watered. The Chari. 
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nels that convey ' the Water were the occaſion that many of our Men were cut off, and a. . 


mong them D. Philip de Aragon Maſter of the Ordet of Monteſs, a forward and brave Youth. 
King Ferdinand, his Forces being weak, and he called away upon other Aﬀairs; having Gar. 
rifoned the Frontiers, went away towards Cafti{e, No fooner was he gone, but the Mo; 
King recovered all the Towns had been taken from him. Mean while the Inhabitarits of 
Guaſp a very ſtrong Town near Ronda conſpiring, put all the Garriſon to the Sword. It was 
not long before they received the reward of that Action, for the neighbouring Mobres to ſhew 
they had no hand, in that-Slaughter, ahd fearing leaſt they ſhould ſuffer for it, aſſembled atid 
laid Siege to _— The Marqueſs of Cadiz and Earl of Cifuentes came with Forces from 
Sevil to their Aſſiſtance, and having taken the Town, in Revenge either pur all the Inhabi- 
tants.to the Sword, or fold them as Slaves. King Ferdinand came to Valladolid ugon the 6th 
of September. There an opportunity was offered him of recovering the City Placencia, which 
the late Kings had Alienated, and given co che Family of Zaniga. D. Alvaro de Zuniga dy- 
ing, a Grandſon of his, whoſe Father was dead before, Inherited his Eſtate. Fames de Zd- 
»iga Unckle to the Heir pretended he had a better Righc, as being Son tothe deceaſed. The 
Kindred was divided between both. Thus the Family of the Caravajales ſeized the City, but 
could hot make-themſelves Malters of the Caſtle which was well defended by the Garriſon. 
King Ferdinand coming to appeaſe that Sedition, ſeized all, D. Alvaro the new Duke fur- 
rendring, and contenting himſelf with the Town of Bejar and irs Dependancies in lieu of 
that City. This ſtruck a Terror into all the Nobility, tearing they ſhould be forced to re- 
ſtore to the King now-grown ſtrong, all they had extorted from his Predeceſſors in times of 
Confaſion. New Tumules broke out in Aragon, upon account that the Nobility were for 
breaking off the Aſſociation not long ſince formed berwixe tlie Cities, as a thing that Curb- 
ed them. They never gave over till ſome Years after; at the Cortes held at Barcelona, they 
obtained the Aſſociation ſhould be dillolved for Ten Years. Fohn de Fonſeca and Alvaro Ar- 
ronio were ſent Ambaſſadors to Flinders, to procure the Eiberty of Maximilian King of the 
Romans, impriſoned by the People of Bruges. They.managed their buſinefs ſo well that he 
was Releaſed and Reconciled co his Subjects. His firſt /'Wite the Lady Mzry, to whom be- 
longed the Dominion of Flanders berng dead, he afpired to Marry the Princeſs Elizabeth of 
Caſtile. Her Father and Mother did not conſent, becauſe ſhe was promiſed in Porrugal, yet 
they.offered one of that Prinreſs's Siſters for Philip his Son and Heir. Frederick the Emperor, 
his Grandfather upon this defign of Marrying him irr Spain gave him the Title of Archduke 
of Auſtria, whereas before they were only called Dukes. The Fleet the Lord 4? Albrer was 
fitting out on' the Coaſt of Biſcay, contributed much towards the obtaining'the Liberty of 
Maximiilian, the People of Bruges being jealous it was deſigned againſt them. The Fleet 
Sailed®to Brirany, where the Duke of Orleans and this Confederates were overthrown by the 
Sing, the Duke and John Gralla who Commanded the Spaniards were made Prifoners, as 


all be ſaid hereafter.

It was well Gartiſoned and furniſhed with all Neceſlaries for .15 Months. The Scituation 
did not allow any Engines to be brought up to the Wafls. About 1000 Horſe, and 2000 Foot 
fallied out of the City and did us ſome harm, our Men being intangled betwixt the Chan» 
nels of Water, but others coming to their Relief, the Enemy was repulſed with conſiderable 
loſs." Several other Skirmiſhes. happened, our Men deſtroying all the Orchards? about the 
Ciry. Ouf Men could not deal with the Enemy upon equal Terms, but they overpowred 
them in'number. Thus the Siege was prolohged, and King Ferdinand was dubious whether 
he had not beſt raiſe the Siege, eſpecially becauſe he loſt many of his Men by Sickneſs and 
other accidents. - The Marques of Cadiz then made a Duke, adviſed to raiſe the Siege 
However the. King refolved to continue it, and the more to Curb the Beſieged cauſed a 
Trench to be drawn quite round the Walls, with Nine Forts at convenient diſtances, all 
ſtrongly Guarded, to prevent-being furprized by the Enemy, Sallying. All the Army was 
conveniently Poſted about the Place, and the Duke of Cadiz with 4000 Horſe had charge 
of the Artillery. Thus no relief could enter the City, but they had plenty of Proviſions. 
In the Camp there was great ſcarcity of Bread and Money, and yet freſh Troops came 
in daily. About Ofober carhe the Dukes of Najara and Alva, in Mourning for their Fa- 
ther lately deceaſed. The Admiral alſo came, and the Marquis 4: Aforga,, Soon after 
arrived the Queen, with the Princeſs Elizaberb, the Cardinal of Toledo and other Prelates. 
The Queens coming, as I believe altered the reſolution of the Belieged, believing now the 
Siege was fixed. Hazen the. Governor having conſulted: his King, who was at Guadix, 
ho* he might have held out "much,longer, furrendred the City, when leaſt the Chriſtians 
expected it. On the 4th of Decemper the Capitulation was Signed, and the day 'following 
the 'King and Queen 'entred the*City in triumphant manner.” Fames de Mendoza, Licute- 
nant of Cagorla, and Brother.to the Cardinal of Spain was made Governor. This ſtruck 
ſuch a Terror into the Moore that many Towns furrendred, gave Hoſtages, and furniſh- 
ed Corn and all. other neceffaries. . Among theſe the chiefeſt *'were Taverna and Seron. 
What is more wonderful, the Cities Guadix: and Almeria, either of which might have en- 
dured-a long Siege, ſubmitted of their own accord. King Albohardil himfeif conſented to 
it, and came out of Almeria to meet King Ferdinand in the Camp, by whom he was, fplen- 
didly entertained. Beſides, Two ſtrong Caſtles upon the Sea Coaſt were taken, the one 
called Almunzcar, in* which the Treaſures of the Mooriſh Kings uſed to be kept. The other 
was Solobreza, where the Brothers: and Sons of the Kings ue to be kept in the nature Of 
Priſoners. Francis Ramirez, General of the Artillery, who had behaved himſelf bravely up- 
on ſeveral occaſions, was"appointed Governor of that Caſtle. After performing ſuch great 
Afions, 4, Review of the Army was taken on the laſt day af December preceding the Year 
c 1490.

The Mor. King Ferdinand let ſlip'no Opportunity of pulling down the tottering Kingdom of the 
;jþ King Adoors, Gutierre de Cardenas, Chief Cady of Leon, who did RE during this 
ſubmits. War, concluded the Treaty with the unfortunate Mvooriſþ King. By Virtue of this Capitula- 
tion, he had the Town of Fandaras on the Mountains of Granada, with all its Dependencies, 
amounting to the Yeanly Value of '1 0000 Ducats, allowed him for his Maintgnance. - A ſmall 
Recompence for a Kingdom, but good enough for him who began his Reign with the Murder 
of his Brother. The new conquered Moors were allowed to keep their Lands and Poſleflions, 
but not to live within Cities; left they ſhould have the Power of Fortifying themſelves, and 
Rebelling, for which cauſe they were all diſarmed. Theſe Conditions were proclaimed at 
Guadix, This done, the King and Queen went away to Ecja, and thence to Sewvil. - All

Neither was the Joy of Caſtile laſting, eho* the Princeſs from Conftanting 
ſet out for Portugal upon the 11th of November. A great number of Nobility bore her Coin 
pany, and ſhe was dciivered up on the Banks of the River Cays, which runs between Badafoz 
and Elvas. The Chict of the Portugueſes that came to receive her, was Duke Emanuel, who 
afterwards married that Princefs, and inherited the Crown. The King of Portugal and his 
Son came to Eſtremz, and, the more to honour the Bride, ſeated her between them, the 
King being on the lete hand.

Widow, returned to Caſtile in a Mourning Litter. Grief caſt the King of Portwgal into a lin. 
gring Diſeaſe, of which he died 4 years after. He founded the Royal Hoſpital at L»hon, and 
laid che firſt Stone of it, He left no Ifſue Male lawfully begotten ; only D. Geerge, whom he 
had by the Lady 4m de Mend:c2, and whom, tho' but a Child, he lett Maſter of Avs and 
Santiago in Portugal, Aﬀter his Death, a new Line of Kings began. Emanuel, Couſin German 
to the deccaſed King, and Son to Ferdinand Duke of Viſeo, inherited the Crown. Zobn III. 
was Son to this King, and Prince Fobn his Grandſon, who dying young, inhecited not the 
Crown : Therefore King Sebaſtian, Son to the Prince, ſucceeded. He being killed by the 
Moors in dfrick, left the Kingdom of Portugal, firſt ro Cardinal Hewy his Great Uncle, and 
after him to Phzlip IT. King of Cafite, who was alſo Nephew to the Cardinal, and Grandſon 
to King Emanuel, by his Mother. Elizabeth the Empreſs, Let us leave this, and retura to the 
War of Granada. 

King Ferdinand earneſtly deſired to put an end to che War with the Moors, which was ſo well 


advanced. Beſides the Strength of the City Granaday and that it was abundantly furniſhed The Moor- 
with all Neceflaries, another greater Difficulty perplexed the King, which was, That his Word i{þ King 
was engaged to King Boabdil, that neither he nor his ſhould be prejudiced by him. An Op- belizg<d 


porrunity offered it ſelf of ſubduing that City wichout breach of Faith. The Citizens, without od _ 


regarding the Danger that threatned them from abroad, beſieged their King in the Caſtle of ,j. 
Albaycin, and prefled him fo hard, that ſcarce any hope was left of ſaving himſelf, The fu. 
rious Multitude threatned, never to deſiſt till they had his Life. It was not reaſonable to for. 
ſake that unhappy Prince, when he begged Relief” At the ſame time the Soldan of Egype 
threatned, That it King Ferdinand did not give over perſecuting the Moors, he would put to 
Death all the Ghriſtians in Egypt and Syria. F. Antbony Millan, Guardian of the Franciſcan 
Convent at Feru/alewm, ſent by the Soldan wich this Metlage, by the way viſited the King of 
Naples, and coming thence into Spain, delivered his Embaily, bringing alſo a Letter from che 
King of Naples, who was po to be a greater Friend to the Mors, than became a Chri- 
ſtian Prince. He adviſed King Ferdinand, fince the Moors had dons. him no Wrong, not to 
oppreſs them only upon account of Religion, which might occaſion greater Harms. King Fer. 
dinand was no way diſcouraged at the Threats of the Soldan, nor approved of the King of 
Naples his Advice. Yet after the War was ended, he ſent Peter Martyr, His Ambaſlador, to 
the Soldan to appeaſe him. He alſo, before he enter'd upon the War again, ſent his Reaſons 
for {6 doing to the King of Naples, The Guardian, both in regard of his Character as Am- 
bafſador, and the Opinion of his Sanity, was nobly Treated, and diſmiſſed with rich Pre- 
ſents. King Ferdinand offered the Citizens of Granada, if they would ſubmit, they ſhould be 
treated in the ſame manner as the others that had done fo before. This moved both the Fa- 
Rions in that City to join, in order to. oppoſe the Common Enemy ; for the M-orib King was 
convinced, that King Ferdinand, tho' he pretended to be his Friend, would never deſiſt till he 
was Maſter of that City. The Affaquies and others, held in the Opinion of Sanctity, ceaſed 
not to adviſe, that either for obtaining Peace, or ſupporting the War, it was requiſite they 


ſhould be united. Thus the Moors were brought to agree among themſelves. King Ferdinand, The Plain 
leaving the Queen at Moclin, waſted all the Plain of Granada, deſtroying all the Corn, to the of Grana- 
great Grief of the Infidels, who feared leſt they ſhould be reduced by Famine.

The Command of the Frontiers was given to the Marqueſs de Y;/- 
lena, in Requital for a Brother he loſt in the War, and that his own right Arm was lame of a 
Wound he received reſcuing one of his Men, Scarce were the Chriſtians departed, when 
King Boabdil took the Caſtle Albendin, where we had a Garriſon, and razed it.

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Becauſe the Subje&s of Abobardil mutinied, and would not obey him, King Ferdinand, accord- 
ing to what had been Capitulated, permitted him to go over into Africk, with great Riches he 
gave him in lieu of what he left behind.

CHAP. IX. 


The War with the Moors now effeually renewed; The Deſcription of the City Granada ; 
King Ferdinand lays Siege to it, and builds a Town for his Army to Quarter in during the 
Siege, to ſhew his Reſolution not to depart without being Maſter of that City. 


Wat with 8 þ HE King and Queen ſpent the Winter at Sevil,and in the Spring renewed the War. The 


Queen {tayed behind at Alcala Real with her Children, to furniſh all things neceſlary, 


renewed. and ſoon aſter to follow and take part of the Honour and Danger of that Enterprize. All the 


Nobility came in Perſon, and the Cities ſent Troops upon their own coſt, with which and 
the other Forces King Ferdinand in tliree days appeared in ſight of Granada, upon Saturday the 


1491. 23d of April, 1491. He encamped at Guetar, a Village a —_ and a halt from Granada: 


Thence he ſent the Marqueſs de YVillena with 3900 Horſe to ſcour the neighbouring Moun- 
rains, promiſing to follow him with the whole Army to relieve him, in caſe the Mountain- 
Moors, who are bold and daring, ſhould fall upon him, or choſe of the Ciry offer to cur off 
his Retreat. Accordingly he advanced to Pad«l, and repulſed the Moors of the City, who 
thought to fall upon the Marqueſs's Rear. By this means the Marqueſs was left at liberty to 
execute his Orders, burnt 9 Villages of the Infidels, and returned to the King loaded with 
Plunder. This beginning was looked upon as a good Omen of future ſucceſs. They advan- 
ced together to ravage the remoter Parts of the Mountain, which they did fuccefsfully, plunder. 
ing and burning 15 other Villages. Beſides, they defeated a Body of Mooriſh Horſe and Foot, 
who had ſecured the Paſſes againſt our Army. The Booty was very conſiderable , that 
Country being very rich, begauſe untouched till that time, being naturally ſtrong and well 
guarded, as was requiſite, the City being ſupplied there with Proviſions. All this being pers 
tormed without any loſs or bloodſhed, the Army returned to its firſt Quarters ; there they 
fortified themſelves for the preſent. They muſtered 10000 Horke and 40000 Foot, the very 
Flower-of the Spaniſh Soldiery, being all Men of tried Valour, and expert Soldiers. In the 
City was alſo a great number of Horſe and Foot, and all of them good Soldiers, being the 
Remains of all the late Wars. The multitude of Citizens was not of any moment, they 
being a fore of People always laviſh of their Tongues , but Cowards when they came to

wa:ks, ſeemed impregnable. On the Welt-ſide of it is a Jarge Plain, about x15 Leagues in 
compaſs, pleaſant and fruitful as well of its own Nature, as by reaſon of the Blood that had 
been there ſhed for many Years, which made it fat : Beſides, that 36 Springs running down 
from the Mountains do render it more beautiful and rich than can eafily be imagined. On 
the Eaſt of ic is the Mountain Elvira, where formerly ſtood the City Iibers, as appears by the 
Name Elvira, The ſnowy Mountain called Sierra Nevads lies on the Soutl:-ſide 4; it, and runs 
down as far as thg Mediterranean Sea: The fides of it are not ſteep or craggy, and are there- 
fore cultivated and well peopled. The City it felf is ated partly upon the Plain, and partly 
upon two Hills ; betrwixt them runs the River Darro, which as Gon as out of the City, mixes 
with, and loſes its Namein the River Xenil, that runs quite a-crofs the Plain in length. The 
Walls are very ſtrong, there being upon them +030 Towers art diſtances, very beautiful for 
their Number and good Strufture. Formerly it had 7 Gates, now 12. It cannot well be en- 
cloſed all round, becauſe of its great extent, and the unevenneds of the Ground. Towards the 
Plain where the acces is eafieſt, it is fortified with Towers and Bulwarks: In that part ſtands 
the Cathedral, then a Mooriſh Moſque nothing curious., now beautiful. It is held in 
great Veneration by all the neighbouring Pecple, and famous not fo much for its Riches as 
the Number and Piety of Clergy belonging to it. Near this Church is the great Market- 
place called Bavarambla, 205 Foot in breadth, and three times as long. The Buildings 
about it ſtand in a ſtreight Line ; the Shops and Streets about ic beautiful. Of ewo Caltles 
that belong to the City, the chiefeſt lies berwixt che Eaſt and Weſt, encompaſſed with a Wgll 
of its own, and ſtanding above the other Buildings. Ir is called 4/hambra, that is Red, of t 
colour of che Earth about ic, and is fo big it looks like a City. In it is the Royal Palace and 
Monaſtery of S Francs, the burial place of the Marqueſs de 77igo de Mendoga, the firſt Go- 
vernour of it. King Mabomet Mir laid the Foundation of this Caſtle; ocher Kings conti- 
nued che Work, and it was finiſhed by King Foſeph Bulbagix, as appears by the Arabick In- 
ſcription over the Gate on a Marble Stone, lignitying the Work was finiſhed by that King, in 
the Year of the Mooriſh Account 747, which according to us is 1346. This fame King built 
the Caſtle of 4!b2izin, oppoſite to this Caſtle. The expence of this Work was fo great, that 
b:cauſe *rwas thought his Revenue could not bear it, the People gave out he had found the 
Pliiloſopher's Stone. * Betwixt theſe two Caſtles, that is, 4/bſpra and Albaizin, lies the City.

Bulcazin Muley, Governour of the City, came to the Camp to ca- 
The King appointed Gongalo Fernandez, de Cordova, afterwards called the Great Cap- 
tain, and his Ry Ferdinand de Zafra, to treat with him. ' After ſome days debating; at 
gth they concluded on the foll Articles, to which they ſwore on the 25th of Novew- 
ber : That the Moors within 60 Days deliver up to the King the two Caſtles, the Towers, and 
Gates ofthe City : That they do ge to King Ferdinand, ang cake the Oath of Allegi. 
ance to him : That they fer at liberty all Chriſtian Slaves without Ranſom: Thar cill theſe 
Articles be performed, chey deliver up 500 Sons of the Principal Inhabitants, as Hoſtages : 
That they be lefc polleſied of theic Lands, Arms, Horſes, only delivering up the Ar- 
rillery : Thar they keep their Moſques, and have the free Exerciſe of their Religion : That 
they be Governed according to their own Laws, and to this purpoſe Perſons of their own 
Nation ſhall be appointed, by whoſe Advice the King's Officers ſhall adminiſter Juſtice to 
themi: That part of the uſual Taxes be abated during the term. of three Years, and ſhall 
never after be greater than uſed to pay to their own Kings ; That ſuch as will go over 
into Africk may ſell their , and ſhall be furniſhed with Ships for their Paſſage in any 
Port ſhall chuſe: That Boabdil's Son, and the other Hoſtages delivered by. him, be ce- 
ſtored, ſince the City being furrendered, there is no more occaſion for Hoſtages. Accor- 
dingly they were brought from the Caſtle of Moclin to be delivered up.

King Ferdinand and _ Elizabeth being richly clothed, in the 

prime of their Age, and having conquered that Kingdom, ſeemed to appear*more Majeftick 

than before: They ſhined: above all others, and were equal as to themſelves. Every one 
CharaQer looked upon them as more than Human, and feat from Heaven for the Glory. of Spain. It 
EW was tliey that reſtored Juſtice, which betore them was cqrrupted, enaQting excellent Laws for 
Q. Ezs. 2 publick Benefit. "They ſettled Religion, reſtored Peace, and enlarged their Territories, 
5:th, - not only in Spain, but at the ſame time in the utmoſt Bounds of the World, . What is moſt 
to be commended, they beſtowed Honours and Prefergmgats, not according, to Birth, or for 

Favour, but proportionably to the Merits of every one, which. ſtirred up their Subjects to 

Virtue and Learning. Both the King and Queen were of-a middle Stature, their Limbs. well 
proportioned, their Countenances graceful, pleaſing and, yet -grave; their Mien majeſtick,

His Body was not + hr with Pleaſures, bur 
inured to Labour. His Diet was teryperate, and his Garb modeit. He was an excellent 
Horſeman. When young, he was addicted to.Cards and Dice, grown more ſtayed, his chief 
Sport was Hawking. The Queen had a good*Face, fait Hair, dark Eyes, ſhe ſed ho Paints 
or Waſhes, and had a ſingular Modeſty and Gravity in her' Looks. She was yery Devour, 
and a Lover of Learning, bore her Husband Aﬀetion, bur: mixed with Tealouſie. She hid 
ſome knowledge of the Latin "Tongue, which, her Husband wanted, having no Learning given 
him inhis Youth ; yet/he loved co read Hiſtory, and converſe wich Learned Men. "The fame 
Day that King Ferdipand was born, as ſome relate, a certain Carmelite Friar%of Naples, eſteeraed 
a Holy Man, faid t9 King Alonſo, Unkle to King Ferdinand, This Day in the Kingdom of Ara- 
: gon is born « Prince of. your Family ; Heaven promiſes bim « large Empire, great Riches Proſpe. 
I rity ; be ſhall be very Devout, of a virtuous Inclination, and a preat Defender of Chriſtianity. Amidſt 
| ſo many Virtues, conſidering human Frailty, there could not be wanting ſome Allay of Vice. 
Avarice, which is laid-to. his Charge, may be well excuſed with the lowneks of the Revenue. 
The Wickedneſs of thoſe Times was.the cauſe of the Severity and Rigour he is blamed for. 
Foreign Writers accuſe him of a wicked Craft » and that he valued not his Word where 
it was for his Advantage to break it. 1 will not diſpute how true this is. He contracted AF. 
—___ the Greateſt Princes in all Chriſtendom, 2s this Kings of England and Portugal, and 
the of Auſtria. Several other Princes were near of Kin to him, for he was Unkle to 
Anne Dutcheſs of Britany, 2s Brother to her Grandmother by the Mother's fide. He was 
Couſin German to Ferdinand King of Naptes,and great Unkle to Catherine Queen of Navarre, as 
brother to hor Grandmother. Thus particularly is laid to his Charge, That without any regard of 
Kindred,only thro? Ambition otenlarging his Dominions, hethruſt this Lady and her Husband 
out of their Ki and obliged them to retire to France Others excuſe him upon pretenoe 
of Religion, and the Pope's Command ; but that is a weak Defence. Great Ttoubles enſued 
hereupon. Henry 4 Albret, Son to that Queen, endeavoured to recover his Kingdom wich more 
Valour than good Fortune. He had by the Lady Margaret, Siſter to Francis King of France, one 
Daughter and Heireſs, called Foam, who married Ambony of Bourbon Duke of Vendeſme, and 
was Mother to that Henry who married Margaret the Silter of Three Kings of France, viz. 
Francis II. Charles and Henry ; who all dying without ITae; he inherited that Crown as next 
of the Make Line. Notwithſtanding, *the People of France pretended he could not inherit, 
becauſe he had embraced the then new-broached Hereſies that ſpread abroad in France. Burt 
let us leave this to put an end to the Aﬀair of Granads. King Ferdinand and Queen Eliz4- 
beth having taken rollalBon of that City by the ſpecial Providence of God, the Mor: remain- 
ing in that part ot Spain, were for ever aſter brought under the Dominion and Government 
of the Chriſtians. This ſolemn Entry was upon Friday the 6th of Famery, 1492. and accor- 1492. 
ding to the Arabian Account the Year 897 of the Hegirs, on the 8th of the Month which they 
call Robib Hearaba: Which Day, as it is a Feaſt of great Solemnity throughout the Chriſtian 
World, as being the Epiphany of our Lord, fo was it particutarly Joytul and Fortunate to 
all Spain, and no lefs unhappy to the Moors : For by their Extirpation, the Honour of Spain 
was reſtored, and a great Province added to the Chriſtian Dominions. All other Provinces 
of Chriſtendom were made Partakers of this Joy, and ' rp Pope Imcent had a la 
account given him of the' ReduRion of all Spain to' its former Obedience to the Church. In 
all Parts there were Bonfires and Sports celebrated in token of Joy, and Men, Women, and 
Children went in Proceflion to the Churches, to give Thanks to Almighty God for ſo ſignal 
a Mercy. Rome was rejoycing for the Peace concluded betwixt = Pope and King of 
Naples, when John de Eſtrada, King Fedinand's Ambaſſador, —__ this happy News. In 
token of their great Satisfation, tle Pope, Cardinals, and People of Rome went in Proceſſion 
to the Spaniſh Church of Santiago ; there the Divine Office was performed with great Solem- 
nity, and a Sermon ſuitable to rhe Occaſion preached; in which the Preacher highly extolled 
the King and Queen, and magni Valour of, and Victories obtained by the Spaniſh Na- 
tion

The Aﬀairs in Britatiy ; The Jews expelled Spain ; Pope Inhocent VIII. dies, Alexan- 
der VI. fucceeds him ; Navarre pacified, 


Fter putting ſo. Honourable an end to the War of Granadz, and totally fubverting the 
Kingdom of the Moores in Spain, King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth bent their 
thoughts upon greater and more glorious Undertakings. Leſt the great number 
they had of brave and expert Soldiers ſhould be debauched with Luxury and Eaſe, 

ſince nothing remained to Conquer at- home, they ſent them ta fubdue Kingdoms abroad. 
Thus the Dominion and Name of the Spaniards, till then confined within the bounds of-their 
own Country, was not only ſpread abroad through France, Taly, atid Barbary, but extended 
to the utmoſt bounds of the Earth, I am fenfible the Work that lies before me is too great 
for my weak Capacity, and might ſtartle the greateſt Wits. For this Reaſon in the Preface 
to my Latin Hiſtory, I ſaid I would conclude with the War of Granads, but feveral Learned 
People have. perſwaded me, this Work would be imperie& ending there, that the ARions 
ſince performed are fo glorious they will be an Ornament to all the reſt, and chat every one 
is more delighed with Modern Hiſtory, than with that which its Antiquity makes dubious. 
I have therefore reſolved to continue this Hiſtory ſome years longer, in which the Spaniards 
performed the moſt glorious ACtions that were ever done, not only by them, but by any 
People in the whole World. Before we enter upon thoſe mighty Exploits, it will not be amils 
to. put the Reader in mind of ſome things we have hinted before. Frazcus Dukerof Britany 
Married Margaret Daughter to Elenor Queen of Navarre, and Niece to King Ferdinand, They 
had no Iflue Male, but only two Daughters, Ann and Elizaberhb. Many Princes were ambi- 
tious to Marry thoſe Ladies, and eſpecially the Eldeſt. Among the reſt Charles VIIL King of 
France was he that ſtood faireſt, gormeaggnr =, br was before Contracted to Aargarer Daugh. 
ter to Maximilian King of the Romans, who being now a. Widdower Treated of Marrying 
che ſame Lady Am. The King of France fought to gain by force what he feared not to com- 
paſs by fair means, and therefore-upon pretence that the Duke of 'Orleans was protected againſt 
him in Brirany, he made War upon that Country. The Duke applied himſelf for Succour to 
the Engli 4 55 and Spamards, To this purpoſe, as has been ſaid, Alan dAlbrer, Fa- 
ther to the Bang of Nevarre, Poping to Marry the Lady Ann, came to King Ferdinand, then 
at Valencia, prevailed with him to fend a Fleet and Land Forces under the Command of 
oo Grala imo: Britany.” Theſe Forces and the Dukes were defeated by the French in the 

onth of Auguſt 1488. Aﬀter this the King of France and Duke of. Britany were reconciled, 
the 'Duke promiſing not to Marry his Daughters without that King's Conſent, which he per- 
formed, for he died the following year, leaving them both Maids. He appointed the Ma- 
reſchal of Britemy Tutor to yay gh and Governour of the Province, who favoured the 
Pretentions of Monſieur 4'Albert, but the Ear] of Dunoz and the Chancellor oppoſed, and 


the Prince of Orange, who was her near Kinſman, ſeized upon the Dutcheſs and her Siſter, 


The Mareſchal obtained Succours out of England. The Prince of Orange had recourſe to the 
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Kings of the Romans and of Spain, King Ferdinand ſent 1000 choice Horſe under the Com- 
mand of D. Peter Gomez, Sarmiento Earl of Salinas, who landed in Zritany at the beginning of 
the year 1490, This Succour did nothing there, and 4* Albrer defpairing of ſucceſs, upon pro- 
miſe of being made Conſtable of France, reſolved to change Parties, and accordingly delivered 
up Nantes, the chief City of that Dukedom, to the French. King Ferdinand ſeeing his Forces 
were of no uſe in Briteny, and upon hopes given him of being reſtored to RuſſiZon and Cer- 
daigne, called them home. Lus Xl. King of France, had ordered that Reſtiturion to be made 
in his Will, being perſwaded fo to do by F. Francs de Panla, Founder of the Minims, whom 
he ſent for out of 1raly before his death. The Spaniards being gone, the King of France ſoon 
poſſeſſed himſelf of the greateſt part of Bricany, and preſently atter Mar;ied 4 the Dutcheks. 
This Marriage fo increafed the Power, and confirmed the Aﬀairs of France, that all Diviſions 
being at an end, the French had leafure to invade Iraly. In Spin King Ferdinand and Queen 
Eliz.abeth having ended the War with the Moors, refoived to banith the Fews out of all their 
Dominions. - To this purpoſe they ordered a Prociamation to be fer forth at Granada, where 


they then were in the Month of March 1492; commanding all that Nation to depart the King-

dom within four months, leave being given"them either to ſel] their Goods, or carry them 
with them. In the month of April, F. Thomas de Torquemads, the firſt Inquiſitor General, pub- 
liſhed an Order, forbidding all Chriſtians after that time to Entertain or Conceal them under 
ſevere Penafties. This cauſed an infinire number of chaſe People to tranſport themſelves to 
ſeveral places. Some went over to 4frick, others to Italy, and many to the Eaſtern Coun« 
treys, where their Deſcendents till uſe the Spaniſh Tongue. A great tiumber of them ſtayed 
in Portzgal upon Leave granted by King Fobn IL. yer fo that each of them ſhould pay Eighe 
Crowns in Gold for. their Reception, and depart the Kingdom; within a certain time lirzited. 
After the exptration whereof all ſuch as ſtayed ſhould be made Slaves. Many of them were 
accordingly brought into Servitude, and afterwards ſet free by King Emanuel at the beginning 
of his Reign. What number of Fews went out of Spain cannot be poſitively affirmed. Moit 
Authors foy there were 170coo Families, and ſome fay they made up 800090 Souls. A 
vaſt Multitude, which cauſed many to condemn this Aion of the King's as a great lols rothis 
Kingdoms, theſe being a Rich and Induſtrious People. No doubt bur it was a great advan- 
tage to thoſe Countreys whither they went, becaule they carried with them great part of the 
Riches of Spain. True it is, many of them rather than leave their Country, and (uſtainſuch 
great loſs, were Baptized, ſome firicerely, others only for Protection.-

cules Duke of Ferrara. During the Papacy of Alexander ardinals Caps were given to 
Spaniards. Navarre was now 1n an uproar for two Reaſons: One was, that Fobn Viſcount 
Narbonne, Unckle to the Queen of Navarre, pretended he had a better Right to the Crown 
than ſhe, becauſe his Eldeſt Brother Gaſton died before his Mother Queen Elenor, and there: 
fore he ſaid he was to take place of the Grandchildren. On the other ſide the Earl of Lerin 
diſturbed the Country, being poſſeſſed of Pamplona, Olite, and ſeveral other Places. Each 
Party had recourſe to King Ferdinand to juſtifie their Proceedings, as to one who was fo nearly 
concerned, and might be fo great a ſupporr to them. As to the Viſcount, "King Ferdinand ah- 
fwered, he would ſtand by the King and Queen of Navarre, their Right being" undiſpurable. 
He therefore took ſeveral Places in the County of Faux by force of Arms, and at the ſame 
time pleaded his Title in the Parliament of Paris, yet at length he compounded, and gave 
over his Pretentions for a while. For the Ear! of Lerin, it was ordained, that he ſhould de- 
liver up thoſe Places he was unjuſtly poſſeſſed of, and be baniſhed Navarre ducing his Lite, 
nar with his two Sons Luis and Ferdmand, To mollifie thele hard Conditions, the Town 
of Hueſcar in the Kingdom of Granada was given him with the Title of a Marqueſs. This 
was concluded the following year, and put in execution 3 years aſter. Let us turn back to 
what we have left behind. 
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CHAP. Il. 


Diſcoveries and Conqueſts of the Spaniards in the Weſt-Indies ; Controverſies ariſe be» 
twixt the Crowns of Spain and Portugal concerning their Diſcoveries ; Rouſſillon and 
Cerdagne reſtored to King Ferdinand. 


T HE moſt Honourable and Advantageous Enterprize that Spain ever undertook was the Diſcove. 


Diſcovery of the We/#-Indies, properly called The New World, which hapned in this man- 
ner. A Ship being drove by a violent Storm from the Coaſt of Africk, was caſt upon an un- 


known Land. Aker the Storm had ceaſed, the Maſter, with only 3 or 4 Mariners, the reſt y- p.;,. 
being conſumed by Famine, returned to the HMand Madera. Chriſtopher Columbus, a Genoeſe, ties. 


but Married in Por:uga/, was then in that Mſhd, and was an able Seaman, and daring Man. 
He entertained the Viaſter of that Ship in his Houſe, who died ſoon after, and left Columbus 
his Jourral of that Voyage. Octhers fay, he was informed by one Mareas Pola a Florentine, 
aud 
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others, that he found out by his Skill in Aſtrology, chat there were vaſt Countreys ty- 
_—_ = Weſt undiſcovered. Theſe his thaughes he communicared firſt co the King ot Ze. 
tupal, then to Henry VII. of England, and being flighted by them bogh, came to the Coure 
of King Ferdinand : There he waited 7 years, and at laſt after che ſubduing of the Kifigdom 
of Granada, obtained of the King 3 Ships to attempr ets Diſcovery. 1: is wonderful chat fg 
great an Undertaking was begun only with 17000 Duccats, which the King was forced to 
borrow, his Revenue was fo far exhauſted. Columbw fer fail on the ,3d.of Augu/? from Palos 
de Moguer, and having touched at the Canaries, after ſeveral days ſai and many. difficulcies, 
he diſcovered certain Iſlands which be called The Princes jends. He ſpent ſome days chere, 
and leaving ſome of his Company in a Fort he built, under the Command of Fames de Ara- 
»a, returned to Spain with the News of what he had diſcovered, and ſome Pfoofs of the 
Ricties of the Country. The following year he continued to diſcover many other Iſlands, 
the.chiefeſt whereof were” Hiſpaniola and Cuba. Beſides he Coaſted a great part of the Con. 
tinent, as well towards the Southern as Northern Pole. Columba died in the year of Grace 
1500, a Man worthy of Immortal Praiſe. He was made Admiral of the Indies: and Duke of 
Veraguas, Rewards due"to his great Merit. Several others continued theſe Diſcoveries, as 
well during his Life as after his Death. Among theſe Americas Veſpuſins, a Florentine, by or- 
der of Emanuel King of Portugal, in the year 1500 diſcovered all, Braſ#, which is a greac 
part of that Continent. After much of the Northern Coaſt had been diſcovered by ſeveral 
Perſons, Vaſco Nunez de Balboa, born at Badajoz, was the firſt that adventured to paſs that 
narrow Neck of Land that -lies between Nombre de Dies and Panama, and fo came to the 
South Sea in the year 1513- Theſe Diſcoveries of Columbus and Americus Veſpuſine tailed a 
Controverſie 'betwixt the Crowns of Caſtile and Portugal, the latter pretending all the Diſco-. 
very of the New World appertained to him by Grants of ſeveral , and particufarly of 
Eugtiizs IV. On the other ſide the King of Cafile pleaded a Bull of: Pope 4/exand:r VI. in 
the year 1493, Which affigned to him all the Lands to the Weltward-of an imaginary Line 
drawn 100 Leagues beyond the Iſlands of Cabo Verde. This Grant was afterward: altered by 
another, which ordained the faid Line to be drawn 370 Leagues farther towards the Weſt, to 
the end that Brafd might fall within the Portugues Limits, Hrerome Ozorio, Bilkop of Sifves, 
in the Life of King Emaxeel, affirms the faid Line was appointed-co be drawn 36 Degrees 
Weſt of the Meridian of LZichoz, Upon this Determination was grounded another Diſpute, 
the Caſtilliens pretending that the * Aolnceo Iſlands, whence the Spice is brought, fell within 
their Limits, s-being within that half of the World afligned them. All this the Portugueſes 
deny, and each Party bring _ to make good their Aſſertions. Certain it is, thac 
Ferdinand Magallanes, a P , being diſguſted becauſe his King did not Reward his Ser- 
vices done in Indis, __ Charles V. Grandſon to King Ferdinand, that a 
new way might be found to the ; nds by the South Weſt. He had 5 Ships given him 
for this rize, and failed Sevil in the year 1519. Having touched at the Canaries, 
he Coaſted all along Br/#, and' a Streight in 53 Degrees of South Latitude, which of 
him is called the Stre:zght of ' Magellan:” At the entrance of that Streight one of the Ships ſtruck 
upcn a Rock and was loſt; another weary of that long Voyage ſtole away by nighs, and re- 
turned to Sevil. - With the reſt he paſſed the Streight, and was himlelf with ſome of his 
Companions killed in an Tfland called Zubx. Thoſe thac were left being too few to Man all 
the Ships, burne one, and with the other two came to the Moluco Iſlands. They loaded in 
the Iſland of 73dore, but one of them being _y leaky was loſt. 'The other coming round 
by the Cape of Good Hope, at laſt arrived at Sevi!, 3 years after his departure. The Ship was 
called the YVi#ory, the Maſter Fobn Sebaſtian Cano, a Biſcainer, whoſe Name ought never to be 
forgocten as being the firſt that ſailed round the World. Many afterwards attempted that ſame 
Voyage, but the Profit not anſwering the Trouble it was laid aſide, as alſo becauſe King Fcbn 
of Portugal lent the ns Charles V. 350020 Duccats, upon Condition he and his Heirs 
ſhould deſiſt from that Undertaking, till the Money were repayed. On the Right Hand of 
that Neck of Land, which we have faid lies between the North and South Seas, is the King- 
dom of New Spain, and the City Mexico, its Metropolis, ſeated in the mid{t of a Lake. 
Over this and many other large Provinces and Kingdoms Reigned the mighty Emperor 
Montezuma, whom Ferdinand Cortes in the year 1520, with ended Reſolution, apprehend- 
ed, and made Priſoner in his own Palace. He being killed accidentally. by a Stone caſt at a 
Window where he was looking out to appeaſe his People, Cortes brought thoſe vaſt Provinces 
under the ſubjeRtion of Charles the gr, gewned bimfelf Ecernal Honour, and left to his 
ate in the Kingdom of Mexico. On the Letr 
Hand of that Neck of Land Francis Pizarro, in the year 1525, diſcovered the Kingdom of 
Pers, and 6 years aſter Conquered it, taking and putting to death Arabalipa Lord of that 
Country, This is the richeſt Countrey for Mines of Gold and Silver hitherto diſcovered, 
infomuch that all the Utenſils of thoſe People, even to their Pots and Kettles, were of theſe 
precious Metals. Pizarro ſhared not the vaſt Booty he got there fairly with 7ames de Alm 
o, his principal Companion in that Conqueſt, and the reſt of his Men, and yet the meanelt 
(dier's part came to gooo Duccats, which wh the richeſt Plunder ever taken till that time. 
His Force was about-300 Men, who in Battle overthrew above 100000 Indians, Riches and 
P:enty produced- Pride and Infolence, for Ferdinand, Brother to Frapcis Pizarro, underitand- 
ing 
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ing that Almagro openly complained of the Wrong done him and medicated Revenge, he 
murdered him. A Baſtard Son of Almagro, whom he had Ly an Idizn, and whoſe Name 
was Fames aſſaulted che Houſe of. Francis Pizarro in the City of Lime, and killed him in 
revenge of his Father. This was a bold Attempt, and to puniſh ic the Governour Chriſto 
pher Vaca de Caſtro, joined with Gongalo Pizarro, another Brother of the ſaid Franci;, and with 
their Forces overthrew and killed the faid Fames. This ViRory and his great Riches fo puffed 
up Gengalo Pizarro, that he attempted to make himſelf abſolute Lord of that Country. Blaſco 
Nunez, Vela was ſent-by the Emperor from Spain to be Viceroy of Peru, him the Rebellious 
Spaniards 'took Prifoner;”and. put to Death. Afterwards the Licentiate Perer de Gaſca, tho a 
Prieſt, ac” one © of the General Council of the Inquiſition, put an end to all thoſe Tumults 
rather by" Policy than Force. He = to death Gongalo Pizarro, and the other Heads of the 
Rebellion. | This done he returned into Spar, where he was firſt Biſhop of Palencia, then of 
Sipuenga till the end of his Life, which was very long, Ferdinand Pizarro, the only Surviver 
© the Three Brothers, was long a Prifoner-in Spain, for before che Rebelion of his Brother 
he came to anſwer for the Mutder of Almagro, which was the cauſe of all thoſe Broils ; Thus 
God puniſhed the Murder of the Emperor Atabalips, not luffering one of his Enemies to 
eſcape ſcotfree; and the ill acquired Riches periſhed with their Owners. The Cuſtoms of. all 
theſs 1 People were ſtrange, and all other things extraordinary. Their Fiſh, Beaſts, Trees and 
Herbs all different from ours. "They had no uſe of Letters, no Money, no Weights, nor did 
they build afy Ships, only Boats of one Tree hollowed like Trays, which they call Canoes. 
For Cloathing they had neither Linnen, Woollen, nor Silk, but only Cottop, whereof there 
is abundance. There wasno Iron, and conſequently none of the Weapons and other Necef- 
Fries made thereof. Corn like ours they have none, bur a Grain they call-Maiz, nor Oil, nor 
Witie made of Grapesy/ but -they wanted nor other Liquors to make them Drunk, to which 
they are much addicted. © They know not how to make Candles of Wax or Tallow, . There 
were no Beaſts of 'Burden; nor to Ride, nor Carts, or Litters. Prifoners taken in War, 
and Slaves, were ſacrificed in ſuch vaſt numbers, that it is held for a cerraintruth above 2000 
periſhed in this manner every year in only the City Mexico, whoſe Fleth they eat without any 
loathing. Tt” was Cuſtomary to have many Wives, and Sodomy was permitted, fo brutiſh was 
their Government. Thieir Garb was ſtrange, and many went quite naked. Afterwards Chile 
upon the 'Sonth Sea was diſcovered, where were found Warlike Idians, and difficult to be 
ſubdued; and on our ide _—_ Brafil and the River 4: !2 Plats lies Paragnay and Tucuman, 
extending to the Streights 0 Magellan, "The Philippine Wands were found at another time, 
and took their Name from P4ilip I. King of Spaim. The Lieutenant Michael Lopez, de Le- 
gaſpi, conquered the chief of them called Luzon, and its Ciry Manila, on the 18th of Ma 
1572. Laftly, in the year 1598, a good Body of Men under the Command of D. Fob 
Oftate, ſet out from Mexico, to the Cenquelt of New Mexico. "This Country lies in about 30 
deg. of N. Lat. The Soil is* fruitful, the People more: poliſhed than the other Indians, their 
Houſes 3 or 4, and fome 7 Stories high. It was known by hearſay ever ſince the time of 
Cortes, and. often attempted to be conquered, bur never before with ſuch a Power. The 
Succeſs was not anſwerable to fo great Preparations. . This may fuffice as to the Weſt-Indies.

Aragon, to be nearer to their Commiſſioners who managed that Treaty. At Zaragega they 
ſorted the Government of that City, and went thence to Barcelona in October. There, as the 
King came out from giving: Audience, according to Cuſtom, one Joby Canamares, a Catalc. 
nian, Came up with his naked Sword to kill him, and gave him a Wound under his Ear. This 
Fellow being apprehended, it appeared he was Mad, and had undertaken that Action, be. 
cauſe he Dreamed that if he killed the King he ſhould ſucceed him. However, he was torn 
with Pinchers and theri burnt. The League betwixt Spain and France, after much alterca- 
tion, was laſtly concluded at Narbomne on the 18th of Fanuary 1493, all Princes, except the 
Pope, being excluded. It was agreed thar the King of Spain ſhould not Marry his Daughters 
witholt the conſent of the King of France, and that on this account Ruſſillon and Cerdaigne 
ſhoald be reſtored. However ſome months paſled before the execution. Next, to pacifie 
Maximilian King of the Romans, the King of France reſtored to him his Daughter, and the 
Faridom of Artos her Dower, and gave him Security for the Reſtitucion of the Earldom of 
Burgundy, andthe reſt of the Durchy wrongfully detained from him. Ar the fame time died 
the Emperor Frederick, and his Son Maximilian facceeded him, King Ferdinand continued 
Hill in Aragon and Catalomia, till ſuch time, as according to Contraft, Ruſſulon and Cerdaigne 
were delivered to him in September, the French Garrifon marching out. All Hiſtorians, and 
eſpecially the French, blame that King for parting wich thoſe Dominions he had in poſleflion, 
upon' an . uncertain hope.

Kingof France to Invade that Kingdom; which he 
ſaid of right appertaied ro him, Many Men of Note of his own Subjects encouraged the 
King to undertake chis Enterprize, as allo fome Barons of Naples Baniſhed by King Ferdinand 
Philip de Comines lays thoſe Noblemen were well received at firſt, yet ſuch was their enter . 
tainment, that necefliry drove them to have recourſe to King Ferdinand, who had a better- 
Title to that Crown, than the Poſleſſors, who were of the Baſtard Lins. Yet the King 
perceiving thoſe Lords only ſought their own ends; and would conſequently follow him that 
came fir{t, thought not fit to engage in that War, and only endeavoured to diſſwade the 
French from it. By zhis time they were fo far ingagaged, there was no going back Both 
Parties fought to ſtrengthen themſelves with Alliances. The French and Milaneſes joyned in 
League with all the States of Italy, except the Florentiner, who at firſt favoured che Aragonians, 
and the Yenetians who choſe rather to ſtand neuter, than favour either fidz. Pope Alex. 
ander, tho? at firlt he appeared averſe from the Kings of Naples, at laſt upon promiſe that 
his Sons ſhould have poſfeſſtons given them in that Kingdom, and that a yearly Penfion 
ſhould be paid to him, he reſolved to ſtand by choſe who had obliged him. The King 
of Naples ceaſed not to provide for the War, and make all the Friends he could. Parti- 
cularly, he ſent an Ambaſſador into Spain, to preſs the King to make War upon France. He 
urged their near Kindred, as being Coulin-germans, and Brothers in- Law, and put King 
Ferdinand in mind of the danger or Sicily, in Caſe the French became Maſters of Naples. 
All this moved not King * Ferdinand to break with France, only he ſent Garcilaſſo de laVegs 
to the Pope, to confirm him in his refoluciori of protefting the King of Naples; and D. 
Alonſo de Silva, brother to the Earl of Cifuentes, was ſent to France to diſſwade that King 
from the Enterprize he had in hand, and in caſe he would not deſiſt, declare to him that 
King" Ferdinand could not forſake his kinſman and Ally. This hapned at the beginning of

and Granada, conditionally that the profit thereof ſhould be ſp:nct in the War with the 

Moors, At Tordeſillas on the 7th of Fune, was agreed the Diſrence berwixe Caſtile and 

Portugal, touching their Diſcoveries in the Indies. The Conqueſts of Caſtile were to begin 

35 Degrees Weft from the Meridian of Lisbon, all thence Eaſtward as far as half the Cir- 

cumference of the Globe to appertain to the P#:ugueſes, The matter alſo of the Conqueſtsin 

Africk was adjuſted, fo that all within the Kingdom of F'z ſhould belong to Portugal, the 

Kingdom of Tremecen to Caſtile, bur no Line was fixed to diſtinguiſh their Limits, which 

aſterwards cauſed new diſputes.

The French Invade the Kinsdom of Naples; 4n account of Luis Sforcia Duke of Milan 
The French King at Rome; Alonſo King of Naples Abaicates ; The French Poſſeſs 
themſelves of the Kingdom of Naples. | 
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HE King of France being reſolved to Invade I:aly in Perſon, gathered a'l his Forces; g ,,. 1. 


T the Randezvouz of his Army was at Lyons. Thicher came from Ofia, whicher he fled vade v4 
for fear of the Pope, the Cardinal of St. Peter to forward that undertaking, On the other p41. 


ſide D. Alonſo de Silva according to his Inſtruftions in his King's behalf, proteſted againſt 
thoſe proceedings. Nevertheleſs, the King of France commicring the Government of his 
Kingdom to Peter Duke of Bourbon his Brother-in-Law, (et out from that City upon Tuesday 
the 22th of Fuly, with him went moſt of the Nobility of France. His Army conſiſted ot. about 
20009 Foot, and 5009 Horſe. © To pay theſe Forces, he borrowed Maney ot che Nobilicy, 
beſides 150000 Florms taken up of a Geneeſe Banker, a ſmall Sum for fo great an under- 
taking. King Alonſo ſent a great Fleet under the Command of his Brother Frederick, to In- 
feſt the State of Genoa, By Land he ſent his Son the Duke of Ca/u»iato Invade the Terri- 
tories of Milan, All things fell out unfortunately, for Frederick did nothing wprth naming, 
and the Duke of Calabria was ſtopped by the Forces of France and 14:41», trom paſling ouc 
of Romaniz, The King of France palled the Alpes, and on the gth of September Came to 
Aſte, the Bounds of the Dukedom of 44ilan, and then pollefled by the Duke of Oc 
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Luis Sfor- 
cia Duke 
of Milan.

who was in that Expedition, and pretended a Right to the whole Dukedom. D. Alonſo 
the Spariſh Ambaſlador, was very little looked upon at Court, *infomuch that he was or- 
dered to be dilmiiled, but he winked at all, being a Perſon of great Prudence and Sagacity, 
At the City 4ſte they flighted him' ſo far, as to aflign him no Quarters, whereupon he was 
forced to go away to Genoa. There he began to treat with Luis Sforcia, who repented of what 
he had done, about joining in League wth the Catholick King, giving him a hint that 
one of the Princetles ſhould be Married to his Eldeſt Son, for they could.not Marry with 
any other Prince. by reaſon of the agreement made with France, This took fo much with 
Luis Sforcia, that he reſolved to change Parties, tho' at the ſame time he repaired to 4, 
to receive the French King, and gave him a Sum of Money to pay his Army. The King 
leaving the Duke of Orleans who deſigned to lay hold of that oportunity to poſſeſs himſelf of 
the State of Milan, at 4ſfte Marched with his Army to Pavia, where he vilicted the Duke 
Fohbn Galeazzo, who was then at the point of death, and was his Gouſin-german, both their 
Mothers being Siſters, and Daughters to the Duke of Savoy, The Duke died on the 21th 
of October, and it appeared plainly he had been poiſoned, which increaſed the Hatred con- 
ceived towards his Unckle. The ſame day the King of France entred Plaſencia, and with 
him Lewis Sforcia, who underſtanding the death of his Nephewg immediatly returned to 
Milan, and there publickly took upon him the Title of Duke,” notwithſtanding his Ne- 
phew left a Son five Years of Age, as alſo two Daughters and his Wife big with Child. 
So far did his Ambition blind him, that the ſame day he wrote to King Alonſo, giving an 
account of his Nephews death, and telling him the Nobility and People of Milan had obliged 
him. to take the Title of Duke, and that he believed this would be no way displeatng 
to hifn, knowing how well affefted he was towards him and his Kingdom. From Plaſencis 
the King entred into Tuſcany. Ambaſſadors came to him from all parts, and particulaly 
from the Yenetians, offering their Friendſhip. The Pope ſent the Cardinal of Siena his Le- 
gate, who came as far as Piſa, but the King would not ſee*' him. The Florentines ſent Peter 
de Medicis on'the ſame account. He contrary to his Commiſlion and Inſtructions was agree- 
ing to deliver up to the French Saracana, Saracanella, and Piedraſanta, ſtrong Holds belonging 
to the REpublick on Mount Apennine, as alſo the Caſtles of Peſa and Leghorn, and ſome 0- 
ther things to this purpoſe. Hereat the People were fo inraged, that they Baniſhed him 
and his Brothers, the Cardinal de Medics and Julian, plundered their Houſes, and confiſca- 
ted all their Eſtates, which were very great. Being come to Piſa, the King reſtored that 
City to its Liberty, delivering it from the ſubjeRtion it was under to the Horentines, He 
entred Florence the ſame day that Picus Miraudula died there at the Age of 34 Years, a Man 
of ſuch an excellent Wit, that he was called the Phenix. He agreed with the Florentines to 
@eſtore their Forts after the War was ended, that they for his fake ſhould pardon Peter de 
Medicis and his Brothers, and pay 120000 Florins towards the Charge of the War. Rome 
was in an uproar becauſe the Cardinals could not agree, and the Nobility was divided, 
for Proſper and Fabricius Coloma favoured the French, and Virginizs Urſinus the Neapolitans. 
The Colonneſes with Cardinal 4ſcanizs Sforcia had ſeized the City Ofis, by which means Rome 
ſuffered great want, no Proviſions coming to it by Sea, It was genarally believed the Pope 
would agree with the King of France, or elft depart Rome. Hereupon the People began to 
mutiny, and the Pope was obliged to fatisfie the Cardinals and Roman Gentry, aſſuring them 
he would ftand by the juſter Cauſe, and if che King of France attempted to enter Rome 
with his Army, he would make head againſt him, and hazard his own Life in the Quarrel. 
Ail he could 'fay, was of little force to encourage the People, who were terrified with the 
News daily breught of the approach of the French, and their ſecuring the Towns belonging 
to the Church. The Pope himſelf perceiving that neither "his own, nor the Forces of 
Naples, with a good part whereof the Duke of Calabria then lay at Burgos were ſufficient 
to withſtand the Power of the Enemy, retired himſelf to the Caſtle of Santangelo, ind 
ſent Word to the Duke to retire, leſt ſome misfortune ſhould happen to hini. In fine, 
the King with his whale Army entred Rome upon the laſt day of December, preceding the 
Year 1495, all the People, and ſome of the Cardinals making great expreſſions of toy. 
He Lodged himſelf in the Pallace of S. Mark, At this time died the Cardinal of Spain, at 
Guadalajara, upon the 11th day of Fanary, aged 67 Years and 3 Months. He was a 
noble Perſon, excellently qualified, and had a great hand in the Government all his Liſe- 
time. He Founded a College at Yalzdolid, and ordered in his Will an Hoſpital to be 
Built at Tokdo, to which he left all he was Worth. The See of Toledo vacant by his 
death, the King would have given to his Son Alonſo Archbiſhop of Zaragoca, but the 
Queen would not conſent. She offered it tq D. Peter de Oropeſs one of her Council, but 
he would not accept of it, therefore it was given to F. Francis Ximenes de Ciſntros a Friar 
Minor, of known Piety and Virtue, but of mean extraction. When promoted to the 
Archbiſhoprick, he was the Queen's Canfeſſor, ſome Years after he was made Cardinal. 
Art Rome, the Pope and King of France agreed that the Cardinal of Yalencia ſhould go with 
the King as Legate, that the Great 7urk's Brother ſhould be delivered to him, and that che 
Caſtles of Civita Veecbia, Terracina, and Spoleto ſhould be in his Power during the War. 
Hereupon the King obliged himſelf to cauſe the City Oftia to be reſtored to the Pope after 
the 
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the War, and to do Home himſelf co the Pope, as he did a few days after in the Palace of 
S. Peter, This done, the King fet out from Rome on the 28th of Fanuary, taking his way to." 
wards Naples ; whence advice was brought, that the City Aquila and many other Places had 
voluntarily ſubmitted to him; King Ferdinand of Spain underſtanding what was done, and 
of the Aﬀeont offered to the Pope, refolved to declare. To this purpoſe he ſent Antony 
de Fonſeca, and Fohn d*:Albion to require the King of France to forbear making War on the 
Lands of the Church, ſince he well knew the Pope and all that petonged to him, ought to be 
exempted by the late Treaty. Ac the ſame time he ſent the Earl of Trivento to Command the 
Fleet that was fitting at "Alicant, and Gongalo Fernandez, de Cordova, with 590 Horſe by Land. 
The Atabaſſadors came to Rome the fame Day the King ſet out from thence, and imme- 
diately following, gave him their Credentials in the Fiald, as he was on Horſeback, requiring 
him not to proceed further, without making Satisfaction to the Church. The King was ſur- 
prized,” and {aid he would anſwer at Yelitre : There they, delivered their Embaſlie more at 
large, complaining of the Wrongs and Aﬀeonts offered to the Pope, and requiring him not to 
proceed as to the Afﬀair of Naples, till the Caſe were decided in Judgment. . Aftgr much con- 
teſting,” the King ſaid he was come too far to go back, and therefore would ſtand to Judg- 
ment when'he had conquered the Kingdom. Then Antony de Fonſeca replied, Since your Aa- 
jeſty will have it ſo, and i reſoled to be tried by the Sword, God the Defence f the Innocent ſhall be 
the Fudge in th Cauſe. The King my Maſter bas done bis Daty, Ind is now left free to employ bis 
Furces as be ſhall think ft. T his {aid in the preſence of the King and his Council he tore the 
Articles of the late Agreement berwixe the Two Kings. A bold Action, which had almoſt 
provoked him to lay hold of him 3 but he returned to Rome. This Embaſlie encouraged 
the Pope not to ſtand by the late Capitulation ; and the next Night the Cardinal of Y4- 
lencia in a Diſguiſe ſtole away from Velitre : He -took not the Road to Rome, leſt it ſhould be 
thought he fled by Order of the Pope, but went to Spolero, a ſtrong City belonging to the 
Church. | 

Whilſt the King of France was yet at Rome, Alonſo King of Naples, who had tit yet reigned Amo 
z whole Year, reſolved to Abdicate, and to that intent aſſembled all the Nobility and his King of 
Council, to whom he delivered himſelf in this manner : You are all ſenſible of the eroms Pg. Naples ab- 
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ſure of our Aﬀairs. The Powerful Enemy preſſes upon #s, and yet the French do not make more'haſte dicates. 


to advance, than our wwn People to declare for them, Foreign Succqurs are far of, and they who ought. 
to relieve us, ſeem leaſt concerned at our Mufortunes. I will complain of no body ; my Sins are the 
raiſe of thit ſad Diſaſter, and it ivfit be who is the occaſion of it ſhould ſuffer. Life is in the 
hand: of God; what I have to offer up is the Crown, which I take from my own Head as umvorthy 
it, and transfer it to my Son, whoſe Worth you all know. [It is @ good Change, ſince in lieu of a Sickly 
Man, Igive you a Young and Valiant King. T wiſh _ were in that Condition that 1 might ſhew 
to the World how little I value its Grandeur ; but it is cs Prudence to ſuhmit to Neceſſity. j- fine, 1 
am reſolved, ſince [ cannot be uſeful in this time of need, to quit my dear Country, rather than be a 
Witneſs of its Misfortunes, Perhaps this voluntary Sacrifice I make of my ſelf, may appeaſe God's 
Wrath, , and incline the Hearts of Men to defend you, It is needleſs to put you in mind of your Duty 
to jour King, nor bim of the Care be is to have of his Subjetts. This A&.of Reſignation was per- 
formed on the 23d of Fanuary, in the Caſtle dz} Ovo. Thence he ſhipped himſelf with his 
private Treaſure,” which was great, for Sicily, reſolving to d the reſt of his Lite in the 
Habic of a Prieſt in the Ciry 442z4ra. He writ to ſeveral Princes, particularly King Ferd. 
nand, giving his Reaſons for reſigning the Crown ; but the truth is, he did it becauſe he was 
grown odious tv his Subjeats, He lived not a Year after, but ſpent his time in the Exerciſe 
of Virtue, His Body is buried in the Cathedral of Megina. As ſoon as the New King was 
poſſeſſed of the Government, he ſhowed himſelf abroad in the City ; and to gain the Good- 
will of the People, ordered a great Number of Priſoners to be ſer at liberty, as well of the” No- 
bility as Commons, only excepting fobn Baptiſts Margano, Son to Marino Margano, Prince of 
Roſano and Duke of Seſſa, as alſo the Earl of Populo, who were both in Priſon ſince the time 
of the Barons Wars, and were mortal Enemies to the *Houſe of Aragon. This done, he fee 
out of Naples towards his Army, which lay at-S. German on the Borders of the Kingdom, where 
it confines on'the Lands of the Church. He left his Unkle Frederick, Prince of Altamura, 
Governour of Naples, The King of France coming to S. German, the Town ſurrendered 
and the New King retired to Capua, which he had tortified, but was betrayed to the French 
by Trivulcio a Milaneſe the Governour. Whilſt the King of France was at Capua, the Great 
Turk's Brother died. Others fay it was at Naples, whether the King marched, and was recei- 
ved into that moſt Noble City wichout any reſiſtance, upon Sunday the 224 of February, The 
New King Ferdinand, before the French came, abandon'd all, and retired to Caftelnovo, where 
were the Queen-Dowager, her Daughter, Frederick the King's Unkle, and many other Lords. 
Thence he went to the Caſtle de] Owo, and laſtly over to Sicily, to wait fome curndfFortune. 
But the French were fo fortunate, that in 1 5 Days after their entring upon the Borders of the 
Kingdom, all ſubmitted to them to the utmoſt point of I:aly. I believe never fo great an Un- 
dertaking was concluded in fo ſhore a time. _ Only ſome few Places in Calabris held out ſome 
time for King Ferdinand, but at laſt ſubmitted, as did Rijoles, which is in light of XMecins, 
where the Fleet af Spain lay, burthad no Orders to attempt any thing, 
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The League againſt the French carried on with wanderful Secreſcy 3 The French King re 
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turns home ; The Venetians overthrown by the French ; King Ferdinand of Naples 
ſucceſsful againſt them, and recovers that Noble City. 
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T.O ſooner had the French poſſeſſed themſelves of the Kingdom of - Naples, but all, the. 
N Princes of Italy began to conſider how heavy the Dominion, of that Nation.,would lie 
upon them, if ſuffered to ſertle and root ir ſelf in aly, King Ferdinand of Spain'was in the 
greateſt danger for the Iſland of Sicily, whither he. was informed che French deſigned, co paſs, 
as: ſoon as they concluded the Aﬀair of Neples, being chiefly. animated co that Enterprize by 
the. Prince of Sano, one of the Outlaws, and principal Enemy to the Houſe. of Aragon. The 
better to oppoſe them, he ſought to. draw the other Princes to a League againſt. Fravce: To 
this arei0h hs had ſome Months ſmce ſent Laurence Suarez de Figuera to Venice, and now ſen 
a: Gentleman called Fobn Dez.a to the Duke of 4/an, wich ' Orders to make an Overture to 
him, not only of giving him one of the Princeſſes his Daughters, but of making him King of 
Lombardy ; both which Propgſals he willingly gave car.to. He alſo practiſed to:draw the Em- 
peror and the Engliſh into the League , and in order . to.. it propoſed erols Matches to 
{trengthen che Alliance between Prince Fobn and the Princeſs Joanne his Children, and Maxi. 
milian \and his Siſter Margaret. on the other fide ; which Deſign. was fo well proſecuted, that 
it was fully concluded by. Francis de Rojas, ſent on' purpoſe to Fi s. Care was taken to raiſe 
Money in Caſtile nd Aragon, to defray the Charge of the War. In Aragon the; Corres mer, 
which the King would have had the Princeſs Catherine hold; but it would not be allowed, 
and he was forced to.come himſelf, Such Induſtry was uſed, that at laſt the League was con- 
cluded at Yenite.. It was agreed this, called the Moſt Holy League,-{hould- laſt for the ſpace 
of .25 Years, *and that between theta all ſhould be' raiſed an Army of 34000 Horle, and 28000 
Foot, proportionable to the Power-and K17= of each of the Confederates. It, was given 
out the Deſign' was to prote'the Church, and defend their own, Dominions ; but, in\ reality 
it was-to drive the Frencb/out of Italy. This Buſineſs was carried on wah Wc wonderful Se- 


crecy, that the French Ambaſſador Philip'de Comines, Lord of Argenton, a of great Wiſdom 


"and Experience, then at Venice, had not the leaſt Intelligence of it, and was fo ſurprized 


when Auguſt in Barbadico, Duke of Fenice, gave him an 'account. of it, that he asked whether 
the King his Maſter might return with fafery into Frence.. 'Fhe face of Affairs was ſoon 
ebanged; for the Neapolizans repented of what they had. done, becauſe the Ilnſolencies com- 
mitted by the French were intolerable. . The Duke of Milan was perplexed, tor that the Duke 
of Orleans had ſecured theeCity Novars ; beſides, he underſtood that the Frenchs endeavoured 
to draw the Genoeſes from his SubjeQtion, infomuch that he was forced with great Submiſflion 
to have recourſe to the./enerians for their Aﬀiftance. The King of France underſtanding what 
had hapned, reſolved to return with all ſpeed before the way was ſtopped: Before his depar- 
ture, he appointed” Gilbers Duke of Monpenſier, a Prince of the Blood, Viceroy of Naples ; with 
him he left'part 6f his Army, and ſome able Commanders, He alſo fenc to the Pope to ask 
of hjm the Inveſtiture of the Kingdom of Naples, and to let him know- he deſired: to pab 
through Rome to confer with his Holinefs about imporcant Aﬀeairs. As to the Inveltiture, the 
Pope anl{wered he' was ready to do Juſtice according as he ſhould find ;- and asfor his going to 
Rome, it could not be without ſome great Diprocy becauſe the People were enraged againſt 
the French, This unpleafing Anſwer made the King haſten his Journey. -He ſet out from 
Naples on the 2oth of May: Being come to Rome, he found. the Pope was retired: to Pereſa. 
From Rome he went ingo Tuſtawy,” ſpent ſome Days at Sens, and without entring Horence, went 
on. to- Piſa. The Florentines demanged the reſtitution of that City, as had been promiſed them ; 
but the People of Piſa prevailed uponi him. 'Thence he went into Lombardy, where Francis 
Marqueſs of Mamua, General of the Venetiars, came to cut off his Retreat. The French be- 
ing fewer, in number, would have avoided ' fighting, and endeavoured to. join, the Duke of 
Orleans ; but it:could not be. The Enemies met'on the Banks of the River Zarro, which runs 
within a League of the Ciry Parma. The Yenerians lay near Fornowvo, a Village; az-the Foot of 
the Mountains, the:French at the \ entrance into th > Valley : There the Battel was. fought, 
which was one of the moſt remarkable that had. happed long in ray. At firſt the 1:a/ians had 


the French. the better ; but then falling to-plander and” ſeize th Cannon, the French / had leifure to rally, 


and returned upon the Enemy with ſuch Fury, that they broke them with a mighty Slaughter. 
The King was in great danger, all his Guards being lain ; and tho” the Viftor. could not;ob- 
cain of the_Enemy a. Truce: for three Days;' wherefore he was forced to ſteal away to A4fte 
without heaxe. of Drum. It was my {mall help/to him. in his retreat, that the River being 
ſwollen with the Rain, the [alians could not 16 fon pals it to purſue him. Yet he ſuſtained 
much loſs, by the Light Horſe that kept in his Rear, \ and the Country-people who rook Arms 
r0 ſecure the Paſſes. Above 4000- Italians were killed in the Fight. The Duke of Manna im- 
mediat@y fate down befere Nowara, where he much diſtreſſed che Duke of Or/eans. 


SCarce 
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Scarce was the King gone fiom Naples, when the Afﬀairs of that Kingdom began to change. Ferdinand 
'The Fleet of Spain, commanded by the Earl of Trivento, lay at Megina, Thither came the King of 
Two diſtreſſed Kings, 4lonſo and Ferdinand, and Foarma the Queen-Dowager. Gonzalo Fer. Nopds fuc- 
nandez, de Cordova was ſtopped ſome Days with his Men at Majorca and Sardinia, but arrived inſt he 
at Megina on the 24th of May. King Ferdinand of Naples. had already poſſeſſed himſelf of Freon. 
Rijoles, and other neighbouring Places in Cz/abria, in which Province Everard Stuart Lord 
of Aubeni, a renowned Commander, was left Governour by the King of France. Rijoles, Cotron, 
Amantia,and ſome other Places were delivered ro. Gongalo Fernandez, to hold chem for the King 
his Maſter till he ſhould be paid the Charges of that War, as alfo to ſecure Sicily Some diffe- 
rence aroſe betwixt the new King and Gongalo Fernandez, becauſe the King was poſitive for mar. 
ching with all his Forces directly to Naples, the Citizens inviting him, even before the King 
of France was gone thence. Gongalo Fernendez, would not abandon Calabria, where he had 
thoſe Strong-holds, and doubted not bue the reſt of the Country would declare for the King 
of Spain, for whom they teſtified a ſingular AﬀeRion, It was agreed'to relieve Semanera, 
which was diſtreſſed by the Frezeb, The Lord Aubeni lay'in the way, with whom the King 
came to a Battel, was defeated, and had been killed or taken, his Horſe falling dead ugder 
him, had not a Gentletnan, called Fobn Andrew 4 Altavila mounted him on his own Horſe ; 
ſo the King-gſcaped, and the Gentleman was killed ; which was an extraordinary Demon- 
ſtation of Loyalty in choſe corrupt Times, This Battel was fought on Fune 21. Our Forces 
retired to Semanera; thence the King went over to Sicily, reſolving to return again to Naples, 
before the News of thar Misfortune could come thither. Gongalo Fernandez, went away to the 
other part of Calabria, where he ſoon took ſeveral Places, and at laſt ſubdued the whole Pro- 
vinces The King; with 6 Sail he found at 4egina, without any Land-men paſled over to 
Naples, where he was received with great Jow The People roſe and plundered the Houſes 
of the Princes of Salerno and Baſignano. + Phe, Duke of Monpenſier and Prince of Salerno re. 
tired to Coftelwyo. Capug and all Apulia followed the example of Naples. Beſides, upon the 
News of the Battel of Zarro, the Colonels forſook the French, and agreed with the King of 
Naples, On the other ſide, the Ur/#; joined with the French, Still the Caſtles of Naples held 
for the French, but were clofe blocked up. A Moor who was in the Monaſtery of Sanz 
Cruz, ſtill held by the French, advertiſed the Marqueſs de Peſcers he would give him admittance 
into it. "Che Marques coming thither at night, that Fellow gave him a mortal Wound. 

This Nobleman was the King's General ; he left a Son Called Ferdinand, who was afterwards 
a famous Commander. Pro/per Colonna fucceeded him in his Command. The ' Caſtles were 
atlength ſurrendered, the Duke of Monpenſier and Prince of Sa/erno being before gone to, the 
-City Solerno'by Sea. During this War of Naples, was firſt diſcovered a new. Diſzaſe conta.

The Death of John 7I. King of Portugal; The French quite expelled the Kingdom of 
Naples ; Ferdinand Xing of Spain Honoured by the Pope with the Title of Catholick 
King ; The Poſture of Affairs in Portugal under Emanuel the New King. 
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' "HE Catholick King laboured to draw the Kings of England and Portugal into the League 
'F- againſt France. He of Portugal excuſed himſelf upon account of his ancient Friendſhip 
with France, and his DillatisfaRtion againſt cc Pope, who refuſed to Legitimate his Son George, 
whom he had by a Lady obQuality, and dciigned ro make his Heir, having to that purpoſe 
follicited the Emperor to renounce any Clzim he might lay tor that Crown. To the King of 
England it was not only propoled*he ſhould enter into the Confederacy, but alſo marry his 
Heir to one of the Princefles of Caſtile. Both things ſucceeded, but it was after ſome time. 
The King of Pecrt»gal being troubled with a Dropfie, went to the Baths of Algarve, which are Jobn JJ. 
the beſt in thoſe Parts. This Remedy failed, and he died on the 14th of September at Alvor. KD ud -

In Cam ongalo Fernandez was ſtrong, and ſtrait- 
fairs in 1. ned the French very much. Near Eboli the. French defeated 4090 Neapolitans , - which made 
taly. them fole Maſters of the Field in that Country. To raife Money they refolved co march 
into Apulia, and receive the Duties _ Cattel, which is one ofthe beſt Branches of the Re:-, 
venue. The King was at Benevento, his Forces difperſed, and went thence to Foxia to pre- 
vent the Deſjzn of the French. The Marqueſs of Mantua, with the Forces of Venice, join*d 
him. Febricis attempting the ſame with 600 Swiſſers, had moft of his Men cut off by the 
French ; whereupon they grew ſo bold as to offer the King Battel at Foxia. He refuſed ;* but 
fome ſmall Skirmiſhes hapned betwixt them. The French marched on to receive the Duty ; 
ſome they had, and ſome the King got ; the reſt was loſt. Gongalo Fernandez, ogy Vane ed 
of almoſt all Calabria, had cooped the Lord Aubert up in the extream part of that Province ; 
yet the King called him away to ſtrike at the Head. In his Place he left Cardinal Luis 4 Ara- 
gen, the King's Couſin-German. The Country-people thought to ſecure the Paſſes, but the 
Spaniards being well verſed in that way of Mountain-fight, made a great Slaughter of them 
near a Town of Calabria called Muren. There they underſtood that ſome of the Barons of 
the French FaQion lay not far off gt a Town called Lacine, and deſigned to relieve the 
Caſtle of Confenza. Gongals de Cordova marched all night, ſurprized the "Town, killed many 
of thoſe Nobles, and ſent the reſt Priſoners to the King. The French beſieged NXerule, 10 
Miles from Benevento, and the King fate down before Frangito. The French came to relieve 
this Place at ſuch time as the King*s Forces entred and burnt it, to loſe no time in Plunder- 
ing. Both Armies ſtood in ſight of one another on two Hills, neither daning to paſs the Val- 
EF ley that lay berwixe them, Tho? the French were weak, the King refolved not to fight 'till 
Gmcsl1 de Cird;va had joined him ;5 which he did, notwithſtanding the Duke of Monpenfrer la- 
boured to hinder it. On Midſummer-day he came up with the Kjng, who then lay before 
Amalfi, whicher the French were then retired. He viewed the Place, and on the 1ſt of Fly 
attacked the Enemies Guard upon the Mills, and drove them away, deſtrgying the Mills, 
which gained him ſuch mighty Reputation, that the 1:aliang began to call him the Great Cap- 
tain, and looked upon him as Superiour to all other Officers.

This was agreed in ly, and afterwards performed accor- 
dingly. lt is worth obſerving, That in Original Capitulations ſigned on both' Sides, they gave 
G7-calo Fernandez, the Title of Great Captain. Nevertheleſs, few of the French ever reached 
home.

The King was unwilling fo ſoon to alter his Predeceſſor's Decrees, and todiſfoblige thoſe that 

were in Poſleflion of thole baniſhed Perſons Eſtates ; but ar laſt overcome wich fo many In- 
treaties, he made up their Loſſes other ways , fo that none might have cauſe to complain, 

It was propoſed to marry the King, who was 26 Years of Age when he Inhericed the Crown. 

No Match ſeemed fo advantageous as with Caſtile. King Ferdinand was willing, but would not 
give him his Eldeſt Daughter ; che Second was gone to F/arders, and the Lady Catherine 
Contracted in England; to he offered the Lady Mary. The Portugues took it ill that any 
Prince ſhould be preferred before him ; beſides, he took a liking to the Lady Elizabeth when 
ſhe was in Portuga/. Upon account of this Treaty, the Catholick King demanded of him, 
Thathe ſhould enter into the League againſt France and the Princeſs : That he ſhould baniſh the 
Moors and Fews. As to the King's Requeſt, he excuſed himſelf, pleading the ancienc Friend- 
ſhip betwixt France and Portugal ; yet he was willing to join in a League for the Defence of 
Spain, but would not involve himſelf in Quarrels that concerned him not. He condeſcen- 
ded to the Deſires of the Princels, tho' many oppoſed it: And accordingly about the end 
of the Year ſer out a Proclamation, commanding all the Moors and Few: to depart by a time 
limited, or ele they ſhould be made Slaves. All the A4oors, withoue heſitation, wegt over 
to Africk. In the Buſinels of the Jews there was more difficulty ; for ſoon after, the King 
adered al their Children, under 14 Years of Age, to be taken from them and Baptized : A 
PraRice not at all juſtifiable, becauſe none ought to be forced to become Thriſtians, nor Ghil- 
dren to be taken from their Parents. The reſt were ſo hardly uſed, that great Numbers were 
Baprized ; but it was a conſtrained Converſion. Leave was alſo obtained of the Pope for the 
Commendaries of the Three Military Orders in thatKingdom to Marry 3 fo thatthey were only 
obliged to Conjugal Chaſtity. There were ſufficient Cauſes to obtain this Liberty, and yet 
many condemned ir. Certain it is, this made way for the ſpending the Revenues of thoſe Or- 
ders otherwiſe chan had been intended ; for what uſed to be employed in the War, was now 
conſumed in Pleaſure and Luxury, 
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CHAP. VI. 


The death of Ferdinand King of Naples; The Emperor paſſes into Italy ; The Popes 
Forces defeated by the Urſini; The death off the Dike of Gandia ; The Marriage of 
Prince John of Spain; Propoſals concerning ſettling the Kingdom of Nap'es. 


HE Wars in Ialy were not likely to ceaſe. The King of England by reaſon of the 
Match agreed upon with- Spain, refolved to enter into the League againſt France, 

The Emperor gave out he would go himſelf into Traly ro ſertle che Afﬀairs of Lom- 
bardy and Tuſcany, This moved the Duke of Milan to think of forſaking the French Intereſt, 
and the more, for that about this time died the Dauphin of France a young Child, and the 
King being ſickly, it was to be feared that Crown would come to the Duke of Orleans, his 
greateſt Enemy. Theſe reaſons inclined him to adhere to the Confederate Princes. In 
the Kingdom of Naples the Venetians poſſeſſed ſome part of Apulia, The great Captain 
held R:jules, Amantia, and other Places of Calabria for the Catholick King. Notwithſtand- 
ing the late Capitulation, the French. were till poſſeſſed of ſome Towns. To reduce all 
the Kingdom, King Ferdinand ſent D. Ceſar dr Aragon his Father's Baſtard Brgther to Taran« 
to, and commanded the Duke of Urbin who ſerved him in this War, to repair to Abruzgr, 
when haying in a ſhort time ſubdued moſt of that Province,” he went away to Rowe wigh 
Proſper Col-ua. Gaeta was a buſineſs of more concern, for tho' the Earl of Trivento- and the 
Venetian Galiies preſſed it by Sea, they advanced not much. Ir was propoſed to Beliege the 
Place by Land, when King Ferdinand fell Sick of a flux at Soma which fo increaſed, that 
being carried to Naples, he died on the 7th -of Ofober. Frederick his Uncle then at Caftel. 
les, and was proclaimed King the 

very day his Nephew dicd. His firſt care was to e with the Princes of Salerno and 
Biſignano, as alſo the Earls of Lauria and Melito, the great Enemies of the Houſe of Ara. 
gon, Many Princes began to have an Eye towards that Crown, and particularly the Ca- 
tholick King, whoſe Title began to be urged both at Rome and Naples, but to no effe& at 
that time, for the Pope and other Princes had rather have a weak King for their Neigh- 
bour, than the Power of Spain. The Great Captain who might have done ſomething in the 
Afﬀair, was employed at the Siege of the Caſtle of Ceſenzs, which he hoped ſuddenly to be 
Maſter of, and thus to ſecure all thar Province. Soon after having ſubdued Calabria, and 
taken that Fort, he went to Nola, and leaving his Forces there, viſited the Queens, com- 
forting them for the death of the King. The new King fat dawn before Gaera with all his 
Forces. It hapned the Lord of Aubenie who was going by Land to Rome, came thither at 
ſuch time as the beſieged were much ſtreightned, he entred the Town and cauled it to be 
ſurrendred upon Articles. The French departed in a Gaileon and Two Ships Loaden 
with the Booty, and Plate taken out of the Churches. One of the Ships periſhed in a 
Storm; the other ran aground near Terracina, which was looked upon as a Judgment. On 
the other ſide the Emperor as he had agreed, paſſed the Alps, and entred Lombardy with 
1000, Horſe and gooo Foot. The Duke of Mila» with his Forces joined him. From 
{-ifte he Summoned the Duke of Savvy and Marqueſs of Aorferrat, as Feudataries of the Em- 
pire, but they refuſed to obey, as did the Duke of Ferrara, becauſe he: had refuſed him 
the Inveſticure of Adodena and Reggio, which are Feofes of the Empire. The Emperor's de- 
ſign was to prevent the' French poſlefling themſelves of Genoa, which they had attempted. 
Beſides, the King of France in his way from Naples had ſet free the City Piſa, before 
Subjet to the Florentines, To maintain this liberty, the People of Piſa had recowlſe to the 
Princes of Iraly, and particularly to the Venetians. The Duke of Milan coveted that City, 
and therefore adviſed the Emperor t make War upon the Florentines in defence of * ir. 
To this purpoſe the- Emperor in Perſon laid Siege to Leghorn, but was forced to raile. it 
without doing any thing material. He had little Confidence in the Princes that ſent forhim, 
and therefore thought of returning into Germany, and conſulted at Pavia with the Duke 


Leghorn in of Milan, and Cardinal Bernardinde Carvajal, the Popes Legate, about this his deſign. This 


Cardinal per{waded him to ſtay, and fuccour Genoa which was in danger. But now came 
News which broke all their Meaſures, which was that the Kings of France and Spain had 
concluded a Truce, ſuppoſed to be an introdution to a Peace: It hapned in this man- 
ner, During the heat of the War in Naples, Spain was apprehenſive no lefs a Storm would 
fall uþon it, becauſe ſeveral inroads had been made igto France, and the Warlike preparati- 
ons made by the French were 'great. This moved the Catholick King to ſtay ſame time at 
Girona, with a great Body of Men he had gathered from all parts. But Autumn being 
ſpent, and he deſirous to return to Burgos, whicther he ordered the Queen to repair, to 
Celebrate the Marriage of the Prince, the Army broke up, and he went away. The King 
of France having Intelligence hereof, on a ſudden gathered above 18000 Men. Charles de 
Alvom Commanded upon that Frontier for the Duke of . Bourboy, Governor of Langaedec, 
hz with thoſe Forces broke into Roſillon, and laid Siege to Salſas the Key of that Earldom, 
but 11] Fortified, for tho' it had a good Garriſon, the Works were old.

This Defeat obliged the Pope to be reconciled to the 
U;ſni They,Great Captain had a hand in this Afﬀair, and the Urſin; wexe much ob- 
liged to thay holick King, The Great Captain came now to Rome, and at the Pope's 
requeſt laid 'Siege to Oftia, which the French were till poſſeſſed of, and after Eight days 
Siege took. it by Aſſaule. As the Great Captain took his leave of the Pope, to recurn to 
' Naples, the Pope told him, his King was much obliged to him, and did not a& anſwer- 
ably co his Obligations, but that no Man knew him ſo well as himſelf. Gongalo Fernandes 
took the liberty to anſwer, That he doubted not, he knew him as being his SubjeR, buc 
that it was, Ingratitude to ſay he owed him any Obligation, fince the Catholick King was 
the only ſupport of him and his Family; therefore he begged him to behave himſelf bet. 
ter, and n6t ſcandalize the Church, leſt che King ſhoulf be"obliged to abandon him. The 
truth is, he was fo wicked that ſeveral Princes ſent their Ambaſſadors to warn him to mo- 
derate his Extravagancies, but all in vain. Soon after in an Aſſembly of the Cardinals conven'd 
co. give the Inveſtiture of the Kingdom of Naples to King Frederick, he alfo propoſed the 
giving the City Benevenro to the Duke of Gandia, and releaſing the Kings of- Naples of the 
Tribute they paid to the Church, for Lands to be given to the ſaid Duke. Nothiog could 
have ſtopped his proceedings but the unhappy death of that Duke. On the 14th of Fune, 
the Duke and Cardinals of Valencia and Borgia having Supped in a Garden, as the Duke Duke of 
returned home, he ſent his Footman for his Arms, who returning found him not, nor could -—- 
any Tidings be heard of him the next day.

The ſame Fleet which carried the Princeſs Foanna to Flanders, brought the Princeſs Mur- 
gorer, Siſter to the Archduke, and Contrated to Prince Fobn. She arrived at Santander in 
March, and. was received by the King and Prince with a great Retinue, They met at Rei- 
n/a, and were Married at Burgos at the beginning of April, The Queen would not fytfer 
any Alceration to be made in the Princeſle's Family, but that ſhe ſhould keep her own Ser- 
vants. A Peace was propoſed betwixt France and Spain. Ferdinand Duke of Eſtrada was 
ſent Ambaſſador to France, and a Truce was agreed upon at Lions, to begin in Spain on 
the 5th of March, and with all the other Confederate Princes on the 25th of April, to laſt 
till the firſt of November. This made the great Captain haſten his return from Rome to 
Naples, hoping before the Truce began to recover ſome Towns of the Cardinal of St. Peter, 
but he was difappointed. The French had often urged, that ſince King Frederick being of 
a Baſtard Family, could have no Title to the Kingdonrof Naples, the Right muſt cither be- 
in the King of France, or Spain, and therefore it were fit, they ſhould agree about ic.

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CHAP. VII. 


Proereſs of the Portugues Diſcoveries in the Eaſt ; Peter Covillam and.-Alonſo de 
Paiva ſent to-India by Land; Vaſco de Gama ſent to Diſcover India by Sea, with 
Four Ships; His Voyage till he came to Calicut. 


T the fame time that the other Parts of. Ewrope, and eſpecially Iraly, were conſumed 
A with Wars, and labouredunder the Apprehenſions of ſtill greater Calamities, Portugal 


dia, An undertaking at firſt thought raſh, but which proved Honourable and Advantage- 
ous to . that Kingdom. Prince Henry Brother to King Edward was. the firſt that attempred 
to diſcover the Coaſt of Africk towards the South. D eath cur him off in the Year of Grace 
1479, and-of his Age 67.. King Alonſo his Nephew deſilted from this Enterprize by rea- 
ſon of the unhappy Wars in which he was involved. King Fobn the 1I. his Son took this 
Work in hand again, and ceaſed not till having paſſed the Line, he diſcovered the Cape 
ca!led by the Sailers Tormenteſo, or Stormy, by reaſon of the great Tempeſts they met with 
there; but he calledit the Cape of good Hepe, which Name it kf) retains, becauſe it gave him 


| hopes that way to ſend his Fleets to the Coaſts of Afia. and India, and to partake of the 


Riches of thoſe Countries. For his better Information he ſent Peter Covillam and Alonſo de 
Paiva (as has been already faid) by Land to get ſome knowledge of thoſe Eaſtern Coaſts. 
Poiva died by the way, and Covillam having travelled all thoſe Countries, ſent his King 
an Accountin Writing out of Erbiopia of what he had learnt, but was not ſuffered to re- 
turn himſelf Mean while King Fohn died. His Sugcefſor King | Emanuel was willing to 
cry on this Enterprize. He propoſed ic in Council, where fome adviſed him to deſiſt, 
others to proceed, others. to Imploy himſelf in the Conqueſt of Africk, whereof enough 
was already dilcovered. Among this Variety of Opinion, the moſt Honourable took place, 
and accordingly the King Ordered Four Ships to be ficted. The Command of them he 
gave toVeſco de Gama, a Manof a great Spirit, and it was fit he ſhould be ſuch to be- 
zin .the longeſt, and moſt dangerous Voyage that ever was attempted in the World. With 
im went his Brother Paul de Gama, Nicholas Coello, and other Men of-Note. All his Force 
-xceeded not 160 Men, as well Soldiers as Seamen. They bleſſed the Royal Standard in 
a Church of our Lady ſtanding on the Shore, Founded by Prince Henry, where afterwards 
King Emanuel Buile the famous Monaſtery of Belew. Thence they were Condufted by a 
great multitude of People who lamented them as dead Men, and- ſo they ſet Sail on the 
9th of Fuly. They ſteered their Courſe firſtto the Canary lands, and then to thoſe of Ca- 
boverde, called by the Antients Heſperides. Having paſſed theſe Iſlands, and the chiefeſt 
of them cajled Santiago, they it to the Eaſtward crofling a mighty. Gulph, where by 
reaſon of the great Storms and ſwelling Sezs they ſpent three: Months before they diſcover- 
ed Land. In 10 Degrees of South Latitude they diſcovered a pleaſant River whoſe Banks 
were ſhaded with Trees,. where they Anchored to take in freſh Water and+ refreſh them- 
ſelves. The People here were Black, and had ſhort curled Hair. Here they Traded by 
Signs, and for ſome. Baubles' were ſupplied with freſh Proviſions. The Gulph he called of 
St. Helena, and the River Santiago. . They continued their Voyage to'turn the Cape of good 
Hepes, bur the Weather proved ſo bad they oft gave themſelves for loſt. Here all the 
Commanders, reſolution was requiſite, his Men. proteſting he ought to turn back, and not 
tempt Heaven, but neither Threats nor Intreaties - moved him. It 'was agreed to kill him; 
his Brother diſcovered the deſign, he ſecured the Maſters and undertook to Steer his Ship 
himſe!t. In this manner he reached the utmoſt part of the Cape, and began to curnic on 
the 20th of November, it being then Spring there. About 5o Leagues beyond itis a Gulph 
which they called of St. Blas, and in che midlt of it an Iland where they found a —— 
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of Sea Wolves, thither they went to Water. The Natives of it were like to thoſe of the 
Weſt Coaſt of Africk, went Naked and carried their Privities in Wooden Cafes. The Coun- 
try produces Elephants and Oxen, which they make uſe of as Beaſts of Burthen. There are 
certain Birds they call Sorzlicarios, as big as Geeſe without Feathers, and with Wings like 
Bats, which 4erve them not to fly, but help them 4o run the faſter. Going on, tho? ſlowly 
by reaſon of the ſtrong Currents, they came to a Country called Zanguebar, and be- 
cauſe they arrived there on Chriſftmas.day, called it Terra de Natal, as they alſo called a 
River e los Reyes, or of the Kings, becauſe they watered there upon the Feaſt of the Epiphany. 
To ſhun the ſtrong Currents and Tides, they ſtood out fo far to Sea, that without touching 
at Zofala, the chieteſt Place on thoſe Coaſts" by reaſon of the Gold Mines they dit- 
covered a Country where the People were not altogether fo Black as thoſe they ſaw be- 
fore, but were aiſo better Habired and ſeemed more Civilized. On their Arms they 
had Copper Bracelets, and the Men wore Daggers with+ Tin hilts. Their Language was 
not. underſtood, but among them came one who in Arabick told them, that not far from 
thence, there were Ships like . ours and White People that Traded in them. By this 
they gueſled India was not far off, and therefore gave thanks to God, and called the Ri- 
ver that there falls into the Sea De Bons Sinais, of the River of good Signs. On the Shore 
they ereted a Pillar calling it St. Rapbgel, whence the Coaſt rook irs Name, and of 10 
Condemned Perſons they carried from Portugal for this purpoſe, they left 2 there to learn 
the Language, Cuitoms, and Riches of thoſe People. Great was the Joy of our Men, be- 
living the end of- their Voyage , was at hand, but it was not alittle allayed by a Diſcaſe 
which ſwelled their Gums, of which ſome died. Some attributed this to the unwholſom- 
neſs of the Air, others to the ſalt meat they fed on. They ſpent a Month upon thac 


Coaſt with much trouble and danger. Thence they Sailed to Mozambique in 1 5 Degrees ,,, ,,.. 
of South Latitude, and 20 Degrees beyond the Cape of Good Hope. It is a Place of great 4:que diff 
Trade being a convenient Harbour, 'The Inhabitants were Moors of a tawny Complexi- covered. 


on, richly Clad with Silks and Gold, on their Heads great Turbants of whice Linnen, from 
their Shoulders hung Cymiters, and on their Arms were their Bucklers. In this Garb they 
came out in Boats to viſit our Ships. They were well received and entertained, and of 
them our Men underſtood that that Ciry was ſubje& to the King of Quiloa, whole Name 
was Abraham, *and that he had there a Governour whom in Arabick they call Xeque, and 
his name-was Zocveys, To him they ſent Preſents, and having eſtabliſhed Friendſhip , he 
gave them 2 Pilots to conduct them to India. Ar firſt the Natives. thought our Men had 
been Afors of the Weſt, which was the cauſe of their Civility, but afterwards underſtand- 
ing they were Chriſtians, they ſtudied to do them all the Miſchief they could, and the Pilots 
Swam away from them. Our Men fired their Cannon upon the City killing ſome People upon 
the Shore, which ſtruck a Terror into thoſe People. The Governor ſubmitted, and offered to 
make Satisfaftion, nothing was demanded of him but a Pilot. This Man treacherouſly en. 
deavoured to betray our Men to the King of Quiloa. To this intent he told them the Inha- 
bitancs of that City were Ethiopian Chiiſtians, and that there they might be furniſhed wich 
all they had occaſion for. God delivered them, for the Weather being rough they could 
not make Quiloa, elſe they had been in danger, that King being powerful, and offended for 
what was done at Mogambique, However, the Pilot adviſed to go ro Monbaps, a City ſeated 
on a Rock, almoſt encompaſſed with the Sea, that Forms a good Port. Some People came 
out of the City to meet them, to whom the Pilot imparted his Deſign. His treachery had 
ſucceeded, but that Vaſco de Gama at the entrance of the Port fearing to ſtrike upon the 
Rocks, gave order to caſt Anchor there. His guilty Conſcience accuſing him, the Pilot 
thought he had been diſcovered, and therefore leaped over board to fave himſelf, as did 
ſome of thoſe that came from Shore, who were till aboard the three Ships now remaining; 
for the Fourth which brought Proviſions, they being conſumed, and ſomz Seamen dying, 
was before burnt. Our Men praiſed God for delivering them trom fo great Danger. Sail- 
ling thence they wanted a Pilot, but they had the Fortune to take Two Mooriſh Veſſels, 
and in them 13 Moors, for the reſt leaped into the Sea. Of theſe they underſtood that 
Melinde was not far off,the King of which Place was courteous to Strangers. Thither they Steer- 
ed their Courſe, and found what had been told them was true. The King was pleaſed at 
their coming, and becauſe he could nor by reaſon of his Age go aboard himſelf, ſent hisSon, 
who behaved himſelf friendly towards the Portugueſes, and was by them well entertained. 
He gave them a Pilot to condut' them to India, and they preſented him the 13 Moors, - 
which he was much pleaſed at. Being furniſhed with what they wanted, they took their 
leave, promiſing to return that way to take up the Ambaſſadors the King deſigned to 
ſend to Portugal. It was now Eafter, when they ſer Sail for Calicut, which is almoſt 709 
Leagues diſtant from Melinde, and was failed by them in 21 days. On the 20th of May 
they diſcovered the wiſhed for Shore, and ſoon after came to an Anchor, a League and 
a half from Calicut. That City has no Harbour, and the Seaſon was nor fic to lie out, becauſe 
at that time the Winter begins there. The Province of Malabar where Calicut ſtands, is 
divided by a Ridge of Mountains, running down to Cape C:m:i. Both fides are in the 
ſame North Latitude, and yet in May the Rains begin on this ſide the Mountains, the other fide 
at the ſame time being ſcorched with Heat, which 1s very wondertul. 
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CHAP. IK 


A Short, but particular Account of Tneia ; What hapned to Vaſco de Gama at Calicut 
His bold Enterprizes there, and a Relation of his Return to Portugal, 


Efore we relate what hapned to YVaſcode Gama. at Calicut, it will not be amiſs to give 
ſome ſhort Deſcription of the Greatneſs ef thoſe large Provinces off A{a. Indiatowards 

the Wet, Borders upon the Provinces of Gedrofia, Arachoſia, and the Paropomaſſidas. Towards 
the Eaf it extends as far as the Confines of the mighry Empire of China, On the North 
it is ſhut up by Mount Imaus, which is a partof Mount Cau:aſus, On the Sowh its Limits 
are the Ocean. The moſt famous River Ganges divides it into Two parts. True it- is our 
People only call that India, whieh lies berwixe the two Rivers Ind#s and Ganges, This 
Country the Natives call Idoſtavy. Along the mid ſpace. betwixt theſe two Rivers runs a 
Ridge of Hills, down to Cape Comori, Many different Nations are ſpread alongtheſe Coaſts, 
The chiefeſt, Gambaya, which from the mouth of Ind#s extends to Malabar, and that to 
Cape Comori, Betwixt theſe two Nations in a ſmall Ifland of the Kingdom of Decan is ſeated 
the famous City Goa. The Front of it is waſhed by the Sea, the other parts by ewo Arms 
of a River. Among the Malabars there are Four Conditions of People, the Nobility, cal- 
led Caymales; .the Prieſts, Brabmens, whoſe Authority 1s great; the Souldiery, ſtiled Nayres; 
and the Commonalty, ſuch as Tradefimen and Country People. Generally the Merchants 
are Strangers. From the Waſte upwards they go Naked, the lower parts are covered with 
Silks or Cotton, their Cymiters hanging down from their Shoulders. Their Cuſtoms and 
Worſhips are very ſtrange. Let it ſuffice to ſay the Women Marry as many Husbands 
asthey pleaſe, and therefore the Soris donot Inherit the Fathers Eſtates, but the Sons of Siſters 
are the Heiits. Malabar is divided into ſeveral Kingdoms, the chief whereof, whom. all 
the others look upon as their Superior, and is therefore called Zamori, that is Emperor, 
is the King of Calut, a Rich and large City, Seated almoſt in the- middle of the Coaſt. 
The- Honſes in it do not ſtand cloſe together, but at great Intervals, each having Gar- 
dens and Orchards belonging to it. Only the Kings Palaces and the Temples are of Stone, 
the reſt of Timber, low and covered with leaves of Palm-trees. Neither the Nobles nor 
Commons are allowed to raiſe ſtately Buildings. "This was the poſture of Calicut, when 
Vaſco de Gama arrived there. Many Boats came out immediately to fee ſuch ſtrange People. 
Gama ſcent afhore one of the Baniſhed Men he - had with him, a vaſt multitudeof People 
encompaſſed hin. Among the reſt were two Afoors Born at Twnez, theſe finding by the 
Habit, the Man was a Spamiard, one of them called Mongayde asked him in. Spaniſh of what 
part of Spain he was, he anſwered of Portugal. He carried the Man Home, and having 
diſcourſed him went aboard to fee the Commander, whom he informed he had faithfully 
ſerved King Fobn of Portugal when he ſent toTunez for Arms, and having given him an ac- 
count of the Country, offered to ferve him in what lay in his power. Next day Gamalent 
Two Ambaſladors with Mongayde to the King, to acquaint him he would not land with- 
out his leave, but having once obtained it, would deliver the Letters he brought from his 
King, and treat with him about matters of great Moment. The King was then at Panda- 
rane, a Town Two Miles from. the City. There he received the Melſen ers friendly, an- 
ſwered, he would gladly hear what their Commander had to propoſe, and the mean 
while would have him bring his Ships under the Shelter of Pandarane becauſe the Place where 
he lay was not ſafe. This was accordingly done, and fome days after he ſent the Gover- 
nor of the City whom he called Catual, to condudt Gama to his Pallace. He left his Brother 
to Command in his place,ordering him and Nicholas Coello thatif any misfortune hapned to him 
aſhore, they ſhould immediatly hoiſt Sail and return to Portugal to give the King an account 
of their Voyage ; but that they ſhould till keep their * Boats well Manned upon the Shore. 
He carried with him 12 of his Men in the beſt order he could. From the Shore he was 
carried on Mens Shoulders to the Kings Palace. There he was received by the Caymales 
and chief of the Brahmenes Cloathed all in White, This Man taking Gama by the Hand 
led him through ſeveral Rooms, the Door of each of them was guarded by Ten Men. 
They came to a large Room, 'the floor covered with ſilk Garpers, and the Walls hung 
with Silk and Gold. About it were certain ſteps like a Theatre, which were the Seats of 
the Nobilicy. The King Sate on a raiſed Throne, Cloathed in whice Cotton, adorned 
with Roſes of Gold, on his Head a Cap of Cloth of Gold in ſhape like a Micre, his 
Arms and Legs naked, but with Brazelets and Plates of Gold. On his Fingers and Toes 
were Rings ſet wich Diamonds and Pearls of a great Value. His Complexion was Tawny, 
his Stature large, his Countenance Majeſtick, Gama having ſaluted the King, and being 
Commanded to Sit, made *an Harangue, telling the King, that he was ſent to him by the 
mighty Emanuel King of Portugal, who moved by the Fame of his Grandeur which had 
reached the utmoſt bounds of the 7, was ambitious to ſettle a friendly Correſpondence 
and Commerce wich him and his Country. That .it would doubtleſs be very advantageous to 
both Nations to have a- free Trade, and it would much redound to the honour of them 
both, to be the firſt, who at that diſtance kad ſettled Amity and Friendſhip. This faid,

he preſented the Letters he carried, written in Arabick and Portugues, as alſo the preſents 
he carried. The Embally was pleaſing to the King, who anſwered, that he willingly embra- 
ted the Friendſhip of King Emanuel, and was ready to allow of a free Trade. He asked 
many Queſtions concerning their Voyage and Country, and ordered the Commander and 
all his Men to be well lodged. The Mooriſh Merchants fearing to loſe their Trade, and 
in hatred to the Chriſtians, aflembled together, and laboured all that lay in their power by 
falſe Informations they deviſed, to turn the Hearts of the King and his Courtiers againſt the 
Portugueſes. They laid they were Pirates and the common Enemies of Mankind, and that if 
they were admitted into Calicut, all the doors would be obliged to remove and ſeek ſome 
other place to Trade in. That it was worthy their Confideration, whether it were anſwer- 
able to abandon their old tryed Friends, who "brought fo great a Trade to the Country, 
for a_ few Robbers. The Malabars are a People inconſtant and eaſily perſwaded, there: 
fore giving Credit to the Movrs \, and ar their inſtigation, they began to contrive how to 
deſtroy all the Portugueſes, Mongaide gave Gama an account of their deſign. He ſtole a- 
way the beſt he could, tho' not without danger to his Ships, and ſtood out to Sea. Thence 


he wrote a Letter to the King full of great Complaints, and particularly againſt Catal! who, * 


he was aſlured contrived to do him all the harm he could, and defired he would cauſe cer. 
tain Portugueſes and ſome 'Merchandize left aſhore to be reſtored to him. The King gave 
good Words, but performed not what was demanded. Gama reſolving to uſe Force, took 
the firſt Ship that came that way, and in it Six Men of Note with their Servants. The 
King to redeem them, ſent the Portugueſes and Merchandize, with his Letters in anſwer to 
thoſe brought by Gama. Nevertheleſs he would not reſtore the Malabars, thinking it con- 
venient to Carry them to ſhew in Portugal, that they might give a more particular account 
of that Country. 

Before Vaſco de Gama hoiſed Sail to return to Portugal, Mongaide got aboard, fearing his

Correſpondence with the Portugueſes would coſt him his Lite. Helefr all his Goods at Ca ,;,5 to 


licut, for he had not time to carry any thing away. In Portugal he was Baptized, and Porrugal. 


lived like a good Chriſtian. The King of Calicut could not take revenge of Gama becauſe 
it being then Winter, his Fleet was laid up. However, he fitted out 79 Barques, and fence 
them well Manned to attack the Ships; but a Storm riiing, the Barques were all diſperſed, 
and our Ships which before for want of a Wind had made little way, got off and loſing the 
ſight of Calicut, came to certain little Iſlands , that lie about that Coaſt. They met 8 ſmall 
Veſſels belonging to a Pirate called Timo, one of which they took and ſcattered the others, 
Thence they Sailed to another Iſland called Anchediva, to refit and repair their Ships th& 
beſt they could. This Iſland is diſtant from Calicur about 70 Leagues, yet not above one 
trom the Continent, which was the reaſon that many came over from the main Land to 
ſee the Ships. Among the reſt, came one who faluted Gama in Italian, This Man told 
them that .not far off was the City Goa, and that the Lord of it, who was called Zabayo, 
and with whom he had great Intereſt, would be glad to be acquainted with them, and 
would give them good Entertainment. Gama asked what Country-Man he' was, -and he 
anſwered, he was an Jtalian, that failing towards Greece he was taken by Pirates, and fo from 
one to another, at laſt was brought to that Lord, Gama ſuſpeting him by his Counte- 
nance, and becauſe all he faid was not Coherent, put him to the Rack. Then he con- 
teſſed the truth, that he was a Few, born in Poland, and that Zabayo his Lord had ſent him 
as a Spie to view thoſe Ships, deſigning to fall upon them with his Fleet. Game having 
got this Intelligence, with all the ſpeed he could failed thence and proſecuted his Voyage. 
He carried the Few with him, who in Portugal was Baptized, took the narge of Garcia, and 
ſerved King Emanuel in Aﬀairs of moment. The Ships for want of Wind made little way, 
yet at length turned that Cape of Africk called Guardafu, not far from the Mouth of the 
Red Sea. They came to the City Magadoxa, not far from the Cape, and underſtanding 
the Inhabitants were Moors would not make a ſtay there any longer than whilſt with their 
Cannon they battered their Houles, and ſunk ſome Veſlels they ſaw in the Harbour. Paſling 
forwards, they met 8 Sail of Moors which they eaſily defeated. At AMelinde they were re- 
cived by the King with great affetion. They furniſhed themſelves with ſuch Neceſlaries 
as they ſtood in need of, and as had been before agreed, took aboard an Ambaſſador that 
King ſent to Portugal, to ſerie Amity with King Emanue!. The Ship which Pan! de Gama 
Commanded, being much ſhattered both in the Hulk and Rigging, and there being want of 
Seamen, it was reſolved to Burn her, and Paul de Gama went aboard his Brocher, "Thus they 
continued their Voyage, and diſcovered the Iſland Zanzibar, which is very pleaſant, full of 
Trees bearing ſeveral ſorts of Spice, lying 6 Leagues from the Continent of 4frick, berwixe 
Melinde and Quiloa, and not far from Monbaga. At Mogambique they erected a Pillar of 
thoſe they carried for this purpoſe. They anchored in the Bay ot Sr. B'4ſe to take Wood 
and Water, -and turned the Cape of good Hope upon tne 2oth of April To conclude, they 
paittd by the Iflands of Cabo Verde, and thence taking a great compals, came to the 
Terceras, where Paul de Gama died of ſickneſs which had ituck by him a long time betore. 
They arrived at Li:5en in September, having been out Two Years. The King was overjoy- 
ed at their Return, and all the City ſignified their great Satisfaction. There was no end 


of hearing the {trange Relations they gavs, the Dangers and Storms they had been in, ay 
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f beholding thoſe things they brought only as Tokens of the Riches of the Eaft. Thoſe Men 
alſo bonghe om Pry them no et admired for their Countenance, Language, and ſtrange 
Habit. Gams and his Companions were looked upon as ſomething more than Men. Of Four 
Ships that ſet out only Two returned, and of the Men not above the third part This did 


not at all deter many from wiſhing that Voyage might be continued, and upon the Proſpect . 


of Honour and Profit, offering themſelves to all thoſe Difficulties which appeared to be in ſo 
troubleſome and diſtant an Enterprize. X 


CHAP. X 


An Account of the Navigation of Vaſco de Gama, and.of all the Coaſts of Aﬀrick, as 
they lay in his way ; F the Iſland Zocotora, and of al the Coaſt of Alia, as far as 
China, and of the Methed obſerved ty the Portugueles in ſailing thither. 


Hus Vaſco de Gama performed this Voyage, which was the moſt remarkable that had 
been till then in the World, as well for the Length of it, as for the matiy Difficulties 
and Dangers he was to meet with : For then being ignorant what Couple to ſteer, and alſo 
of the Nature of thoſe vaſt Seas, they went as it were blindtold and groping. Time and Ex- 
perience have made that Voyage eaſe; ſo that the Seaſon for ſetting out, and the Courſe 
they ſteer, is much other than it was at firſt, which I have thought fit ro give ſome account of 
for the Satisfaction of the Curious. Ie will be convenient, in the firſt place, to deſcribe all 
thoſe vaſt Coaſts. Beyond the Streights of Gibraltar, upon the left hand, lies the Coaſt of 
Africk, which runs along for many. Leagues both on this and the other ſide of the Equino- 
Rial. Firſt, the moſt celebrated Mount A4r/as cuts the greateſt part of Africk from Eaſt to 
Weſt, and butts out into the Ocean. Beyond it is the Cape formerly by the Portugueſes 
called Nam, that is, No ; becauſe they imagined ſuch as paſſed it could never return. Next 
is Cape Bojader, in 28 Degrees of Noith Latitude, oppoſite to the Iſland Palma, which is one 
of the Canaries. All theſe three Capes are Branches of Mount Atlas. Then follows on that 
Coaſt Cape Blanco, in 2 1 Degrees. of Latitude, and next to it the little Iſland 4rguin, which 
gives Name to all that Gulph. Beyond this is the Promontory Cabo Verde and its Illands, be- 
ing in number ſo, the chief of them called Santiago, formerly known by the Name of He. 
ſperides, tho? forme will have it that under this Name were comprehended all the Iſlands we 
have diſcovered to the Weſtward. Caboverde is in the Latitude of 16 Degrees. North of it 
the River Sanagd falls into the Sea, and to the Southward another, for the abundance of 
Water it carries named the Rio Grande. They are believed to be both Branches of one great 
River, that is, the Niger, much ſpoken of by the Ancients, as riſing from che ſame Springs 
with Nile. Beyond Rio Grande , which is in 11 Degrees of Latitude, is Sierra Leona, a 
Mountain in the Latitude of 8 Degrees: In this Mountain there is great Thunder and. Light- 
ning, and great Lights are generally ſeen upon it from Sea, the Natives going out at Night 
to their Labour, which makes it 'appear at a diſtance as if it were all in a Flame. Some will 
have this to be the Mountain called by Prolomy the Chariot of rhe Gods , which he places in 
only 5 Degrees of North Latitude. Under the Equino&ial lies the Iſland of S.7homes, not 
far from the Continent, and from Portugal ſomewhat above r000 Leagues. The Air of it 
is unhealthy, but it yields abundance of Sugar. Six Leagues beyond the EquinoRial is the 
Country called Mina, by reafon of the pure Gold Mines in it. Beyond it the River of San- 
tiago and Gulph of S. Helena, where Vaſco de Gama put'in for Water. Many other Rivers and 
Promontaries there are, as may well be imagined in ſuch a vaſt extent ; but theſe are the 
chiefeſt. The Cape of Good Hope, which 1s the fartheſt Point of Africk, diltant from Portugal 
about 2000 Leagues, lies in 35 Degrees of South Latitude. Turning this Cape, thoſe Shoars 
run a valt length, with many Promontories and Rivers of Note- The Rivers of S. Blax, 
Natal, and Bons Sinas, are the moſt Principal till you come to Zeofala, which is one of the 
moſt remarkable Towns on that Coaſt, by reaſon of the Gold Mines. Some are of Opinion 
that Zofala was Tharſis, whither, as the Scripture ſays, Solomon down the Red Sea ſent his Fleets 
to bring Gold and other Riches, and the Natives affirm their Hiſtories do prove as much. 
Others affirm it to be the Promontorium Fraſium of Ptolomy, which he places in 15 Degrees of 
South Latitude; but Zofals lies above 20 Degrees beyond the Line. Beyond Zofala on the 
right hand lies the great Iſland of S. Laurence, commonly called Madagaſcar, and on the left 
Mcxambique , a Place of great Trade, in 15 Degrees of South Latitude. Farther on, almoſt 


' at equal diſtances, are Quiloa and Monbaga, with the Iſland of Zanzibar, and Melinde near 


the Line. AMagadexa is 5 Degrees on this ſide, and in 10 Degrees is the laſt Promontory of 
Africk, now called Cape Guardafu, by Ptolomy Aromata. Near to it is the Iſland Zocorora, 
which was found Inhabited by Chriſtians, but very barren and deſtitute of all things neceflary. 
This is believed to be the Ifland Prolomy calls Dioſcorides. Not far from thence is the Mouth of 
the Red Sea, or Arabian Gulph. Within it, on the ſide of Africk, is the Port of Arquico in the 
Kingdom of Barnagaſſo, ſubje& to Preſter Foby. On the Coaſt of Arabia ſtands the City 
Aden, a ſtrong Place, and the Key of that Sea. Betwixt the Red Sea and the Gulph of Perſa 

lies 
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lies Arabia Felix, and in the middle of the Coaſt Cape Fartaque, The fartheſt Point nexe the 
Gulph of Perſia-is Cape Roſalgate. Juſt in the Mouth of the Perſian Gulph is the Ililand of Or- 
mz, {mall and naturally barren, but by reafon of its great Trade very rich ; its Latfude 26 
Degrees. Almoſt in che fame Laticude to the Eaſtwasd,. at the Mouth of the River Indus, is 
the Iſland and Fortreſs of Diu, well known for the Bravery with which the Pertugue/es have 
detended it, firſt againſt the Forces of the Soldans of Egypr, and then againſt the 828 Turk. 
Beyond Du and Bugain which is near it, the Coaſt turns to the South, till it ends in Cape 
Comori;, on the Welt-ſide whereof ſtands the City Gos in 16 Degrees of Latitude, and Calicut 
in 12. Between them both is Cananor, and neareg to the Cape Cochin and Coulam, all Cities 
in the Country of Malabar, and of great Trade for Spice. From the Cape of Good Hope to 
Goa, Seamen reckon 1 240 LO Oppoſite to the Coaſt of Malabar are the Maldivp 
lands, which take cheir*Name from the:cinefelt of them. They aze in number above 1000, 
all ſmall, and ſometimes fo cloſe together, it is difficult ro fail betwixt them. The chiefeſt 
ching chey produce is the Tree that bears Coco's, fo profitable that they are cloathed and fed 
by it. Near to Cape Comer,” on the Eaſt-ſide is the Iſland Ceylon, whence we have moſt of 
our Cinnamon. Then follow the Kingdoms of Nar/imgs and Pegs, and in the midſt of them that 
of Bengala, which gives its Name to that great Gulph ending at the City Malaca, near 
which is the Iſland Sumatra, lying under the Equinotial. Moſt learned Men hold Sn. 
tra to be rapobana of Prolemy, and Malaca his Aurea Cherſoneſw, and there-want noc 
choſe who "Wtitgm Malaca to be Ophir whence* Solomon had his Gold and Silver. Nay the 
People of ' the "Kingdom of Pegu which is nor far diſtant, value themſelves. upon being de- 
ſcended of the Fews, whom Solowen ſent thither to work in the Mines.  Tho' theſe Merca!s 
are not there co be found at preſent, they might formerly. Solomen*s Ships ſpent Three 
Years in the Voyage to'Tharſis becauſe they always kept along the Coaſt, not having the 
uſe of the Compals. From Malace Eaſtward are the Moluco Iſlands, the chiefeſt whereof 
are Five, whence we have our Cloves, in all other reſpedts they are Barren. Bending 
Northwarxd we come to the Vaſt and Rich Empire of China, and the Iſland Macao the Mar- 
ket of the Porrugueſes for the Trade of that Kingdom, they not being admitted to enter ins 
it, From Gos to China they reckon 1300 pa 70m 800 of them to Malacs, and the other 
500 thence to China, From Macao to ' Fapan, Northwards being the fartheſt extent of the 
Portugues Dilcoveries, areabout 300 Leagues. The principal Iflands of Fapan are” Three, 
beſides many other ſmall ones adjoining to them. e great Iſland it felf extends about 
200 Leagues in length, and not above 89 in breadth. In it are many Kings and King- 
doms, and the People are Warlike, of ſharp Wits. The Voyage from Portugal to India is 
performed in this manner. They ſet out from Lihon in March or the beginning of April, 
thence they dire& their Courſe to the Iſland Madera 150 Leagues diſtance, and then to the 
Canaries which are 300 Leagues thence. They ſteer next ro Cape Blanco and the Iſlands of 
Cabo Verde. Then they ſtand off from the Coaſt of Africk, and by reafca of the continual 
Soucherly Winds bear up cloſe towards the South-Weſt, till they come ſometimes near Brafi, 
where it the Wind will not permit them to Weather Cape St. Aug»#in, which is 19 Leagues 
beyond the Equinotial, they cannot make their Voyage that Year. If they Weather the 
Point, then they Tack and ſtand for the Cape of good Hope, ſteering Sourh Exſt. To ſhun 
the Storms uſual about that Promontory, they run to about 40 Degrees of South Latitude, 
Thus having turned the Cape they touch at Zofals, or Mocambique, where it their Voyage 
has not been Short they Wiater, if ic has, they croſs the Gulph to Goa. Ir is a very Jon 
Voyage that is performed in 5 or 6 ths, for commonly it takes up a Year. From 


Goa to Malaca, a other Eaſtern parts they fail at ſzt times. To return co Spain chey 
expect the uſual Zes in December. They turn the Cape about March or Aprit. Then 
- they pals by the Iſland of St. Helens, which Nature has provided as it were an Inn by the 
F way in that vaſt Ocean, to refreſh the Seamen with its Fruit, ' Fiſh and Fleſh, tho' ſcarce 
« Inhabiced, being but Four Leagues in length, and fo, far from any Land. Thence, by the 
. way of the Iſlands Terceras, the Ships generally return to Lisbon in Auguſt or September.

Nothing but Joy appeared ; they that were moſt inclined to the French, expreſſed moſt 
Satisfaction co diſguiſe their own Faults, The City Naples, from whence the whole Kingdom 
takes its Name, is one of the taireſt, richeſt, and moſt Populous in all Italy, It is ſeated 
on the Coaſt of the Mediterranean,” at the ſides of a Hill that riſes berwixt the Weſt and 
the North. The Streets are long and ſtrait, full of ſtately Buildings , woe the No. 
bility, who are very numerous, live there moſt of the Year, and vie amonelt them{cives 
in Erecting ſtately Houſes. The moſt Famous are thoſe of che Prince of S«/r9 and Duke 
of Gravina, They encline to live there by reaſon of -the Temperature of the Air, the 
Fruicfulneſs of the Soil, and the beauciful Gardens that ſurround the City : So that there is 
ſcarce any City where ſo. many Great Men reſide. It is divided into Five Sejs*s, which 
are ſo many Council-Houſes, where the Nobility and Gentry of each Quarter meet. to 
conſult about the Aﬀeairs of the City. The Churches, Monaſteries, and Hoſpitals, are Nu- 
merous and Magnificent, particularly the Hoſpital de 1a Anmnciata, which ſpends yearly 
above 50900 Ducats, gathered by the Charity of the People upon pious Uſes. - The Watls are 
ſtrong, adorned with Towers and Four ſtrong Caſtles. Of theſe the Firſt is Caſtelnows, 
large, and to appearance impregnable, ſeated on the Shoar near the Mole which makes 
the Harbour. - 'The Second the Gate of Capra, on the North, formerly a famous Place of 
Strength, now the Place for holding the Courts of Judicature. The Third the Caſile del 
Ovo, in the Sea on a ſmall Rock , but inacceffible. The Fourth that of Samelmo, in the 
higheſt part of the Ci , commands it all, and is of late ſtrongly fortified. Two of 
theſe Forts, to wit, Caſtelnovo and Caſtel del Ou!, were now in the hands of the French, 
As ſoon as ever the Great Captain alighted, he went to give Orders for beſieging thoſe 
Caſtles Caſte/novo was furiouſly battered, and they began to undermine it ; but the Be- 
ſieged made a vigorous Defence. Yilamarin with the Fleet came to an Anchor at Nofra 
Signora de Pie de Gruta ;, ſeven days after, the Great Captain entred the City. . On the laſt 
day of May, the Pope created Nine Cardinals, Five ot them Natives of Yalenciz, On the 
12th of Fune, after a vigorous Reſiſtance , Caſtelnovo was taken by Storm. Fohn Peluez, 
de Rerrio, Servant to the Great Captain , was the firſt that entred. The Captains Peter 
Navarro , an able Man at Mining, and Nuno d*Ocampo, fignalized themſelves ; che laſt 
had th2 Command of the Fort given him. Among other Priſoners taken there, was 
Hugh Roger Earl of Pallas, who had been above 49 Years in Rebellion againſt the Catho- 
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lick King and his Father King Fobn. He was ſent to the Caſtle of. Xarive., - where he 
ended his Days. Some French and Genoeſe —_ came from Gaers too late to relieve the

N the p8th of Faure the Great Captain ſet forwards from Naples towards S. German, 
in order toſoppole the French, who "lay incamped on the other ſide the River Ga. 
rellano, formerly called Lyrs, and to reduce ſome Towns thereabouts that till 
held for the French. He paſled through A4verſa and Capus, thoſe Cities geſiring to 


ſee him, and expreſs their Aﬀection to Spain, hilt he was thus fhayed, Fames Garzia de St. Gerrar

Paredes, and Chriſtopher Zamudio, advanced with 1500 Men to attack S. German. That City *ak*n. 


and its Caſtle ſoon furrendred, notwithſtanding that Peter de Medicis lay with fome French 
Forces near hand at Aomecaſmo,' He deſpairing of holding out there, went away, leavin 

200 Men in che Monaſtery, who ſurrendred the Place. The Great Captain took Rocs Guil. 
rms, a ſtrong Place, alſo 7: argero upon the River Garel/ano, and other Places. Caſftellon, and 


Male, which lie near Gaza, ſubmitted. This done, the Great Captain on the firſt of Fuly G4*t- be 
incamped near 'the Suburb of Gaers. That City is very ſtrong, being for the moſt-part en. *8**- 


compaſſed with the Sea, only towards the Land is a narrow and uncouth way to it, and 
over the City Aount Orlando of difficult acceſs, where the French had planted many Pieces of 
Cannon, ſo that there was no coming near to it; In the Place were 4500 Men, 1500 of 
them Horſe. What was worſt of all, they were Maſters of the Sea, being much ftronger 
than the Spaniards, and conſequently there was no hindring the recourſe of Proviſions, or o- 
ther Supplies to them, tho Vilamarin came 'thither with his Galleys, The Great Capzain 
cauſed bh Cannon to be brought from Naples to batter the Mount, whenee his Men were 
much annoyed, lying within Shot. Many of his Men were killed, and among them D. Hug 
de Cardona, a Man of great Worth. The Beſieged ſuffered for want of Proviſions, but chietly 
of Meal, not having wherewith to grind their Corn, On the 6th of Auguf they received 
Supplies of Proviſions and 1500 Men in two Carracs, 4 Galleons, and ſome Galleys, which 
carried the Marqueſs de Saluzes, who was to ſucceed the Duke of Nemours as Viceroy. The 
fame day this Supply came to them, Rabaſtein, Colonel of the Germans that ſerved in the 

aniſh Army, was killed by a Cannon Shot. This made tht Great Captain draw back to Ca- 

ellon. All this while. nothing was done, for tho a Breach had been made in the Town Wall 
it could not be attacked, nor did the Beſieged offer to Sally. But the day we retired 2509 
Men attacked our Germans in the Rear, who drew them on to an open Ground far from the 
City, then 400 Spaniards charged them fo furiouſly they were driven to the very Gates of 
Gaera with the loſs of 200; whom our Men returning ſtepped at cheir leafure. Whilſt this 
was doing at Gaets, both ſides made great Preparations. The King of France ſent the Lord 
de Ia Trimoutle to-the Relief of Gaets with 600 French Lances and 8000 Swiſs, beſides 4000 
French gone by Sea to Leghorne, Telamon, and Porto Hercules, The Rendezvous was at Parma. 
Thither repaired the Duke of Ferrara, the Marqueſs of. Mantua, and other Italian Noblemen, 
Trimowille dying, the Marqueſs of Aantza was made General of that Army. On the other 
ſide the Catholick King ſent 6 Galleys to Naples, with Men and. Money, under the Command 
of D. Raimund de Cardona, Still the Spaniſh Fleet was inferior to the French, which conſiſted 
of 30 Sail of al forts. The Great Captain laboured to bring the Family of the Urſii to the 


Service of the Catholick King, and at length prevailed, Bartholomew de Albiano Coming into praftices 
the Service as their Chief, and behaving himſelf afterwards with much bravery in the Wars of of the 
Iraly. Money was offered the Emperor to induce him-to invade Lombardy, and the Pope was $paniaras 


alſo rampered with to. declare for Spain, for at” this time he ſtood Neuter, but the Treaty 
ſeemed to be well advanced if there were any Confidence to be repoſed in Duke Yatenrin. 
Death prevented this raking effe&t, for the Pope was ſnatched away by Poiſon Duke YValcn- 
tin had prepared for certain'Cardinalsin the Garden of Cardinal Adrian Corneto, where they 
open .

The Great apprehehſions there Were ofa, War in. Spam by realontof,thePForces:thargathered 
French in. <4, out Narbome, Hereupon the Cat King went t0.Z argc go, raiſed Men, and conltictired 
Rooffiden. - 7, derick de Toledo, Duke of Alva, General of Rſillen. Some were. for perſwading the 
King to be- before- hand with-the Enemy, and invade France. The diſtruſt conceived againft 
the King and Queen of Navarre daily increaſed, all that Family being of .zhe French Intereſt, 
infomuch that the Lor# of Yames, Brother to the King,. ſerved under them at Naples, and 
his Father, the Lord. &Albrer, was now- made Governour of 'Guieyne. Beſide the Lord of 
Luſſe intended to enter into the Valley,of 4nfo, which is pait of Aragon, go attackghe Caſtle 
of Verdun, and this could not be done without he were ſuffered to paſs through Val de Roncal 
belonging to Navarre. That King endggyoured to glear himſelf, and had to that purpoſe ſent 
his Daughter Magdalen to be bred under Queeft"E/zzabeth, but this was now a ſmall tie, be- 
cauſe this ſame year was born to him a Son called Henry, who inherited.chit Crown. Upon 
this ſuſpicion Queen Elizabeth ordered rhe Conſtable of Caſtile, and. Duke of Najara, with 
their own Forces, and 5oo Horſe ſhe ſent; td draw near the Frontiers of that Kingdom, tho 
A Fobn de Ribera who commanded there before, was putting all things into the beſt poſture he 
& © could, no body Joubting but the War would break out on that fide. So it proved, for the 
E- King of France wich all his Forces, whigh. amiounted to 25000. Men, cho che ſtrength of 
them conſiſted in 1000 Foot and 1000 Horke, refolv'd to invade Rouſſillon, believing he 
ſhould find no ſufficient Force there to oppole him. *' About the end of Auguſt the Mareſchal 
de Ricux having allembled all theſe Forges, incamped on the Borders of Rouſillon at a Place 
called Palma. There they ſtayed ſome days, and then marched towards Sa/ſar, che Foot 
over the Mountain, the Hori: through the Plain, leaving the Paſies guarded leſt our Forces 
ſhould cut off their Proviſions that came from France. On the 16th of September they fate 
down before Sal/as. The Duke of Alva was then at Perpignan with 1000 Light Horſe, 500

view the Enemies Camp and allarm them, the Duke himſelf came out of Perpignan, and en- 
camped at Rabaltar, above Sallas and the French Army. There was no coming at him there 
by reaſon of the ſtrength of the place, and he was ready to lay hold of any Advantage ſhould 
be offered, yet he cffered Battle, which was too much boldneſs conſidering how much 
weaker he was than the Enemy, but he had much the advantage of the Ground,» Whilſt the 
French lay before Salſas, the Cardinals at Rome were ſhut up in the Conclave to chooſe a new 
Pope. There were many Candidates. The Cardinal of Roan was ſtrongly ſupported by 
the Fr:nch, and the Cardinal Bernardin de Carwajall no leſs by the Great Captain. Yet nei- 
ther of them, nor the Cardinal Peter Fulia de Robere, nor he of Naples who alſo made Inte- 
reſt, carried it, tho. they ſtayed the Eleftion 35 days. The Cardinals agreed, that whoſo.- 
ever was choſen Pope ſhould be obliged within, two years to aſſemble a General Csuncil, and 
that one ſhould be called every 3 years ever after to Reform all Abufes. To this all the Car- 
Pi IIT. dinals .Swore, and then by Pluraligy of Voices made choice of Francis Picolemini Cardinal of 
Elefted $j:ng, who had the Reputation of a Pious Man. He wes Eleted on.he 22th of Seprember, 
Fope-, and took the Name of Piw III! ih Honour of his Uncle by the Mothers fide, Pope Pixs 11. 
. His firſt: Thoughts were to Reform the Church and State, which he declared before his Co- 
ronatian, .refolving to call a General Council immediately. But Death fnatching him away

Govern in his Name. D. Alonſo faid,: the ProteRtorſhip belonged to the Emperor as Grand- 
father by che Father's ſide. This Opinion prevailed above the Duke's 'and the Emperour was 
deſirous to take upon him the Government, propoſing to come himſelf into Spain. Some there 
were that woui'd commit 'the Government to'the King of Portugal, and marry Prince F:rdi. 
and to his Daughter Elizabeth , proclaiming bim King, being utterly averſe to Strangers. 
Others were for marrying the Daughter of King Philip to the Prince of Viana, and fo putting 
the Kingdom under che King and Queen of Navarre. Theſe were all Chimera's, framed 
according to every Man's Intereſt.

An infinite. pumber of A4oor; about the end of this Year, 
layed Siege to the City Safin on the Coaſt of Africk, and ſubje to the Porrugweſes, Atayde 
the Governour having received ſome Supplies:trom the Iſland of Aaders, detended himſelf 
bravely; and the Siege being raiſed made am Inroad as far as Almedina, 32 miles from Safin, 
He had ſeveral Skirmiſhes wich the Adoors, took great Booty, but in hisreturnſuch great Nun. 
berscame upon him, that he Was forced to quitit. He made ſeveral other Incurſions and came 
upto the very Walls of 2#oces, an Aftion of more Honour than Advantage. The fame was 
done by D. Fchn Courme Governour of Arzilla, and Peter de Souſa of Azamer ; both brave Com- 
and ambitious of enlarging the Portugues Dominions in Africk, which might have 
been the more eaſily performed, that Country being divided into many Kmgdoms, and they 
2t variance among themſelves.

CHAP. X 


Some Cardinals Revolt from the Pope ; Bolonia taken by the French ; The Rewolted Car- 
' dlinals ſummon 4 General Comncil, 


Uch about the ſame time the Catholick King having broke up the Cortes at Mor- 

gon, returned to Caſtile and Pope Fulis ſet out from - Rowe towards Bolonia, The 
King was going to the Cortes of Caſtile, furmmoned to meet at Madrid, to take care for 
carrying on the War in Africk, and no leſs to provide for the Afﬀairs of [aly,,v The Po 
thought being at Bolonia to advance the War againſt Ferrara, in which the Duke of Urbis 
made little Progreſs : On the 6th of Ofober Rong Focnend in the preſence of the Emperor's 
and Prince Charles his Ambaſſadors, and of the Popes Nuncio, took an Oath at Madrid 
to Goverrr that Kingdom as became a juſt and rightful Tutor... He alſo Ordered Fabricine 
Colona with 300 Lances from Naples to go join the Forces of the Church, to ſerve againſt 
Ferrars, but not againſt the King of France. To oblige hin he Ordered the Admiral 
Vilamarin with 11 Gallies that returned from Gelves to join the French Fleet at Genoa, in 


order to fecure that City. The Duke of Termens wis in Verons wit xces in the 
Emperor*s Service, and (red thar City from falling into the Mahds.ob-cbe , /avcriav;, who 
laid cloſe Siege ro it. The Pope when he ſet out, Ordered allithe Cardinals to follow him. 


but ſome of chem fled to Naples, and not being admitted there, went thence to Florence, 
There they ſtaid, tho! the Pope preſſed them to come to. him. The French. now attempt- 
ed to have ſurprized Bolonia, where the Pope apd Cardinals were- in great Danger, but, 
Fabricizs Bolona with his. 300 Lances delivered them. The Pope fel] ſick, whereupon ſome 
ſcandatous Conrrivances began to be among the Cardinals ; which he having notice of;«af- 
ſembled them, and publiſhed a ſevere Bull - againſt ſuch as were. guilty of Simony in the E- 
leftion of a Pope. 'The Mutinous Cardinals at Florence thought of calling a general Council 


to Reform the Church Diſcipline, and alſo to Depoſe the Pope, The Emperor and King 


of France jbining with them, and endeavouring to draw in the Catholick King. The Em- 
peror and King of France declared all the Confederate Princes were obliged to: afliſt one 
another, till they had Recovered all that was detained from any of them by the Yenetians. 
They alſo would have the Pope remit the buſineſs of Ferrara to be Tried by due Courſe 
of Law, and in' order to it, would have all; Ecclefiaſtical Perſons, not excepting Cardi- 
nals: or any others, to reſide at their Benefices upon Penalty of Forſeiting their. Revenues. 
This cauſed -the Pope to Excommunicate all the Freneh Commanders in [aly,' and all thoſe 
who had any Hand in the Gallicen Provincial , Synods heid to this effeft. The. Catholick 
King never agreed .to this Decree of the Gellican Church, but laboured to reconcile the 
Emperor to the-Pope and the Yengtiani. It x; fy propoſed to Marry the Queen of 
Naples, Niece to*the Catholick King, to Charles e of Savoy, and. the Treaty was fo far 
advanced, that 206009: Ducats were affigned for her Portion, and ſhe was called Dutcheſs 
of Sewoy; 'yet at laſt it broke” off, and the Duke Married Beatrix Princeſs of Portugal, At 
Naples the People mutinied, becauſe it was deſigned to introduce the Inquiſition there, after 
the manner of Spain. The Tumult wasfo great, that the Viceroy to prevent fart mallehief, 
commanded all}-the Few: who were come thither from Spain in great numbers, to depart 
the Kingdom by the laſt of March, as alſo that the Inquiſition ſhould not be Eſtabliſhed 

Thus the People was appeaſed, the Pope himſelf being of opinion they ought not to have 
been -provoked by erefting that ſevere Tribunal.

- within 2 Years after his Promotian to the Pontificate. belides it was decreed iri the Coun. preſſed to 
gils of Conſtance and Baſle, that general Councils ſhould meet every 10 Years, and prievotis ©*ll  ge- 
penalties denounced to ſuch as ſhould obſtru& them. Pope Fulixs after he had obtained the puradifl 
Papacy, made no account either of his Oath, or the Decreesof thoſe Councils. Many were _— 
defirous to corret the Abuſes crept into the Roman Court, eſpecially during the Reigns of 
Alexander and Fulius. The Emperor and King of France favouring this Deſign ; the Cardinals 
that were withdrawn froth the 7 iſſued out their Mandates for ſummoning a general 
Council to meet at Piſa on the 1ſt © September. The Emperor conſented to all this Proceed. 
ing, and only'deſired to have the Council aſſembled at Conftance in Germany. The Catholick 
King declared himſelf again{t theſe Practices, and adviſed the Emperor not to have any Hand 
in them. "He ordefed Cavanilas his Ambaſſador at the French Court in the beſt manner thac 
might be, eorequire that King to Reſtore Bolonia to the Church; not to Invade the Terri- 
tories thereoPany farther, and to deſiſt from that Aﬀair of the Council. The King of France 
excuſed himſelf, ſaying, the Pope had infringed the Capitulation made at Cambray; never. 
thelels he wogld admit of Peace upon honourable Terms. He demanded the Articles agreed 
upon at Cambray ſhould be duly obſerved. That the Cardinals who had forſaken the Court of 
Rome ſhould be -Reſtored, even as they were before they went thence. That the Marqueſs 
of Mantua who ſerved as General of the Yenetiahs, ſhould be Abſolved of the Oath he took 
to that Republick, and have his Son Reſtored to him, whom he had delivered to the P 
as Hoſtage. That the; Duke of Ferrara ſhould be received into the Pope's favour, and the 
Sentence denounced againſt him recalled, withone obliging him to reſign his Lands beyond 
the River Po, or Cento, or Pieve, ſince they were his Wives Portion. The fame things were 
required of the Pope in'the Empero:*'s Name. But he looked on theſe as hard Conditions, 
and being of a haughty Spirit, would have ns Bady Capitulate with him, bug ſubmit co his 
Will. The Cath6lick King ſeeing there*Was no Expedient to prevent that mighty Breach, 
reſolved to declare for the Pope. In order to it he altered his Deſign of going over 
himſelf into 4frick, and ſent home r000 Engliſh Archers the King of Eng/and had furniſhed 
for that Expedition. They arrived at Cadiz in Fuze, where he Rewarded, and Diſmiſſed 
them well ſatisfied. Moreover he articled with that King, that in. caſe the King of France x...

R ANCIS the newKing of France having ſettled the Affairs of his Kingdom 

at home, and being a hat and fiery Youth, reſolved to carry the War into rrench K. 
+ Jtaly. He paſſed the Alps with all his Forces, and at his firſt Eatrance overs in 1rah. 

threw and took Priſoner Proſper Coloma, who with the Horſe thought to 

have ſtopp'd his Paſſage. Next he took Novara, and the Caſtle, wherein 

he was much aſſiſted by the Induſtry of Count Peter Navarro, who weary of 

his long Impriſonment, and offended that he was.not Ranſom'd, had taken p 
Service with the French. nce the French King March*d towards Alan, With Duke a- 
ximilian, were the Swiſs, Raymund de Cardona was at Verona, and Lawrence de Medicis Ge- 
neral for the Pope at Placencia, They not coming in time as they ought to have done, 
the Swi/s marched out to meet the King; and tho the Battel was ſo reſolutely fought, 5mi{s rou? 
that it laſted all day and part of the night, next moraing the Swiſs terrified with a falſe ted. 
Rumour that freſh Supplies were coming to the King, were overcome and put to flight. 
The Duke was taken in the Caſtle whether he fled for refuge, and ſeat Priſoner into France 
as his Father had been, and continued there in like manner as long as he lived. This 
memorable Battel was fought on the 1 3th of September. 

The Conſequence of this Victory was ſach in /taly, that the Spaniards, who before were $p,yja-ds 
abſolute, being. drove out of Lombardy and the State of Alan, began now to be in fear expelled 
for Naples. The Catholick King raiſed Men, and endeavour'd to have Succours from all Milzn. 
Parts ; yet at the ſame time he gave Orders to ſecure the Great Captain Gongalo Fernandez, 

. de Cordova and other. Men of Quality, becauſe they deſigned to go over to F/ander:, but 
he fell ſick in OFober at Loxa, and died the Secdnd of December at Granada.

Ferdinand the Catholick King died at Madrigatejo near Traxillo, as he was going to Sevil, k. Ferdi- 
on the 27th of January, of a Dropſy which had troubled him many Months.

© been heard td ring of it ſelf before this. He appointed his Grandſon Charles of Auſtria 
his Heir. To his Grandſon Ferdinand he left the City Taranto and ſome other Lands in 
the Kingdom of Naples. ' To govern during the abſence of King Charles, he appointed the 
Cardinal of Spain Archbiſhop of Toledo in Caſtile, and his Son the Archbiſhop of Zaragoga 
in Aragon. Ferdinand Duke of Calabria he ordered to be ſet at Liberty, and to bave a 
competent Revenue aſſigned him, His Body and that of the Queen his Wife, were buried 
in the Cathedral of Granada, as he had ordained in his Will. King Charles by his Letters 
Patents appointed Adrian, Dean of Loyain, to govern together with the Cardinal of Spain ; 
and notwithſtanding his Mother was ſtill living, he took upon him the Title of King, with- 
out conſent of the Nobility, yet he continued to uſe that Stile, ir being a thing of dange- 
rous conſequence to oppoſe him. 

Our Governours were in care for Navarre, fearing leaſt now upon the Change of Princes xrovarre 
that Kingdom ſhould declare for irs own antient Kings. - For this reaſan they choſe the paciticd. 
Duke of Najara Governour and General of that Kingdom, he being a Perſon vety fit for 
that Employmeat, by reaſon of the great Alliances he had among that People, his _— 
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lying near at hand, Nevertheleſs Peter of Navarre, Mareſchal of that Kingdom and 

Marquis of Cortes raiſed ſome Commotions, which were not of any-moment, for he was

Charles of Auſtria the new King, arrived with his Fleet at Yillavicoſa, a Town in 4ſta- 
rias, the 19th of September. The Cardinal of Spain went to meer him; but died by the 
way at Koa. His Body was buried in the Coltedge of $. Hdefonfus at Atcata de Henares, 
which he had built from the Grovnd, and endowed with plentiful Revenues to be a Se- 
minary of Learning.

Egypt was Subje& to the Roman Empire till the enne of 
the Emperor Heraclius, when the falſe Prophet ' Mabomet conquer'd that Province. Aftep 
his Death it was poſſeſſed by, the Caliphs, whor as he had appointed were Snpream in 
Spirituals as well as Temporals. Theſe continued till the War of the Holy Land, when 
King Amalaricus of Hieruſalem, having taken the' City of Damiata formerly. called Pelu- 
fxm,, drove the Caliph to ſuch ſtreights, that he was forced to: crave Aid of the Sultan 
of Siria. Sarraco was ſent with theſe Succours, He in requital'for the Aſſiſtance given 
poſſeſſed himſelf of the Kingdom of Egypt, leaving to the Caliphs only the” Spiritual Jarif- 
diction. Saladin the Son of Sarraco was Sultan of Egypt and Siria, and having obtained 
many ViRories over the Chriſtians, and taken Hiernſalem, reduced the Chriſtians there 
ro great ſtreights. Not long after 2ekcbſala being poſſeſſed of thar Empire, fiuding him- 
ſelt roo weak to oppoſe the Chriſtians, bought of the Tartars a great number of Circaſſian 
Slaves, with whoſe help he did many greatthings, and among the reſt took S. Zuis King 
of France Priſoner at Damiata, The Slaves having murdered Melechſala, choſe a King 
from among themſelyes called Tarqueminius, upon condition "that neither his Sons ſhould 
inherit the Crown, northe Sons of the othet Slaves ſhould be admitted iato rheir Order, but 
that only thoſe ſhould be Soldiers and bare command who being the Sons of Chriſtian Pa- 
rents had renounced the Faith. Theſe they called Mamalxcks, and from among them the 
King was to be choſen. This Government flouriſhed 300 Years, till the time of Cayer- 
beyus, who obtained many Victories over the Tirks, and reigned in the time of King 
Ferdinand of Spain. Campſon bis Succeſſor, after the Tarks had overthrown the Perſzans 
near the City Tarviſzum, fearing they would invade Siria, marched againſt them with his 
Army, and was near Damaſcus defeated and ſlain by Selymu the Turkiſh Emperor, In 
his ſtead the Mamalukes ſet up Tomombeyus, who being by the Tarks in Battel put to the 
Rout, and the City Caire taken, was by them impaled. Thus the Turk Selymw having 
conquered the Provinces of Siria and Egypt returned home victorious, his Empire being 
much augmented, and/his ſtrength increaſed by ſo large an Addition.

The third, was the 
Death of Eraſmus Roterodamus, who departed this Life at Baſle being 70 Years of Ape, a 
Perſon of great Learning, but no good Reputation. . 

In England on the 29th of May, Anne Bullen, tho the King had by her a Daughter call- 
ed Elizabeth, was accuſed and convicted of Adultery, and accordingly Beheaded. Fear 
Seymour ſtepped intro her Place, but the Year after ſhe died in Childbed. Her Son lived, 
and was called Edward. After this the King Married Anne Siſter to the Duke of Cleves, 
from whom he was ſoorr after Divorced, having before eſtabliſh'd a Law to allow of Di- 
vorces. Thus he Married his fifth Wife Catherine Howard, but her alſo he put to Death 
for Adultery, ' and becauſe ſhe had loſt her Virginity before ſhe was Married to him. 

Laſtly, he Married the Lady Catherine Par, her he made not away, for ſooa -after he died 
himſelf.

Duke Alexander de Medicis was murdered at Florence the 6th of January, by the Con- 
trivance of Laurence de Medicis his Kinſman. Upou his Death the Citizens choſe for 
their Duke Coſmo de Medicis, Kinſman to the late Duke, bur at a great diſtance. 

The Emperor held the Diet'of the Empire at Worms, where an Edi& was publiſhed Diet at 
againſt the Lutherans, but it was of no force, thoſe People being then in Arms. All Men Forms. 
wiſhed for a General Council, but there were great Difficulties that obſtructed it. How- 
ever the Pope Summon'd the Council, and appointed the Cities of Mantua firſt, and then 
that of Yincenza for it to be held in, both thoſe Places being in /taly, and nor far from 
Germany. The Hereticks pretended that the Pope, as a Guilty Perſon, could not be a 
Judge, nor the Biſhops, as being obliged to him by Oath. They required the Council 
thould be free, and held in Germany. What they aimed at could not be any way allow- 
ed ; for how could they either as Perſons accuſed or accuſers, ſet up for Judges. To 
exclude the Biſhops was never praQiced, and even the ſecular Princes themſelves refuſed 
to determine Matters of Faith, Their deſign was only to baffle and delay time. 

Solyman the Eunuch Baſſa govern'd Egype for the Great-Turk, By his Order he fitted 
out a Fleet of 80 Sail in the Red Sea, and failing into the Ocean, laid Siege to the moſt 
important Fortreſs of Diu in the Kingdom of Cambaya, intending to drive the Pordugneſes Din be- 
out of /ndia, and wholly exclude them their Trade in thoſe Parts. The Siege was car- fieged by 
ried furiouſly and with obſtinacy, but the Portugreſes behaved themſelves with ſuch *Bra- the Turks. 
very, that the Turks were forced to deſiſt and return home with great loſs. 

About the ſame time the Pope appointed nine Cardinals to conſider of all things that 
ought to be reformed. They compoſed a Book, containing the Heads of many things to 
this purpoſe. A League againſt the Turks was alſo propoſed. It was agreed that the League a- 
Pope, Emperor and Yenetians ſhould join their Fleets to this intent, and that the French gainft the 
King might not be any hindrance to them, they reſolved to have a Conference with him 7k. 
at Nice 1n Provence.

This being determined, the Pope, tho then very'old, made haſt thither, the Emperor 
came from Spain by Sea, and the King of France by Land. The Meeting was ia May. 

After a long Debate, no Peace could be concluded, but a Truce was agreed on for Ten Truce for 
Years, Neither could it be brought about that the Emperor and French King ſhould come 10 Years. 
together. The Emperor promiſed to Marry his Baſtard Daugter Margaret, then Widow of 

Duke Alexander de Medicis, to Oftavins Farneſins the Pope's Grandſon. 

However the Emperor in his Return to Spain, ſaw the French King at Aiques AMortes. French K. 
They were together two days, and conferred in private for ſeveral times. The chief and Emp. 
thing concluded upon was, That the King of France ſhould Pardon Andrew Doria, and meet 
receive him again into Favour.

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He, with the Emperor's, Pope's, and the Yenetian Galleys in the Golph of Larta, in 
Albania near the Morea, took Caſtelnovo from the Tarks, but Barbaruſſa coming up with 
the Turkiſh Fleet near Preveſa, put him to flight without any conſiderable Reſiſtance. 
Thus all thoſe Preparations proved fruitleſs, and the next Year Caſtelnovo was retaken by 
the Turks, with great ſlaughter of the bs ry Gariſon left there.

The Emperor having pacifed Flanders, and puniſhed the Rebellion at Ghent, went away 
Di@utes for Germany, hoping to reconcile the Hereticks to the Church. Many Diſputes happened 
about Re- betwixt the Divines of both Parties, which might . have been a ſure Remedy for that 
ligion in Diſtemper, had the Obſtinacy of the Hereticks been to be convinced by any Arguments. 
Germany, The Jaſt Year on the 25th of November, at Worms, was began a Conference betwixt the 
Divines, which held on till this Year, but upon the coming of the Emperor all things were 
referred to the Diet at. Ratiſbon, which was opened the 5th of Apr:ii. The Divines ap- 
pointed on both ſides diſputed, the Chief for the Catholicks was John Eccins, for the He- 
reticks Philip Melandon. Cardinal Gaſpar Contarenus, the Popes Legate at this Diet, 
granted to the adverſe Party certain Points relating to Juſtification, and Tranſubſtantiati- 
on, for which after his return to Rome he was publickly reproved by Cardinal Peter Gar- 
rafa, who was afterwards Pope, and called Pa/the Fourth. All men gueſſed by the ſeverity 
of the Reprimand that it came from the Pope, who was there preſent, and therefore the 
Reflection upon him was the greater. The Diet at Ratiſbo» being broke up, the Emperor 
went into Jtaly, and conferred with the Pope at Luca in September. The chief Subje& of 
their Conference was about Aſſembling a General Council. Leaving the Pope, he went 
to Genoa, where Andrew Doria had a great Fleet in readineſs to go over to Arpiers an the 
Coaſt of Africk. The Seaſon was then too far advanced, therefore the Pope and others 
laboured to diſſwade the Emperor from that Enterprize, but he was not to be moved. 
Being come upon the Coaſt of Africk about the end of OGober, and having loſt great part 
of his Fleet in a terrible Storm, he .was forced to retire to Bygia, whence he paſled over 
much afflicted to Carthagena, having done nothing and ſuſtained great loſs. Ferdinand Cor- 
tes, who accompanied the Emperor in this Expedition, his Galley ſinking, was obliged to 
iwim for his Life, and loſt two Cups made of Emranlds, which he had tyed about him 
In a cleath, and were worth 300000 Duccats,

The bloody Wars betwixt Chriſtian "Bras diſappointed the Pope's deſign the laſt 
year, of aſſembling a General Council, but now he publiſhed a new Edie, Summoning all Council of 
the Biſhops to meet at the City Trent. He appointed the Cardinals, Pariſzus; Adoron, and Trem. 
Poole, to preſide in his Name; but this deſign was alſo put off, becauſe the French King made 
War upon the Emperor, The cauſe of this War was, that the King ſent two Embaſſa- 
dors to the Twrk, one a Genoeſe called Fregoſo, the other a Spaniard whoſe name was Antony 
Rincon, Alonſo Davalos, Marquis del Gafto, was then Governour of Milan. Certain Spa- 
niſh Soldiers diſcovered theſe Embaſladors failing down the River Po, tho they were difſ- 
guiſed like Pilgrims, they ſeized and drowned them in the River. This happened the 
laſt year, and ſo incenſed the French King, that he immediately had recourſe to Arms, and 
with a mighty Army invaded Flanders. Belides Henry the Dauphin by his Fathers order 
laid Siege to Perpignan on the borders of Spain. The Gariſon defended themſelves with 
ſuch bravery, that fſallying they nailed his great Guns, and Succours coming from all 
Parts, he was forced to raiſe the Siege and retire. 

John de Vega, Lord of Valverde, was at this time Viceroy of Nawarre, whence he went 
Embaſſador to Rome, then Governed Sicily ſeveral Years, and Jaſtly returning into Spair 
was Preſident of the Royal Council of Caſtile, which Office he Uiſcharged with great Re- 
putation. He was a Man of great Integrity, Wiſdom and Piety. 

At the beginning of December dyed James the Fifth, King of Scotland, leaving only 
one Daughter called Mary, born not long before his Death of Mary his Queen, Siſter to 
the Duke of Gaiſe, Such multitudes of Locuſts were in Germany, Italy and Spain, that Swarm of 
they darkned the Sun as they flew. In Sicily a great Earthquake did much harm in ſeveral Locutts.

Coſmo de Medicis, Duke of Florence, 
was allowed to buy out the Caſtles of Florence and Leghorn, then held by the Emperor, 
for 200900 Duccats. The Pope had given the Cities of Placencia and Parma to Peter Luis 
his Son, and would have had the Emperor confirm his Gift, thoſe Cities belonging to the 
State of Milan, but could not prevail. | 

The King of France Invaded the Low Countries by the way of S. Quintin. On the xrench and 
other ſide the great Pyrate Barbar«ſſa having ſacked and burnt the city Kijoles, not far from Turks take 
the Streight of Meſſina, ran along the Coaſt of /taly and put into the Port of Toulov, There Nice- 
joyning the Duke Enprien, they together attacked the City Nice near the State of Genoa, 
and tho they took it, could not reduce the Fortreſs, yet they ſpent the beſt part of the 
Summer before it. For this reaſon, and becauſe it was reported that Andrew Doria was

Diſputes ,. The Diet was held at Ratisbon, where there was a Diſputation between the Catho- 
betwixt licks and Hereticks. MAalvenda a Spaniard, and Choclens ſignalized themſelves among 
Catho- the Catholicks; for the Hereticks, Bucer and Brentinus, The Emperor repaired thither 
licks and jn Afay, but all this ſorted to no better effe&t than it had done at other times, but the 
Hereticks. J;fferences were rather greater, for the Hereticks departed when the diſpute was but be- 
gun. Moſt of the Princes tho ſummoned, appeared not : the moſt remarkable of them 
were Frederick Duke of Saxony, and Philip the Landtgrave, The Emperor thought fit to 
have recourſe to Arms, and ordered Maximilian Count de Bure to make Levies of Flan- 
ders. In Germany Albertus, and John, Marquilſes of Brandenburg, did the ſame for the Em- 
peror tho they were both Hereticks. The Spaniſh Forces marched out of Jtaly, and at 
. the ſame time the Emperor directed his. Letters to the Cities of Germany, admoniſhing 
them not to ſuffer themſelves to be led away, for that many abuſing his Patience had forc- 
ed him to have recourſe to Arms. Having diſpatched theſe Letters the Emperor ſet out 
from Ratisbon for Bavaria. He encamped near Landſhut, whether was come a good body 
of Men ſent to- him by the Pope, under the Command of his Grandſon, O&avius, and 
Cardinal Alexander Farneſjus. Sone after came thither 6009 Spaniards, D, Ferdinand of 
Toledo, Duke of Alva, was appointed General of thoſe Forces. The Enemy with a ſtrong 
Army came to Jngolſtat. The principal Commanders were the Duke of Saxony, and the 
Landtgrave, whom many other Princes and Cities either openly or underhand ſupported. 
They encamped oa a riſing Ground, whence they played their Artillery vpon the Empe- 
ror's Army which lay below them, but the fright was greater than the harm. The 
Landtgrave was for aſſaulting the Emperor's Camp, which was not well intrenched, but 
the others oppoſed him, which prayed the ſafety of our Army then much inferior to the 
Enemy, for that our Supplies were not come from Flanders. As ſoon as they came, the 
Emperor marched towards Nerling, the Enemy ſtill following in the Rear. At the ſame 
time Maurice, Duke of Saxony, being furniſhed with Forces by King Ferdinand, poſſeſſed 
_ himſelf of the Lands of his Couſin Frederick, ſome whereof were engaged, and others fo 
intermixed that it was convenient to ſecure them, leſt his own Subje&s might ſuffer by 
their ill Neighbours. To puta ſtop to their Proceedings, and becauſe they wanted Pro- 
viſions, the Heretigks returned towards Saxony. The Landfgrave went away to his own 
Dominions and hace to Francford, The War continued hot, and ſeveral Princes and 
Cities 
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Cities being ſenfible of their Error : Particularly Frederick Count Palatin, deſpairing of 
the Succeſs of the Rebels, was reconciled'to the Emperor, The Duke of Wittemberg and 
the Cities of Ulm, Francford, and Ausburg followed his Example, but were forced to buy 
their Pardon for great Sums of Money, and give Security for their future Loyalty.

Theſe things were 1a agitation at the beginning of this Year, at the ſame time that 
Frederick Drake of Saxony recover'd all the Places taken from him by Duke XMavrice, except 
Lipftat, which he could not reduce. 

This Year died Anne the Wife of King Ferdinand ; and Francis King of France, having Death of 
lived 52 Years, and Reigned 32 : His Sor Henry ſucceeded him. Alſo Henry the Eight of two Kings 
England, famous for his Separation from the Church. He lived 57 Years, and Reigned 37 29da Qu. 

and 9 Months: His Son Edward, then but 9 Years of Age, ſucceeded him, as was Ordain'd 
in his Father's Will, by-which his Daughters, Mary and Elizabeth, were appointed to In- 
herit, in caſe their Brother died without Iſſue. 

As ſoon as the Emperor had recover'd a great Fine he impoſed upon the City Strasbourg, 

and join'd his Brother King Ferdinand, who till then ſtayed-in-Bobemia, he march'd to- Over: 
wards Saxony. On the 24th of April he came to the River Elbe. The Enemy had poſ- throw of 
ſelle#themſetves of the farther Bank, and the River being deep it was difficult to val it. the Saxons, 
Certain Spaniſh Soldiers ſwimming with their Swords in their Mouths, took ſome Boats to 
make a Bridge. Having paſs'd the River, our Forces purſy'd the Enemy, who retired to- 
wards Wittemberg, They were ſo eagerly purſu'd, that they could not avoid Fighting. 
The Battel laſted till Night, when the Duke of Saxony being taken, and many of his Men 
put to the Sward, the reſt fled. Soon after this Victory the Landtgrave ſubmitted, and 
{urrendred himſelf up to the Emperor. Theſe two Princes being in Cuſtody, all the reft 
were ſoon quelld. As a token of his Victory, the Emperor ſent part of the Cannon 
taken to Ntaly, part to Spamn, and part to Flanders, whither he went himſelf. 

The General Covncil was removed from Trent to Bolonia, and ſoon after broke up to the Council 
great DiſlatisfaQtion of the Catholicks, Peter Lats, the Pope's Son, was killed in bis Houſe ke 
at Plaſencia, but it could never be known ' by whom his Death was contriv'd, but Ferdi- "Þ. 
nand Gongapa, Governor of Milar, ſeized that City, and put a Gariſon into it. The Pope 
fortified Parma, and put Camillus Urſznus into it. Afterwards that Dominion was given 
to Oavius Farneſius, Duke of Parma, Son to Peter Luis.

The breaking up of the Council of Trent was ſo much the more reſented, for that 
among the other Articles of Peace with the Princes and Cities of Germany, one was, 
That they ſhould ſubmit themſelves to the determination of the Fathers in Matters of Re- Conceſli- 
ligion. This deſign failing to reconcile all Matters in Difference at the Diet at Auſpurb, ons for re- 
a Book was publiſhed in Defence of the Catholick DoQrine, but allowing the Laity to _ " 
communicate in both Kinds, and Prieſts to Marry. It was called 4» Interim, becauſe to "He 
laſt till the Council met again, and determined what was to be done.. Julius Phibug, Mi- 
chael Sidonia, and Eilebius Apricola compoſed it, In Saxony, at the deſire of Duke Maurice, 
the Hereticks publiſh'd another Book, called Adzapora, that is, Things Indifferent, Philip 
Meland&on'was the Author of it, and mentioned many things that ought to be Tolerated 
for the ſake of Peace. Matthias 1lliricus and Nicholaus Gralius, more rigid Hereticks, wrote 
againſt this Book. :

Ar the inſtance of Siceleus, Archbiſhop of Toledo, the Pope granted his Bull, by which 
it was enated, That none deſcended of Fews, Moors, or Hereticks ſhould have any Li- 
ving in that Church. D. James de Caſtilla the Dean, and ſome others of the Chapter op- 
poſed this Decree, but the moſt powerful Party prevailed.

At Auburg in Autumn was opened the Diet of the Empire, at which the Emperor and 
his Son Prince Philip were preſent. The Emperor ſtrove to make his Son King of the 
Romans, but his Brother King Ferdinand oppoſed it in fayour of his own Son Maximilian, 
who was come back fromn Spain, being already choſen King of Bobemia, and was now 
with his Father at the Diet. lt was propoſed to aſſemble a-new the Council of Trent, and 
to make War upon Mecklenbourg, where the Catholick Religion was wholly excluded, 
Both theſe Propoſitions were offenſive to Maurice Duke of Saxony, tho he was ap- 
pointed General of that War ; but what chiefly perplexed him was, that the Emperor did 
not releaſe his Unkle the Landtgrave of Heſſe. Theſe were the Cauſes that moved the 
Duke to make War upon the Emperor, who being at that time vnprovided for it, was 
reduc'd to great Extremities. | 

This Year was remarkable for the Jubilee, and for the great numbers of People that re- 
pair*d to Rome to gain it.

At the beginning of this Year died at Povia Andrew Alciatus, a famous Civilian and 

Humaniſt born at Alan, who was firſt Profeſſor in France, and afterwards in /taly. 
Council of Pope Julius laſt December ſummoned the Biſhops to meet again at Trezt. The Emperor 
Trent 3- cauſed the Pope's Edits to be read at the Diet at Ausburg. Duke Oftavius Farneſius 
_— very unſeaſonably put himſelf under the Protection of France, Ferrante Gongaga, to 

put a ſtop to his Proceedings, beſieged him in Parma. This was the cauſe that Council 
was put off for ſome time, bur at length it was open'd in May. Cardinal Crecencius, the 

Pope's Legate, preſided. The Eccleſiaſtical Eleors, and many Prelates of Germany, 

Sj ain and Italy were there preſent. The King of Fratrce by his Embaſſador proteſted a- 

gainſt their Proceedings. Embaſſadors came from ſome German Princes, to ask ſafe, Con- 
duQts for the Heretical Miniſters and Divines, but the Conditions they propoſed were ſo 
extravagant, the Fathers thought it a leſſening of their Authority to grant them. 

After the Diet at Ausb«rg broke up, Prince Philip return'd to Spain. His. Couſin - Ma- 
ximilian bore him Company as far as+Genoa, where he found the Princeſs Mary his Wife 
and his Children come thither by Sea out of Spaiy, With them he return'd in December 
to Inſpruck, where the Emperor then was, that City lying near; to forward the Pro- 
ceedings of the Council. 

War in King Henry of France on the ſudden commenced War in Flanders and Milan, He calPd 
Flanders. the Twrkiſh Fleet to his Aid, which on the Coaſt of Sicily took the Town and Caſtle of Au- 
guſta, ſeated beyond the City Catama. Thence they ſailed over to Malta, but not ſucceed- 
ing there croſſed the Sea, and on the Coaſt of Africk took Tripols, deliver'd to them by the 

Knights of Malta, who had kept it ever fince Rhodes was loſt. Two French Knights had 

the greateſt ſhare in that Treachery. The Spaniards paid dearly for their Loyalty, about 

400 being put to the Sword. It was given out the Twrks did this in Revenge ef the taking 

of the City of Africa; but the truth was, they undertook this War at the Inſtigation of 
the French King, whoſe Embaſſadors were aboard the Fleet.

Hereticks Four Divines or Miniſters of Wittemberg, the chief of whom was Brencivs, came to Trent. 
at the They preſented to the Council a Book called the Wittemberg Confeſſion. All this was 


-— of only to amuſe the Council, till ſuch time as Duke Maurice had raiſed Men, and made other 


warlike Preparations. On the 2d of April News was brought to Trent, that he had ſeiz- 
ed the City A«sburg, and that the Emperor was in danger at Jnſpruck, which cauſed the 
Council on a ſudden to break up. Oa the other ſide, Alhertus Marquis of ——— 
elle 
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ſcſſed himſelf of Trewes, and the French of all Lorraim. The Emperor was much perpicx'd, 
not being able to withſtand ſo many Enemies. He reſolved to releaſe the Duke of Saxony 

and the Landtgrave, which pacified Duke Aavurice. On the Borders of Baly, whither in 

the firſt Cooſternation he retired, Forces flock'd to him from all Parts. However he par- 

don'd the Marquis of Brandenburg, deligning to make uſe of him againſt the French. 

This done he laid Siege to AMctz with a great Army on the 2oth of -OFober, but many of 

his Men periſhing, by reaſon of the badneſs of the Weather, he was forced to quit that 
Enterprize. 

On the 2d of December this Year departed this Life the Bleſſed F. Fraxcis Xaverius, as g þ,,,-. 
he was going to China, He 'was a Native of Navarre, and one of the Ten firſt Compa- xaverizs. 
niogs of S. /gnatins. He preached among the barbarous People of /zdia, Fapan, and other 
Parts, and was doubtleſs a Man of ſingular SanCtity, and. admirable in his Life, His Body 
is preſerved entire in the Church of his Order at Goa, he being Canonized. 

D. Peter de Toledo was Viceroy of Naples at ſuch time as Ferdinand de Sanſeverino, Prince Turkiſh 
of Salerno, cauſed the Turkiſh Fleet under the Command of K«ſtan Baſla to come againlt Fleet at 
that City. His Treaſon being diſcover'd, he fled to Venice, for which cauſe the Fleet re- Naples. 
turned to Conſtantinople without attempting any thing. Only near the Iſland Porga they 
met Andrew Doria, ' overthrew his Fleet, and took 7 of his Galleys. The Prince of Sa- 
lerno Raving declared himſelf, went away to the Port to incite him the next Year to ſend 
another Fleet. k 

The Emperor had put a Gariſon into Siena, under the Command of D. James de Men- Siena ex: 
doza, upon occaſion of the Tumults and Factions in that City, and to prevent its being pells the 
deliver'd to the French. D. James for his greater ſecurity raiſed a Fort for the Garifon, !Pcria- 
The Citizens ſuſpeQing this tended to deprive them of their Liberty, put themſelves under * 
the ProteQtion of Fraxce, and then taking Arms expelled the Gariſon, razing the Fort from 
the very Foundations, which neceſſitated them to prepgge for the enſuing War, and for 
the Siege which was laid to the Place by D. Peter de Toledo, in purſuance of the Emperor's 
commands.

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lates, and among them many French, who came with Charles Cardinal of Lorain, 

In the Port de Iz Herradura, in a violent Storm which roſe in the Night, Twenty two 
Galleys were caſt away with their General D. John de Mendoga. Great was the Deſolation 
made in France, many ſtately Churches were overthrown by the Hereticks, and many 
Cities rebelled againſt the King. Among others the King of Nawarre, to put a ſtop to 
theſe Evils, laid Siege to Roar then in Rebellion, but he was killed by a Musket-ſhot from 
the Walls on/ the 17th. of November, but before he expired the City was taken by his 
Forces. The Prince of Conde who headed the Hereticks, encouraged by the Recruits he 
received out of Germany, was ſo bold as to lay Siege to Paris. On the 8th. of December 
the Catholicks gave them Battel, being ſtrengthned by a good ſupply of Spaniards ſent by 
King Philip, they all behaved themſelves ſo well that they raiſed the Siege, and purſuing 
the Enemy as far as Dreux, overthrew them with great ſlaughter, taking the Prince of 
Conde Priſoner.

Turks the ſpace of 30 years,  Selymus the Great Twrk having made- Peace with the Perſyarts gainft the 
ſent his Embaſſadors to require .the Yeretians to deliver up to him the Iſland of Cyprus, ws 
which lyes. near the Province of Cilzcia in the leſſer: 45a; and in caſe they refuſed, to de- 
clare War. againſt them, This Demand heing fo unreaſonable, a War neceſſarily enſued: 
and the Turks landing in Cyprus about the beginning of July, under the Command of 24u- 
ſtapha, onthe. gth of September, took Nicoſia, one of the two principal Cities of that Iſland. 
Famaguſta, formerly called Salamis, held out longer. The Yenetiar Fleet ſent to. the Re- 
lief of the Beſieged, arrived at Candia, where it was joined by 60 Gallies, ſent by the 
Catholick Kings, under the Command of Andrew Doria, Prince of Melfi ; but in OGober 
the Seaſn being too far advanced, they all returned to winter in their Ports without do- 
ing any thing, Only Marius Quirinus a Venetian, with 12 Gallies, was ordered to put Sup- 
Plies of Men, Ammunition, and Proviſion into Famaguſta, which he accordingly performed. 
Art the ſame time, ——_ the earneſt Sollicitation of Pope Pixs the 5th, a League was con- 
cluded againſt the Turks, betwixt his Holineſs, his Catholick Majeſty, and the Yeneriavs.

All things being ordered in this manner, Yenerius and Colonna arrived firſt at Meſſina 
in Sicily, and after them in Auguſt came D. FJobn of Auſtria. On the gth of which Month pattel of 
the City Famdguſta.in Cyprus, having held out almoſt a year's Siege, was forced to ſaurren- Lepanto. 
der upon Conditjons ; which were not perform'd by the Barbarous Enemy, but contrary 
to their Faith given, they committed great Cruelties upon the unfortunate Chriſtians. The 
Confederate Fleet ſailed from Sicily on the 16th of September. They ſteered direfly for 
the Iſlands Echinades, now called Cugolares, oppoſite to the Gulph of Lepanto, where they 
had Advice the Turkiſh Fleet lay., - Both Officers/and Soldiers were eager to fight, and pre- - 
pared themſelves with great Alacrity. The: Yenetian Gallies were on the left, Prince Joby: 
Andrew Doria on the right, and D. Jobn of Auſtria, with the Spaniſh Gallies in-the Center, 
and with him Marc Antony Colonna, and the Yenetian Admiral. The chief Commendary 
of Caſtile, and D. Alvaro Bagan Marquis of Sana Cruz, with 30 Gallies, were left as a Re- 
ſerve to ſend Relief where the greateſt Danger appeared. The Enemy came out of the 
Mouth of the Gulph, and ranged their Fleer, as is their Cuſtom, in the form of a Half- 
Moon. Six Galeaſſes made the Forelorn of our Fleet, which firing their Cannon diſorde- 
red the Enemy. Next to them D.Jobn of Auſtria, the firſt boarded the Tuwwkih Admiral, and 
after a doubtful Fight took her. In her was killed Hali Baſſa, Admiral of the Fleet, and 
two Sons of his were taken, and preſently Victory began to incline to the Chriſtians. 
Uchali the Pyrat did great harm upon the right, taking 10 of our Gallies ; but ſeeing the 
reſt of the Fleet overthrown, he ſtood out to Sea, and eſcaped with ſeveral of his Gallies. 

It was a terrible Spectacle, all reſounded with various Cries, and nothing was to be ſeen 
but killing, purſuing, battering, and ſinking of Veſſels. The Sea was covered with Blood 
and dead Bodies, and the Air darkned with the Smoke. 200 Tirkiſh Gallies were either 
taken or ſunk, 25000 Turks were killed, and 20000 Chriſtian Captives ſet at liberty. Of 
the Chriſtians many were killed, and among them no ſmall number of Perſons of note. In 
| ſhort, this was one of the greateſt ViRories that had been obtained in many years; and there 
was great rejoycing for it in all parts of Chriſtendom, tho it was not pleaſing to the Hereticks. 
This Battel was fought on the 7th of Ofober, on which day the Memory of it is yearly cele- 
brated as a Feſtival at Toleds.

The King of Port»gal being naturally of a great Spirit, which increaſed with his years, 
failed over with a Fleet unto Africk, but did nothing, worth remembring, his great deſire 
of extending the Chriſtian Dominions ſuftered him not to reſt. 

In Genoa a Mutiny broke out, in which-the new Nobles expelled the old ones out of the 
City. To appeaſe thoſe Tumults, the Cardinal Jobn Moron was ſent by the Pope, a Commiſ- 
fary by the Emperor, D. Charles de Borgia Duke of Gandia, and D. John 1deaquez Em- 
baſſador there, were appointed by the Catholick King. Theſe, after the Troubles had 
laſted two years, adjuſted all Differences.

D. John of Auſtria came out of Jtaly into Spain, and obtained of the King his Brother D. Fob# 
to appoint him his Lieutenant over all his Dominions in /aly, with the Title of Vicar, made Vi- 
The Deſign was that no advantagious Opportunity offered might be loſt, as often happened «&%y- 
by the Delays of the Viceroys. This done, in the ſame Fleet that brought him, he returned to 
Italy, to be ina Readineſs to oppoſe the Great Turk, who it was reported was preparing a : 
mighty Fleet againſt the Chriſtians. 

This Report proved falſe. But Moluco, aſſiſted by the Twrks, took the Kingdoms of Fez 
and Morocco from his Nephew Muley Mahbomet Cheribo. He pretended to juſtify this Pro- 
ceeding by a Law ſome years before eſtabliſhed, which ordained that the King's Brothers 
ſhould inherit before their Children. ley fled to Portugal, and was the occaſion of the great 
Loſs ſuſtained by the Portugneſes, in endeavouring to reſtore him. 

The King of France kept the Dukes of Yendoſme and Alengon Priſoners at Paris, that they 
might not have the opportunity of embroiling the Kingdom. Aengon made his Eſcape,Jand 
fled to Normandy, whither repaired to him not only the Hereticks, but the Catholick 
Malecontents, upon pretence of ſettling the Kingdom. Soon after the Duke of Yendoſme 
making his Eſcape, came to him.

Pope Gregory the 13th, at Rome, at length Land Judgment againſt Bartholomew de Mi- archb.of 
randa, Archbiſhop of Toledo, after he had been 17 years a Priſoner. He died 1$days after in Toledocon- 
the Monaſtery of his Order, called La Minerva in that. City. He was more fortunate while demned 
a private Man, than in his great Dignity, being a Perſon of Learning and Piety ; if in his : 
latter years he had not given occaſion to be ſuſpetted, and even condemned as one not per- 
fefly ſound in matter of Religion. Dr. Martin Aſp1zcueta of Navarre pleaded for him, and 
writ in his Defence, being the famouſeſt Canoniſt of that Age, as appears by his Works in 
Print, no leſs pious than learned. 

Maximilian the Emperor dying, his Son Rodulphus, already King of the Romans, ſucceed- 
ed him in the Empire. The Prince of Conde and Fobn Cafamir, Son to the Palatin, entred 
France by the way of Lorain, with 30000 Men, in favour of the Duke of Aengor, for 
fear of whom a Peace was concluded with the Hereticks little to the King's Advan- 
tage. 

D. Luis de Requeſens, Governor of Flanders, dying, the States of that Country met to The Zow- 
conſult what was to be done, The reſult was, that they conſpired againſt their King, and Counries 
reſolved to expel the Spaniards, join with the Hereticks, and take the Prince of Orange for Hnlpire 
their Head.

The French alarm'd by the Prince Cardinal's invading Picardy the laſt 'Year, taking ſeve- 
ral of their Towns and ravaging the Country, raiſed all the Power of that Kingdom to

They ſtirred op the Danes and Datch with their 
Fleets to ſcoure the Seas, and the Turks, Swedes and Tranſlvanians tor give a Diverſioti to 
the Emperor, | at 

Luis the XIII. King of France, thelaſt Year fitted out a Fleet of 100 fail, which ſet out 
of the Port of Toulon the gth. of February, when the 4.4 Galleys commanded by the Marquis 
de Villafranca, and the Galleons under D. Antony de Oquendo were retired into their Ports. 
Twenty two of their great Ships enter'd the Port of Oriftan in Sardinia, ſaluting the Fort 
with three Guns: This gave the alarm to the City, whence an Expreſs was ſent to 
Caller to carry the News. Soon after they underſtood the Enemy had landed $000 Men, nefeat of 
which obliged thoſe people with all ſpeed ro gather what force they could; They behaved the French 
themſelves with ſuch bravery that being but goo Horſe, they killed 709 French, took in Srdi 
36 Priſoners, and wounded many, among whom was the General. Some Field Pieces 
were taken, all the booty they had gather'd recover'd, and they retired fo haſtily that 
they left behind a great quantity of Ammunition, and above 700 Arms. Of the Sardinians 
only three were kilPd and five wounded, and had not the French retired as they did, they 
had all periſt'd, þeing incloſed by the Country People, 

D. Lope de Hozes ſailing with 8 Ships towards Rochel, was forced to lie by, the Wind Ships ta- 
being contrary ; as he lay thus he diſcover'd a French Ship which he took. Next day he ken 
diſcover'd 5 ſail, and having ferch'd them up began to play his Cannon, but they preſent- 
ly ſtruck and were taken, being loaded with Corn. This done, with 6 Prizes he ſteer'd 
his Courſe towards the Iſle of Ree, where he had Intelligence ſeveral French and Dutch 
Ships lay : By break of day he diſcover'd them, and tho he had put up Dutch Colours they 
ſoon diſcover'd the Deceit and made away to Sea. D. Lope made all the fail he could 
after them, firing his Cannon upon them and ſending out his Pvng-boats, continued the 
purſvir till night. There being nothing more to do he return'd to Coruna, having whillt 
he was out burnt 9 of the Enemies Ships, ſunk 6, and taken 12 from 299 to 350 Tuns 
each, and loaden with Oil, Wine, Salt, and Whale-Oil. The Galleys of Naples and 
Sicily took 19 Dutch Ships in the Mediterranean, and the Dunkerters carried home many 
Prizes. 

In June the French with a powerful Army entred the Low-Countries by the way of _ 
Cambray and Mons, plundering and deſtroying all the open Country. That done they 357 9, 
laid Siege to Landrefs, and after a vigorous defence made by the Town became Maſters of 
it. The Prince Cardinal was then employ'd againſt the Prince of Orange ; but when he 
had recover'd Yenlo and Ruremond, he turn'd his Forces againſt the French, and ſuffer'd 
much in his march through #.:inault, the Enemy having left all that Country defo- 
late. | 

The Troubles in taly cauſed by the Cuke of Savoy joining in League with the French ſill Marquis 
continued, which obliged the Marquis de Leganes, Governor of Milan, to take the Field in de Legovex 
June, with an Army of 16000 Foot and 5000 Horſe, His firſt Exploit was the taking of 12 599 
Niza de la Palla in Montferrat. After this he laid Siege to the Fortreſs of Bren, and Mon- 
fieur de Crequi coming to the Relief of the place was killed with a Musket-Ball, whereupon 
the place ſoon ſurrendred. 

The French underſtanding that the Count de Monterrey was about going from Maples, 
and that his Equipage was aboard certain Ships of Naples, fitted out 14 Men of War, and 
lay in wait for them on the Coaſt of Monaco, A violent Storm drove them over to Ar- 
giers, where they were received as Friends; but demanding to have the French that were 
Captives there deliver'd to, them, and being refuſed, they took the Turkiſh Governour 
that was returning to Conſtantinople, and a Judge, and carried them away. The Al- 
gerrines fitting out 8 Galleys fell upon a Port hard by, where the French traded, and fur- 
prizing them carried away the Veſſels and 600 Priſoners. 

The Duke of Medina de las Torres ſucceeded the Count de Monterrey in the Govern- 
wo of Naples, which he managed with great Applauſe, and the general good-liking of 
that people. | 

The Pope was taken with a Palſey, which together with his great Age it was thought 
by the Phyſicians would ſoon bring him to his end. The Cardinals hereupon began to 
reſort to Rome, but his Holineſs recover'd in a manner almoſt miraculous, and vpou 
S. Peter's Day gave Audience to the Marquis of Caſtel Rodrigo, the Spaniſh Embaſſador, re- 
ceiving of him the Hacaney in acknowledgment for the Kingdom of Naples. This Pope 
after adding ſome Saints to the Calendar, corrected the Breviary, and many Hymns before 
uſed that were of an uncouth Stile. 

The Duke of Savoy died in the Field on the 1 1th. of Ofober, leaving the Dutcheſs his Dukes of 
Wife Governeſs of his Dominions and Children. The Duke of Mantua was before dead Ssvoy and 
the 17th, of September, leaving his Grand-Children his Heirs, under Tuition of the Dutcheſs 7? 
their Mother. The ſame day departed this Life D. Peter de Contreras, who had been Mi- 
niſter of State under the three 7bilips, having lived 81 Years with ſuch general good-liking 
of all Men, that no blemiſh was ever laid upon him.

where underſtanding that at Perpignan the Catalonians had been at blows with the Gariſon, 
he haſted thither, Having partly compoſed thoſe Afﬀeairs,his Sickneſs. ſo uncreaſed, that on the 
22d of July he gave up the Ghoſt, to the unſpeakable harm of that Country ; for ſoon after 
the French made themſelves Maſters of Barcelona, and his Majeſty was obliged to ſend thi- 
ther the Marquis de los Velez, with a great Power.

He was inhis Youth created Cardinal 
and Archbiſhop of Toledo, and afterwards Governor and Captain General of the Low Cour- 
tries. He was but 31 Years and a half old when he departed this Life, but lives for ever in the 
Fame of the many ViRories heobtajned.

King Philip being in care for the Affairs of Catalonia, and deſiring to reduce his Subjedts in 
that Province, calling together the Nobility, weat away to Zarqzosa in the beginning of 
April, : : 

,—- while the Fleet ſet out from Cadiz, commanded by the Duke of Cuidadreal; and Perpignan 
having met, and.engaged the French Fleet, a ſudden Storm ariling diſperſed it. This and taken by

The main Body of our Army having taken the Poſts about Lerida in order to beſiege it, 
Monſieur de la Motte with the French Forces, marched to the Relief of the Place; but the 
Marquis de Leganez attacked and forced him to retire, leaving behind him 3 Pieces of Can- 
non. 

The Rains were ſo exceffive about Sevill at the beginning of this Year, that the River Great 
{ſwelled above its Banks, and the Inundation was ſo great, that all the Shores being ſtop- Floods. 
ped, as is uſual upon the like Occaſions, the City was filled with the Rain. From the 17th ill 
the 26th of January, the River never fell, nor were the Shores opened. This Flood was 
greater than that in the Year 1625. All Triana, and the Quarters of S. Bernard, and S. 

Rocque were drowned, ſo was that of Santelmo, the Convent of S. Fames and S. Sebaſtian, 
and other Neighbouring Places, yet no body periſhed; for the Chapter of the Cathedral 
gave every day the value of 2500 Ducats in Bread, beſides other Charity, to. relieve thoſe 
that had ſyffered by the Inundation.

Mean while 
the Duke and Count of Olwwares, with his Majeſty's leave, whoſe great Favourite he had 
been, quitted the Government he had long managed, and retired to Loeches, a Monaſtery of 
Deſcalced Dominican Nuns, founded by himſelf ; where he ſtayed till his Removal to Toro, in 
which place he ſetled with his Wife and Family till he died.

The moſt renowned Elizabeth of Bourbon Queen of Spain, deceaſed OFober the 6th, to the 
unſpeakable Grief of theſe Kingdoms, and particularly of the Catholick King her Husband. 
Her Exequies were moſt ſolemnly performed in the Monaſtery of S. Hieromin Madrid, and in 
all Cities of France and Spain. She was a Princeſs of ſingular Wiſdom and Judgment in matter 
of Government, and had by his Majeſty 5 Daughters and one Son, which was Prince Baltha-

fe King Philip the 4th returned to Zaragoga, where the Prince was ſworn Heir of that King- 
dom, and took an Oath to preſerve their Priviledges. | 

Oa the 22d of July at Toro died the Duke and Count of Olivares, and was buried in the 
Monaſtery of Nuns he had built at Loeches. He alſo founded the Pallace called Buenretiro at 
Madrid, for the Diverſion of the Kings. D. Lins de Haro was his Heir. Him the King ſent to 
the Provinces of Andaluzza to obtain of them a Supply of Money, which they granted with 
extraordinary Liberality. : 

The Cortes of Aragon being ſummoned to meet at Zaragoga in September, the King took his 


Aragon & way thither with the Prince ; and having opened the Cortes, left the Biſhop of Malaga to pre- 


ſidethere, and went away himſelf with the Prince toYalencia, There alſo the Cortesof that 
Kingdom were aſſembled, and ſwore the Prince Heir, the King honovuring ſeveral Noble Fa- 
milies withTitles, and other Demonſtrations of his AﬀeSion. Onthe 4th of December his Ma- 
zeſty returned to Madrid, and iſſued his Writs for the Cortes to meet at Madrid the 22d of Fee 
truary. 

Cardinal Borja having taken Poſſeſſion of the Archbiſhoprick of Toledo, and being conſti- 
tuted Preſident of the Conncil of Ayagor, died of the Gout at Madrid the 28th of December, 
and was buried in his own Cathedral. The Cardinal Sandowal, then Biſhop of Faer, was by 
the King appointed to ſucceed him; and he poſitively refuſing that Honour three ſeveral 
times, his Majeſty prevailed with the Pope to lay his poſitive Commands upon him, to which 
he was forced'to ſubmit. Few ſuch Prelates are now adays to be found. 

The Plate Fleet arrived in good time, and very rich, tho there hapned great Storms, and 
above 30 Ships of Strangers were caſt away. * 

This was the ſevereſt Winter that for many years had been ſeen in Spain, or in all Exrope. 
For above 60 days the Sun never ſhined out, mighty Snows fell, Rivers ſwelled, and the Froſt 
was great ; ſo that the Roads were for a time ſhut up to the great hindrance of Trade. 

It was obſerved that a great number of Frenchmen came to Burgos in the Habit of Pilgrims, 
on pretence of going to Santiago; but as it appeared, deſigning under that diſguiſe to get 
into Portugal. Expreſſes were ſent about to apprehend them all, and above go were ſent 
Priſoners to Madrid.

February the 22d the Cortes of Caſtile, according to Summons, met at Madrid; and th 

King, as is uſual, having aſſiſted in Perſon at the opening thereof, and recommended to them 


the Care of the Kingdom, referred them to the Preſident, who was to continue at all their 


Seſſions in his Name. 

The Marquis de Leganez was ſent with a conſiderable body of Horſe and Foot to command 
as Captain;General in the Province of Eſtremadura, againſt the Portugueſes. With him went 
the Marquis Molingzen, General of Horſe. They in ſeveral Skirmiſhes worſted the Enemy, 
purſuing them into their own Borders, and bringing thence conſiderable Booties of Cattel, 
and a great number of Priſoners. After this the Marquis conſidering how prejudicial to our 
Affairs the Fort and Bridge of Olivenga were, being upon the River Guadiana, and cutting 
off our Convoys of Proviſions that were to march on this fide the River. He marched thither 
with 6000 Foot, 2000 Horſe, and 3 Pieces of Cannon. After onr Cannon was planted, and 
began to play, tho they in the Fort made ſome ſhot, they ſurrendred the firſt day, as did 
thoſe upon the Bridge. The Fort was eaſily razed, but there was great difficulty in breaking 
the Bridge, the Matter that cemented it being harder than the Stone it ſelf; ſo that tho the 
Foot ſpent 10 days working at it with Pickaxes, they muſt have gone away, and left it ſtand- 
ing, had not means been found to blow it up. All the Mills on this ſide Gzadiana that ſerved 


the Neighbouring Towns, were in like manner deſtroyed. Mean while Intelligence being gi- 


ven that the Poſt was coming from Lzsbon to”Elvas, an Officer was ſent with 6 Troopers to 
inter- 
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intercept it ; by the way they took a Soldier going to Elzas to carry the News that 
1829 Fogt were marching to reinforce that place, and would the next morning be near 
Villalvin. This Intelligence was immediately carried to the Marquis Molinguer, who ha- 
vingg computed the time, and finding it was praQticable to cut them off, ſeat the two 
Commiſſary Generals with 1500 Horſe, and they came ſo opportunely, that of the 
18£0 Foot they killed 509 and took 200 Priſoners, 40 of whom they left by the way, be- 
ing deſperately wounded. Had there not been a Mountain hard by, not one of them 
had eſcaped. It was afterwards known by ſome Priſoners that above 350 wounded Men 
returned the next day to Eſtremoz, 

In Catalonia the Marquis of Aortara, General of the Spaniſh Forces, having ſuffer'd the 
Count de Harcour, the French Viceroy of Catalonia, who had taken Roſes,: to paſs the 


River Segre in his ſight, was by him ia a bloody Battel overthrown and taken Priſoner, Sporiards 


with 200 of his Officers moſt of them Men of Quality. Andrew Cantelmo with moſt of over- 


the Horſe fled to Balaprer, whether Harcour purſued, and laying Siege to the Town took —_— 


bim in it. 

Theſe things-moved King Philip to recal the Marquis of Leganez out of Eftremadura, 
and ſend him into Catalonia with the Title of Viceroy and Captain-General of that Prin- 
cipality, and the Counties of Row/j3ilon and Cerdagne, The Marquis of Molinguen, Gene- 
ral of the Horſe, was left Commander in chief in Eſtremadura. He, to keep his Men in 
Action, upon Tueſday in the Holy Week ſent 900 Horſe in three Bodies into / Portugal to 
waſt the Country. They march'd 8 Leagues out-right, burning and deſtroying all the 
Tg and Geatlemens Houſes, and brought away 1000 Head of great Cattle, and 8000 
of ſmall. 

King Philip having given all the neceſſary Orders for the opening of the Campagne, 
ſet out of Madrid on the, 14th. of April with the Prince, and came to Pamplona on the 
23th, of the ſame Month. There he was received with all the Magnificence and Demon- 
ſtrations of Duty imaginable. 

D. Gregory Brito, Knight of the Order of Calatrava, a Portugues, and Governor of the 


City Lerida, conſidering of how great importance it would be to remove the French out Caſtle of 
of the Caſtle of Termes, a place of ſuch ſtrength that they called it Petit Rochel, being fix 7796s ta- 


Miles diſtant from Lerida, and three from Balaguer, march'd on the 6th. of April at mid- 
night from Lerida with a body of Foot and ſome Horſe towards that place. Before break 
of day he aſſaulted it with ſuch bravery, that he made himſelf Maſter of it, putting moſt 
of the Gariſon to the Sword. This done he order'd his Horſe to advance, and fired ſome 
Guns in hopes to draw out the Gariſon of Balagzer, but they ſtirred not. In this Ca- 
ſtle of Termes were found 1000 Muskets, 500 Suits of Armour, 19 pieces of Cannon, 
10 Boats to make Bridges with the Carts to carry them, Tents to the value of 4050 Duc- 
cats, a great quantity of Merchandize, and much Ammunition and Provilion ; this place 
being one of the Enemies Magazines. The French in Garriſon at Balaguer thought to 
carry ſome Timber and other Materals out of the Ruins of Termes to ſerve in the Forfica- 
tions they were raiſing, to which purpoſe gþey ſent thither 100 Men with Mules for car- 
riage, but D. Gregory Brito having notice of it circumvented the whole Party, and made 
them Priſoners without any bloodſhed, 

Italy enjoy'd Peace, but was now alarm*d with the News of the mighty Maritime. Preya- 
rations made by the Ottoman Emperor, which moved the Viceroys of Sicily and Naples 
to put themſelves into the beſt poſture of Defence they were able. The Great Maſter of 
Malta ſent all over Chriſtendom to ſummon altthe Knights of the Order to repair to him 
with what Supplies they could, The Yexetians alſo judging all thoſe Preparations were 
made againſt them, omitted nothing that could tend to the ſecuring of their Dominions. 
At laſt, having held all Exrope in ſuſpence, this mighty Storm «ell upon the Iſland of 
Candia, where the Infidels ſoon made themſelves Maſters of the Fort S. Theodorg, and the 
City Canea. 

His Holineſs this Year in March created nine Cardinals. The Duke of Arcos new Vice- 
roy of Naples came to Rome, where he was honourably received, aud ſplendidly enter- 
tain'd by the Pope, after which he ſet forward for Wales. 

Prince Thomas of Savoy entring ſome Miles into the Dukedom of Alan, poſſeſſed 
himſelf of Roca de Bejexen, but preſently retired thence and ſeiz'd the Caſtle of Pro and 
ſome Hills about it. The Marquls of Y;lada, Governor of Mila» march'd from Mortara 
with 7200 Foot and 8 Pieces of Cannon. He attack*d the Enemy with fuch Bravery that 
they were drove from their places of ſtrength, having loſt 1590 of their Foot, and a- 
mong them Joo Officers. Prince Maurice of Savoy died afterwards of his Wounds, and 
Prince Thomas his Brother received two Musket-ſhots.

the Ports Telamon and S. Stephen with a powerful Fleet and 20000 Men. He ſoon made 
himſelf Maſter of both thoſe places, which done he poſleſled all the Poſts about Orbitello, 
where Charles dz la Gata a Spamard commanded, and laid cloſe Siege to it. He raiſed 
ſeveral Batteries which play*'d furiouſly upon the Town, making large breaches in the 
Walls, and ſtill carried on his Works with great Labour : But the Governour was no leſs 
induſtrious and vigilant,ſtill making up what the Enemies Cannon had ruin'd,and with often 
ſallies, firing and deſtroying their Works. At length the Fleet of Naples came to theRelief 
of the Beſicged, and in ſome Encounters with the Enemy had always the beſt. The Spa- 
niſh Forces. alſo of Naples and Ailan being joined, and approaching to the aſſiſtance of 
the Beſieged, Prince Thomas finding his Army -much diminiſh'd not only by the Afſaults 
he had gwen, 'but much more by Sickneſs, cauſed by the exceſſive heat of the Weather, 
retir'd back with his Army into Piedmont. Thus after a Siege of 60 days Orbitello was de- 
liver'd. from danger, whereas moſt Men judged it could not have held out above 20: It 
was not long before the French retrieved this Diſgrace; for their Fleet being ſoon refitted, 
returned under the Command of the. Mateſchal Meleraie, who poſſeſſing himſelf of Porto 
Lorgone in the Iſland Iva, oppolite to the City Plombin, with the ſame eaſe brought that 
City alſo to SubjeQtion, 

The War with Partugal was not this Year carried on with any great vigour,nor any nota- 


ble Aion done'on that fide. Several Incurſions were made by our Parties with: good ſucceſs, 


defeating thoſe of the Enemy, and bringing away great Booties of Cattel. At laſt the Enemy 
with a powerful Army took the Field, deſigning to beſiege Badajoz, and threatning the whole 
Province of Eſtremadura. All this Preparation fell to nothing, for they compaſſed not the 
Tazing the Fort of Telena as they intended, bur retired from before it with much precipi- 
tation upon the approach of the Spaniſh Army, leaving the Fort as they found it. , 

In the Low Countries the Duke of Anguien with an Army of 40000 Men, took Courtray 
and Winoxberg, and recover'd Mardike, before ſurprized by the Spaniards. This done they 
laid Siege to Dunkirk, which had been his principal deſign; this place being of great 
importance, as the chief Port the Spaniards then reſorted to, was bravely defended by'the 
Marquis de Lede with a. Gariſon. of 40900 Men. But the Duke having a numerous Army 
which he no way ſpared, and the Hollanders with their Fleet lying before the Harbour, 
ſo that no Relief could be pur into the Plare, it was at laſt ſurrendred upon honourable 
Conditions. | 

King Philip having made choice of D. John Erriquez de Cabrera, Great Admiral of Ca- 
ſtile and late Viceroy of Naples, for the Embaſſy to Kome, to yie!d Obedience to Pope 1r- 
nocent the X. he performed that Ceremony on the 28th. of April, with the greateſt Pomp 
and Magnificence that had been ſeen in Rome for many Years. 

Balthaſar Charles, Prince of Spain, and then the only Heir of the Crown, having lain 
ſick but 3 days died the gth. of OGober, in the flower of his Age, to the unſpeakable Grief 
of all theſe Kingdoms. , Alſo Mary the Empreſs departed this Life at Lintz in Auſtria, 
leaving 3 Children, | 

This Year the wonderful Bell of Yililla in Aragon rung, of it ſelf three times in one day, 
which was Monday the Zoth. of .4pril; the firſt time it gave 11 ſtrokes, the ſecond 8, and 
the third 7,

tring the Streights took a rich French Ship, which carried Preſents of great valve to the 
Queen of Portugal. At Tarragona he landed 4200 Men for the Service of Catalonia, and 
ſaid thence to Naples. Y 

A Deputy ſent by the City Yalencia to complain of certain Grievances came to the 
Court of Madrid, and was received by the King with all poſſible Demonſtrations of Ho- 
nour, all the Grandees and Noblemen of the Court attending him, and his Houſe was 
allow'd the ſame Priviledges as thoſe of Foreign Miniſters. 

After the defeat of Monſieur de Harcour at Lerida, the Prince of Conde was conſtituted 
General of the French Forces in Catalonia, and coming Poſt to Barcelona took poſſeſſion of 
that Command the 15th. of April. On the 12th. of May he laid Siege to Lerida, taking 
the ſame Poſts that Farco:r had done the Year before, and batter'd ir furiouſly. D. Gre- 
gory de Brito, that famous Portugues, was then Governor of that City, who defended it 
with much bravery, making ſeveral allies in which he kilYd many of the Enemy, and 
took ſeveral Priſoners. On the 18th. of June the Prince of Conde by night raiſed his Sege,

and march'd over the River Nogaera, to a place called Las Horcas de Lerida, Next day 
a ſupply of 1959 Foot with Ammunition and Proviſions was put into the City. The Mar- 
quis de Ayrona march'd with an Army of 12009 Foot and 3500 Horſe againſt the Prince of 
Conde, who being too weak to oppoſe him, diſpers'd his Forces into the ſtrong Garifons, 
expecting new ſupplies from France X 


The Coaſtable of Caftile, Governaur of Milan, took Niza de Ia Palla, Alva, and other Montfer- 
places in Montferrat, ravaging the Country, and driving the French into their Places of 7: inva- 
ſtrength. The Duke of Arces, Viceroy of Naples, ſent him 2500 Men in 12 Galleys, <9 >y he 
commanded by Fanetin Doria. He landed theſe Forces at Final, and in his return to Na- 


ples diſcovering the French Fleet, conſiſting of 25 Men of War, 8 Fireſhips and 13 Gal- 
leys, he retired into Savora, a Port of the Geroeſes, whether the -French Fleet purſued, 
threatning to burn all our Galleys unleſs they furreadred. The Governour of Savora ſent 
to the French Admiral, to let him know if he fired a Shot, he would anſwer with all the 
Guns of the City, which made the French lie ſtill, till hearing that the Spaniſh Fleet was 
coming they retir'd to Toxlon, 

In the Low Comntries-nothing conſiderable was done this Year, the - French appear'd about 
Antwerp, and thence moved to Oudenard without attempting any thing of moment. A 


Truce was concluded with the Hollanders, and proclaim'd at the Hague, ſo that a free Truce 
Trade was re-eſtabliſh'd between them and the Spaniſh Provinces. After the Archduke ith #0- 


Leopold had taken upon him the Government of the Low Comntries, he aſſembled all his 
Forces, and took from the French Armentiers, Lenareſi, and ſeveral other Places of leſs 
Note. 

In June the Articles of Marriage betwixt King Philip and the Archdutcheſs Mary Anne, 
Eldeſt Daughter to the Emperor +erdinand the Ill. were brought to Madrid, and receiv'd 
with great Joy and Satisfaction of the whole Court. 


We will end this Year with the Relation of the moſt wonderful Rebellion that hapned Rebellion 
at Naples. After that City and Kingdom became ſubje&t ro the Kings of Spain, it was of Neples- 


for ſome time govern'd with great Moderation, and had very ample Priviledges granted 
to it, eſpecially by King Ferdinandand the Emperor Charles the V. under whom the People 
paid but moderate Taxes, and that by the Name of Donatives or Free Gifts. Theſe in 
proceſs of time were infinitely increaſed, and the inſolency of the Receivers made them 
more intollerable, eſpecially thoſe Impoſitions that were upon Proviſions. This burtheg/ 
lay heavieſt upon the Commonalty, of whom there is a, vaſt multicude at Naples, Yet 
hitherto: they had gone no farther than Complaiats ; but when the laſt Year an Exciſe was 
laid upon all manner of Fruits and Herbs, then the Clamours of the Multitude began to 
be more loud, and they oppoſed the Collectors. Such as hadany hand in theſe Tumults 
were puaiſh'd, aud others for that time deterred. At leagth this Year the Complaints 
increaſing, there ſtarted up a baſe Fellow who took npon him to deliver his Country from 
thoſe heavy Taxes. This. was Thomas Aiello of Amalfi, (commonly call'd Maſſariello ) 
a bold Youth that ſold Fiſh, of a voluble Tongue, and all ways qualified to raiſe a Mutiny. 
It happen'd that ſome Fiſh he brought to Matket was, taken from him, for refuſing to pay 
the Exciſe, which the more. inceaſed him,, ſo that. he ceaſed not to go about the Markets 
perfwading the People not to pay the Duty, and that not 1a private-but openly, and by his 
Emiſſaries boaſting he would ſoon cauſe all the Taxes to be remitted, Moſt Men of ſence 
made ſmall account of fo inconſiderable a Fellow, but he, leſt his deſign ſhould be pre- 
vented, reſolv'd to put it in Execution, and therefore upon Sunday the 7th. of Jane came 
into the Market-place with a ſmall number of Boys following him, ſeveral of the Rabble 
there joining with him. A Contention ariſing berween the Country People and the Col- 
lecors about the Payment of the Duty, Andrew Anaclerius the Clerk of the Market re- 
pair'd thither to appeaſe the Tumulr, but, the Multitude throwing Apples and other 
things at him, he was forc'd to withdraw himſelf, and haſted away to complain of that 
. Infolency to the Viceroy. The Multitude now gather'd not only in the Markets, but in 
the Streets, began with. loud crys to demand the Exciſe might be aboliſh'd. Mean while 
Maſſaniello, who was ſtill in the Market with his Gang, ſtanding upon a Table made a 
feditious Harangue to the People, offering to head them, and pur an end to all Taxes if 
they would ſtand by him, which if they ſhould not, he faid, at leaſt he ſhould have the 
Satisfaction of dying for his Country. All the Rabble aſſenting to him, he immediately 
ſet fire to all the little Offices where the ColleQors uſed to receive the Exciſe. This done 
he goes up to the Viceroy, demandingall the Taxes ſhould be remitted, and the Origtnal 
Charters.of King Ferdinand and Charles the V. produced, threatning further danger if his 
Demands were not granted. The Viceroy having labour'd by fair words to appeaſe the 
Mutiaiers in vain, ſcattering ſome Money among them made his eſcape. Now their num- 
ber was grown up to $0009, but the next-day twice as many appear'd in Arms. Then 
all the Nobility being fled, Maſſamello was choſen their Commander with an unlimited Power. 
His firſt command was that they ſhould all be ready in Arms, Thea he ſet a; Price upon 
Bread and other Proviſions, after which he burnt all the other Offices of the Colleftors which 
had eſcap'd the day before. Next he fell upon the Houſes of all the Farmers of the Reve- 
ave, ſome of which he burnt with all the Riches in them, out of others he brought all the 
precious 
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precious Furniture, Plate, and Money, which was all burnt in the Street, no Man da- 
ring to take the leaſt thing in that great Treaſure to his own uſe; for whoſoever in 
this or any other matter tranſgreſſed againſt his Orders, was inſtantly pur to Neath. No 
Perſon whatſoever was ſpared, which was the cauſe that all his Orders were moſt punctually 
obeyed. Upoa the 4th day after this Mutiny broke out,the Duke of Matalone,and his Brother 
Fofeph Caraffa, having hired 50v Banditts to kill Maſſawello, and ſome others of the principal 
Heads of the Rebellion, the Deſign was diſcovered; and not only the Baridits pur to Death, 


| but ſtri& ſearch was made after the Duke, and his Brother being taken, was dragged along the 


Troubles

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Streets ; his Head being cut off by a Butcher, put upon a long Pole, which brought to 
Maſſaniello, he ſcornfully pulled by the Beard. Thus terrified all the Nobility, but moſt of all 
the Viceroy; nor was he out of danger, for Maſſaniello had forbid any Proviſion being carried 
into the Caſtle where he was, and ordered the Conduits of Water to be cut off. Ia this Con- 
fuſion Cardinal Philomarini the Archbiſhop,order'd the Bleſſed Sacrament to be expoſed in all 
the. Churches; and after he had cauſed Publick Prayers to be ſaid to appeaſe the Wrath of 
Heaven, going out to the furious Rabble, began to treat with Maſſariello as the chief 
Ringleader of the reſt, of reſtoring the City to Peace. The People demanded the abo- 
liſhing of all Taxes impoſed ſince the Times of King Ferdinand and Charles the 5th, and to 
have their Charters of Priviledges produced ; beſides this, an A& of Grace for all that had 
been done ; which if granted, Maſſaniello promiſed toquit his Command, and that the Peo- 
ple ſhould lay down their Arms. 'The Viceroy, and Archbiſhop, finding no other Remedy 
left, delivered to Maſſaniello the Priviledges or Charters, promiſing to fulfil all his other De- 
mands; beſides, the Archbiſhop engaged to pay to Maſſariello a Monthly Penſion of 200 
Crowns, Which he refuſed. Peace thus concluded, Maſſariclio was brought by the Arch- 
biſhop to the Viceroy ; and returning to the People, declared all that had been tranſaQed 
ſtrictly enjoyning them to behave themſelves in peaceable manner. Nevertheleſs he woulc 

not lay down Arms till ſuch time as the Ratification of what had been concluded were 
brought from the Court of Spain. All theſe were the TranſaCtions of one Week, beſides 
many more too tedious for this place. Maſſaniello having as he thought obtained his Ends, 
grew diſtratted. Some ſay it was cauſed by a Doſe given him, others aſcribe ic to the mul- 
tiplicity of Buſineſs, which ſcarce allowed him time to eat or ſleep. But he in his Madneſs 
contradicting his own Orders, and becoming _—— to his own People, was by the 
Contrivance of four of the Nobility, who laid hold of this Opportunity, killed. His Head 
being cut off, was put upon a Pole, and the Body dragged about the Streets by the Rabble for 
ſeveral days. This was the end of Maſſaniello, the 10th day after he began the Rebellion. 
Yet tho the Head was taken away, the Multitude continued in Arms, ialiſting upon their 
Demands ; but the Nobility taking Courage, had recourſe to the Viceroy, and raiſing their 
Followers, undertook to quell the Multitude by force. Thus the Buſineſs was brought to a 
Civil War, the Commonalty keeping the City, the Viceroy and Nobility the Caſtle and Port. 
The Multitude wanted nothing but a Head; therefore not long after the Duke of Guiſe was 
ſent to them out of France, and received with general Applauſe, and great Acclamations. 
The Commonalty ſtrengthned by his coming, a long time held our agaiaſt the Viceroy. But 
at laſt growing weary of the War, they again returned to their Duty. A general Pardon was 
granted them, and they were received to Mercy in the King's Name by D. John of Auſtria. 
The Duke of Giſe endeavouring to eſcipe, was taken by the Spanjards.

. . This Year was fatal to France for the Troubles there raiſed againſt the King in moſt part 
of the Kingdom, but more eſpecially at Paris by the Prince of Conde, and Duke of Longuc- 
ville, the Heads of the Rebels. The Marquis de Caracena making his Advantage of their 
Confuſions, with 8000 Foot and 4000 Horſe, invaded the Dukedom of Afodena, waſting 
and deſtroying all that Country ; ſo that the Duke, forſaken by the French, was forced to 
make uſe of the Duke of Parma to intercede for him, and adjuſt all matters 1n difference. 

The French Rebels having prayed Aid of the Archduke Zeopold, Governor of the Low Comn- 
tries, he marched with his Army as far as Senl:s, which is but 10 Leagues from Paris ; and 
having done nothing worthy that.Trouble or Charge, returned towards Flanders. There 
aſhamed of that fruitleſs Expedition, tho it were Winter, he ordered the Marquis Sprondiato 
to inveſt Jpres, in order to beſiege it. 

The French Fleet, commanded by Thomas Duke of Savoy, infeſted the Coaſts of the King- 
dom of Naples, but in its return loſt 4600 Men, cut off only by the Country People, as they 
ravaged the Country. 

The Marquis of Lepanez, who commanded upon the Frontiers of Portugal, ordered D.Gre- 


Portugal. gory Ibarra, Commiſlary General of Badajoz, to make an Inroad into the Enemies Frontiers, 


with 6 Troops of Horſe, gnd drive all the Cattel. He in purſuance of theſe Orders gathered 
about 400 Horſe at Higmera, and with them entered into Portupal on the 8th of Novem- 
ber ; there they ſpent 2 Nights and a Day, ranſacking all the Houſes and Villages in the Ter- 
ritories of Cerpa and Mowra, and gathering all the Cattel. With this Booty they returned 
the 18th towards Caſtile to Iye that Night near Olwa, where all the Caitel was conveniently

Then having 
laid a Bridge over the Po,. paſſed over the Spamards, the Marqueſs de Borgamencire”: Regiment 
of Germans, and that bqowey Cleve becauſe the chewy” _ bor 420 Men out of Fa- 
di, and led them by the way of Ciavaſco, 1300 remaining till at Fad; ; but they marched off 
by Yegrees, and hoped for ſome Succour from Yerceli,, The Piamonteſes were much- more 
concerned at fone Paſſages betwixt 'the Dukes of Savoy and Mantua, and to ſee the Spaniards 
fortifie Roſipnato, Ponrefturs, and S. George near Cazal, The Marqueſs quartered the Body of 
his Army near Moncabvo, blocki up Cazal.: The French thought to have put 460 Men into 
the Town, but the Mar els of Sorto Son to the Marqueſs de bos Balbaſes, and. General of the 
Men at Arms, prevented them, ſcowring all-che Country 1 4 miles about, for the ſpace of 
8 days. Then the Marqueſs of Caragena drew near to attack the Place, and great Stores of 
Proviſions and Ammunition were making at Milan. To hinder the French putting any Relief 
into the Town, the Marqueſs poſſeſſed himſelf of the Hill, pacing there 4 Regiments of Foot, 
the Horſe of Naples, that of the Commiſſary General Adoron, and his own Troops of Guards. 
The Marqueſs 'of Sento lay at Piankra with 4 Regiments of Foot, the Milaneſe and-German 
Horſe and ſore other Troops. On the other ſide the Po, was a Regiment of German Horſe, 
and one of Fog. Beſides ghefe, our Govertiour ,drew our Forces out of Miles, and 5 Com- 
panies gut of "Alexandriz to ſtrengthen his Army, and gathered a great number of Pioniers to 
ſecure all the Poſts. Upon the 24th of Seprember he igveſted the Place, poſted himſelf, raiſed 
his Batteries, and in 14. days beganto uridermine, which fucczeding, overthrew ewo Towers 
of the Cittadel.  Oir Meh gave the Afault, and carried icon with ſuch Bravery, thatthey 
entzr*d the Place been hong t rnpregnable. The French retired the City, and our Gover- 
nour uſifig his Vitory with Moderation, gave them the uſual honourable Condicions.

The Duke being in the City, our 
Governour went to viſit him. and found ſuch Entertainment, as becamethe Reſtocer of that Ci- 
ty to its ripheſut Owner, the Cannon of the City Artny firing. Next day the Duke re- 
payed the iſit, and the Marqueſs marched with Ar my irom C azal, towards Valencia de Po, 
thence to Pavia, and laſtly to Milan; where his Reception was in the manner of the Roman 
Triumphs. 

The pov Fortune was ſeconded by the taking of Graveling, one of the ſtrongeſt Places in 
the low Countteys, fortified by the Emperor Charles the 5th.

others call! Dulcis, Daughter and Heireſs of Gilbert, Earl of Provence, with whom he had 
that large Province in Dower. By her he had two Sons, D. Ramon and D. Berenguel, and three 
Daughters, one called D. Berenguela, or Berengaria, Marry'd to D. Alonſo, tiled the Empe- 
ror. The Names of the others ate not known, but both were Marry'd in France. This 
Prince was long at variance, and held War againſt Alonſo, Earl of Toulouſe, and after much 
contention, they agreed among themſelves to adopt one another's Families ; ſo that which- 
ſoever was firſt Extin&, the other ſhould Inherit. But this hap'ned long after the time we 
are now writing of. Let us return to the War of Toledo, 


CHAT Is 
The famous City Toledo cloſely Beſieged, and Surrenared , Many other Places taken, 
King Alonſo ſtiles himſelf Emperor. 
T HE continual waſte the Chriſtians made in the Country about Toledo, burning, plun- 
dering, and driving all before them, had reduc'd the Moors of that City to great 
ſtreights. The Chriſtian lnhabitants ceaſed not to preſs King Alonſo to fit down before it, 
promiſing, they would ſoon open the Gates to him. That laſting War had exhauſted the 
Subjects, yet the King's reſolution overcame all difficulties. Great Levies were made, and 
all things provided with a full deſign never to deſiſt til] the City were taken. It is naturally 
ſtrong, and ſo feated, that there was a neceſſity of dividing theArmy into ſeveral Bodies, and 
conſequently, a greater Force was requiſite, It is a matter of great conſequence to have the 
good Will of neighbouring Princes, as appeared in this War, for beſides the King's own 
Subjets of Caſtile, Leon, Biſcay, Galicia and Aſtarias. Sancho, King of Aragon and Nawarre, 
broughta good Body of Men to the Siege, Supplies alſo came from Italy and Germany, and 
the French, as being nearer, came in greater numbers. Becauſe the latter ſerved well in this 
War, and upon other occaſions, great Privileges were granted to ſuch of them as would ſtay 
in Spain ; whence, as I ſuppoſe, ſuch as are free from Taxes are among us called Franc. 
Of ill theſeNations was formed a mighty Army,which marched without delay towardsToleds, 
full of hopes of ſpeedy ſucceſs. The Mooriſh King made all the neceſſary Preparations to 
endure a Siege, but moſt of all rely*d on the natural Strength of the Place, encompaſled with 
high and craggy Rocks, thro? which the River 7 agus in a wonderful manner breaks his way 
and runs almoſt round the City, except on the North fide, where is a ſteep and difficult 
aſcent, defended by two ſtrong Walls, one above the other, To Beſiege this Place, the 
Army was divided into ſeven Brigades, which took up all the Avenues, ſo that no Relief 
could be carried in, TheKing, with the beſt of the Army, Encamp'd and Entrench'd himſelf 
in the Meadows, at the foot of the Hill on which the Town ſtands. Some Skirmiſhes hap'ned 
near the Wall, but nothing remarkable in them, except that it was obſerved the Chriſtians 
were the better Foot, and the Moors the experter Horſe. Towers of Wood were made 
and all other ſorts of Engines apply'd to the Wall,which,tho* they beat down part of it, yet it 
availed not, becauſe the aſcent was difficult, the Streets narrow, the Houſes high and ſtrong 
and the Defendants numerous. Thvs the Siege was protracted, Proviſions were ſcarce, the 
Country about being waſted, the heat of the Summer came on, and the Army began to be 
ſickly. All theſe things cauſed the Soldiers to wiſh for ſome Hohourable Accommodation. 
Art this time, Cyprianus, Biſhop of Leon, acquainted the King that S. I/:zdorus had appeared to 
him, aſſuring the City would be taken in 15 Days. The Beſieged ſuffered great want, hav- 
ing ſpent all their Proviſions. Whereupon, gathering in a Body, they repaired to the Pa- 
lace with clamours, requiring the King to Capitulate. He having endeavoured to appeaſe 
them, affirming they ſhould be ſpeedily relieved, and finding they perſiſted in their demands 
ſent out Commiſſioners to Treat. Some days being ſpent in Expoſtulating, and debating 
the Matter, at length the Treaty was concluded upon theſe Articles. * That the Palace 
© City Gates, Bridges, and King's-Garden, be delivered up to King Alonſo. That theAMoor- 
©;/h King may go to Yalencia, or where he ſhall think fir, The ſame liberty to be allowed the 
© 4/oors that will bear him company, and they may carry their Goods and Moveables. Such 
© 25 will ſtay in the City, ſhall not be moleſted in their Perſons or Goods, The chief Moſque 
© ſhall continne in their poſſeſſion. No other Taxes ſhall be impoſed on them, but ſuch as 
© they paid to their own Kings. They ſhall be Try'd by Judges of their own Nation, and

about 369 Years, Julianus ſays 366. and that the Moors took It in the Year 719. on S. Urban's 

Day, during which time, the Moors being nothing curious in building , it loſt much of its 
former Beauty. TheStreets were narrow and crooked, the Houſes il contrived, the very 

Palace was of Mud-walls, and ſtood where now is a great Hoſpital, Founded by D. Peter Gon- 

zalez. de Mendoza, Cardinal of Spain, and Archbiſhop of Toledo, In the midſt of the City 

ſtood the chief Moſque, on a riling Ground, the Building at. that time nothing ſumptuous. 

Soon after, it was Conſecrated, and in proceſs of time built from the Ground, very large and 
beautiful, The fame of this Succeſs was ſoon ſpread abroad, and Embaſſadors came to Con- 
gratulate with the King from ſeveral Princes. The Afooriſh King, according to the Capitu- 

Jation, went away with a good Guard to Yalencia, which was his own, where he preſerv'd 

the Title cf King. On the other ſide, many Brigades of Chriſtians were diſperſed through- 

out the Kingdom of Toledo, to reduce all that remained in the poſſeſſion of the Moors, which 
proved no difficult task, they being terrify'd at the loſs of ſo great a City. Many Towns 

were taken, the moſt noted were, Maqueda, Eſcalona, Illeſcas, Talavera,. Guadalajara, Mo- Many 
ra, Conſuegra, Madrid, Berlanga, Buytrago, Medinaceli, and Coria, many of them ancient Towns ta- 
1 owns, not far diſtant from Toledo, ſtrong and ſeated in a pleaſant and fruitful Country, k=- 
Some of the - oors of Toledo accompanied their King, bur the moſt ſtaid behind. Their 
number being great, there was danger they might upon the firſt opportunity Revolt, To 
prevent this evil, the King reſolved to ſettle his .Court there, till ſuch time it was better 
Peopled with Chriſtians, andnew Fortifications raiſed to ſecureit. Houſes and Lands, were 

by Proclamation offered to all ſuch as would come and inhabit there, which drew a great 
n-»mizer of People. Among the reſt, we have an account of one Peter, a Grecian, of the Im- 

perial Family ot the Paleologs, of Conſtantinople, who is ſaid, to have ſerved during theSiege, 

a:id therefore the King, the Town bring taken, gave him a Houſe, and Lands of Inheritance. 

From this Gentleman, the great Family of Toledo pretend to be deſcended. From this time,

N the Year 1086. the City of Toledo, being well Inhabited with Chriſtians, and the 1086.” 
Moors kept under, the King convened a Synod of Biſhops, at which, many of the No- An Arch- 
bility were preſent. The cauſe of their. meeting was to choſe an Archbiſhop of Toledo, and —_e 
by the unanimous conſent of all, Bernard, Abbot of Sabagun, was Elected. He was a Man 1c, 
of a vertuous Life, a ready, Wit, ſound , Judgment, very Learned, arid Upright, which good 
Qualities moved them to -prefer him before all others, tho' a Stranger, as being a 
natural born French-man, of the City of Agen, in the Province of Aquitain, or Guienne, 
In his Youth he was a Soldier, at riper Years took the Habit of a Monk, at Aux, and was pernurd 
ſent thence into Spain, by Hugo, the Abbot, at the requeſt of King Alphonſo, to reform the firit Arch- 
Monaſtery of Sabagun, which he deſign'd to be the head of all the Benedi&imes in Spain, Af- bilkop- 
ter he had been their Abbot ſome time, he was promoted to the high Dignity of. Archbiſhop 
of Toledo, That his Honour and Authority might be the greater, the King freely gaye to 
him, and his Succeſſors, Archbiſhops of that See, many Towns, Lands, Mills, and Houſes. 
In memory whereof, an Anniverſary is Celebrated for King Alpbonſo, every Year in that 
Church in June. This done the Synod broke up. Having ſetled the Afﬀeairs of the City, the 
King went away to Leon, leaving Queen Conſtance, and the Archbiſhop there with a good 
Garriſon.

This proceſs of time was extended to Biſhops, 

Upon theſe two Motives the Archbiſhop reſolved to go toRome, but before his departure,with 

the King's Approbation, he gathered a Synod of Biſhops, and Conſecrated the Cathedral of 

Toledo, under the Invocation of St. Mary, St. Peter, St. Paul, St. Stepben, and the Holy-Crofs.

— It will not be amiſs in this place briefly to ſhow how the Archbiſhops of Toledo, came firſt 

Archhji. £0 be Primates and Metropolitants of all Spam.

Toledo biſhop of Toledo, but we have only the Authority of Modern Authors for it. By the Ancient 

— Councils it appears, that their Authority is not ſolong a ſtanding, ſince they ſign not to any 

mates of ®f them, in the firſt place. There were formerly in Spain 5 Archbiſhopricks, viz. Tarragona, 

#ll Spain, Braga, Merida, Sevil, and Toledo, and none of theſe acknowled ed any Superior but the 

Pope,and each took place in Councils according to the Seniority of his Conſecration, Now 

the Goths, who at firſt poſſeſſed themſelves of the Kingdom of Toledo, having ſubdued all o- 

ther Barbarous Nations in Spain, and made themſelves Maſters of the whole Country, hence 

this City being the Court of thoſe Kings, began to aſſume a Superiority over all the reſt, 

This Authority took its firſt force in the Seventh Council of Toledo, which ordained, that all

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the Neighbouring Biſhops, ſhould in their turns, being called by him their Primate, repair to 
that City, and there attend on the King and Archbiſhop for the ſpace of a Month. The 
Archbiſhops Superiority being thus far eſtabliſhed, was much advanced in the twelfth Council 
of thatCity, which decreed that the Election of all the Biſhops in Spain, ſhould be confirmed 
by him of Toledo, as had till then been done by the King. From that time forwards, 
all the other Biſhops allowed him precedence, and he ſigned firſt ro the Acts of Councils, 
This was all the Priviledge thoſe Prelates then injoy'd above others. When Spain had fallen un- 
der the ſlavery of the Moors,for a long time that City had no Biſhops. At length when it was 
recovered by the Chriſtians, the Archbiſhops were not only reſtored to their toxmer Dignity, 
bur made Primates of all Spain. Pope Urban the Second, was the firſt that gave them this Pre- 
rogative, and it was afterwards confirmed by Paſqualis Gelaſrus, Honorius Celeſtinus, Innocent, 
Lucius, Eugenius Ill. Adrian IV. Alexander Ill. Urban Ill. Honorias III, Gregory IX. and 
many others, whoſe Bulls are preſerved to this day, among the RecorCs of the Cathedral of 
Toledo, Many Archbiſhops have had their Croſs carryed before them, rhrovghout all parts 
of Spain, yet at ſeveral times have met with ſome Oppoſition, Ar preſent they exerciſe no 
Juriſdiction, over the other Provinces, but only enjoy the Title, and have Precedence. 

It was faid above, that King Alonſo had two Wives, Agnes, and Conflance, by the latter, K- Alonſo 
he had ye-Princeſs Urraca. Conſtance dy'd, after the taking of Toledo, and at the ſame time, once 
her Siſtexh-Law D. Elvira, the King's Siſter ; ſhe was bury'd at Zeon, with her Siſter D., a 
Urraga."i After the death of Conſtance, the King Marry'd the Daugbter of Benabet the Moorifh 
King'of Sev1l, ſhe being converted, and changing her name of Zaida for that of Mary, or, as 
others will have it, Elizabeth. Of her was born D. Sancho, a Prince of great hopes had he 
lived. TheKing after this Marry'd a Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth time, with Berta of Tuſca- 
ny, Elizabeth of France, and Beatrix, whoſe Birth is not known. By Elizabeth, he had two 
Davghters, Sancha Marry*d to Earl Roderick, and Elvira Wife to Roger King, of Sicily. King 
Alonſo had belides, by a Miſtriſs called Ximena, two Daughters, Elvira Marryct to Raymund 
Earl of Toulouſe, and Tereſa, Wite of Henry of. Lorrain. D. Urraca the King's eldeſt Daugh- 
ter was Marry'd to Raymund, Brother to the Earl of Burgundy, they had iſſue firſt D. Sancha, 
and then D. Alonſo, who for the many Kingdoms he United, was called the Emperor. Thus 
much is Colle&ed out of very Grave Authors, yet Pelagius Biſhop of Oviedo, who lived about 
that time, and in the very cloſe of his Hiſtory ſays, King Alonſo had but five Wives, and that

Joſeph would not let flip ſo fair an opportuni- 

ty of invading Spain, but not being able to go inPerſon at that time,ſent a good Army under the 

Command of Hali Abenaxa,aFamousCommander, Hali having join'd theKing ofSev4il,theirFriend- ;,,;; ſent 

ſhip was not laſting, and their differences increaſing,they came to a Battle, in which the King to afitt 

was defeated, and killed by one Abdalla. This Victory made Hali Maſter of all the Dominians the King 

of the deceaſed, in the Year 1091. All the other Kings of the Moors were reduced, or m_ o 


ſubmitted themſelves to him. MHalz, proud with this ſucceſs, rebelled againſt his Maſter, and ,- 


called himſelf Airamamolin of Spain, a name tg Regal Authority among the _— him.

Kin 

Alonſo thought not this a time to be idle, when the Moors of Africk were joyned with thoſe 

of Spain, and therefore reſolved to be before-hand with them. Tothis purpoſe, he made af 

neceſſary Preparations, gathering Arms, Horſes, Proviſions and Money. Not only the Lai-

there came Raymund, Earl of Toulouſe. With them came a good number of Brave and Ex- 

perienced French Soldiers. D. Sancbo, King of Aragon,was not wanting, he tho' very ancient, 

yet had the Vivacity and Courage of Youth, and was an excellent Commander , having 

gain'd Experience inthe continual Wars he had with the Moors, All theſe Forces made up 

ſo great an Army, that they reſolved to invade the Enemies Country. They entred Anda- 

luzia, plundring and waſting all where-ever they came. It was no time for the Moors to be 

idle , both Armies came in fight of one another, near a Town called Alagueto, but Foſeph 

finding himſelf inferior to the Chriſtians , ſhunn'd fighting. His retreat was more like to 

a diſorderly Flight, for he loſt great part of the Baggage. King Alonſo thought it better 

to content himſelf with the Honour gained, than to tempt Fortune ; beſides, that his Army, 

being compoſed of ſo many different Nations could not long hold together. Thus he return- 

ed home, his Army loaded with Spoils, and pleaſed with their Succeſs. After this for ſome 

time, the Almoravides attempted nothing farther, for Joſeph was forced to repair to Africk, 

to ſetle his new acquired Kingdom. Mean while, King Aonſo ſlept not, expefting the War 

would ſoon break our again. Therefore he reſolved to ſtrengthen himſelf with freſh Allies 

KingAlon» abroad, 1In the firſt place, he gave three of hi> Daughters in Marriage to thoſe three Lords 
ſo Marries that came to his aſſiſtance ont of France.

beſt of his Portion, was the hopes of ſucceeding in the Throne, if Sancha, the King's Son 

dy'd. The Earl of Toulouſe, received his Portion in Money and Jewels, but no Lands in 

Spain, becauſe he reſolved to return to France, where he had large Poſſeſſions of his own. 

There are Authors, who write, that the City of Lisbown was taken by King A4onſo, in the 
Year 
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Year 1093. but this is doubtful, for it was often taken from the Moors, and--loſt again, till 1093. 
ſome time after this, it was gain'd by the Chriſtians, and has ever ſince remained in their 

hands. Much-about this time began the Holy-War in the Eaſt, carried on by moſt of 

the Chriſtian Princes, for recovery of the Holy-Land. Peter, a Hermit, who Travel'd in- Tye yy. 
to Paleſtine, was the firſt Promoter of it, for he making his Obſervations there, diſcourſed war in 
Simon, Biſhop of Jeruſalem, about ir,and having receivedLettersfrom him,moved the ſame thing the Eaft. 
to the Pope. Urban who then ſate in S. Peter's-Chair, ordered a Council of Biſhops to meet 

at Clermont, in France, to promote the carrying on of this War, and the mean while, by bis 
Legartes, ſtjrred up all the Princes of Chriſtendom to ſhare in ſo Glorious an Undertaking. 

His Endeavours prov'd ſo ſucceſsful, that all Countries ſounded of nothing but Warlike 
Preparations, moſt Princes aimed to ſignalize themſelves, by ſhowing their Zeal in ſo Pious 

a War, and Thouſands of private Perſons voluntarily Enrolled themſelves to ſerve upon their 

own coſt. But we muſt not ſtray too far into Aﬀairs ſo Foreign. Let us return to what 
hap'ned 1n Sparn.

the firſt of thoſe Princes that aſſumed the Title of King, which he maintained in oppoſition to Alonſo L 
the Kings ofCaſtile. The ſameYear was unhappy for the unfortunate death of D.Sancho 1. King We 
of Aragon , who merited the eſteem of his SubjeQs, not only for —_—_—p—_— and main- paker as 
tained his Kingdum as well as any of his Anceſtors, but for enlargin extending 1tS Li- King of 
mits.. He was the firſt that came down from the hi Mountains, where his Predeceſſors 4gon. 
maintained thernſelves by the natural ſtrength of thoſe Places, into the Plains, where he 
took many- Cities and Towns. He had continual Wars with the Mooriſh Kings of B x 
Lerida, Mongon, Barbaſtro,. and Fraga, and obliged them to pay hinr Fribute. Then Aa 
long and tedious Siege, - took Barbaſiro! a Noble City on the Banks of the River Yero, in a de- 
lightful Country. * Tho? the ſtrength of the Walls was great, yet the King's conſtancy yi; aftions 
and indefatigable Labour of his Men, overcame all Difficulties; fo that it was entred by - — 
Aſſault, and Plundered. From that time Barbaſtro wasannexed to the Biſhoprick of Rbodg, Moors, 
At this Siege Armengaud, Earl of Urgel, was ſlain, and thence called Armengaud of Barbaſtro. 
He being the King's Father-in-law, and Father to his Queen Felicia, his death was revenged 
with great ſlaughter of the Townſmen.

Being cloſly purſu'd, 
4000 of them were put to the Sword. Scarce 1000 Chriſtians were loſt, and none of Note. 
D. Garcia was taken, the Booty was great, and all the Fields were covered with Wea- 
pons, Blood, and Dead Bodies. Some ſay, S. George was ſeen fighting, and by his help, the 
Victory was obtained. Others affirm, that a Gentleman of the Family of Moncada, who at 
that timg was in the Holy Land, appeared a Horſe-back in this Fight. It is common to in- 
creaſe the fame of a Vitory to feign Miracles. Authors agree, That from that time, the 
Arms ofthe Kings of Aragon, were Argent a Croſs, the colour is not named, with 4 Heads in 
. the 4 Quarters of the Eſcutcheon, being the Heads of as many Kings, or Generals ſlain in this 
Battle, which was —_ on the 18th of November, and the gth day after, that Noble City, 
Hurſeaſur- baving loſt all hopes of Relief, was Surrendred.

A+ 
mong them alſo came Burdinus, not worthy to be named among them, for he afterwards 
made himſelf Anti-pope, and cauſed a Schiſm in the Church, as ſhall be hinted in irs 
lace. 
: Roderick Diaz, Sirnamed Cid, or the Lord, was not idleall this while, but having obtain'd 
leave of the King, who was bulie in Andaluzia, with a choice Band of his own Forces, fell 
upon the Moors that dwelt upon the Borders of Aragon and Caſtile. All the Mooriſh Princes 
ſtrove to gain his Friendſhip. The firſt he agreed withal, was the Lord of Albarrazin. Then 
he went to viſit the King of Zaragoga, who received him with great ſigns of Aﬀettion, 
hoping with his aſſiſtance to make himielf Maſter of Yalencia. This City is ſeated where y,,,..

FER D Garcia Earl of Cabra, was Tutor to D. Sancho; King Alonſo's Son, and the Heir Ap» 
Gn bs e parent of the Crown, but Death ſnatched him away, and with him, the great 
Caſtile, Had been conceived of his Virtues, Hal, Succeſſor to Joſeph, deſiring to Commence his R 
killed by with ſome memorable AQion, paſſed over into Spain with a powerful Army, and having eti- 
the Moors. creaſed it there, entred the Kingdom of Toledo, waſting all the Country till he came in ſight 
of the City. King Alonſo, by reafon of his great Age and Sickneſs, could not £0 out in Per- 
ſon to oppoſe him. He gave the command of his Army to the Earl D. Garcia, and for the 
greater Honour, ſent his Son D. Sancho, tho? very young, with him. Near Veles, the two 
Armies met and engaged. ln the heat of the Fight, the Prince was ftruck down, D, Gar- 
cid 
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cia covered him with his Shield, and with his Sword kept off the Moors that aſſailed him on 
all ſides. Long he kept them at a diſtance, till being weakned by many wounds, he fell 
down dead upon him he defended. This diſaſter made the Infidels Vi&orious. It is need- The 15s. 
leſs to relate how grievous this loſs was to theKing ; he asked what might be the reaſon of dels vifto- 
being ſo often overthrown by the Moors, anda wiſe Man anſwered, That the Soldiers were 5195. 
debauched with Eaſe and Luxury, which made them unfit for Service. Hereupon, the King 
ordered all incentives of Luxury to be taken away, and among the reſt, cauſed the Baths, 
then much uſed in Spain, after the manner of the Moors, to be deſtroy'd. Some hope re- 
mained in D. Alonſo, the King's Grandchild, by D. Urraca, his Daughter, but he was very 
Young, and a Womans Government ſeem'd not ſeaſonable. 

The continual good Fortune of the King of Aragon, diminiſhed the Joy of the Moors for 
their ſuccels in Caſtile, Of late, the Infidels wefit down the wind in Aragon, for the Chri- 
ſtians had taken from them the Caſtle of Calaſanz, the Town of Pertuſa, on the River Ca- 
nadre, and the City Barbaſtro, whither the Biſhoprick of Rhoda was Tranſlated. Now the 
Aragonians bent all their Strength againſt the City Zaragoga, whichthe Almoravides had poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of, having expelled the ancient Kings. Theſe that follow, were 
the Kings that had Reigned in that City, The firſt was Mudir, then Hiaya, next Almudafar, yyoriſh 
after him began another Race in Zulema, to whom ſucceeded Hamas, then Joſeph, then 4l- King's of 
mazazin, then Abdelmelicb, and then Hamas, Sirnamed Almugacayto, whom the Almoravides Zaragors- 
deprived of the Kingdom. At this time, in France, Atho, who after the Death of Raymund, 
Earl of Barcelona, Father of Arnaldus, had Uſurped the Sovereignty of the City Carcaſſonne, 
where he had been Governour, was expelled the place by the Inhabitants, and it reſtored to 
its Lawful Prince, in.the Year 1102. This ſame Year, Armengaud, Earl of Urgel, was lain 
by the Moors in the Iſland of Majorca, whither he went to ſhow his Valour, and was there- 
fore called Balearicus. Armengaud, was Marry*d to a Daughter of Peranzules, a great Man 
in Caſtile, and Lord of Yalladolid, By here left a young Son, during whoſe Minority, the 
Grandfather governed, and afterwards Marry'd him to a Lady, called Arſenda. The Year of 
our Lord 1104. was upfortunate for the Death of three great Perſons. Peter, Son to the 1104. 
King of Aragon, and his Siſter Elizabeth dy'd upon the ſame day, and the King himſelf, whi- The King 
ther for Grief, or thro' ſome other Diſtemper, is not known, departed this Life the Month ): —_—_ 
following, Be was Bury'd at S. John de la Pexa. Pope Urban, at the beginning of the War otareda 
in the Holy-Land, 'granted to this King the Tenths of all Churches that ſhould be new built, all die.

In the ſecond Year of his Reign, he Mar- _ 
ried D. Urraca, Daughter to King Alonſo, of Caſtile, This Match was made by the King, __ 
contrary to the deſires of all the Nobility, who would have had her Marry'd to D. Gomez, 
Earl of Candeſpina. None of them durſt open this to the King ; therefore they charged a 
Jew, who was the King's Doctor, upon the firſt opportunity to acquaint him with their 
Thoughts. This Jew, as the King was one day diverting himſelf, broke the buſineſs to 
him. Ir highly offended the King that the Nobles ſhould preſume to diſpoſe of his Daughter, 
therefore he for ever forbid the Phyſician coming into his preſence ; and then haſtned the 
Marriage of his Daughter, which was performed with great State at Toledo,in the Year 1106, 1106 
King Alonſo ſomewhat eaſed with the ſatisfaQtion of this Match, and deſiring to revenge the 
death of his Son, tho' very ancient, took the Field again, and entring Andaluzia, deſtroy- 
ed all the Province with Fire and Sword, ſparing neither Man nor Beaſt. This done, he 
ſpent the remainder of his Days in quief, not only fggbearing from Martial Afﬀairs, but 
eaſing himſelf of the Government as much as conld be. Yet he took care that Salamanca, and 
Segovia, which had been ruined by the Wars, ſhould be repaired, fortified and embeliſhed. 
Peranzules, a Man at that time in great vogue, who had been Tutor to the Princeſs Urraca 
in her gas was now the King's Favourite, had the whole management of publick 
Afﬀairs, and by Mis Prudence and Vertue, ſeem'd to ſupport the Government. The Kin 
now quite ſpent with age, for be lived 79 Years, grew fckly, and was languiſhing a Year, an 
ſeven Months, yet by the advice of the Phyſicians, he rode out daily ; butthe natural warmth 
being decay'd, at length, he dy'd at Toledo, on Thurſday, the firſt of July 1109, as Pelagius ,....

_ __ ed it with all ſorts of Engines. Its own natural ſtrength, and a Wall built at the bottom of 
A the City by King Alonſo, ſaved it. Alvar Farez, a great Man in thoſe days, by his Valour 
contributed much to the ſafety of the City. All hopes of prevailing being loſt, the Moors 

raiſed the Siege, and in their way home plundered Madrid and Talavera, threw down their 
Walls, and departed with a mighty Booty. In Aragon, the King was ſucceſsful: againſt the 
Moors, and took Exea, a Town of note in Navarre, in the Year 1110, Near Valterya, he 
overthrew Abubafalem, King of Zaragoga in Battle, After this, he aſlumed the Title of Em- 
peror of Spain, as his Father-in-lawghad done before him. Having at length ſetled the Af- 
1111, fairs of Aragon, he came to Caſtile in the Year 1111, His principal Study was to pain the 
King Alon- Aﬀections of the People, and to that end, he Honoured the Nobility, Relieved the Diſtreſs'd, 
Jo of Ar4- Protected the Weak, and was Afﬀeable to all People ; inſomuch, that he got the good will of 
a——Y all Men, Only the Queen's hard Heart was inflexible. He ordered Villorado, Berlanga, $0- 
Men, F#ia, and Almacan, Towns ruined by the Wars, to be Peopled, and then returned to 4ra- 
gon, reſolving to carry on the War 2gainſt the Moors, King Alonſo, was third Coulin to the 

Queen, his Wife, for D. Sancho the Greater, was Great-Grandfather to th:m both, It was 

not then uſual for the Pope to diſpence in thoſe Caſes, and therefore many Princes had been 
Divorced. For this reaſon, I ſuppoſe, King Alonſo is not reckoned among the Kings of Ca- 

file, Beſides, the Queen for her difſolute Life was Impriſoned in the Caſtle called Caſtellay, 

whence ſhe made her eſcape into Caſtile, She found not the Reception ſhe expected, for the 

Nobility ſent her back to her Husband, who again put her in Priſon, Mean while, the No- 

bles of Galicia, where D. Alonſo, and D. Urraca's Son was bred, held Conſultation to oppoſe 

the Deſigns of the Argonians. They were glad they had found a flaw in that Match, which 

they had ſo much oppoſed, and therefore gave out, that the People were not obliged to 

own him that was not their lawful King, Hereupon, they ſent an Embaſſy to Pope Paſ- 

qualis I]. who committed the Examination of that Afﬀeair to James Gelmirez, Biſhop of San- 

tiago, What he determined, is not known ; bur it is certain, that from that time forwards 

King onſo began to bear the Biſhops ill will. Thoſe of Burgos and Leon, were Expelled their 

Dioceſſes, he of Palencia impriſoned, the Abbot of Sabagun was depoſed, and» D. Ramiro 

the King's Brother, put in his place. Bernard, the Archbiſhop of Toledo, was two Years 
Baniſhed his Dioceſs, notwithſtanding his Legantine Power, and his being Primate of all 
Spam. 
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Spain, During this time he held a Synod at Palencia, the Atts whereof are extant to this Two $y- 


day. Another Synod he held at Leon, at which beſides, many Biſhops and Nobles, James 
Gelmires of Santiago was preſent, Their chief care was to eſtabliſh Peace, for the Forces of 
Aragon and Navarre, - marched againſt Galieia, and had taken the Caſtle of Monteroſo by 
Storm. Yet the King of Aragon, at the inſtance of ſome Holy Men who interpos'd, deliſted. 
All things were done diſorderly, without regard to Juſtice, and both Parties tought to 
ſtrengthen themſelves, for carrying on of their deſigns. It ſeemed hard to the Caſtilians, 
and Galicians, to be governed by the *Aragonians, the King of Aragon, right or wrong would 
keep the Kingdom he was poſſeſſed of. Such as oppoſed him were diſplaced, and their £- 
ſtates taken from them. The Galicians, being delivered of their -firſt fear, made a League 
with Henry Earl of Portugal, This gave them Courage to Proclaim Prince Alonſo King, tho'

very Young.He was anointed in the Cathedral of Compoſtella, by James Gelmirez Biſhop of that Anointing 
See, a Ceremony not uſed till thenin Spain, but brought up to Authorize that Att the more, 9f Kings 


Peter Earl of Trava, Tutor to the Prince, was the chief contriver of all theſe proceedings. 
This AQtion offended the King of Aragon, he was divorced from the Queen, - and ſet her at 
Liberty, ſhe having been Priſoner in the Caſtle of Soria, Nevertheleſs he would not quit the 
Kingdom, that was her Dower. - The Governours of places, tho* not abſolved from the 
Oath they had taken to him, revolted to the Queen, and Swore Allegiance + to her.. Peran- 
cules, a Man of unblemiſhed reputation, did the ſame, yet having a ſcruple for that he had 
Sworn fidelity to the King of Aragon, he ſurrendred himſelf up to bim,* with a Halter about 
his Neck, that he might puniſh his breach of Faith. Ar firſt the King was ſurprized, but he- 
ing perſwaded that the Gentleman, had in all things Acted honourably, and that his Loyalty 
ought not to be hurtful to him, he forgave and Treated him very Courteouſly. All the Nobility 
of Caſtile, joyned to preſerve the Liberty of their Country, reſolving to undergo all hazards, 
rather than ſubmit to the Government of the Aragonians. D. Gomez Earl of Candeſpina, who 
before had aimed at Marrying the Queen, and being then in the flower of his Youth, was 
greater with her, than became the Regal Dignity, and the Modeſty of a Woman, ſeem'd 
the moſt zealous in defence of the Country, and for making War upon the Aragonians. D. 
Peter Earl of Lara, and his Rival, with the Queen, held the next place, in Power and Au- 
. thority. Commanders being divided among themſelves, neither could Peace be ſetled, nor the 
War carryed on as it ſhould be. D. Alonſo King of Aragon , with a Powerful Army entred 
Caſtile, by the way of Soria, and Oſma. The Nobles, with the Army of Caſtile, marched to 
oppoſe him. Both Armies encamped near Sepulveda, and there formed their Battles. Peter 
Earl of Zara, led the Van of the Caſtilians, Earl Gomez the rear, the main Body was Com- 
manded by other Nobles. The King of Aragon, drew up all his Army into one ſquare Body, 
The Signal being given, they fell on, in the Field called de 14 Eſpina, this was one oh the moſt 
Famous Battles of that Age. Peter Earl of Zara, not able to ſtand the firſt charge fled to 
Burgos, where the Queen was in care for the event of that Action, D. Gomez ſtood his 
Ground: better, till his Forces being vanquiſhed ; he dy'd honourably, without turning his 
back. His Standard-Bearer, a Gentleman of the Houſe of Olea, was not inferior to him, for 
his Horſe being killed, and both his hands cut off, he fell down dead, embracing the Standard 
with his Arms, and often repeating Olea. Henry Earl of Portugal, made the Victory eaſier to 
the Aragonians, by going over to them rather in hatred, to the lewdneſs of the Queen, than 
any kindneſs he had for King Alonſo, This ſucceſs ſo encouraged the Aragonians, that paſſing 
the River Duero, they advanced as far as the City Leon, waſting all the Country. The No- 
bility of Galicia, having recruited their Army, try'd their Fortune again, and had the ſame 
ſucceſs, being defeated by the Aragonians, between Leon and Aftorga. In this Battle was 
taken Peter, Earl of Trava a powerful Man, who was Marry*d to D. Mayor, Daughter to A4r- 
mengaud Earl of Urgel. Young King Alonſo, was not in the fight, after it he went to the Ca- 
ſtle of Or/ilon, where his Mother was. No Battle in that Age was fo fatal ro Caſtile, as this. 
The Cities of Najara, Burgos, Palencia, and Leon, ſubmitted to the Conqueror. He wanting 
Money to pay his Army, laid hold of the Treaſures of Churches, which proved his ruin, tor 
the People generally exclaimed againſt him, and from that time forward his Fortune chang- 
ed. After ranſacking the Kingdom of Toledo, the Aragonians marched to Beliege the Ciry 
Aſtorga, having received intelligence that the Queen reſolved to make her laſt effort on that 
ſide, Martin Muno, coming to the King of Aragon with 300 Horſe, fell into an Ambuſh, 
where moſt of his Men being killed, and the reſt put to flight, he was himſelt raken. King 
Alonſo finding himſelf weakned by this loſs, the many Men that had dy'd, and the Garritons 
he had placed, retired to Carrion, confiding in the ſtrength of that place. There he was be- 
_— by the Enemy for ſometime, till the Abbot Cluſen/zs,tent by the Pope to compule thoſe 
differences, came and obtained of the Queen a Truce for ſome time, and foon after prev:iled 
to have the Siege raiſed. The Soldiers of Caſtile being raw and undiſciplined, could not be 
long kept together. After this the Aragonians, bent their Forces againſt the Lands be- 
longing to the Houſe of Lara. On the other ſide the Queen, after a long Siege,recovered the 
Caſtle of Burgos, Peter Earl of Lara, thinking to Marry the Queen, cariyed himſelt like a 
King, at which many were offended, and his Name, and the Queen's, were publick!y in 
Lampoons and Ballads. At length, he was ſecured, and put in Priſon, by Gutierre Fernandez.

The Wars of Majorca, 4nd Zaragoca. The Schiſm of Burdinus. Peace Concluded 
betwixt Yi Crowns of Caſtile, and Aragon. The Original of the Kingdom of 
Portugal. 


TheWars Hilſt what was ſaid in thelaſtChapter hap'ned in Caſtile, the doors of Majorca,and Za- 
of Majorca V ragoca, were beſet by the Power of ſeveral Nations, Conſpiring againſt them, Gij- 
and hert Earl of Provence, and Aimillan in France dying, his Dominions fell to his only Daugh- 
Zaragod. ter, called Dulcis, Raymund Berengarius Earl of Barcelona, Husband to the ſaid Dulcis, a 
Prince Powerful, as well in his own Dominions, as the great Addition of his Wife's, reſoly'd 
with the United Forces of his Subje&s, to poſſeſs himſelf of the Iſlands of Majorca and Minor- 
ca, from whence the Moors infeſted the Coaſt of Spain and France, It was requiſite to gather 
a great Fleet, He got together all he could of his own, which was the beginning of the great 
Power the Catalonians had afterwards by Sea. But his Fleet not being ſufficient for this un- 
dertaking, he went himſelf to Genoa and Piſa, Cities at that time Powerful by Sea, and pre= 
—_ vailed with thoſe People to joyn with him in the Expedition, At the time appointed the 
Loyn the Cataionians and Grnoeſes joyned, and paſled over to the Iſlands. The War proved: tedious 
Catalonians and difficult, for the 1/oors miſdoubting their own ſtrength, would not hazard a Battle, but 
taking up all the Proviſions in the Country, = the paſles of the Mountains, and Fortified 
themſelves in the Towns and Caſtles, The reſolution of the Chriſtians overcame all difficul- 
ties, and the chief City of Majorca, was taken by Aſſault, in the Year of our Lord IIs, 
1115- Here dyed Raimund Biſhop of Barcelona, to whom ſucceeded Oldegarius, who ſoon after 
was Tranſlated to the Archbiſhoprick of Tarragona, After the taking of the City, the reſt 
ſeemed eaſie,when on a ſuddenNews was brought that the Moors,Landing on the Coalt of Barce- 
lona , had ſtruck a general Terror into all the Country, and beſieged the City. The Earl 
; was forced to go over tothe Continent, leaving the Genoeſes charge to ſecure the Ilands, At 
his firſt approach the Infidels raiſed the Siege, he purſued, and overthrew them near Aforto-= 
rel. This Action was Tumultuary, and diſorderly, the Battles not being formed. Two 
Accidents concurred to leſſen the joy of this Victory. One was that the Genoeſes Bribed by the 
Moors went away, and quitted the Iſlands, as the Writers of Catalonia affirm, for in the Hi- 
ſtories of Genoa, there is no mention of this Expedition. The other was the loſs of the City 
Cercaſſone Carcaſſone in France, Atho, as was ſaid before, poſſeſs'd himſelf of that City, and ruling 
loft, and Tyrannically, was expelled by the Citizens, who returned to their Lawful Sovereign, the 
recovered Earl of Barcelona. With the aſſiſtance of William Earl of Poitiers, Atho recovered the City, 
by _ Roger Atho's Eldeſt Son, cauſed all the Townſmen to deliver their Arms , and that done,or- 
_— z.- dered them to be put to the Sword, Many that eſcaped , fled to Barcelona, At their in- 
ſtance, the Earl Raimund Arnaud Berengarius entred France with an Army. Some Religious 
Perſons interpoſing,the matter was adjuſted in this manner. That tho ſhould poſſeſs the City, 
but to hold it, of the Earl of Barcelona , whereas he had promiſed, to hold of the Earl of 
Poitiers, This William of Poitiers,was a Man that only ſtudyed to enlarge his Dominions, tho?

Riſing thence, he turn- 
nlans, ed into Andaluzia, where all places ſubmitted to pay Tribute, provided, the Country might 
not be waſted. Near a Town called Arenzon, he came to a Battle with the King of Cordova, 
1123, and ten other great Men of the Moors, and overthrew them, in the Year of our Lord 1123, 
The following Year, he took Medina Celi, a Town ſeated on a Hill, betwixt the Confines of 
the Celtiberi and Carpetani. In this manner ſucceeded the Afﬀeairs of Aragon. On the other 
Of the Ca- ſide, the King of Caſtile entred the Province of Eſtremadura. There he recovered the City 
Nlullians, Coria, which had been loſt after the death of King Alonſo, Grandfather of him then Reign- 
ing. Thence the Army over-ran all the Country that lies between the Rivers Guadiana and 
T agus, carrying away great numbers of Men and Cattle, and then they returned home, load- 
en with Booty. Theſe beginnings gained the King much Reputation, and gave proof of his 
Vertues. He bore great Aﬀection to S. Bernard, then Abbot of Claravalle, by whoſe Ad- 
vice, he ere&ted many Monaſteries of Ciſtercians, moſt of which, ſtill flouriſh in that part of 
Spain, and enjoy great Revenues, At firſt, theſe Religious Men profeſſing the Contempt of 
the World, were ſatisfied with little. Soon after, many bountifully heaping Charity upon 
them, they grew Rich. Beſides theſe Foundations, the King very liberally encreafed the Re- 
venues of ſeveral Churches and Monaſteries. He obtain'd of his Uncle, the Pope, the ereQting 
Zamora - Of theCity Zamora into a Biſhoprick. At the ſame titne, and at the King's inſtance, the 
made aBi- Churchof S. James the Apoſtle was made an Archiepiſcopal See , the Privileges of the City 
ſhoprick, of Merida, then in the hands of the Moors , being tranſlated thither.

fides,to have had too much Familiarity with D. Bermudo, Brother to the Earl, and that never- 

theleſs, ſhe Marry'd him to her Daughter D. Elvira. Her other Daughter D. Sancha, was 

Wife to Ferdinand de Meneſes. Perhaps, ſome of theſe things might be maliciouſly imputed 

to this Princeſs. Yet certain it is,that Ferdinand Paez,was very intimate with the Counteſs, and 
governed all things abſolutly, according to his own will. He made War, and Rulcd in time 

of Peace, without taking any notice of his Son-in-law, In his tender Years D. Alonſo was 

forced to bear with this Afﬀront, and wink at the diſgrace of his Family ; but afrerwards, ma- 

ny in hatred of his Mother's vicious Lite, adhering to him, he reſolved to take up Arms. 

His Father-in-law was not backward. Both levied Forces, and their Armies meeting, a Bat- 

tle was fought in the Plains of Santivazez, near Guimaraens, a Town ſeared at the Conflux of Alonſo go- 
the Rivers Avo and Viſella. D. Alonſo got the Day, and by that means his Mother, and =E 
Fernan Paez,, fell into his Hands, His Father-in-law he releaſed, upon promiſe he would de- p,,;ygat. 
part Portugal, his Mother he kept cloſe Priſoner. She in a rage for this uſage, ſent to beg 

the King of Caſtile's Aſſiſtance againſt her Son, promiſing to reſign to him the Earldom of 
Portugal, which her Son had forteited by his Dilobedience, King Alonſo of Caſtile, conde- 
ſcended to the Intreaties of his Aunt, either for that he commiſerated her condition, or that 
he deſired to poſleſs that Earldom. Having gathered an Army, he entred Portugal. His 

Couſin met him, and they came to a Battle in the Plain of Yaldeves, betwixt Moncon and 

Ponte de Lima. The. Fight was very bloody, and the Caſtilians being overthrown , were 

forced to fly to Leon. This ViRtory ſo pufted up the Portugeſes, that without conſidering 

their own weakneſs,or the variety of Fortune, they vaunted they were no longer ſubje& to Ca- * ortugeſe; 
Pile. King Alonſo ſtudyingRevenge,gathered a greater Power than before,and returned intoPor- thromed . 
tugal with double Fury. The Portugeſes, not able to withſtand him, retired into Guimaraens, Caſtil;ans 
where the Caſtilians Beſieged them, with a reſolution not to ſtir till they had revenged their 
late Aﬀront. Egas Nuxez, the young Earl's Tutor, a Man of ſingular Prudence, by con- 

ſent of his Maſter, went out to treat with the King, and managed his buſineſs ſo well, that 

having pacified him, he raiſed the Siege. The Portuges Hiſtorians, from whom we have 

taken this Account, add, that ſome Years after, D. Alonſo of Portugal, refuſing to perform This fabn- 
the Articles concluded by his Tutor, the ſaid Egas Nuez, went to Toledo, and ſurrendred lous Story 
himſelf to the King of Caſtile, with a Haulter about his Neck, to be puniſhed for the breach apply @ 
of thoſe Articles he had made.

cziving a great number of French come down the Mountain, fled : the Governor thus for. 
ſaken, Capitulated. The Troops ſent by the Viceroy came after the Surrender, and the 
Gally could not get in, the Place being ſurrounded by the Enemies Fleet. Having taken 
the Town, the French plundered it, ſhipping all the Booty, which the Duke of Gui/e after. 
wards excuſed, ſaying, It was done without his Orders. The Viceroy not knowing the 
Place was taken, had ordered General Charles dela Gata to march thither with all the Force 
he could from S:ſjz. As ſoon as the News of the Surrender was brought, the Nobillity and 
Commonalty of _ offered the Viceroy to ſerve his Majeſty with their Livesz ſo that 
2 good Army was formed of only private Perſons. The Duke of Guiſe landing with 1509 
Horſe, was met by 500 Spaniſh Foot, and 4 Troops of Horſe, who obliged him to retire 
with ſome lofs. He cut over another way towards the Tower of Anmnciada, and meeting 
there with another Party, was in like manner repulſed, and forced to fly. Another party of 
French was routed upon the Mountain at Gragnano: All the reſt of the Forces drew off, 

20 of them delivered themſelves up to General Charles de Gata, and declared that 1500 had 
been killed. The Night of the 21th, the Fleet was in a great Storm, which drove a Ship 
of 45 Guns aſhore at Caſtelamar, where ſhe was loſt with 5 Tartans; fo that nothing ſuc- 
ceeding, they abandoned the City ; but as they went aboard, Captain Matelle fell upon them 
and made a great ſlaughter. They failed in great Danger, the Ships being much ſhattered 
by the ſhot of our Galleys, and to Crown their Misfortune, a Ship in which were 600 Men, 
ſtuck upon the Rock of Montaragone, and 3 others laden with Ammunition, were drove up- 
on that Shore. This was the Succeſs of the Duke of Guiſe his Expedition. 

The Venetians now made great Levies, the Turks Army that lay before Candia, having re- 
ceived freſh Supplies of Men and Money from Conſtantinople, The King of France his Coffers 
being exhauſted wich continual Wars, fold the Territory of Fera, and Marquiſate of N:/te to 
Cardinal Mazarine for 2 Millions of Livers, and made the Marqueſs de Normentiers Mare. 
ſchal of France for 290000. Cardinal Mazurine reformed a great number of Army Officers, 
whereupon many of them being diſcontented, went over to the Prince of Conde. Tho? fo 
ſparing of the King's Money, with his own or rather the King's, he bought the Dukedoms 
of Humene, Njvers and Rhetel of the Duke of Mantua, and thus became one of the greateſt 
Subjets in France. Caſimir King of Poland fought a bloody Battle with the Muſcovires, Tar. 
tars and Cofſacks, and was overthrown, yet he ſoon gathered a numerous Army to make 
head anew againſt the Enemy, wbo were faid to be 500000 Men. 

On Friday the 25th of May died Mrgarer Dutcheſs of Mantua Grandchild to King Philip 11. 
at Airanda de Ebro, being on her way to Fraly. Aﬀer the death of the Duke of Mantua 
her Husband, King Philip the IV. brought her to his Court, and having there nobly enter- 
tained her, made her Governeſs of Portugal, and all the Dominions _ depending on that 
Crown, which Office ſbe executed with great Wiſdom and general Satisfaction till the Re» 
volt of that Kingdom. Her Body was depoſited in the Royal Monaſtery of Huelgas at 
Burgos, and her Obſequies performed in the Royal Monaſtery of the Diſcalced Nuns. 

This Year the Portugueſes committed a perfidious At of Barbarity : Their Governor of 


Packers the Caſtle of Salvatierra, for that Town tho* it be in Eſfermadura was then in their Hands, 


Articled to ſurrender that Place to our Forces. To this purpoſe the General repaired thither 
from Badajoz with 400 Horſe, and ſent before 25 of his beſt Men to take poſſeflion. They 
being admitted, were made Priſoners, and their Brains beaten out with an Iron Bar. The 
Officer that Commanded them was torn to Pieces at the mouth of a Gun : Our Forces un- 
derſtanding this Treachery retired, as alſo becaule they were informed that 8 Muſquetiers lay 


in every Houle of the Street that leads to the Caſtle.

Tetuan a ſtrong City on the Coaſt of Barbary not far from Ceuta, was diſtreſſed by the 
Moor Geilan, The Governor implored the affiſtance of Benbucar, who finding it difitule to 
relieve the Place by force, made the Governor and Gezan friends, and pur his own Brother 
called Benbucar the younger, Governor into that City, 'The oor deſiring to do ſomething 
remarkable, marched thence to Ceuta thinking to ſurprize it, or at leſt to cut off ſuch as were 
abroad in the Country, knowing the Inhabitants uſed to go out for Water, and to cut Wood 
in the Forreſts of Tetua9, The Marqueſs de los Arcos famous in Flanders and Catalonia, by 
the Name of Count Tenorio, was then Governor of Ceuta, who underſtanding Benbucar was 
coming to beſiege him, drew out his Force which amounted not to above 390 Men intothe 
Trenches. Benbucar perceiving he was diſcovered, drew up 20000 in 4 Bodies, and attack. 
ed the Trenches ; but aſter giving 3 Affaults which laſted 3 Hours, was glad to cetirs, 
leaving 2000 dead Men, beſides the wounded. This Aion hapned on the 1 oth of Zune, 

Peace and Friendſhip ſeemed to be well Eſtabliſhed betwixt this Crown and England. 
To make it the more firm, his Majeſty ordered the Marqueſs de Leire Admiral of Flanders, 
and Governor of Dunkirk to go over with the Charter of Ambaſſador Extraordinary to 0. 
liver Cromwell then Prote&tor. He made a ſtately Jun _—_ was honouraby Received, 
and Entertained at the Charge of the Pcotetor for 8 days, atter which he Reſided at the 
Houſe of the Ambaſſador in Ordinary D. Alonſo de Cardenas, till his Return to Flanders. Not- 
withſtanding 
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withſtanding all theſe exterior Demonſtrations, our Jealouſies ceaſed not, the Prote&or havitg 
ſent our two great Squadrons + One Commanded by Admiral Pen, and conſiſting of 40 
Sail, ſteered away to the Ocean, upon Preterice of —_—_ of Pyrates. The other of 
30 Sail under Blake went for the Streights. That Squadron under Pen being come to Barbs. 
does, met there 3o Sail of French and Dutch, all which he took. Then joining 200f thoſe 
Ships ro his own Fleet, he put to Sea again, none being able to gueſs at His Deſign. Upon 
the 23th of April 1 5 5» this Fleet appeared before the Port of Santo Dotningo in the Iſland 
hoſe | 


Hiſpaniola , at w ſight D. Bernardin de Meneſes Earl of Penalva, Governor and

the Fleet to divide it ſelf into. two Squadrons, one plying to Windward, and the other 
failing ro the Leeward, he ſent a Company to Xaina, where they might land, and ſome 
Foot with Cannon and Ammunition to the Caſtle of S. Hierome. And ſeeing the Squadron 
to the Leeward make the Land, he ſenta Reinforcement to Xaina, and threw up ſome 
Trenches. He alſo ſent 50 Men to Caucedo, which lay to Windward, and where there was 
only a Creek to land, all the reſt of the Coaſt being high and rocky. Upon Sunday the 
2nd April, the Enemy landed 600 Men on the fide of Niſao, 10 Leagues from the City ; 
therefore Orders were ſent to Captain Damian del Caſtillo who was at X4ina, with what 
Forces he could, to hinder the Approach of the Enemy, laying Ambuſhes and cutting them 
off. Collonel Fob Morfa was commanded to ſecond Caſtillo, and to endeavour to take 
lome Priſoner, of whom they might have Intelligence. Boch theſe Commanders obeyed 
their Orders, leaving Captain _ Garavito at Xaima, where the Enemy landed another 
Regiment of Foot, which joining thoſe before aſhore made up above 7000 Men, who all 
giving one Volley marched towards the City then ſtrengthened by ſupplies come from ſe. 
veral Places. A Priſoner taken gave an account that Fleet was ſent & Olzver Cromwell, and 
brought betwixt 8 and 10006. Men to ſubdue that Iſland, and thence to paſsover to Famaica, 
Cuba, Cartagena and other Places, He further faid the Fleet would not enter the Pore till the 
E»plifſk Colours were ſet upon:the Walls, for fear of thenew Platform of 6 Pieces of Cannon, 
All things being diſpoſed for the Defence of the City, 200 Men were ſent towards Xiina, to 
cut off the Enemy in Ambuſcades; but they not appearing, our Men retired to the Walls 
next the Plain. Freſh Advice being b tof the Approach of the Engliſh, 150 of our 
Foot lay cloſe about the foot of the Mountain, which is very rough and uncouth. Theſe be» 
haved themſelves ſo well chat obliged all the Enemies Army to Retire, becauſe they 
ſuſtained great loſs from the Fort S. Hierome, Elmatadero, Fort Grande, and the Wall, all which 
commanded the Plain. The Engliſh retired to the mouth of Xaina, leaving behind them Proviſi- 
on, Ammunition and Arms. Next day all the Fleet came up, and Cannonaded the City, 
and Caſtle, and 14 of them came to an Anchor at Traquis, whence they continued their 
Fire againſt the Ciry ; but they received ſo much harm from thence, that they were glad 
to ſtand ont again. On the 2oth of Aprill 300 of our Men went abroad to diſcover, and 
laid ſeveral Ambuſhes, then Advice being brought by a Spie that the Enemy advanced, 
they were ſo hotly! received, that they were again driven back to X7aza, On the 5th of 
ns the Enemy marched the way of Eſperilla , and falling into one of our Ambuſcades, 
loſt 800 Men, and retired, leaving behind their Arms, Baggage, Colours, ſcaling Ladders 
and Drums. Having loſt many Men, and many more wounded, on the 14th of May the 
whole Fleet failed away, and our People went to give God Thanks for their Deliverance.

Another of 
the Duke of Medina Celi made up to a French Ship, who believing ſhe came to Trade, 
ſuffered the Men to come aboard, and they preſently made themſelves Maſters of the Ship, 
which was valued at 20000 Ducats. The Royal Galley being bound for Carthagens to load 
Powder, by the way took a Turkiſh Man of War, and brought him into that Port. Mean 
while the City of Sev] upon its own Charge in the ſpace of 40 days fitted out a Fleet of 28 
Sail, carrying 316 Braſs Guns, and 512 of Iron, and 6228 Men as well Mariners as Land 
Soldiers, including Voluntiers. D. Paul Contreras was Admiral, who ſet fail on the i 5th of 
Auguſt, to ſecure our Plate Fleet. On the 2fth they diſcovered the Eng/iſh Fleet conſiſting 
of 25 Sail, who were to the Windward, and after plying inſight for ſome time, ſtood away 
to the Northward. The Galleons being $ in number,thinking the Engiiſh had been gone off the

that Night marched away, ame 1: the 1othof October, the Enemy cla 
layd Siege tothe Place, and having given 3 * aults, were repulſed with the loſs of 80 Men, 
which made them begjp to work upon a Ruin on the Welſt.ſide. D. Foſeph de Pines reſolving 
to relieve the Place, got together 1400 Horſe, and 1009 Foot, with which Forces he came 
before the Fort at ſuch time, as the Enemy having ſprung the Mine, aſſaulted and' carried the 
Caſtle, the Garriſon retiring into the Church. The Enemy had poſted their Foot to the 
number of 2509 in the advantageous Poſts and 850 Horſe in a Plain, ſurrounded with Moraf- 
ſes, and guarded by a Chappel, in which were ſome Foot, D. Foſeph de Pinos attack- 
ing their Foot, drove them from all their Poſts, and from the Caſtle, making his way to the 
Church. Mean while our Horſe charging that of the French, overthrew and drove them into 
the Town, whether the Spaniard: purſuing them, moſt of the Foot threw down their Arms, 
and took Quarters, as did many of the Horſe. About 600 French fled to the Mountain, 
and thence to -Borreda, leaving all their Baggage, and 1500 Men killed or taken. On the 
zoth of Ofober, the Prince of Momeſarcho and Collonel Fobn Salamanques, took Las Medas and 
the Tower of Bagur abandoned by the French, who had nailed the Cannon. , 

D. Jomof Afer the Defeat of the French at Berga, and the taking of las Medas and Bagur, with other 

—_ Places in that mountainous Country, D. Fobn of Auſtria reſolved to reduce Solſons. To this 

fins. effet he cauſed 2000 Spaniſh Foot to be landed out ofthe Fleet, which joined with the other 
Forces he had, made up 4900 Foot and: 2900 Horſe, wherewith he fat down before Solſona, 
upon Sundey the 26th of November, and agg 4 fell co work, carrying his Trenches up to 
the Wall. During the Siege, which laſted 1x Days, the Townſmen defending ves 
with great Reſolution, ſeveral Sallies were made. and puſhed wich much Bravery. The Be- 
ſieged expeRed Relief from the Prince of Conti, but the Count de Morenville ſent to that Pur- 
nol, findingour Forces wogſy entrenched, marched off co the Country of Urgel, to ſecure 
the Places the French poſſeſſed there. D. Fobn of Auſtria ſent to ſummon the To v 
who would not give ear to any Conditions, but rather encouraged the French to hold out to 
the laſt. They ſeeing all thin __ for an Aſſault, on the 9th of December capitulated 
for themſelves; excluding the Townſmen, and marched our accordingly 400 Strong. The 
Town was plundered which enriched our Soldiers, who had Orders notto kill any Catalonian, 
nor touch Churches or Monaſteries, but 600 of the Inhabitants who bore Arms, were carried 
away Priſoners to Barcelona. Aﬀeer the taking of the Town, D. Fobn having put a ſufficient 
Garriſon into and given Orders for forrifying of it, marched with the Army to the Plains 
of Urgel, to fight the French Troops under the Count de Morenvill, 

On the 75th of December, the Queen wasdelivered of a Princeſs, who was baptized by the 

Patriarch of the Indies. Shelived only till the 28th of the next Month, 

At Rome on the 18th of Fanwary this Year, the Cardinals having according to Cuſtom 
phe 9c heard the Maſs of the Holy Ghoſt, in S. Peter's Chappel, went thenceto the Vatican, and took 
*oſzn, {bir Cells in the Conclave. That afternoon, before the Colledge was ſhut up, it was viſited 

by the Ambaſſadors of foreign Princes, Barons of Rome, and a great n r of Prelates. 

After much ion and making of 
Intereſts, on the 7th of April Cardinal Guif was choſen Pope, and called himſelf Alexander 
the 7th.

D, Fobn of Auſtria having received Orders from his Majeſty to go Poſt to Flanders, withall x, 5,14 of 

poſlible ſpeed ſailed from Barcelona on the 4th of 2arch, with only 2 Galleys and 9 of his S2r- ,zu/tria 
vants. Near Majorca they diſcovered 3 Sail, which proved to be Turks, by whom they were ſent for 
ſo cloſely purſued, that they poured ſeveral Volleys of ſmall Shot into them, killing the Mar- #/9*4er7- 
queſs Serra, and ſome other Perſons of Note. Art laſt a Storm ariſing in the Night, parted 
them, and the Galleys drove almoſt to the Coaſt of Barbary. On the 13th, they returned to 
the Coaſt of Gezoa, and D. Jobs taking Poſt horſes rid away to Milan. Thenze through Ve.

Te Dewm was ſung at Madrid, for the relieving of Valenciennes 
one of the Conſequences whereof, was the ſurrender of Conde, a Place of & ſelf ſtrong, and 
more by a Garrifon of 4000 Men, that marched out of it, withoue the loſs of a Man on our 
ſide» About the ſame time, certain Troops of ours, defeated 5 Squadrons of the Enemies 
Horſe, and in another place, a Regiment of Lorrainers. 

The Mareſchal Turenne retired under the Cannon of Arras, ſcarce thinking himſelf ſecure 
there, his Army which conſiſted of 30000 Men at the beginning of the Siege of Yalenciennes, 
being reduced to only 4500 Foot beſides the Horſe. Our Army was at Cambray threatning 
to enter France, that way to draw away Twrenne, but things fell not out as was expetted. 7. 
rene with 4000 Horſe and ſome Foot, drawn out of Garriſons, marched towards S. YVenan:, 
thinking to ſurprize that Place. The Governour having timely notice, had drawn to« 

ether 1000 Men from other Garrifons for his Security, fo chat Taremne having given four Af 

les, in which he loſt 720 Men, and had above 1000 wounded, returned to Arras, leaving 
two Pieces of Cannon behind him. This is what Twrenne did after his Retreat from Yalencien- 
nes. The News of the Surrender of Conde, was joytully received at Court, it was delivered 
upon the 18th of Auguf., Tothe Intentthe Garriſon which was above 4000 ſtrong, might nor 
joyn Turemne 3 according to Articles, they were conducted 100 Leagues about.

At Four of the Clock in the Morning on the 29th Day of May, his Horſe In- 
veſted the Place, and at Eleven, the Foot took their Poſts before is, puſhing on the Works 
with great Vigour. That ſame Day the News was carried to Bruſſels. The Place was ill pro- 
vided, having in it only the ordinary Garriſonz and it being very difficult to aſſemble our 
Army for want of time, which put our Generals to a Non-plus, But the Prince of Conde who 
had before receiv'd Orders to go to Valenciennes, whence he might cover Cambroy, Bouchair, 
and Doway, an Expreſs coming to him now, from D. Fob», and another from the Gover. 
nour of Cambray, immediately marched to Ba«chain, Here having ordered the Men and Hor. 
ſes to refreſh themſelves, a Council of War was held, in which it was agreed on all hands, 
that if 1000 Horſe were ſent to Cambray, ZCO could nor get in, which would be of no Mo- 
ment; the Prince of Conde reſolved at all hazards himſelf to attempt the Relief. At 10 at 
Night he ſer out from Bouchain, and at 12 came to the Line which had been haſtily thrown up. 
Here he drew up his Men, and ordering the Governour of Bouchain to make a faiſe Attack at 
a Place far diſtant, and upon Pain of Death, forbidding any Man to fire Piſtol, or take 
Priſoner, at one of the Clock he aſſaulted the Mareſchal de Tureme's Quarters, and by two, 
was in the Town with 4500 Horſe, whence he ſent co acquaint D. fobn with his Succeſs. 
Had this Relief been delayed bur 24 hours, it had been difficult co effc& ir without a great 
Army, andat that time there were but 500 Menin che Place, which requires 4000 to make 
2 Defence. The Enemy immediately drew off, and encamped a League and 2 half off. be. 
eween Cambray and Chaſtelet, Next Day D. Fobn went to Mons in order to meet the Prince 
of Conde, and conſult about the further Operations of the Campagne. 

The French having quitted their Deſign upon Cambray, marched and layd Siege ro Montmi- 
dy in the Province of Luxemburg, a Place with much Difficulty to be ſuccoured by us, becauſe

Soon after the Differences betwixt the Catholick 
King and Duke of Mantua, being reconciled by the Emperor Ferdinand the 3d, upon Condi- 
tion the Duke ſhou'd admit a Garriſon of Germans into Cazal, to be paid by the King of Spain ; 
the King of France grew ſo jealous, thatthis might be deſtruive to his Deſigns upon [aly, that 
he again attempted to recover the Cittadel of Twrin, he had ſo generouſly delivered. This 
Deſign was managed in the Night, by way of Eſcalade ; but ſo unfortunately, that the French 
were forced to deliſt, after loſing 800 Men 

This Year the Plague raged at Naples in wat anos 2 manner, that gooooo Perſons are

1 5000 Couple were married in a very ſhort ſpace. This Contagion extending to the City of 
Rome, his Holineſs forbid all great Afſembliesof People, even inthe Churches, and on all o- 
ther accounts, and to prevent any mighty Concourſe, received the Hacaney at the hands of the 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador, the Duke of Tw/# in private. On the 2d of April died Ferdinand the 3d, 
Emperor of the Romans at Vienna, in the 49th Year of his Age, and the 2oth of his Reign. 
On the 17th of February this Year, the prodigious Bell at Velila in Aragon, rung our ofit 


ſelf, without the help of Man. This Bell has been famous in al} Ages, for its wonderful manner 


ofRinging, a Prodigy none could ever dive into, tho' many have {aid much concerning it ; and 
this very Year was Printed at Madrid, a particular Deſcription of ies Wonders. 

The Duke of Lorrain who (as has been ſaid) was kept at Toledo, as an honourable Priſoner,ha- 
ving the Liberty of the Town and Country aboutfor his Diverſion, had contrived to make his 
Efcape ; buthis Deſign being diſcovered, he was privately advertiſed, it would be in vain to at- 
tempt any ſuch matter z whereupon he deſifted and was continued, upon che ſame Foot as before. 

The French being joined in League, with the Dukes of Sawoy and Modens, took the Field 
about the middle of Fuly. The Prince of Conti was General of the French, Duke Picolomini of 
the Sawyards, andthe Duke of Medena of his own Forces, They entred the State of Milan all 
togecher, to thenumber of 1 000 Horſe, and 7000 Foot, with all Neceſlaries to befiege Alex. 
andria la Palla, Upon the 17th of Fuly they fat down before the Town, drew their Linesand 
began their Attacks. D. James de Rabanal, was Governour of the Town, who behaved him- 
ſelt with much Bravery, making ſeveral Sallies, in which he killed ſome'number of the Enemy, 
and ruined partof their Works. The Count dc Fuenſald.za then Governour of Milan, mar 
ed wich his Army tothe Relief of Alexandris. Ar the ſame time the Governour of the Town, 
and the Forces without, attacked the Enemy with ſingular Reſolution, but' the Enemies Horſe 
coming down, obliged the Count to retire. The Coung intrenched, and regularly _— his 
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oaches to the Enemies Works and being come within 60 paces of them, they not able tv 
withſtand the Enemy, both in Front and Rear, ſent their Baggage over the River Tanor, and 
drew aff theraſelves in the Night to 4ſt. . 

The Great Maſter of Malta died on the 1 4th of 4Augu/?, after having for many Years perfor. 
med noble Acions in his continual Wars with the Turks. On the 17th, the Order elected 
D. Martin de Redin then Vieeroy of Sicily, Great Maſter. He was the 4th Spaniard that ar- 
rived to that Honour, ewo of the former were Portugueſes, the other an Aragonizn, and this 
a Nuvarros.

About the beginning of this Year, two Ships failed from Majorca, and performed thany no- Exploits 


table Exploits which merit the Remembrance. Firſt they gave Chace to the Admiral of Ar- of aller: 


giers, forcing him to retire for ſafety, under the Cannon of Gelera. - Thence they ſtood over to quins. 


the Coaſt of France, where they plyed a long time, before the Harbour of 44r/eilles, obſtruc- 
ting all the Trade of that Port. Two French Maſters of Series, attempting to get in, were ta- 
ken, andthe Prize valued at 4000 Pieces of Eight. Sailing towards Cypras. they met a Vellel 
of Malaga, and another of Sardinia, with whom they joined. On the 7th of April they dif- 
covered a great Ship onthe Coaſt of Cyprus, which they tookaſter a Fight of Four hours. Ic 
was loaded with Flax and Cotton, and eſteem'd worth 20-00 Pieces of Eight. Then ſtan- 
ding towards Tuneznear 5. Fobn of Acre, they took a {mal Veſlel of the Moors, which they call 
2 Saique, laden with Rice, and having divided it among the four Ships, funk the Veſlel. Near 
Alexandria they took a French Setie laden with Flax andHides, worth 15000 Pieces of Eight 
Here they diſcovered an Engl:hh and a French Man of War, both which to ſhun them ran a- 
ground, the Men getting aſhoar, the Ships were fired by our Men. Near the liland Lampade- 
{* they had a _ Engagement with an Engliſh Ship, which being torally diſabled, and no 

ope of eſcaping leic, blew itſelf up. After this, on the Coaſt of Barbary, they took an Eny- 
liſh Ship worth 25000 Crowns, which defended it felf with great Bravery. About the ſame 
Place, they had fo furious an Engagement with a Twrkiſh Ship, that one of ours had been loſt, 
if not relieved in time : the Turk was fo battered She ſunk down1ight ; on'y 18 of her Men be- 
ing ſaved, and about 300 drowned. Not far from Can4ia they took an Engliſh Merchant Ship 
valued at 20000 Crowns. About the Far of Meſſma after a bloody Fight, they mads themſelves 
Maſters of a Privateer, belonging to certain French Knights of Malta, but the Great Maſter 
demanding them, they were delivered to him. Intheir Return homewards, they mer an Eng. 
I;ſh Ship from Portugal, loaden with Spice, which they polleſled themſelves of, and it was ef- 
teemed at 5000 Ducats. Laſtly, on the Coaſt of Tunez, they drove aſhoar a Turkiſh Py. 
rate, the Men ſaving themſelves upon Land. After they were in Port at Mzjorca, they diſco- 
vered at Sea, a Turk giving Chale toa Veſſel, which laboured to get under the Cannon of 
our Forts, but in vain; whereupon the biggeſt of the foer Ships, put to Sea again, and re- 
ſcued the Ship, which they found tobe a Hamburgher, carrying Prefents from King P%ilip, to 
the King of Hwr:garp, and (everal Prelates and other Pailengers to Rome. 

On Weaneſdiy the 20th of November the Queen was delivered of a Prince ; he was Baptized 
on the 1 3th of December by Baltaſar de Moſcoſo, Cradinal and Archbiſhop of Tuedo, and cal- 
led Philip Proſper.

Blake ſent in a Squadron under Captam Staimer, who not regarding the 
Forts fell in furioully upon the wr 4h but Blake ſoon following, placed fome Ships to Canno- 
nade the Fores, which they did fo effeRually, that the Deftendanrs were forced to abandon 
ther, and himſelf with the reſt of the Fleet joined Captain Staimer, Atter fome hours fight, 
the Spaniards abandoned the Ships, as the others had done the Forts, and B/ke ſeeing no poF 
ſibility of carrying them off, burnt them all except two, which ſunk fo d:cp that nothing bur 
the Tops of the Maſts appeared above water. This done, Blake ſai;cd out without loſmg a 


Ship, and rettraed 20 his loner Poft at Cadiz. 
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To conclude this Year's Campagne, the Mareſchal de Turene being joined by the Engliſh 
Forces, laid ſiege to S. Venant, where the Engliſh having by main force taken a Half-moon, 
the Town ſoon ſurrendered. Hence they removed before Mardyke, and having by continual 
Battery drove the Defendants out of the Wooden Fort , the Town was delivered' the 
22d of September upon Diſcretion. The Fort was put into the hands of the Eng/;h, ſome 
French being joined with them. D. Fobn of Auitria conſidering how great a Check that Place 
was upon the Garriſon of Dunkirk, reſolved to attempt the recovery of it by E/calado in the 
Night. On the 22d of Ofeber 4000 Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſh, with ſome Spaniard, Comman- 
ded by the Duke of 79rk and Marqueſs of Caragena, in the dead of Night gave the Aſſault, and 
having paſſed the Ditch laid their Scaling-Ladders to the Wall ; but the Engliſh within being 
in a readineſs to receive them, and the Guns from the Fleet: fiercely firing being direfted by 
a Torches ſet upon the Angles of the Fort, the Aſlailants were repulſed with great loſs, 
Nevertheleſs, about 4 of the Clock the Aſſaule was renewned with greater Fury, but no better 
Succeſs. Day approaching, they retreated, carrying oft the Dead in Carts, fo that the Num- 
ber was not known.

Dunkirk The Mareſchal de Tureme, with the French and Engliſh Forces, laid ſiege to Dunkirk, which 
taken by extreamly alarmed D. Fobn of Au#tria, conſidering the great Importance of that Place, and 
a mg therefore he reſolved at any rate to relieve it. Mean while the Enemy carried on their Works 
!;. © vigorouſly, and had advanced their Trenches to the Counterſcarp of the Place ; fo that if the 
Relief was delayed, the Place muſt of neceflity fall into the hands of the Enemy. D. Fohn 
therefore having drained his Garrifons to make up an Army of 15000 Men, marched with 
all poflible ſpeed through Furnes, and encamped on the Sandy Hills about a mile and half from 
the Enemy. The Engliſh and French Officers having met in Council to conſider of removing 
the Spaniards, reſolved not to delay it any longer, but give them Battel the nexe morning. A 
ſufficient Force being left to keep in the Beſieged, moſt of the Engliſh were drawn out, and 
joined with the French Horſe. D. Fohn kept his. Men upon the Defenſive, as having the Ad: 
vantage of the Ground ; but the Engliſh advanced with all ſpeed, thinking to come in to the 
Butt-end of their Mufquets, our Men pouring in their Volleys upon them fo hotly, that thoſe 
firſt Battalions were forced to make a Halt ; but a Reſerve of theirs coming up treſh, they 
gained the Hills, and falling to Club-muſquet , put the Spaniſh Foot to flight. The French 
Horſe ſeeing the Succeſs of the Engliſh, gave a Charge upon our Cavalry , who diſheartned 
upon the Flight of their Infantry, took to their Heels, the French furiouſly purſuing them. 
Above 1000 of our Men were killed, and 1500 taken , beſides 800 Officers , all the Ar- 
tillery and Baggage. The French refuſed to ranſom or exchange the Priſoners , becauſe the 
Number of Officers being ſo great, D. Fobn would be art a loſs to recruit his Army. AF. 
ter this Victory, the Enemy returned to the Siege of Dunkirk, where the Marqueſs de Lede, 
Governour of the Place, making a deſperate Sally, was killed with a Muſquet-Ball. The un- 
fortunate Death of the Governour fo diſcoureged the Garriſon , that they immediately capi- 
tulated, and having obtained the uſual Honourable Conditions, marched ont 1000 ſtrong, on 

the 23d of Fune about 700 ſick and wounded following them as they recovered, 
= This Year was remarkable and fatal for the continual Rains and vaſt Floods that enſued, 
Floods which deſtroyed multitudes of Cattel and many Buildings. At Seg there were prodigious 
" Storms, and a great number of Ships caſt away. Winter being farther advanced, the Froſt 
was fo ſevere, it deſtroyed all Plants and great numbers of Fruit-Trees. This mighty Froſt 
gave occaſion to Charles Alonſo, called firſt the Palatine of Deuxponts, and afterwards King of 
Sweden, to perform the boldeſt Aion that ever was attempted by Man. This Prince, about 
the end of November, marched his whole Army, in which were 5o0o Horſe, with all the Artil- 
lery and Baggage over the Sea upon Ice,from Futland in Denmark to the Ifland 4!ſen,and thence 
to Langelandt, which is 8 miles diſtant from the other. From Langelandr he marched fill . 
over the Ice to Laland, thence to Falter, and ſo to Zeelandr, the greateſt Iſland of Denmark, 

in Which is the Court of that Kingdom at Copenhagen. 

Embaſſie In the Spring of this Year came to the Court of Madrid an Ambaſſador of the Black King 
fiom a of Arda, a Heathen. The Ambaſſadors Name was Abani ;, he was received and entertained 
—_ with all poflible Grarideur, the Deſign of his coming being to obtain Preachers for the intro- 
"0B ducing the Chriſtian Religion into that Kingdom. Twelve Capucins were appointed by the 
King for that Miffion, and in his Letters to that Prince he promiſed if the Faith were once 
ſertled in his Dominions, he woutd ere& Seminaries of that Nation not only in India, but in 
Spain alſo, for the Education of the Youth of Arda, who having received Holy Orders ſhould 

be ſent home to inſtru the People. 
Marqueſs In Catalonia the Marquels of Mortera, Viceroy and Captain General of that Kingdom, un* 
of Merrars derftanding the French had laid ſiege to the Caſtle of Canderon, marched from Yich with. 1800 
arracks Horſe and above 1090 Foot, and encamped not far from Canderon, in ſight of the Enemy, 
the Fr-nch, yn5o0n a Hill. The Enemy ſeeing him, puſhed on their Artacks, and at the ſame time in a 
_— '©- {mall Plain drew out 2300 Horſe, and about 4909 Foot, leaving enough to ſecure their Works. 
Pen”  Feſepb de Tapia, Governour of the Caſtle, having by Signs given the Viceroy to — 
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that he could not hold out above two days, his Excellency reſolved to relieve him. In order 
to it he ſent down D Fames Cavallero, with the beſt part of our Forces, to ford the 
River Ter, which runs through the Valley on that part oppoſite to the Enemy's Right Wing. 
Mean while the Viceroy himſelf drew up the reſt of his Troops, and marched down on the 
Right oppoſice to the Enemy's Left Wing. D. Fames took no notice of 30 French that were 
in a Tower that ſtood in. his way, but paffing by it, charged the Enemy with ſuch Bravery, 
that he obliged them to fly in great Diſorder. At the ſame time D. Marco Alexandro Borro 
fell on upon the other Flank, fo that he gave them no leiſure to ſuccour their Wing that 
gave way. D Fames ſtill advancing to the Enemy's Works, found they kept cloſe within 
them, and therefore he ſent D. Alexander Morera and D. Alonſo de Villar to diſlodge them, 
who executed it, killing a great number, and taking two Pieces of Cannon that battered the 
Caſtle. Onr Foot on the Left Wing advanced to the Regiment of Champagne, and put it to 
the rout, D. Fames Cavalero purſued the flying Enemy, thinking to cut off their Retreat h 
but tho? he took ſeveral Priſoners, he could not compals his Deſign, the Horſe being of little 
uſe in the Mountain. We had not above 190 Men killed and wounded. Of the Enemy a 
great nnmber was killed, and 1590 taken, and among them the Marqueſs of Montnegre, Ge. 
| of the Horſe, his Brother, 7 Colonels, 80 Captains, ſeveral Colours, and all the 
aggage. 

This Year a ſmall Squadron of Privateers failed from Majorca to the Weſtward, under the 
Command of Faime Llorens. They {coured all the Mediterranean to the Streights of Gibraltar, 
taking ſeveral Prizes of great Value, and then failing into the Ocean, ran all along the Coaſt 
of Portugal as far as Cape Finiſterre, alarming all thoſe Coaſts ; but meeting with no Booty, 
they returned into the Streights. . 

The Duke of S. German had taken Olivenga from the Portugueſes, who could not relieve it- 
Emanuel de Saldana the Governour marched out with the Garriſon, and was Priſoner afterwards 
at Lishon, as not having performed his Duty. Afer this it was propoſed to take Etvas, a City 
3 Leagues diſtant from Badajoz, ſeated on a riſing Ground, which is all taken up with ic and 
the Cicadel, there being no other Hill near it. Its ancient Wallis are encloſed within new 
ones, ſtrengthened with Bulwarks, Ditches, Ravelins, and a covered Way ; fo that it is ac- 
counted one of the ſtrongeſt Places in Chriſtendom. D. Luis de Haro refolved to carry this 
Place by ſtarving it. He encamped before it, and took his Quarters near the Conduits that 
carry the Water into the City, which were immediately cut off. The Town was much ſtrait- 
ned for want of Proviſions, and it was thought might have been taken but that our Officers 
were not unanimous, and envied D. Lui: ds Haro th2 Honour of reducing that Fortrefs. DiC. 
cord ſo prevailed with them, that they ſuffered the Enemy to relieve the Place, and fo they 
were forced with Diſgrace to quit that Enterprize. 


The Duke of Oſſ#na. General of the Horſe in Efremadura, underſtanding that the Enemy Duke of 


gathered Forces about Elvas to break into his Province, broke in himſelf with 50co Horſe 0ſims 


that way, burning the Country, and driving a great Booty of Cattel. The Enemy poſted 9*%*5, an 


themſelves with a Body of Horſe and Foot on a Hill in the Duke's way, and he finding it not —_ 
praCticable to attack them there, endeavoured to draw them into the Plain, but could not. gat. 


This moved the Duke to march another way, the Portugueſes keeping (till within view, 
whilſt he burnt all the Country, and retired without any loſs. The Duke of S. German, upon 
the news of the Enemy?s Preparations at Elvas, reſolved to ſend the Duke with 2000 Horſe 
to make another Incurſion higher into the _— On the 13th of April he ſer forwards, 
and the next day was berwixc Portalegre and Aronches, having all that way burnt the Villages, 
drove the Cattel, and cut down the Corn. To put a ſtop to theſe Miſchief, the Enemy, 
to the number of 1500 Horſe and 800 Foot, poſted themſelves in an advantageous Ground, 
where it was impoſſible to attack them, by reaſon of the difficult acceſs to them. The Duke 
ſeeing they did not offer to moleſt him, continued his march, and having burnt all for the 
ſpace of 22 Leagues, returned with 8000 Head of ſmall Cattel, 1900 of large, and 309 
Horſes and Mules. | ; 

On the 3©th of May the Duke of Ofſ#ne marched with 1300 Horſe and 2900 Foot, to take 
a ſtrong Watch-Tower within half a League of E/vas. Having viewed the Place, he placed 
200 Horſe in the Road to Campomnayor, to hinder the Enemy's Retreat on that ſide, and as 
many more in the way to Elvas. Ne lay with the reft of the Troops betwixt both Places, 
ready to relieve either. 300 Men were in the Watch-Tower, well provided with all things 
for | their defence. Our Troops beſet it at the ſame time that 3 Regiments of Foot and 
17 Squadrons of Horſe, with 5 Pieces of Cannon, came out of Elvas to relieve thoſe in the 
Tower. The Duke having drawn up his Horſe in the Plain, with his 2099 Foot, aſſaulted the 
Tower Outworks, and carried them, and then began to undermine the Tower. Mean while 
the Enemy's Troops poſted themſelves among cercain old Walls and Olive-Gardens, playing 
their Cannon thence; and the Duke perceiving they could not be drawn to Battel, filed his 


troops off from the Rear and poſſeſſed himſelf of a Poſt a Muſquet-ſhot trom them. The com- 
mander of the Tower for fear of being blown up, ſurrendred upon diſcretion. The Tower 


and another ftrong Houſe were blown vp ; which done, the Enemy retire® and the Duke 
returned with Honour to Badajoz,

The Dpke of S. German being well aſſured that the Portugueſe: intended to beſiege Badajoz 


beſizged had prefled for Succours to enable him eo oppoſe them, but ail in vain. -He had in the Town 
by thePor- 25000 Horſe and about 300 Foot, and ſcarce Proviſions for 6 days, at ſuch time as the Enemy 


approached with an Army of 16000 Foot, and 3500 Horſe. The Town was in a manner 
open, having no Defence but an Old Wall fcarce a Yard thick, and that in many places 
ruinous, without Ditch, Paliſade, or any other Outwork. All its Strength conſiſted in a 
Fort called S. Chriſtopher, on the ſide next to Portugal, but that not fit tomake any conſiderable 
Defence. Badajoz ſtands on the Banks of the River Guadiana, by which 1t is divided from 
Portugal, and over which it has a ſtrong Stone Bridge. The Channel is broad and muddy, 
but not deep, fo that at that time, being the 13th of Fwne, when the Enemy appeared ir 
was fordable in ſeveral places. Fobn Mendez de Vaſconcelos, who had ſerved well in Flanders, 
was General of the Portugueſes, Their ready way to gain the Town without expence had 
been to find out the Fords, which were but weakly guarded, without ſtaying to poſſeſs 
themſelves of Fort S, Chrittopher, The Duke of S. German well knew that the only way to 
preſerve the City was to divert the Enemy, but bulying him on the otherſide in caking the 
Fort, ſo to gain time. D. Ventura de Tarragona, General of the Artillery, and Governour of 
Fort S. Chrittopher, being an Enginier, threw up certain Redoubrs in the Valley at 3o paces 
diſtance from the covered way, which put a ſtop to the Enemy*s courſe, who had they at 
firſt poſſeſſed themſelves of the Valley, they might in ewo days have lodged themſelves on the 
covered way. Fort S. Chri#topher is oppeſite to the Caltle of Badajoz, and commands it and 
the City ; but on the ſide next to Portugal is not fo high. Its Fortification at that time con- 
ſiſted in two Bulwarks, and a half Baſtion very narrow in the neck, all the compaſs of the 
Fore being fo ſmall, that the Garriſon might eaſily have been diſlodged with only Bombs : 
The Ditch was narrow, and but a yard deep, and the Paliſades were all gone to decay. This 
was a poor Defence againſt ſo conſiderable an. Army. The Duke had before ſent for two Re- 
giments out of Andaluzia, one of Spaniards and another of Ir;ſh, who underſtanding the dan- 
ger the place was in, marched 26 Leagues in two days without leaving a Man behind, and 
on the 22d of June they entred Badajoz, The Spaniſh Regiment, Commanded. by the Mar- 
queſs 4: Langarore, conſiſted of 550 Soldiers, beſides 150 Reformades, The 1, whereof 
Sir Walter Dungan was Colonel, contained 450 Men. This Succour much encouraged the 
Duke ; but becauſe the Men were extreamly haraſſed with that precipitate march, he cauſed 
them immediately to go to reſt, reſolving the Marqueſs ſhould the next day go into the Fort. 
Art midnight the Alarm beat z for the Portugueſes hearing the Two Regiments were got into 
the City, and having made a ſufficient Breach, decreed immediately to give the Aſaule. Fohn 
Mendez, their General choſe 6000 Men for the Attack. There was a Line of Communica- 
tion from the foot of the Bridge to the Fort, this was firſt aſſaulted and forced, all the De- 
fendants being put to the Sword. The ſame hapned at the Redoubts and covered way, and 
the Enemy lodged themſelves upon the Breach. After much debating among our 'Chiet Offi- 
cers, at the = cn of the Marqueſs Langarae, whoſe Name was D. Peter Paniagua, it was 
reſolved to ſend the Marqueſs his Major and two Captains, whereof one was his Eldeſt Son 
with 70 Foot, and two Squadrons of Horſe to the relief of the Fort. Theſe Men were looked 
upon as loſt, the Action was ſo deſperate ; yet tho' their Horle forlook them, the Enemy*s 
Cavalry being bent upon purſuing of them, the Foot broke through 300 of the Enemy, and 
got into the Fort with the loſs of only one Reformed Captain. D. Ventura de Tarragona, who 
Commandcd in the Fort, ordered the Major that got in with his 70 Men to attack the Enemy, 
who were making their Lodgments on the Breach and in the Redoubts. The Major con- 
ſidering it was a raſhnefs for 75 Men to aſſault 2000 who were fortified, repreſented it fo to 
the Governour, who ſtill infilting upon his Order, the Major obeyed. Firſt he drove the 
Enemy from a Line whence they did much harm to the Fort, and paſling on to the Redoubts, 
the Major was killed, and of the 70 only 16 remained, whereof one was the Marquels's Son, 
who never looked back, tho! ſtruck through the Arm with a Spear, till D. Ventura lent him a 
poſicive Command to retire. He thought fit to make good the Line taken art firſt, becauſe it 
commanded the Redoubts, and being ſupplied with 70 Fire- Arms, he made great havock in 
the Redoubts, where the Men ſtanding Fick, never a Shot was loſt. | 

D. Ventura acquainted the Duke with all that had hapned, affirming the Fort was not to be 
maintained, unleſs the Enemy could be beaten from the Breach, and he muſt -be forced to 
abandon it by break of day, becauſe the Breach commanded all the Parade, which the Enemy 
had not diſcovered in the night, but as ſoon as ic was light had all the Garrifon at their 
mercy. A Council was again called to conſider whether the Place ought to be relieved, and 
the Marqueſs D. Peter Paniagna again prevailed for it, undertaking the Ation himſelf with 300 
Men, repoſing more Confidence in their Yalour than Number. Before break of day he was 
at the foot of the Bridge, and attacked the Enemies Trenches with ſuch Reſolution, that he 
himſelf was the firſt that entrgd them, This no way diſmayed the Portugueſes, who tho* they 
had loſt their Trenches, confiding in their Numbers, being then ten to one of ours,«made ſuch 
a furious Fight in the Redoubts, that the Viſtory was long doubtful, The Marqueſs went from 
placeto place egencourage his Men, till he was ſhot through with a Muſquer-Ball, and ftri- 
ving to riſe up, could only recover his Knees. Captain Antony Paniagua the Marqueſs's Son, 


at the ſame time with his Father had aſſaulted the Enemy on the other fide, and entring the 
Redoubts, 
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Redoubts, came to the place where his Father was almoſt dead, but not overcome. The 
Marqueſs ſeeing him come to his afliltance, ſaid to him, Charge, and mind nothing elſe. He 
did ſo ; and the Marqueſs ſeeing his Men diſcouraged, ſaid to them, Go ro Badajoz, and carr it 
tbe News of the Death of your Officers, for it Satisfaction enough for me to die with them, Theſe Wi! 
Words ſo inflamed the Soldiers, that they charged again with ſuch fury , that they pur the Whih! 
Portugueſes to flight, killing 600 of them, and purſued them in hopes to gain the Battery. , WNt 
Here Captain Amony Paniagua was again wounded in the left Arm with a Spear, but gave no MMNiCH! 
ground, cho? he loſt much Blood.  Perceiving the whole Body of the Enemy*s Army coming 
down upon them, the Spaniard: retired to make good the Poſts they had gained, and the Por= Wl! 
zugneſes enraged to be ſo worlted by ſuch a ſmall Number, gave three Aſlaults to the Redoubes, i 
and were ſtill repulſed with great Slaughter. In this Attempt they loſt 1800 Men, and the Wl 
Hopes of raking Badajoz, which now began to think ir felt ſecure. Of the Caſtilians 156 fl 
were killed, and 8o wounded. The Marqueſs lived but 10 hours after he received the | 
Shot, and was Buried with great Honour. His Regiment was given to his Son, who 
had ſa bravely Revenged his Death, tho* he was then but Eighteen Years of Age. 

This ill Succels rather enraged than diſcouraged the Portugueſes ; fo they continued their 
Ateaclis, bur to very lictle purpoſe: Wherefore after having ſpent 33 days before the Place, 
they clrew off their Cannon to the Body of the Army. It was thought they would have quic- 
ted thi Siege ; but they leaving a ſufficient Force to guard their Line on that ſide Guadiana, 
paſſed the River, which they ought to have done ar firſt. The Siege of Fort S. Chriztopher 
was orte of the moſt remarkable Actions that hapned inthe 28 Years War between Caſtile aud tes 0 
Portug.1l. Having paſſed the River, the Enemy drew a Line 3 Leagues in length, encloſing hol 
the City, and worked at it 4 Months, where they conſumed above half their Army, conſiſt- wt 
ing, a:3 has been ſaid, of 16000 Foot, and 2500 Hole, at the beginning of the Siege. This 
Enterprize ſo alarmed the Kingdom, that it obliged the great Favourice D. Luis de Haro to ex- " 

ſe trimſelfto the Danger of the War. During the piege, the Duke of Ofſune went out to if 
tron intercepted a Convoy that was coming to the Enemy's Camp, but being diicovered, MW 
retired, dividing his Horſe into ſeveral Squadrons, that they might cake ſundry Fords. The git 
Porrugkeſes purſued with all their Horſe and Foot, and the Duke's Guide having miſſed the oy 
Ford, he was forced with only 400 Horſe to face the Enemy. In the heat of the Action his 
Horſe ſunk in a Bog, and altho? almoſt ſtifled himſelf in the Mire, he mounted another Horſe, 
and broke the firſt Battalion of the Portugueſes, receiving ewo Thruſts, which'pierced his Ar- 
mour and Doublet. One of the Enemy's Soldiers laid hands on him, whom he kiiled, and 
ſeeing: himſelf and all his Horſe in danger of being loſt, he commanded them to take the River, WHY 

- Where 49 of them were drowned. Nextnight he attacked one of the Enemy's Quarters, kilied WA 
200 of them, and brought away 40 Horles. | 

Or1 the 22d of July the Enemy attacked Fort S. Michael with 6000 Foot ſuſtained by 
Horſe. The Duke of Offa drew out his Horſe, and was ordered wich certain Platoons of 
Muſqueteers to charge the Enemy. D. Fobn Pacheco, Lieutenant-General of Horſe, led the fo 
Van, and fell on ; but being over.powered by the Portugues Horie and Foot, was beat back. F 
The Duke carne on with his Troops, and repulſed the Enemy, giving time to D. Febn Pacheco al 
to rally his Men, and charge again, but was Itill torced to give way to the Multicude. The 411 
Duke being ſtill, at hand in good Order, ſuffered not the Enemy to purſue our Vanguard | 
when broken, but advancing took the Ground where the Enemy had ſtood, which was

This Action lalted 5 houis, wich conſiderable loſs x6 
on our ſide, and of above 800 of the Enemy, On ttie 6th of Awguf# 1200 of our Horſe | 
broke through the Enemy's Line between two Forts, the Duke of O//«»a attacking them in Þ 
the Rear, and the Duke of S. German in the Front, driving them 6 Leagues as far as Albuquerque, Þ 
where they halted. On the 22d of Augui# the Enemy planted a Battery of 6 Cannon on : 
the Hill called Cerro del Vients, where we had a Hali-moon Paiiladcd with Redoubrs and Flan- 

kers, which would contain 2000 Foot and 1000 Horſe. Uponthe 24th they began to play 

thoſe 6 Pieces, and 2 from Fort S. Michael, and that day threw above 1 5o Bullets, but wich- 

out doing any conſiderable execution. On the 3oth they fired upon Fort S. Chri#fopher, and | 
blew up che Mills; then they caſt Bombs into the Quarters of S. Andrew and the Porters. From gh 
the 10th of Oober the Fury of their Batteries began to flacken. That very day D. Luis de | 
Haro ſet forward from Merida with 12000 Foot and 4599 Horle ; which the Portugueſes under- radojet 
ſtanding, drew off fo ſilently in the Night, that their March could not be diſcovered, till relieved. | 
Morning ſhowed their Army on the other ſide Guadiana, and they encamped under the Can- \ 
non of Campo Mayer on the 14th. The fame day D. Luis ds Haro entred Bad oz, Our Army | 
paiſ:d the River, and followed the Enemy to the River Cayo, which divides Ca//ile and Por- 
1vgal, and ſo held onto Elvas, burning all the Country. "The Detence of Badajez was one of 
the moſt Glorious Actions during the War with Porrvgal, and in which the Duke of Oſſ#na gave 
moſt tignal Proofs of his Bravery and ConduR.. 
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The little Spuadron of Majorca mentioned in the foregoing Year, this Spring took 4 Eng. 
liſh Ships richly laden from Yenice, but in the Fight with them, Jayme Liorens Admiral of the 
Privatiers had an Arm taken off by a Cannon Ball, of which he ſoon after died at Malaga. 
Two other ſmall Squadrons had failed from Majorca to the Eaſtward, who ſcoured the Coaſts 
of Africk and Archipelago, and brought home Prizes. 

On the 6th of Afay a Proclamation was publiſhed at the Court of Madrid, for lowering 
the value of Copper Money one half. ' There died the Archbiſhop of Beſangon, a Prince of 
the Empire, and Ambaſſador from the Province of Burgundy, 

The Spring ſeemed to threaten great deſtruftion in Flanders. The Marqueſs de Caragena 


Poſturs'of (5,vernour of Flanders, (D. Fobn of Auſtria being gone to 120") and the Prince of Conde pre-

pared to take the Field with a Jougen Army of Horſe and Foot, and the mean while 
took care to keep in the French Garriſons from making Incucſions towards Gaunt, Bruges and 
Bruſſels. Moſt of the Horſe were in Quarters towards Germany, to meet the Archduke Sigi/- 
»und the new Governour of the low Countries, who brought with him 12000 Foot. The 
Marqueſs de Caragena had taken the Field with 6000 Foot and 7coo Horſe, the Prince of 
Conde had 4000 Foot and 5000 Horſe. In France we had at that time the Towns of Rocroy 
Hedin, Linchen, and Chaſtelet, whoſe Gariiſons ranging abroad, gathered Contributions of 
all che Country about.

All Europe was in go pram nr. the Eventof ſo many Treaties and Overtures of Peace 
ill delayed and broke off on account of private Intereſt, 
when at length about the middle of Aday by Conſent of both Kings of France and Spain, a 
Ceſlation of Arms was agreed upon for Two Months, and Expreſſes ſent to all Parts eo for- 
bid any Hoſtiliies during that time. This news was received with general Joy an SatisfaQion, 
which was increaſed upon the Prolonging the ſaid Truce, and affured Hope of an enſuing 
Peace. Irun a ſmall Town in the Province of Guipuzcoa adjoining to France was the Place 
appointed for to Treat. King Philip made choice of D. Lus Mendez de Haro a Grandee of 
Spain and his Majeſties prime Miniſter and Favourite for his Plenipotentiary, and the King 
of France deputed the Cardinal Mazarine his firſt Miniſter to bear the ſame Character on his 
Part. D. Luis de Haro ſet forward from Madrid about the beginning of Fuly with a Princely 
Retinue : Before him went 40 led Horſes, then followed 12 Coaches, next, above 40 Sump- 
ture Mules, all their Cloaths Embroidered with Gold and Silver. He was attended by a 
great Number of Gentlemen of the Bedchamber, all Knights of the 3 Military Orders, 24 
Pages, as many Valets and Footmen. All the way D. Law went, he left Marks of his Gran- 
deur. At Burgos he gave 1000 Ducats to make a Silver Lamp to hang before the famous 
Crucifix of that City, he gave Liberty to the Priſoners, relieved many Widows and Or. 
phans. At Vitoria he was nobly Entertained by the Gentry, and above 60 of them with 
their Servants in rich Liveries followed him. At S. Sebaſtian he ſtaid for the Cardinal, who 
was not yet come. On the 25th of July the Cardinal came to Bayonne, and on the 28th to 
S. Fean de Luz, the laſt Town of France, whence he ſent a Gentleman to agree with D. Lux 
de Haro about the Ceremony of their Meeting and Conferences. Beſides the many Perſons 
of Quality that accompanied the Plenipotentiaries, each King had ſent Two able Civilians to 
determine all Matters that ſhould be diſputable in point of Law. Sic Henry Bennet Ambaſ. 
ſador Extraordinary from his Majeſty of Great Britain was admitted to the Conference, as 
was alſo Monſieur de Leni a Gentleman ſent by the Prince of Conde, The King of Great 
Britain come through France Incognito, and to prevent Suſpition entred Spain by the way of 
Aragon, whence he came through Navarre to the Conference, and was there attended with 
- Lo Reſpe& due to his Perſon, being Served by the King of Spain's immediate Servants and 
Crs. 
The Plenipotentiaries ſent Preſents to one another, and D. Lu# underſtanding that the 


Conferen- Cardinal was deſirous to ſee Spaniſh Plays, cauſed a Company of ARors to come from Me- 


drid to fatisfie his Curioſity. Some days were ſpent in adjuſting the Place and manner of 
cheir meeting. At laſt it was agreed that a Houſe ſhould be Built in a ſmall Iſland that lies 
in the middle of the River V:idaſos which parts Spain and France, one half of it was Built by 
the French, and the other half by the Spaniards. On the 13 of Auguf# the Plenipotentiaries 
met in this Houſe, where after Embracing, and other Adfts of Civiey, they fat down, and 
the Conference laſted from Noon ill an Hour paſt Four, when they parted, appoint- 
ing the next Meeting on the 16th. 
On the 2d of September, when the 8th Conference was held, came thither the Duke 
d Agremont Ambaſſador Extraordinary from the moſt Chriſtian King to his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty. He came to Madrid on the 16th of Offober : The end of his Embaſly was, to ask 
the Princeſs Mary Tereſa in Marriage for the King his Maſter. His Reception and Enter- 
tainment were greater and more magnificent than any had ever been before. His ſtay was 
ſhore, for having obtained what he came to ask, he returned home richly preſented, and 
ſatisfied with the Succeſs of his Negociation. The Treaty of the Peace went on flowly, but 
at 
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at laſt it was concluded on the 7th of November, and an Expreſs carried the News of it Peace 
to Madrid, The Marriage of the Moſt . Chriſtian King with the Princeſs, was the Bond Conctu- 
to make this Agreement Firm, and Laſting.

Thar which is to- 
wards Zaragoga is the ancient Bell ſo much ſpoken of by our Hiſtorians. Nextto ic in the mid. 
dle hangs another called S. Agathe, which has been alſo heard to Ring of ic ſelf. and next to it 
is the laſt I now ſpeak of. Strange and Remarkable accidents have happened after this fort of. 
Ringing z which ſometimes have proved unfortunate, and other times-proſperous.

Leather, all the Iron work guile, filled with a mighty quantity of all ſorts of fine Linnen. |. 
Six other Truncks covered with Amber-leather, lined within wich Crithſon Sattin, wich | 
Binges Locks and Bars of Gold Enameld : Two of them full of Aniber Gloves, whisker 
Caſes, Purles, and other curioſities were for the Duke of Anjou : The other Four carried 
great Riches for the Princeſs to beſtow among the French Ladies. Fifty Sumptures carried 
the Princeſles drefling Plate, and the reft for her ordinary uſe, beſides an infinite quantity 
of Perfumes to prefent. Other 25 Sumptures contained moſt exquiſite rich Hangings and 
Tapiſtty. For her Entrance into Paris there were 18 Sumpture Cloths moſt coſtly Embroi- 
dered wich Gold and Silver, and many Liveries for the Men that were to lead the Sumptures, 
For the Þiinceſles uſe in Parjs there was carried a Sedan adorned with Silver, wrought in 
the manner of a Handers Lace. For to give Charity, and other Gifts ſhe had 50000 Piltoles5 
the King had laid aſide for his own uſe a greater Sum, 

The 14h of April being come, their Majeſties after Viſiting the Church of our Lady of 

Atocha, and that the King had made his will (as is uſual before the Monarchs of Spain un- 
dertake any Journey) gave leave for the Ladies of the Court to come and take their Conge 
of the Princes: As they came in his Majeſty Received them with his Har in his Hand, 
the Queen and Princeſs Embraced them, ſo they went out at another Door, making 
way for thoſe that came after them. Thurſday the 15th of April the King and Princeſs fer out 
with ſuch} a numerous Train of Coaches, Horſe litters, and Horſes, that they extended 6

everal Coaches, and Gentlemen attending them, and a great number of Servants in rich i! 
Liveries; of which every one had 3 Suits, one for this Day, another to Travel, and a Third | l 
for the Wedding Day. Above all, the Duke - Medina de las Torres had 149 Servants, w_ ki 
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each 3 Suits of Liveries for the 3 Days, beſides that, brought him from Naples, which Coſt 
40000 Ducats. After theſe were, his Majeſties Pages and other Servants a Horſeback, car- 
rying rich Portmanteaus of Crimſon Velvet, laced with Gold. After them was the King's 
ach, in which was he and the Princefs, followed by the Ladies, then the Sumpture Mules, 
and next after them 72 long Waggons, His Majeſty had in his Journey 18 Horle-licters, 70 
Coaches of his, and the Nobilicies, 2100 Sumpture Mules, 79 State Horſes, 12 Pads, 5oo 
&ther Mules for Carriage, $00 ſaddle Mules, 32 long Waggons. Officers were ſent before 
to repair the Ways, and others to make the nrtery Proviſion at all Places where his 
Majeſty was to Bait. He took his Way through Alca/d de Henares, Guadalaxara, Hita, Xadra. 
que, Atienga, Berlanga, S. Eſtevan de Gormaz,, Aranda and Lerma, where he made ſome ſta 
to ſee the Fire works and Bull-feaſt prepared for his Entertainment by the Duke of that Name. 
Next day he came 'to Burgos, and ſtaid there till the 3oth, that City ſpending 20000. Ducats 
to Entertain him. Thither alſo came Two Gentlemen, ſent by the King of France to Com- 
plement his Majeſty, and Acquaint him with the death of John Baprift Gaſton Duke of Orleans 
commonly called in France the Great Uncle, becauſe he was ſo to the moſt Chriſtian King, 
to the Princeſs he was going to Marry, to the King of. England, the Duke of Savoy, the 
Durchefles of Bawvaris and Parma, and the Princeſs Dowager of Oravge. Upon this News 
his Majeſty Commanded the publick Rejoicing to ceaſe, the Courc to go into Black. On 
Friday the 3oth of April he ſet forwards from Burgos, arid on the 3d of May came to Vitoria, 
the chief City of the Province Alava ; Here he was Royally again Treated, and the City 
Preſented him- with 10000 Ducats in Gold. Here another Gentleman met him from the 
Queen Mother of France, deſiring him to haſten-his Journey, for the great deſire ſhe had to 
ſee him and the Princeſs. 'To be ſhort. he paſſed through Salinas, Villareal, Villafranca, 
Toloſa, and on the 1 th of May came to S. Seboſtian On the 14th, he went to Los Paſ- 
ſages, Two little Towns upon a Creek that runs into the Bay of Biſcay, where in a rich 
Barge he took a view of all the Men of War that lay in that Place. Upon the 2d of Fune 
the Princeſs Solemnly Renounced all Right and Title to the Crown of Coffiie, upon Oath 
for her ſelf and her Heirs. D. Ferdinand Ruiz de Contreras, Secretary of State, read aloud the 
Form of Renunciation, and the Oath to the new Queen of France, which done, the Biſho 
of Pamplona took the Holy Goſpel, and Preſenting it to the new Queen, ſhe took her Oat 
to perform all that had been read by the Secretary. 
Ceremo. Next day their Majeſties having heard Maſs in the Church which was Adorned in all coſtly 
ny of manner, the Biſhop of Pamplona who had Officiated, turned to the Princeſs, and asked of 
ContraQt- her, if ſhe would have to her Husband Ls of Rowrbon, the moſt Chriſtian King of France ; 
Pl =. then the Princeſs kneeling before her Father, asked his Conſent, which granted, ſhe ſtood 
* up, and the Biſhop repeated the ſame Words; but ſhe anſwered not till he asked the Queſti- 
on the 3d time, and then gave her Conſent. Then laying her right Hand upon one fide of 
a great Gold Baſon, D. Luz de Haro laid his Hand on the oppoſite Part, and being asked by 
the Biſhop, whether by Virtue of the Commiſſion he had of: the moſt Chriſtian King, he 
would in his Name take to Wite the Lady Tereſa of Auſ{ria, Princeſs of Spain, he anſwered 
he would, and taking a Ring of Ineſtimable Value, ſtretched ic towards the new Queens 
Hand without touching her, which his Majeſty taking up, put upon the 3d Finger of her 
left Hand. Aſter this Ceremony, Te Dewm was Sung, and a!l the Cannon Fired. On the 
Fth of une the King privately ſaw his Siſter, the Queen Mother of France, and on the 6th, 
both the Kings met in the Houſe on the Iſland of the River that parts Spain and France. 
In this Congreſs they teſtified all poflible AﬀeRion one to another : Their Majeſties being 
Seated, Cardinal Mazarine brought a Maſs Book, on which the King of France took his 
Oath to Obſerve all the Articles of the Peace lately Conciuded. The Catholick King did 
the fame, the Patriarch of the Wef-Indies holding the Book : . This done, all the Company 
voided the Room, and their Majeſtics remained alone for Four hours. In the afterngqon both 
Kings Rode out along the Banks of the River : Aﬀeer this they ſent Preſents.to one another 
of ineſtimable Value. On the 7th, the Two Kings met again in the Houſe of the Confe- 
Tence, with a -multitude of Attendance in moſt coſtly Attire, they were above an hour in 
Private, and then the Doors being fer open, all the great Men of both Kingdoms came in, 
and kiſſed their Hands. This Ceremony being over, King Ph-lip took leave of his Daughter, 
and both Kings parted. King Philip the next day ſet out towards Madrid, whither he came

On the 1oth they went to Bows de Vincennes, where they ſtayed, that 
all things might be in a readineſs for their Reception at Paris. Hence they fer out the 26th, 
and in the Suburb of S. Antonie of Paris, it in a ſtately Hall buile on purpoſe, and rich: 
ly adorned to receive the Compliments of the Clergy, Magiſtrates, and Univerſity. From 
this Place to the Palace of the Lowvre, was made a Lane of the 16 Regiments of Milicia of 
that City, each conſilting of 700 Men, in all, 11200, richly clad, through which the King 
and Queen paſſed tothe laid Palace: 

Thus Peace was reſtored not only to France and Spain, but almoſt to all Europe, this moſt 
memorable Year 1660, and Germany had leiſure to provide, to oppoſe the Deſigns of the O:- 
tomen Emperor, whoſe mighty Army was coming into ary, threatning DeſtruQtion to all 
thoſe Countreys.

D. Fobn of Aufria being Commiſſioned to command the Army againſt Portugal, came to x 7obn of 


Zafra upon the 21th of March, where he made a Review of all the Forces, and viſited the Auftris 


Magazines and Stores, all which he found better provided, than had been imagined. The commands 


Horſe muſtered 'at Truxillo, and were found 6300 ſtrong, of whom D. Fames Cawalero their *82ivit 
General took Charge. Soon after, 500 of our Horſe took 56 Mules loaded with Arms and ***5*"

The Enemy having aſſembled their Army at Effremoz, and finding it too weak for ours, 
broke it up, and diſperſed it into Garrifons, our Horſe the mean while waſting all the Coun- 
try 3 Leagues round Aronches. D. Fobnupon their breaking up, with 4200 Horſe marched'to 
Eftremoz,, and — appearing in the Field, turned off to Yeiros, He fent a Trumpet to 
ſummon this Place, and having received an ill Anſwer, cauſed part of the Cavalry to diſmount, 
who afſlanlted the Town and _ it, put all to the Sword, who had not time to flie to the 
Caſtle, aud' then plundered their Houſes, which afterwards they ſec fireco, as they did toall 
the Villages, Corn and Trees about ic. D. Fobn reſolving to make Aronches his chief Maga» 
zine and Place of Rendevouz ; forthe Province of Alentejo repaired the Walls and Caſtle, tor. 
tified the Pariſh Church, raiſed 5 Baſtions, 4 Ravelins, two great Platforms, and a Half Moon, 
made a Ditch 40 Foot wide, and 20 in depth , and a covered way to the Ditch palizaded. 
This obliged the Enemy, to fortifie and Garriſonſeveral Places ; as Efremoz, Villavicis/a, le. 

ett, and others. The Fortifications being ended, and all the Country ravaged, D. 

obn parriſoned: the frontier Towns, and put 1090 Foot and 400 Horſe, into Arenches, wich 
Proviſion tor 6 Months, and 11 Pieces of Cannon, leaving D. Ventura de Tarragena Gover- 
nour; which-done, he'returned to Badajoz, and put his Army into Quarters, deſigning to 
take the Field _ about the end' of September. As our Army was marching to Quarters, the 
Earl of Cantaiteds, the Enemies General, came out of Effremoz, with 1009 Foot, and 3000 
Horſe, and took a view of Aronches, whence the Cannon made him remove, having killed

marched towards them with his Army, but they retired under the Cannon of Cempcmayor and 
Elvas, where they continued ſome Days, our Army lying in ſight of them, till they not able 
to endure the heat of the Dog-Days, diſperſed into their Garriſons, and D. Fobn quartered 
his Men as was beforedeſigned. Our Horſe left at Aronches, made an Incurſion towards Por.

1 60 Horſe and Foot under the Command ofa Major into this Fort, with all Neceſlaries for 
their Subſliſtence returned to Zafrs, and ſent his Forces into Quarters. 

The Portugueſes hired 6 Engliſh Merchant Ships, and ſent aboard them to the Fews of Leghorn 
3200 Cheſts of Sugar, much Brazil Wood, Spice andother Goods,to the Value of 600000Ducats. 
Theſe Ships were taken by the Algerines, who having lightned them of all the Merchandize, and 
made Priſoners of 149 Portugueſe: and Ialians, diſmiſſed the Engliſh withtheir Veſſels, being then 
at Peace with them, and gave each of the Maſters 25 Cheſts of Sugar, to pay their Freight. 

The Duke of Ofſuns _ come to the Frontiers of Caſtile, with the Poſt of Captain Gene- 
ral, encamped beyond the Bridge of Guidad — with Two Thouſand Four Hundred Foot, 
Four hundred Horſe, and 4 Piecesof Cannon.

The 
Duke appointed 4 Caprains with each 100 Men, at once to ſcale the Walls in as many places, 
who advanced courageouſly, and tho' the Enemy made a hot Fire, breaking down the Þalliſa- 
does, layed their ers to the Walls, and mounted, pO Maſters of the Fort. 
Many of the Defendants were killed, one Cope, ſome other Officers, and 60 Men made 
Priſoners. The Governour fled caſting himſelf off the Wall, and Night favouring his Eſcape.

A terrible Country about, was ſodarkened with black Clouds, that every body foreſaw ſome 


like to follow. At 9 it beganto thunder, lighten and rain, with ſuch violence, chat the Gutters 
could not carry the Water off the Houſes, nor the Streets deliver the great Flood. This laſted 
till Noon, when the Rivulets that fall from the Mountain of Gibraltar ſwelled fo high, that they 
filled the Houſes in thoſe Streets near them; and thoſe Waters ing with the Flood, iſſuing 
from Guadalmedina, which comes from the Hills of oponnys and Zembre, broke down the 
wooden Bridge oppoſite to the new Gate, ___ away, tillit ſtuck a crofs the great Arch of 
the Stone Bridge, over againſt the Monaſtery of S. Donvinick. That being a ſtop to the paſ- 
ſage of the Waters, they bore down the Bridge with its Towers, and carried all away to the 
Sea, which at that time ran in Mountains, caſting up its broken Waves to the Clouds. The 
Inundation bore away all the Houſes from the Orchards of the 1 3 Croſles, as far as the Slaugter. 
houſe Gate, ſcarce leaving any Monuments that there had been Buildings there. It alſo bore 
down the Wall at the new Gate, and broke into the City, filling ſeveral Streets, and finding no 
way out, ſtill roſe, drowning ſome Quarters of the City and in S. Fobr's Street, came 
up to the Floors of the ſecond Stories. All the Sereer de los. Almagenes, or of the Storchouſes, 
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kers of the City weretotally ruined, as were the Monaſteries of S. Dominick aid S. Francis, be- 
ing ſo ſhaken, they were rendred uninhabitable. Great numbers ofPeople fled rothe tops of theit 
Houſes, which falling, they were carried away into the Mediterranean, or buried ic che Ru- 
ines. Among the other Deſtrufion made by the River Guadalmedina, it was obſerved, totaks 
one corner Houſe away intire, and carry it fo for a great ſpace, call at laſt ic fell ini pieces, with 
the death of 15 Perſons that were in it.

This Year our Army in Eftremadura, under the Command of D. Tobn of Aufria, being 
very numerous, pierced into Portugal as far as Evora, which was furrendred without any D. John 
Bloodſhed. This ſtruck a Terror into the City of Lzbon, as being ſo near, and the King had fakes &v0- 
thoughts of withdrawing from thence to ſome Place of more Satery. D. John retiring towards -— and 4; 
Badajoz, to join a Body of Foot that was there ready, and fo to continue what he had fo well ;quies. 
began, was charged by the Enemy's Forces near Eſtremoz, in a place where the Horſe could 
do no Service. The Enemy at the firſt onſet broke our Cavalry, and they diſordering the 
Foot, the whole Army was put to the rout, lofing all their Baggage, and ſeveral Perſons of 
Note were taken Priſoners, among whom was the Marqueſs of Liche, and D. Anelo d: Guz- 
man, Son to the Duke of Medina de Ia Torres, Emvora being not yet fortified, fell immediately 
into the hands of the Victorious Portugueſes, 

The Duke of On being declared General of the Frontiers about Cuidad Rodrigo , was at nike of 
Madrid, without any Inclination to-return to that Command ; but having received repeated 0/uns as 
Orders to go to his Poſt, obeyed. Immediately upon his arrival there, he appeared before gain in 
Valdelanula with 2000 Foot, 800 Horſe, and 8 Pieces of Cannon. That Night he encamped £9r:ug4l 
about the Fort, and raiſed a Battery, which he next morning began to play upon the Place. 

The Governour, who was no great Soldier, at Noon beat the Chamade, and ſurrendred, 
having at thattime 250 Men, and the Fort in good Condition, with 4 ſtrong Baſtions. The 

Duke finding it not practicable to fortifie that place, made choice of a riſing Ground hard by 

it; on which, with the Advice of Monſieur Locquer, a French Enginier ſent him by D, Fobn of 
Au#tria, he reſolved to build a Fort Royal, The Work being drawn out, and freſh Supplies 
coming in, ſo that the Duke' had 4000 Foot and 1200 Horſe, more was done in a Month 

than could reaſonable have been imagined, all the Officers and the Duke bimſelf being con- 
tinually preſent, and encouraging the Men. The Portugueſes fearing the raiſing of the Fort 
might prove of ill conſequence to them , gathered a Body of 10009 Foot and 1600 Horſe, 
reſolving by the way to take Albergaria, Their Deſign, being diſcovered by the Duke, he 

ſent at midnight D. Antony de Iſafie, Lieutenant-General of Horle, who put ſome Companies 

of Foot and other neceſſary Supplies into the Town ; which being known to the Enemy, 

they drew back the Troops ſent to inveſt it. Being diſappointed of that Enterprize, they ad- 
vanced towards the Duke, who being far inferior in Number, thought not fic to expole his 

Men in open Field, bur drew into the Fort, which was now in a good poſture of defence. 

He cauſed a Tenail, which was joined to the Fort by a Covered way, to be finiſhed, and pla- 

ced therein 1000 Foot and 200 Horſe. The reſt of the Foot. he drew into the Fort, placing 

the Horſe on the Flanks, and expeRed that Night the Enemy, who lay within Muſquer-ſhor, 
ſhould make ſome attempt. They ſtirred not, but kept the ſame Ground two days, the Can- 

non playing on both ſides. The Portugueſes having Inteliigence that 250 Horſe and 390 Foot 

were on their way to reinforce the Duke, ſent out 1000 Horſe to intercept them ; but the 

Duke ſent them Orders to march another way, and he at the ſame time alarming the Enemy 's 
Camp, they came fafeto him. The Duke hearing a Shot from Almeida, gueiled ir to be a 
Signal of fome Convoy that was coming to the Enemy, he therefore commanded the Lieute- 
nant-General of Horſe wich all the Cavalry and 5oo Fire Arms to march our and intercept it. 

He followed himſelf, having advanced two Cafti/ians to diſcover the Convoy ; they met two 
Battalions of the Enemy, which retired haſtily co their Body. The Portugues marched ano- 

ther way than the Duke had thought, who readily formed 6 Squadrons in the Vanguard, and 

drew them off ro receive them. Our Vanguard charged theirs, which alfo conſilled of 6 great 
Squadrons, and both Parties fought with fuch Courage, that they changed their Ground, ours 

being over-powered by the Multicude. The Duke, who was in the inid{t of them, haſted 

to his main Barrel, where his Horſe received rwo Carabine Shorts, and ordering them to charge 

the Por:»gueſes im Flank, broke both their Vanguard and main.Battel, purſuing them to their 

Foot with great Slanghter. They rallied under che covert of their Muſqueteers ; and that ours 
might have timeto make up the Diſorder cauſed by the Charge, the Duke ordered the Re- 

ſerve. of the old Guards and Companies of D. Antony Ramirez., and the Count de Bueto to ad- 
vanc2. The Enemy retired within their Lines, having loſt 500 Horſe, and among them 
many Perſons of Note. Their ſpeedy retreat by Night tufficiently ceſtified the loſs they had 
ſuſtained. The great advantage of raiſing that Fort was, that ir covered all our Country, 

and commanded a great pait of the Enemy's, above 49 Towns in a rich Soil being thereby 
brought under Contribution, and the Enemy obliged to maintain great Gariifons in /fayates, 
Almey 1a, Caſtel R-drigo, and other Places. In the Place where Fort F.:ldelama!; ſtood, was 
erected a Watch: Tower to hoid ſixteen Men, who cou'd thence difcover all the Country

The Count joining his Forces with 
Count Hobenloe, marched out of Croatia with 12000 Horſe and Foot, and lay cloſe in ambuſh 
in the Mountain, for a Convoy of Proviſions and Ammunition that was going to Newhauſel, 
guarded by. 19000 Twks. He fell upon them fo ſucceſsfully, that hekilled 4000, took 2000 
Priſoners, and carried away the Convoy to his own Caſtle of Serin, - Not above 60 Chriſtians 
were loſt in this great Aion. For this and other his good Services, his Imperial Majeſty de- 
clared Count Serini Generaliflimo of all his Forces in Hungary. He not enduring to be idle, 


- tho? never fo ſhort a time, on the 18th of Famwary marched again with 20000 Horſe and Foot, 


paſſed the Drave upon the Ice, making himſelf Maſter of ſeveral of the leſſer Strong Holds, 
and burning and bringing under Contributona great number of Villages. Onthe 28th of the 
Month he came before Sigeth, and leaving Count Hubenhoe with his Troops to befiege it, 
marched on himſelf to the Bridge of Eſſeck : To reduce the Caſtle at the Foot of it; he ſent 
Colonel Sirgats with 3009 Croats and 2c00 Dragoons. He meeting 6000 Turkiſh Horſe and 
Foot, overthrew them, killing 1800. The Fort immediately furrendred, and that wonderful 
Biidge was broke down, which would oblige the Turk: to fetch a compaſs of 8o Leagues to 
relieve their Garrifons on this ſide the Dr«ve. This done, the Colonel returned to Count 
Serini, who ſent a Summons to the Governonr of Five.Churches, and he offered to deliver up 
one of the Gates: But 500 Men approaching to take þ anc wm of it, he cauſed ſuch Volleys of 

reat and ſmall 'Shot to be poured upon them, that above 260 were killed or wounded, This 
f irritated the General and all his Army, that they unanimouſly gave a general Aſlault to the 
Town ; and tho? it was valiantly defended by the Turks, entred it by force, putting all to the 
Sword, except 2500 Women and Children, ſaved by the General. "The Soldiers had the 
Plunder of the Place for three days, all the Booty being valued at above 2 millions of Ducats, 
for that there was found 2 2co Hotſe, a great quantity of Proviſions and Ammunition, and 
abundance of Cloth laid in to cloath the Turkiſh Army, infomuch that after the Count's 
Army was plentitfully furniſhed, there remained 300 Waggon-Loads. "The Count, no longer 
able to keep the Field, by reaſon of the Extremity of the Weather, ſet fire to the City, but 
left 3000 Men, with Proviſions for 5 Months in the Citadel, and then marched to Sigerd, 
where joining Count Hehenloe, he returned laden with Booty to Croatia, This Expedition fo 
ſenſibly rouched the O:romien Emperour, that he vowed the next Campagne ta invade Hwn- 
gary with 2 59000 Men, and to demoliſh che Caſtle of Serin ſo as no Memory of it ſhould re- 
_ » beſides, he offered great Rewards to any that ſhould deliver the Count to him dead or 

ive. 

Baron Scuches, General of Sil:/ia, at the ſame time demoliſhed ſeveral Forts of the Enemy, 
burne many Villages, and took by Afaule the ſtrong Fortreſs of Newtra, fo that the Infidels 
had nothing left them from Newhauſe! to Caniſa., Newbauſe! was not beſieged, becauſe the 
Plague raged fo violently there, that the Garriſon, which at firſt conſiſted of 6000 Men, was 
reduced to 600, But a Party of Huſſars took 39 Waggons carrying Proviſions to Newbavſel ; 
and 200 Turks that guarded it eſcaping that Danger, tell into che hands of Baron Perceni, who 
was abroad with 300 Horſe, and killed 109 of them, taking 18 Priſoners. Count Serins laid 
fiege to Can'/a, of which the Grand Vilier having notice, ſent 600 Carts guarded .by __ 
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Men, moſt of them Fanizaries to relieve the Place. The Count met them with 12000 Horſe 
and Foot, and killing 1800, took the whole Convoy. Soon after, as he lay before the Town 
with 20000 Men, and had almoſt reduced it to furrender, Intelligence was brought him thac 
the Grand Viſier was marching with 85000 Men to the Relief of Caniſa. Count Strozzi im- 
mediately marched with x0000 Men to prevent his paſling the River Mur which falls into the 
Drave, and on the 7th of June the Turks attempting to Ford the River, ir was lo deſperately 
diſputed on both ſides, that the Fight continued after Night by Moon-light. Ac laſt the Turk: 
having loſt 2300 Men, deſiſted. Of the Chriſtians 400 were killed, and among them Count 
Strozz5, Mean while Count Serini raiſed the Siege of Caniſa in great diſorder, his Men be- 
ing in a Conſternation, apprehending the approach of the Enemy. The Turks attacked the 
Iſland of Serin, which tho' bravely detended, was at laſt abandoned, the Governour and moſt 
ofthe Men retiring over the Bridge, and all had been ſaved but that ic broke as they were 
_ The Enemy having razed the Caſtle of Serie, ag attempted to paſs the River 
Aur, but were ſtill repulſed by the Counts Serivi and Ho » who had built Forts along the 
Banks, and with their Cannon did great execution. The Baſſa of Buda with 25000 Men 
laid ſiege to Lewentz in the Upper Hungary, but the Count de Suſe coming to the relief of the 
Place with only 10000 Foot , totally routed him, killing 12000 of his Men, and taking 
1599 Priſoners, above 100 Colours, 2000 Waggons, a great quantity of Proviſion and Am- 
munition , 200000 Chequins in Gold, 20 Pieces of Cannon , much Baggage, and many 
Horſes and Mules, The Prince of Tranſylvania hearing of this Vidtory, caſt off the Turkiſli 
Yoke, and ſubmitted himſelf to the Emperor, aiding him with 25009 Tranſylvanians. Baron 
Souches took and burnt the Town and Caſtle of Barkan and many other Places, putting to the 
Sword many of the Enemy that were ſcattered after the late Rout. -Others of them repaired 
to another Body of theirs upon the River Razb, and being increaſed to the number of 39000, 
Range of beſieging the ſtrong Town of that Name. The Marqueſs of Baden being reinfor- 
ced by the Auxiliary Forces that had joined him, and now having an Army of 48000 Men, 
marched towards the Enemy, whom on the 31ſt of Fuly he found encamped on the other 
ſide the River Raab. The Chriſtian Army poſted themſelves near the Town of S. Gothart, 
their Cannon playing upon the Enemy. Next a Party of Turks and Tartars being diſcovered 
ranſacking the Country, they were entirely cut off in ſight of their Army by 2000 Chriitians, 
who recovered a great Booty. The whole Body of the Enemy advanced in the Figure of a 
Half moon, and attacked the _— 'the Empire that were in the Body of the Chriſtian 
Army, which after a vigorous Reſiftance were forced to give way, till freſh Supplies coming 
in, they drove the 1 back to the River, By this time the main Battels came to 
engage, which was done with great Fury by the Chrif:ans, that they forced the Enemy 
with great Slaughter into the River, where many that had eſcaped the Sword, or Shor, pe- 
riſhed in the Water, being born down in that confuſion. The Imperial Hotfſe purluing their 
Viftory, made mighty havock, obliging the Ifdels to quit their Camp, leaving a great number 
of Horſes, Camels, Arms,y»much Proviſion and Ammunition, and all their Baggage, which 
became a Prey to the Viftorious Army. This Battel was fought the Firlt Day of Augo/ ; 
it laſted from Nine in the Morning till Four in the Afternoon. Of the Enemy above 6090 
were ſlain, whereof many of Note ; of the Imperialiſts 1500 died in the Action. Theſe 

reat Loſſes moved the Turk to defire Peace, which. was' concluded, or rather a Truce tor 
Tomy Years, by the Emperor's Ambaſſador, who all this while reſided at Con/fanrinop':, 
and Signed by the Great 7wrk at Adrianople, who thenee ſent a Chiaux to Viewma the 6th of 
Ottober | 


For the carrying on of this War, his Imperial Majeſty was affiſted by all the Princes and 
States of the Empire, who ſent their Quota's of Men at their own Charge, as did the Kings 
of France, Sweden, and Denmark. King Philip IV. being taken up with the Wars in Portuga/. 
could ſend no Forces of his own , but fent the Emperour 300000 Ducats, and allowed 
22000 Men to be raiſed in Germany, and maintained at his coſt. To the Yenetians he 
gave 100000 Ducats a year, and fent them 4009 Men for Defence of the Province. of 


In Frence this Year the Queen was delivered of a Daughter, who lived but a few days, and 
her Majeſty was in extream Danger but recovered. The Duke of Beawfort , Admiral ol 


France, failed with a Fleet provided at Towlen and Marſeilles, and conſiſting of 14 Men of 


War, 8 Galleys, 5Fireſhips, 10 Brigantines, 10 other Veſſels, and 30 Barks laden with Pro- 
viſions, Ammunition, Lime, Brick, and other Neceſlaries for Building. In this Fleet were 
1520 Seamen, and 5ooo Land-Soldiers, beſides 500 Voluntiers of Quality. In Per: Aon 
in the Iſland Afinorca, he ftayed till the Galleys of Male joined him on the 17th of 
Ful, and then they failed together for the Coaſt of Barbary, where they ſpent ſome 
Shot againſt Bugia, to little effet. On the 22d they Anchored before Giguicr;, abour 
60 Leagues Faftward of Argiers ; and notwithſtanding the Oppoſition made by the Ene- 
my, landed their Men, as Toy did at Night 30 Pieces of Cannon. Three Batteries be. 
ing raiſed , played ſeven days and nights, at the end of which the French made them 
ſelves Maſters of the Place, having only 300 Men killed and wounded in the Actor: 
This Place is ſubjet to the Government of Argiers, and the Country about it has plen- 
ty of Cartel, Algerines having gathered _ Men s or the 20th of Ofober nr 
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peared before this Place, and that Night attacked a Redoubr of the Caſtle; but were fo 
well plied with the Cannon from the Sea and the Works, that they drew off with great 
los. Again, on the 23d before day , they gave a furious Aſlault, and were again re- 
pu'ſ-d, leaving behind 1000 of their Men killed and wounded. The Infidels being with 
treſh Supplies now 49000 ſtrong, gave a third Attack on the 27th, and poileſſed 
themſelves of the Redoubt; then following their Succeſs, they made themſelves Maſters 
of the Lines and Outwoi ks , tho' bravely defended by the French. The Duke of Beaufort 
finding it impoſlible to maintain the Place , the Outeworks being loſt , ſhipped his Men the 
oth of Oecber, and returned to France. 4 
Another Squadron of 10 Ships failed from Rochel, carrying 1650 Men, with Maſons, 
Carpenters, and all manner of Neceſlaries for erefing a Colony, which they accordingly 
pertormed, 4 Degrees Northward of the River of the Amazons in America , having foutid 
there an old Fort, which they repaired and fortified with new Works. 
Cangh. The Engliſh having built ſeveral Fortes about Tangier, Gailan the Moor many times 
-r of tte had attempted to gain them, but ſtill came off wich loſs, and among others had his 
£:-/iſbG3- wn Brother killed. To revenge his Death, and ſo many Diſappointments, he lay in 
1:00.97. ambuſh with Eight thouſand Men, and the Governour the Lord Trvexr marching out of 
*v8'* the Town with the beſt of the Garriſon to take a Prey, encompaſſed them, and cue off the 
greateſt part.

Marques King Philip conſidering the great Harm the Portugueſes did upon the Frontiers, com- 
z- Carace. manded the Marqueſs of Caragena, before appointed General , to repaire ſpeedily to his 
»:General Command: He obeyed, and came to Badajoz the beginning of this Year. The Duke 
a,zinſt of Aveiro went away to Cadiz, where the Fleet was in a readineſs, and waited his co- 
yorrvgel: ming, he being appointed to Command. The Duke of Ofims being accuſed of not ha- 
ving done his Duty at Cuidad Rodrigo went, with Twenty four others, a Voluntier into 
the Army ; which being ready to take the Field, the Marqueſs of Caragens commanded hit 
to retire, becauſe he had no Order of the King for him to ſerve. He had ſach ſmall 
Supplies from Court, during his Command at Cuidad Rodrigo, that he was forced to raiſe 
Contributions ; which cauſed many Complaints to be made againſt him; but upon Exa- 
mination he was cleared, and the King to reſtore his Honour , made him Governour 
of Catalonia, when the War was declared againſt France, Great Preparations were made 
againſt Portugal 5 but all came to nothing, by reaſon of the Diſcourſe of a Truce or 
Peace.

He appointed Governors of his Son and Kingdom, D. Garcia de Avellaneda y 
Haro, Count de Caſtrillo and Preſident of Caſtile, D. Chriſtopher Creſpi de Valdaura Vicechan- 
ceilcr of Arazon, the Count de Penaranda as Counſellor of State, the Marqueſs de Ayrona as 
Grandce of Spain, and the Cardinal of Spain, Archbiſhop of Toledo, which, the Cardinal 
D. Baltaſar de M:ſcſo dying the ſame day as the King, was Interpreted in favour of D. Paſ- 
gualis of Aragen, then at Rome. From Rome he went to Naples, to take Poſleflion of the 
Viceroy ſhip of that .
